J^J^LL the Annals of Ru£ia fpeak of a 
^ Nation called * Wdragu or Wo- 
ragianSj who gave the firit Sove- 
reigns to this Kingdom. It is very 
probable, that thefe People inha* 
bited the Country on the Coafts of the Bal* 
tick Sea, which the Ruffians ftill call WaretJkoU-

Mme ; perhaps they were Vandals. Be that 
as it may, a certain Man named Gaftomijkf^ 
who was a Citizen of Neivogorod^ and whofe 
Pmdence had given him fome Authority 
among his Q)untrymen, then divided and in 
Arms againft c . another about the Choice of 
a Leader, pointed out to them three Brothers, 
among the Wiaragians^ \crf capable of go- 
'" - verning them. It is likely, that he engaged 
them in the Choice of thefe Strangers, be- 
caufe they would not fubmit to any of their 
own Countrymen, efteeming themfelves all 
on an Equality. 

RuRiCK furviving his Brothers, whofe 
Names were Sinaus and ^ruvar^ tliereby be- 
came Lord of the whole Nation : The Epoch 
of thefe three Brodiers being called to the 
Government of the Ruffians^ is placed, accord- 
ing to their Manner of Reckoning,, in the 
.Year of the World 6370, and of Chrift 860. 
RvEicK. tie RuRicK being fole Mafter of the Provin- 
'a n*^^ ^^^» ^^^^ ^^ belonged to his Brothers, which 
' !>• 860. were thofe of Plejkow and Bieia-Ozero^ divided 
the Lands among his principal Followers. His 
' own Province was towards the Lake Ladoga. 
The Situation of tliefe three Provinces feenis 
to favour the Conjefture, that the Waragiam 
were the fame People who, at prefent, are 
called Ingriansj and tlieir Country Ingria or Ith 
gemiania \ the Ruffians call them IVotJchoi: And 
thofe who apply themfelves to the boundlefs 
Science of Etymology, will find no great Dif- 
agreement between this Word and thofe of 
Waretjkoie and Waragi. It is farther to be 
obferved, .that they give a Name with the 
fame Termination to five different People who 
2 in-

inhabit between the Onegay the Ladoga^ the 
TepuySy the Biela-OT^ero^ and the Sources of 
the Wolga and the Dwiria^ which are the 
Oboneefcbi-petin^^tWotfcboi-petrnjlhtSeUmfcbi^ 
petin^ tiicDoretfcboi-petin, and thtBefetfcbi-petini 
which makes it believed, that thefe five Peo- 
ple compofed the firft State of which Rurick 
was the Sovereign. 

Igor fucceeded his Father Rurick^ under Igor; 
the Tutelage of one of his Relations, after A,D. 8So. 
' whofc Death he marryM a Lady of Plejkow^ 
named Olha *. He was forced into a War 
with his Neighbours, whom he vanquiflied, 
and then put the Prince of Kiow to Death : 
Being Mailer of all the Country along the 
Eaftem Borders of the Boryftbenes^ or Dnieper^ 
he carryM his Arms as far as ^Thrace ; but at 
his Return, the Chief of the f Drewlians^ 
the fame who are now called the Donjki* 
^artarsj prepared an Ambufcade for him 
near § Corejcb^ where Igor periflied with a 
great Number of his Men. 

He left but one Son, named SwatoJIas or SwAToiLAt; 
Spendqftahlos^ who was too young to mount *•!>• 9«* 
the Throne ; therefore OZbi, his Mother, 
reigned in his (lead, and was a great Prince($« 
Her firft Care was to revenge hcrfelf on the 
Chief of the DrewUans for his Perfidy : This 
Prince having fent twenty Ambafladors to her, 
B 2 with

with Ptopofidons of Marriage, flic beg^m her 
Vengeance by caufing them to be burnt alive, 
and gave that Nation to underfiand, that, if 
they would have her for their Sovereign, they 
muft fend to her a greater Number of :he prin- 
cipal Men among them ; thefe likewife (he 
caufed to be ftrangled in a Bath, and then 
fcnt Word to the DrewUans^ that f^^c was fct- 
ting out, and ordered them to prepare Hydro- 
mel, and every thing elfe that was neccflary 
to facrifice to the Manes of Igor^ and for her 
own Nuptials. 

At her Arrival at Corefcb (he pay'd the 
highell Honours to the Memory .of her de- 
ccafed Hufband, and making the Drcwlians 
drunk, flie caufed five thoufand of the chief 
Perfons among them to be maflfacred, and 
then returned by the Way of Kiow^ whither 
fhe conducted her Army, and furprifed that 
People, of whom fhe made fo eafy a Con- 
queft, that fhe impofed what Tribute fhe 
pleafed upon them. 

Olh A afterwards took a Journey to Confiath 
tinople^ where fhe embraced the Chriflian Reli- 
gion according to the Rites of the Greek Church, 
being baptized by the Patriarch Pboiius^ and 
took the Name oi Helena: This was in the Reign 
of John Zemifces^ Emperor of the Eafl, who 
would have marry'd her ; but flie refufed his 
Offer with great Civility. This magnanimous 
Princefs lived to a great Age, being in her 
80* Year when fhe died, v/hich was fourteen 
Years after her being baptized. The Ruffians 
celebrate her Memory annually on the ii*** 
of July^ and compare her to the Sun, as fhe was 
the firfl who brought forth the Light of the

^jofpel among them ; but (he could not per«« 
:^ade her Son to efpoufe the fame Faith. 

She had trained him up to Arms, which 
9ie bore all his Life with Honour; after he 
Mizd fubdued his Neighbours, he entered into 
^ulgaria^ anciently called 7irace% and then, 
quitting Kiow^ eftablilhed the Seat of his 
3£mpire at Pereflawj as the Centre of his Do* 
sninions, and where he might beft maint^n 
die Commerce he carry'd on with Greece^ 
Jlungarj^ and other Places. 

SwATOSLAS, after a long and glorious 

Jleign, was treacheroufly flain by the Prince 

of the Peucingians or HtamSj who made a 

drinking Cup of his Skull. He left three 

£ons, Jewpakbj to whom he had given Kiow 

and its Dependencies ; Olegas^ whom he had 

made Chief of the BrmUans ; and Jf^olodimir^ 

"whom he had by a Ccncubine of Novogorod^ 

niuch beloved by him ; to this third Son he 

gave th^ Northern P.vt of his Dominions, 

comprifing Ntmogorod^ Plejkaw^ &c. but this 

Diyifion lafced not long, for JewpaUb laying 

an Ambufcade for OlegaSj foon delboyed 

him, and WaloMmir dreading the fame Fate, 

fled for Shelter to the IVaragians. Jewpalcb 

immediately feized on Novogorod^ and put a 

Governor in it : But Wolodifnir obtained fuch 

powerful Succours firom the fVaragians that he 

prefently drove him out again, and, at the 

fame Time, declared War with this cruel 

Brother, whom he bcHeged in Kiaw^ and, 

having artfully drawn him out of the Town, 

put hini^ to Death. 

WoLODiMiR, Mafter of all the Country \ 
that his Father had inherited and conquered^

gave hitnfelf up to a Life of Eafe and Lxoh 
t^y } jbaving feveral Wives of diffetent Na« 
cions, $)ifides fix hundred Concubines : Bu( 
he wa^powerful enough, nocwichftanding his 
Indolence; to draw about him an infinite 
Number of Priefts, who infinuated into him 
the i^eceflity of eflablifiiing fome certain 
Worfliip in his Dominions, each boafting, 
with facerdotal Pride and Obftinacy, of the 
particular Dogmas of his own Se£b. 

Maluscha, his Mother, who had been 
an Attendant on Olba^ determined him in 
favour of Chriftianity ; and prevailing upon 
him to be baptized, he took the Name of 
Bajlle^ and broke the Idols * Perun^ UJlad^ 
Corfa^ 'Dafuoa^ Simaefgla^ Macofcbj and others, 
which he had ercftcd himfelf in Kitm. He 
afterwards fent an EmbafTy to Conjiantimple 
to demand the Siller of the Emperor BafiU^ 
whom he obtained in Marriage, and lived 
with her three and twenty Years. He buijt 
the City Wdlodimiu upon the Qifma^ between 
the Occa and the lVolga,\ inftituted the Feafl: 
of the Princefs Olba ; and was himfelf, after 
his Death, placed among the Number of the 
Saints, as the Apoftle of his Country. 

The Death of TValoJimir-BaJlle CKxaCiontd 
terrible Diforders in the State, he left ten 
Sons, by different Wives, who entered into a 
defperate War with one another, fo that there 
were nothing but Murders, Treafons and 

Battles,

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Battles, till Jerojlaws had vanquifhed all the 
reft, and took upon him the Title of Mo- 
narch of iZ^Zd. 

Jeroslaws left five Sons, who divided his 
Provinces among them. i. Zajlas had Kiow. 
2. Stoklas had Czemihoff. 3. Wfewolode^ Pe- 
rejlaw. 4. Gregory^ StnolenfliQ\ and, 5. IVen* 
cejlas had Novogorod and Wolodimir. This 
Partition did not hinder the Brothers, after the 
Death of their Father, from endeavouring to 
de{hx>y one another, and IVfewclode^ the third, 
was too powerful for all the reft. 

WoLODiMiR II. the Son of fpyinvolode^y^oho^iui^ 
once more reduced all the State to the Sub- -^'• 
jcdtion of one Prince, and took, as his Grand- * '^^' 
father Jerojlaws had done, the Title of Mo* • ' 

narch; as he was more abfolute, fo he was 
more diftinguiflied than any of his Predecef^ 
fors, by carrying on a War with Gtixn II. 
King of Hungary. It was this Wolodimir who 
firft eftablifhed the Ceremonies obferv'd at 
the Coronation of the Ruffian Monarchs for a 
long Time after his Reign. He maintained 
a long and cruel War with the Barbarians^ 
who dwelt on the Borders of the Danube. 
He even threatened Qmjlantine^ Emperor of 
Conftantinople^ who, to prevail upon him to 
retire, fent him Urge Prefents by certain 
Bifhops, by whom he was treated as * Czar. 

His Son fVfewolode II. was alfo Monarch Wsewolodk 
of all Ruffia\ but eight Sons, whom he left 
behind him, divided the Kingdom once more, 
which was very much weakened thereby, as 
well as by the War they wereobliged to carry 
B 4 on

on againft the TarUars on one Sidet and the 
Kni^ts of the £b0f/-'5tawnf on the odier. 

Th%se Knights owed their Original to cer- 
tain Merchants of the Towns on tbt Baliuk 
SiOj who formed an Aflbciation ^aunft the 
. . Infidels of Lhama^ where the Chriftian Faith 
not being yet well fettled, the Bifhop of R^a 
Idd the Foundation of this Order, by the 
Authority of Pope Imwceni III. who alJo^ ^d 
them the third Fart of what they (hould con* 
quer from the Bariarians. They obferved 
liie lame Rules as the Knights Tmplars^ and 
were called Friers^ or Knights of the Sborh 
Sword^ becaufe they had on their mite 
Qoaks^ fays Okarius^ a red Sbori-Swori^ with 
a Scar of the fame Colour; which they after* 
wards changed into two Short-Swords in Sal* 
tier, with their Points downwards. They 
made fome Progrefs, but finding themfclves 
too weak, they were joined with the Knights 
of the Teuiomci Order, with whom they were 
incorporated in the Year 1238. 

Russia at this Time extended no farther 
towards the Eaft than to the River Occa^ 
which feparated it from the Morduaie Tartars \ 
towards the North it went no farther than the 
Mountains of Kargapol\ but towards the 
South, the Valour oijeroflaws and Wolodimirll. 
who had carried their Anns as &r as the Da- 
nubcy had brought under their Subjeftion all 
the Country about the BoryftbeneSj and all 
that was between the PrTypiecz and the 
Niefter^ and which is at this Day called Black^ 
Rujfta. All thcfe Lands became the Patri* 
mony of the Defcendants of Wfewolode II. 
who divided the Provinces among them, 

which 
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which were fubdivided by their Succefl[brs» 
{o chat there were to be feeni at the fame 
Time, one Prince of X/^ti;, another Prince of 
Wolodimirj another of Novogorod^ one of 
Smolenjkoj and another of * HaUcz. It was 
no difficult Matter for the numerous Tartars 
to make fo many little Princes tributary, who 
were in no Condition to make Head againft 
them. Prince Gregory^ the Great-grandfon 
of Wfewohde 11. could not refift them, but 
he faw not the Slavery of his Country, lofing 
his Life with his Crown. It was at this Time, 
that this barbarous People, under the Conduft 
of the famous Baltln^ their Cham, threw 
xhemfelves into Hungary^ where they com- 
mitted incredible Ravages. The Divifions 
that reign'd among thefe petty Ruffian Princes 
iielp'd to prolong their Slavery, they fup- 
planted one another, made War among them- 
felves, and chofe the Chams of Tariary con- . 
flantly for their Arbiters, the Weakeft ac« 
knowledging them for their Sovereigns, that 
they might obtain Succours to pull down their 
Enemies. 

The Ruffians about the Lake Hmenj and 
beyond the IVolga^ remained the mod power- 
ful, and were enough fo oftentimes to dilhirb 
the Teutomck Knights. Romanoffs the'iSrand- 
fon of WJewohde IL whofe Sifter, Helena^ 
was married to Cqfimir II, King of Poland^ 
reigned at Novogarod^ from whence he made 
feveral InvaHons into Lhonia ^ but with fo 
little Succefs, that the RstffiaHS were forced to 

yield

yield PltOot^ to the Grand Mailer Hemum 
Falax. It is true, he did not keep it long, 
for Prince jSexander retook it a few Years 
after. Darnel RimanowUz^ that is to fay, the 
Son of Rmanoffy was continually at War 
with the Teulonici Knights, under their Grand 
Mafters Brieibaufin and Rodenfiein. He en* 
tered into Uvetua as far as Darpi^ with the 
Defign of retaking the Fortrefs of Odettpo^ 
which the Ruffians had formerly poflefled ; but 
he was always unfucccfsful. 

The direA Line of the Ruffian Monarchs 
nuintained thcmfelves in tFolodimtTj where 
George was killed by the Tartars \ his Son D^- 
metrius left Jerqflaws II. who had five Sons ; 
jUexandeTj Theodore^ Atdrew^ MicbaeU and 
Demetrius. jUexanier fucceeded his Father, 
and w;;s one of the firft who endeavoured to 
ihake off* the Tartarian Yoke; for which 
Reafon he refolved to transfer his Refidence 
to a Place a little farther from their Frontiers 
than fFolodimir. He chofe Mofcow^ fituated 
in a Plain indeed that was barren, but watered 
by a little River which gives its Name to the 
City, and which, at the Difbnce of fome 
WeiAs, falls into the Occa. It was thisyfSrx- 
ender who died with the Reputation of a 
Saint, and whofe Aflies the Emperor Feter 
the Great, of immortal Memory, caufed to 
be tranfported, in our Time, to the Church 
which he built in the Neighbourhood of Fe^ 
terjburgh^ and called by the Name oi AUxan- 
der Newjki. 

Daniel Alexandrowitz built theCita* 
del of MofoTiV^ and took upon him the Title 
of Grand Dtih. This Tranflation of the 

Re- 
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Refidence of. the Prince, made Strangers 
change the Name of the Nation; and be- 
caufe Daniel called himfelf Great Duke of 
Mofcowj of IFolodimiry &c. they called him 
Prince of Mofctm^ and the People had the^ 
Name of MufcoviteSj which they never ap** 
proved, tcnacioufly prcferving that which 
they had always bore. It was under the Reign 
of Dmiel that the Poles conquered Black- 
Rufftaj Pedoliaj and even KioWj which they 
took from the collateral RtiJJian Princes, who 
had fecured themfelves there from the Inva* 
lion of the Tartars. 

Daniel left George^ Jobn^ Boris^ and Gi^rge. 
Alexander. George Damelowitz fucceeded his A.D. 1327. 
Father ; but Demetrius Micbaelowitz^ the Grand- Demnimi AS* 
fon of the Grand Duke Jerojlaws 11. difputed tkuUwiisc. 
the Crown with him, having the Affiftance of A*D. ijjo, 
the TariarSj and carried his Cruelty fo far as 
CO alTaffinate him : But he was foon puniihed 
for this Murder; for the Ciiam, upon fomc 
Sufpicion, took away his Life, ;!nd lectled the 
Succeflion upon the fecond Son of Daniel^ 
called John DanielotvifZj whofe Chara<5h:r ac- 7#;;ji DimUk- 
quii-ed him the Name of Ain///^, bccaufe he ^w^. 
always carry'd a Purfe about him to dillribute ^' ^' '33®* 
Alms. Afrer his Death his Sons, Jcbn and 
SimoMj fell into a Difpute concerning the Lord* 
jfhip of Tweer^ which they referred to the 
Cham ZofUirBeck^ who gave it in Favour of 
the laft, upon Condition, that he (hould pay 
him a certain Tribute. But Demetrius Iwano- Dimbteius 
witz^ the Son of the elder Brother, Ihew'd Iwamo- 
more Cburagc. 'V"- ^ 

The Great Cham of the Tartars^ on this * ^ 
Side the Cafptau Sca> wd the Defcrt of Cap* 
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ehac^ was Tocbaimiicb^ the (kmeiigunft whom 
the great timwr-Bick^ commonly called T^ 
mcrlane^ marched in the Year of Egira ygz. 
He was of the Race of ToucU^ the Son of 
GiHglnz-Obamj and had the Seat of his Em- 
pire at OurioepOj on the Banks of the ^olga^ 
between Samara and Saraiof. This Great 
Cham had feveral Chams under him, who 
were Princes of the Blood Royal of Tcucbii 
fuch were jBfa-Beck^ Mamai-Cham^ Sec. over 
whom the Great Duke Demetrius obtained 
confiderable Advantages; particularly in the 
Year 1379, he made fuch a Slaughter in the 
Army of the laft, that all the Land, for thir- 
teen Wcrfts fix>m the Field -of Battle, was 
covered with the Slain. 

But little more than a Year after, the 
great Cham, Tocbat-ACtcb^ marched ag^inft 
Demetrius at the Head of his Hords, cook 
IFolodimir and MofcoWj and put all he met to 
the Sword. We may gucfs at the Number 
of the Slain by what i^ related by an Arabian 
Author, who fays, that fourfcore dead Bodies 
were purchafed for a Rouble, and that by this 
Traffick the Tartars gained three thoufand 
Roubles ; but it is very probable^ that this is 
greatly exaggerated, for if Demetrius had been 
able to have raifed an Army of two hundred 
and forty thoufand Men, it is not likely that 
Tocbat-Mitcb could fo eafily have gained his H 
Ends. 'j 

It was but a few Years after this Viftory, ! 
that the great Cham drew Timur-Beck upon ^ 
him, by the Haughtinefs and Infolence of his 
Manners, and was himfelf intirely defeated in 
his Turn. The Vi^or feized on his Capital 

Our^ 
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Ourtoepa^ and had the Satisfaction to afcend 
the Throne of ^oucbi. His Camp, which 
was three Leagues diameter^ was encompafled 
by a Curtain of gold-flower*d Brocade^ and 
he got fo great a Booty^ that the poor People 
in d^e Camp^ who could hardly get enough 
to fubfift themfelves before, now gathered to- 
gether fo many Horfes, Sheep, and other 
Things, that when they returned, they were 
forced to leave a great Part behind them. At 
I an Enteruinment that Timur-Beck gave the 
I Officers of his Army, on the Plain of Our^ 
' toepa^ he had found fo much Riches, that the 
Meats were ferved up only in Veflels of Gold 
and precious Stones: Such was the Wealth 
and Power of the Conqueror of Demetrius. 

Basilb Demstrowitz, his Son and Sue- Basili Db- 
cefibr, found Things much altered, and made >«"owit«* 
ufe of the Mifcry to which Ttmur-Beck had ^^^ '5^»- 
reduced the Tartars not only to Ihake off their 
Yoke, but even to drive them out of Ruffia^ 
and was fo fuccefsful in his Engagements With 
them, that he forced them to the other Side 
of the H^olga. The Reign of this Prince was 
long. He had, by his Wife Anaftajia^ but 
one Son, who was of his own Name ; but 
fome Suspicions he had of the Virtue of this 
Princefs, made him leave his Dominions to 
his Brodier Gregory^ giving his Son only to 
the Principality of * Ugtitz. 

This Difpofition excited freih Troubles in Grigort 
Ruffia: The Boyars took the Part of Aj/f&- !>"««•• 
Bqfihwitz againft his Uncle, who had Re- ^'^** 
cowfe to Arms to maintain the Right which 

his 

^ Whieh mt prefim wuths m ?0ff tf iht ffrntmn ^ 
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^ bb Brocher^s Laft^Will had g^ven him, and 
defeated die P^utizaps of his Neph'^w, who 
redred into the Province which his Father had 
afligned for his /Vppens^e. The Great Duke 
Gregory was at War with the Pcles^ almoft 
the whole Time of his Reign, which was but 
ihort» and at his Peath he deckied his Ne- 
jAfiLi IL phew his Succeflbr, altho' he had two Sons of 
nis own. 

Thsse could not approve of this teftamen- 
tary Difpolidon of their Father^s Crown, tho' 
it was die fame Right by which he held it 
himfelf, even to the Exclufion of the Prince 
who now had a double Claim to it. During 
the Reign of their Father they had mode a 
flrong Party, who were now in Arms to take 
away from Bajlle the Dominions that were 
juft reftored to him ; and even at the Hazard 
of going to War again among themfelves 
about the Divifion of them. Bqfiie fupnorted 
himfelf till the Stratagems of his Enemies, 
more than their Power, had made him fall 
into their Hands ; and to render him incapa- 
ble, as they thought, of reigning, they put 
out both his Eyes, and baniftied him once 
more to Ugliiz. The great Men who had 
fided with the Sons of Gregory^ were fliock'd 
at this Cruelty -, wherefore, going over to the 
unfortunate Bafiky they brought him back to 
MofctrjD^ where he reigned till his Death with 
the Surname of Czivrnnox^ or the Blind. 
Joim Basi* To this good Prince fucceeded Jobn Bafilo* 
].owtTz. witZy who had the Surname of ViliortauSy on 
Account of his great Aftions, and the Con- 
quefts he made, under Pretence of revenging 
the Infults his Father had received from De- 
metrius 
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fneirius Siemacba^ who commanded at Navcgih 
fod\ from Andrew his Brother, who was Mailer 
of Novogorod Sewierfid^ and from Boris yflrxan- 
^0w//z» who commanded in Tt&r^. Hefeized 
on thcfc three Provinces. That of Novogorod 
Weliki^ or the Greats was fo large, that JVha 
can rejifi God^ or Novogorod the Great? was a 
Proverb. She was able to raife two hundred 
thoufand armM Men: But thefe Conquefts 
would have been imperfeft if he had not in- 
tircly Ihook off the Yoke of the Tartars^ who, 
from Time to Time, gave the Ritffians to uh* 
derftand, that they had been their Mafters, 
and would, if they pleafed, be fo again. 

After having defeated thefe Tartars (b 
cffedually, that there was no Fear of their 
entering again into his Dominions, he took 
the Title of Great Duke of Wblodimr^ Mof- 
€ow^ and Novogorod^ and Sovereign of all 
Ruffia. He was not fatisfy'd with only taking 
Poifeinon of the States that had been fubjed: 
to his Anceftors, but would rejoin thofe Places 
to them, which had been dismembered from 
them by his Neighbours. He attacked AUx-- 
ander^ Great Duke of Uibuaniaj who had 
married his Daughter Helena^ and took Smo- 
lenjko from him, with every Thing that he 
had divided from Rsijfia. 

Hs attacked Uthuania in three different 
Places at the fame Time ; and, perhaps, this 
War was carryM on with the greater Fury, as 
it was begun on Account of the Chuith, 
Alexandir having negleded to give a Cloifter 
to fome Greek Nuns, in the City oiH^ilnOy as 
he had promifed when he nuury'd.the Ruffian 
Vnnct&Helemh One Army entered by iVSi9#- 

gorod 
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garod Siwiirjti^ the fecond by Toropiecz and 
Bidba^ »nd the third by D$r^hu and Smo^ 
lenJko\ fo difpofed, 'that they could all aflift 
one another. The Uibuamans^ commanded 
by Cn^aniine Oftrofy^ prcfcntly appeared on 
the Borders of fVedrafcb^ where a bloody Bat* 
tie was fought^ in which the Uibuanian Gene- 
ral and the Chieft of his Army were uken 
Frifoncrs; Dorobobus^ BietbHf Breujko^ and 
almoft all the Province of Sewierjki^ fubmit- 
tcd to the Laws of the Viftor. Never was 
any Prince more fortunate ; he found in the 
City of NiTVogorod JVeliki alone above three 
hundred Waggons loaden with Gold, Silver, 
and valuable Moveables. At the fame Time 
he was hardly ever feen himfelf at the Head 
of his Army, which occafioned Stephen^ the 
Wejwode of Moldavia^ his Ally, to fay, that 
he made Conqiiefts in his Sleep, whilft he, 
with much Difficulty, defended his Frontiers, 
notwithftanding he was always in the Field. 
He had alfo fome Difputes with the Cown 
' of S^iveden^ and after he had recovered Pkjkow^ 
he made War with the Lhonians^ and built 
the Fortrefi of Iwangorod on their Frontiers. 
IwAN Basilowitz had two Wives, the 
.firft, the Daughter of the Prince of Tweer 5 
the fecond, named Sopbia^ a Daughter of 
Tbomas^ Prince of the Morea^ of the Family 
of Paleologtts. All Hiftorians agree, that 
this laft Princefs had more Prudence and Po- 
licy than is commonly to be met with in her 
Sex, and that her Hufband was indebted to 
her for a great Part of the Glory, that he ac- 
quired in his laft Expeditions. It was fhe who 
engaged him to fhake oft* the Yoke of tlie 
2 Tartars, 
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^artars^ from whom ftic very artfully took away 
a Houfe that they had in the City of Mofctnv^ 
which fhe pulled down and raifed a Temple 
on the Ruins of it» promifing them to build 
them a (lately Palace without the City \ but 
this Promife was never performed. The Czar 
had one Son, named Jobn^ by his firft Wife,„ 
whom he married to a Daughter of Stephen^ 
IVeywode of Moldavia^ and who dying before 
his Father, left a Son called Demeirius^ who 
was deligned by his Grandfather for his Suc- 
ceilbr: But Sophia knew fo well how to ma- 
nage the Affe&ions of her Hufband, that (he 
engaged him to promife to leave the Crown 
to her Son Gabriel^ to whom he had deftina- 
ted the Principality of Novogorod. It was 
therefore neceflaiy to deprive Demetrius of his 
Liberty ; but the Czar changing his Mind at 
the Inftant of his Death, releafed this young 
Prince out of Prifon, and called him again 
to the Succelfion : The Enjoyment of which 
Gabriel foon took from him with his Life. 

John Basilowitz the ViSorious died in 
the Year of the Chriftian jEra 1505, and of 
the World, according to the Ruffian Account, 
7014. 

Gabriel fucceeding his Father, took the BasiliIwa* 
Name of Bqfile hvamwitz III. but as long as "owit«« 
his Nephew Demetrius Iwanawitz lived, he 
would not take the Crown, but contented 
himfelf with the Title of Adminiffaator, till 
after he had got rid of his Competitor, by 
putting him to Death, and then he aflumed 
the Dignity of Great Duke. He not only 
prefervcid the Conquefh his Father had made, 
C ^ but 
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but even augmented them, altho* he had 
fbme Reverfe of Fortune in Homna. 

From the Time of the Union of the 
Knights of the SboriSward to thofe of the 
Teiuomck Order, the Grand Mafter of thefe, 
who redded in Pru^^ fent a Chief Officer 
into Livonia^ who was called Heer Mnfier^ or 
Grand General. Thefe Grand Generals had 
many Difputes with the Clergy of Livoma \ 
and not lefs with the Ruffians^ who had al- 
ways an Inclination to add this Province to 
their Empire. 

The Annals of this Order fpeak of a Bat- 
tle fought in the Year 1248, between the 
Uvonians and the Rsiffians of Witepjk^ Smoleth 
jko^ and Ple/kow^ in which ten thoufand of 
the latter were flain. They contain alfo a 
long Recital of the Siege of Nyenbuyfen^ 
about 50 Werits from Dorpi upon the IVi^ 
ilka or Mudawi this Siege, undertaken in 
the Year 1381, by the Great Duke Demetrius 
Iwanowiiz in Perfon, with an Army of three 
hundred thoufand Men, wa$ miraculouHy 
raifed, if you believe them ; the Great Duke 
was kihed, his flying Troops were purfued 
and defeated ; and the Bow, with which the 
Governor had fliot the fatal Arrow, was con- 
fecrated upon th.- ^ Itar of the Church in the 
Caftle, where this miraculous Deliverance was 
annually celebrated till the Year 1558, when 
the Czar John Bqfilowi/z made himfelf Mailer 
of the Caflle. The fame Annals fpeak of 
an Irruption that the Grand General, Bcrgj 
made into Plejkow with an hundred thoufand 
Men, of which he reaped no Fruit, but only 

drew 
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drew the Ruffians into Livonia^ where they 
demolifhed fcvcral Caftles, and cany'd off a 
coniiderable Booty. 

When the Hiftorians of this Order fpeak 
of the Grand General IValter Plettenberg^ they 
fcem to want Words to exprefs themfelves, 
agreeable to the high Opinion they had of 
him, and make him furpafs even Alexander 
and Crfar. It was with this Chief that Bafile 
Iwanowitz III. was in Difpute. His Father 
had made an Irruption, with fome Succefs;, 
into Uvoma: Plettcptberg foon made a Re- 
turn ; but a Sicknefs in his Army obliged him 
to retreat fighting: Ba^le Iwanowitz next 
marched in his Turn againft the Livonians^ 
with a formidable Army \ the Grand General 
aflfembled together all his Forces, and joined 
to them great Succours drawn from Courland. 
The two Armies met near Plejkow^ in a Plain 
that extended for feveral Werfts, where the 
Great Duke advanced with his Troops divided 
into feveral Columns, and fupported by an- 
other Body of thirty thoufand Tartars. Ne- 
ver was fought a more terrible Battle. The 
Ruffians and Tartars making ufe of Bows, 
difcharged fuch a prodigious Quantity of 
Arrows, that they feemed like a thick Cloud 
darkening the Heavens. The Uvonians made 
a horrible Fire, and afterwards advanced with 
theu- Sabres, in a Kind of Fury, the Tar- 
tars betook them to Flight, and the Ruffians 
being quite overthrown, retired with the 
Remnant of their Army to Pkjkow. Ltun- 
clavius^ the Hiftorian, fays, that the Lx>fs of 
the^ Ruffians was fo great,, that the Plain, 
which was above fixty Stades in Length and 
C 2 Breadth, 
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Breadth, was quite covered with the Shun: 
The Confcquence of this Battle was a Treat]f 
of Peace for fifty Yean between Jbiff!a and 
Lhama. 

Fleskow was a Sort of Republick, which 
had her Dukes^ or Statholders, chofen by the 
People, and confirmed by the Czars. The 
general Affain were guided by a Senate, but 
the people were coni'ilted on making Peace 
or War, in forming Alliances, on the Elec- 
tion of a Duke, and on raifing of Taxes. 
The Populace, whom Eafe oftentimes renders 
infolent, took it in their Heads, if one may 
be allowed the Expreffion, to correft Provi- 
dence, and were for making an equal Diftri- 
bution of the Eftates of the moft powerful 
Gtizensi We may eafily fuppofe, that this 
Projedt caufed a great Number of the Citi- 
zens to be upon their Guard. The Clergy 
and the Senate had Recourfe to the Grand 
Geneial PUitenberg^ who refijfed them his Af- 
fiftance, for fear he ihould be accufed of in- 
fringing the Peace ; fo that they were oblig'd 
to implore the Succour of the Great Duke 
Bajile Iwanowiiz^ who coming to Pkjkow 
with a Body of his Forces, was admitted into 
the Town ; he heard both Sides, and fent 
the Chiefs of the Faction to Mo/cow^ and re- 
united the Town and its Dependencies to his 
Empire. 

Some Years after he declared War againft 
'Sigifmout^ King of Poland^ under Pretence 
that his Sifter, the Widow of King Alexinh 
der^ had not treated him with the RefpeA 
that was due to him ; but the true Cauie of 
this War was the Defign he had to take Ad- 

vanuge 
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vantage of the Softnefs in which Sigifmund and 
the Utbttanians lived, that he might recover 
the Places their Anceftors had taken from/Sir/^ 
Jia. He feized upon Smolcnjko by the Help of 
ACcbael LintJId^ a Defcendant of the Ruffian 
Princes, who gained over the Garifon in Aich 
a Manner, that tliey not only delivered up 
the Town to the Ruffians j but alfo declared 
for the Great Duke. Flefli'd with this Con- 
queft, he caufed his Armv to enter into Li- 
tbuania^ and forced feveraJ Places to fubmic 
to him. Sigifmund prepared for Battle, and 
his Troops, under the Command of Conftan- 
tine Oftrofyj croflfed the Baryftbenes below Or* 
fa^ on a Bridge, whilft the Horfe paflfed thro* 
a Ford a little higher. Iwan Andrew Czeladin 
commanded the Ruffian Army, which con* 
fifVed of above four-fcore thoufand Men ; but 
he committed an unpardonable Fault in let- 
ting all the Enemies Forces pais the River 
quietly before he attacked them : He was de- 
feated and uken Prifoner, with the greateft 
Part of the other Generals. But the Litbua- 
mans got no Advantage by this Viftory, as 
they could not xccoYtx Smolenjke^ which the 
Great Duke (Ull kept. Some Years after he 
fenc another Army by the Buna^ which laid 
a great Part of Lithuania wafte. 

King Sigismund had alfo at that Time 
aDifpute with the Teutonick Vim^ts^ from 
whom he with-held fome Fortrefles in Liva^ 
ma. The Emperor Maximilian L befides his 
being Ph>teAor of this Order, had other Rea- 
fons of State that obliged him to ipirit up all 
the Enemies he could againft that King : 
Wherefore he judged it proper to make an 
C 3 Alliaoce 
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Alliance ^ith the Czar of Rnjia ^ to this 
End, he fent a folemn Embafly to hinn, and 
wrote him a Letter, (till prrfenred in tbe Ar« 
chives of Mofcow^ wherein he gives him the 
Title of Emperor, a Copy of which the 
Czar, Peter ibt Greats caufed to be print* 
ed, when he affumed that Title, to ihew, 
that it had been before given to one of his 
Prcdeceflbrs, whofe Power was not compara* 
ble to his own. 

We have before feen the Difpofitions of 
Tartars of the Empire of Toucbi^ who were 
furrounded by other Tarfarian Principalities, 
fome more civilized, others more b^barous 
than the Toucbi. The chief of thefe was that 
whofe King or Cham had his Refidence at 
Cafan^ on the Banks of the U^olga: In the 
Neighbourhood of this Kingdom were the 
Scbibanjki and Kcjaiki Tartars^ and fhe reck- 
oned among her Subjeds the Czeremiffi^ expert 
in the Ufc of the Bow, and the Czuiafcbi^ ex- 
cellent in their Navigation on the TFolga. The 
Czsur BaJUcy always fuccefsful when he em- 
ployed Addrefs rather than Force, engaged 
the Tartars of Cdjan to have fuch a Depen- 
dence upon him, that they received their 
Kings from his Hands. The Czar always 
kept fome Perfons at Cafin in whom he could 
confide, who conftantly gave him an Account 
of all the Proceedings of thefe Kings; and 
upon the lead: Sufpicion, he did not £iil of 
getting them depolcd. It was thus, that -^- 
lega^ Jbdelatiw and Macbmedemin^ all Brothers, 
mounted the Throne fucceflively : Under the 
laft the People oiCafan (hook off their Yoke; 
but after his Death, one named Scbeale^ ha- 
ving 
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"^/ing married his Widow, who was Sifter .to 
the Czar, mounted the Throne by the Aflif* 
tance of his Brother-in-Law : But he was not 
^ble to maintain himfelf long in it, for his 
Subjeds could not bear his effeminate Life, 
Ills blind Submidion to the Will of the Czar, 
nor his great AfFc6Hon for Strangers, whom 
lie always prefer'd to his own Subjedls ; they 
refolved, therefore, to take his Crown from 
him, and give it to a Tartarian Prince. 

Mendli-Girey, the Chief of the Race 
of Chams, who reigned at that Time in the 
Crimea^ had left two Sons, MacbmehGirey and 
Sap'Girey\ the firft fucceeded his Father, and 
the Tartars of Cafan chofe the other for their 
King. Befides the powerful Afliftance they 
might at any Time exped from Macbmet-Gi- 
rey^ Mendti-Gireyy the Father of thefe two 
Princes, had married Nurftdta^ the Widow 
of two Kings of CafaUy and Mother of Jbde^ 
latiw and Macbmedeminy their laft Sovereigns. 
At the Approach of Sap-Girey^ ScbeaU 
quitted his Capital, and retired to Mofcow^ 
taking all that he could carry with him. 
Macbmet-Gireyj after having fettled his Bro- 
ther on ihe Throne of Cafan^ fet out to re- 
turn to the Crimea \ but he had no fooner 
crofled the Don^ than he changed his Defign, 
and turned, all on a fudden, towards Mofcow. 
The Czar Bafde expected nothing lefs, but 
relying on the Reputation he had acquired, 
imagined Jie had no Need to dread fuch an 
Invafion ; He was no fooner informed of the 
March of xh^ Tartars^ but he fent an Army 
into the Field under the Comnnand of Deme- 
trius Biefid^ todifputetlieFaflageoftheOrrtf 
C 4 . with 
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with them. Sa^irtf^ when he heard of hb 
Brother^s Enterprize, came with his Army to 
fecond him^ and advancing by the North of 
the H^olga^ he furprifed and plundered Nifi- 
Novogarod 2Xidi JVolodjmir. Machnet-Ghrey hsL* 
ving got the Whip-hand of Biejlki^ got over 
the Occa^ and plundered all the Country. The 
Czar abandoned his Capital, which was in no 
Condition to refill: the Tartars \ the Ambafla^ 
dors of Uvania^ who were then at his Court, 
retired to Tweer^ and nothing was neglected, 
that might hinder the Enemy from feizing 
on Mofcowj where the Czar had left his Bro« 
ther-in-La w Peter Codaiculu^ a Tartarian Prince, 
Brother of King Macbmedetniuy who had em- 
braced the Chriftian Religion. Macbmet-Gi- 
rey came very near this City, where all the 
Country People had endeavoured to fecurc 
themfelves ; but whether he defpaired of ta- 
king it, whether he feared the Want of Pro- 
vifions in a Country, where he had deftroyed 
every Thing, or whether knowing the Cha- 
rafter of the Czar Bafile^ he the more eafily 
liftened to the Propofitions made him by the 
Governor, after he had received fome Pre- 
fents, and a Promife in Writing of being 
paid an annual Tribute, he withdrew towards 
Rjtfan^ and gave the Ruffians Leave to pur- 
chafe the Slaves he had made. He endea- 
voured to feize on this Place by the Intrigues 
» of Tajkowitz^ a Polijb Officer, who brought 

him Succours ; but very far from that, he left 
behind him die original Treaty, by which 
the Czar had acknowledged himfelf his Tri- 
butary : Which happened in this Manner. 

Mach- 
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Machmet-Girey caufed the Governor 
o be told, that he would life his Tributary 
his Slave, and demanded feveral Things 
of him by one of his Officers: The Gover- 
nor, named John Kowar^ anfwered, that the 
^zar his Matter was Tributary to no one, and 
lie would obey no Orders but his. The Tir- 
^arian King, to convince him of his Miftake, 
lent him the Treaty. While JCra^^r remained 
in an Incertainty what he Ihould do, a Gun- 
ner fired upon the Tartars and Latbuanians^ 
'w^hich put them in Diforder ; Macbmet-Girey 
oomplained of this, and would have had the 
Gunner delivered up to him ; the Governor 
refufed it, they parleyed a long Time, and 
the Tartar impatient, or prefled by his Peo- 
ple loaded with Spoil, all on a fudden made 
a Retreat, without thinking of demanding 
the Treaty back again, which was fent to the 
Czar. 

The Year following the Czar BaJiU raifed 
a numerous Army, which he afTembled about 
Colomna^ upon the Occa httwctn Mofccw and 
Refan\ from whence he dilpatched a Herald 
to Macbmet'Girey at Capba^ to tell him, he 
was come to make War with him, as with a 
Thief, and that he intended to give him Bat- 
tle. The proud Tartar anfwered, that he re- 
ceived Orders from no one, and that he ihould 
take Arms when he thought proper ; and 
that when he .had a Mind to enter RuJJia^ 
there were an hundred Paflag^ open to hinu 
Bafile^ irriuted at this Anfwer, marched to- 
wwi Cafott^ ravaging and pillaging all the 
Lands of the Enemy: He taufed a Fortrefs 
to be bqilt on the H^olga at the Mouth of the 

Sura^ 
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Smroy g^Ting it hb own * Name, and reti* 
ltd. 

The next Year he (ent a formidable Army 
towards Cafan^ under the Command of Mi- 
ihoilGeorgiwitz: The News of which terri- 
fied Sap-Girey to that Degree, that he refol- 
ded to go to OmftantinapU to implore the Af* 
fiftance of the Grand Signer ; and fent for his 
Nephew, to leave him the Guardianlhip of 
his Kingdom in the mean Time ; but the 
Bjujlfian .Generals did net prefs fo hard upon 
the Tartars as they ought to have done \ nay, 
they even hindered King Scbeale from doing 
feveral brave Adions, which would have re- 
duced the Enemy, already difpirited, to the 
laft Extremity. In Ihort, the Knez Jobn 
Pali/zki^ who had befieged Cafan^ raifed the 
Siege very fnal-apropos^ and this whole Ex- 
pedition terminated only in obliging the King 
of Cafan to fend Ambafiadors to the CzzvBa- 
file to defire Peace, and to tranfport the Fair, 
formerly kept at Gofiintra^-Ofero near Cafan^ to 
• Nifi-Novogorody whither the RsiffianSy Perjians 
and Armmians might all come alike by Afiror 

' Sap-Gi REV and his Brother had foon after 
a War with, the King of Afiracan^ in which 
they had no Succefs; for Mamai and Agis^ 
Chams of the Nogcrf I'ariars^ betrayed them, 
killed Macbmet-Girey^ and would have feized 
upon Precept but were unable. Sap-Gsrey 
fucceeded his Brother, but was dethroned a 
fbort Time after, by his Subjecfb and his Ne- 
phew,

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3phew, who confined him in a Prifon all the 
mrefi of his Days. 

The Czar B/f^U hpanazviiZy very much 
«3rained both of Men and Money by the Ir- 
x-uption of Macbmet-Gircfj and by the Expen- 
^:es he had been at for two Years together in 
Ills Expeditions againft the Tartars of Cafan^ 
>Aras endeavouri:ig to put himfelf in a Condi^ 
cion» by the piefent Peace, to renew the War 
^vrith more Succefs^ but Death put an End to 
Jiis Defigns ; and he left his Dominions to his 
Son,. John Bafdowitz. 

Basile Iwan'Owitz had had two Wives, 
xhc firfl named Salome^ Daughter of the Boyar 
Z/obn Sapur: The Cair lived with her one and 
twenty Years without having any Children, 
'which made him refolve to repudiate her, and 
iliut her up in the Monaftcry of Sufdal^ not- 
%irithftanding all the Oppofition flie could 
make to the A^iolence that was offered her; 
for (he even tore the Veil from her Head, 
and trampled it under her Feet. The Czar 
afterwards married Helena^ the Daughter of 
the Knez Bajili Linijki^ and Niece of the 
Knez AGcbaely who was then in Prifon : It 
vras this General, whom we have before-men- 
tioned, that conquered for the Czar, and re- 
united to RjuJlia^ the City of SmolenJkOj and 
other Places along the Dnieper or Boryftbenes. 

The Czar is faid to- have determined in 
favour of Helena^ not only as Ihe was of the 
illuftrious Houfe oi Petrowitz in Hungary znd 
profefled the Greek Religion, but on account 
of her Relation to the Knez Mkbael Linijki^ 
whofe Valour and Prudence he was well ac- 
quainted witht and who, he thought, might 
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be • powerful Tutor to hb Chiklfefi, if he 
fhould have any. By this Marriage, the Czar 
Safik left two Sons, JlOn Bafihwitz^ who 
Succeeded him, and Gecrie^^ both whom he 

?it under the Tutelage of Micbael UtUfid. 
his worthy Man was extreamly chagrined 
at the Behaviour of the Czarina Dowager, 
his Niece, who led an infamous Life, not 
only with the Boyar John Owmna^ but aban- 
doned herfelf to all the mod fcandalous Li* 
berdes that her Sex was capable of. What- 
• ever Concern this gave him, he was very 
cautious in the Manner of reprehending her, 
yet could not do it fo, but to draw her Ha- 
tred upon him ; wherefore (he had him accu- 
fed of^a Defign of delivering up his two Pu- 
pils to the King of Poland \ fhe wanted not 
falfe Wimcflcs ; fo the Knez Mcbael was 
condemned to Prifon, where he ended his 
Days miferably : But the Crimes of this vile 
Woman did not go unpunilhed ; for at length 
fhe was poifoned, not without the Knowledge 
of her Son ; and her Lover John OwczhtOy who 
had endeavoured to fly from Juftice, being 
retaken, was put to I>eath by the Hands of 
the common Executioner. 

It may not be improper, before we enter 
upon the Reign of John Bafikwitz^ to take 
Notice, that it was his Father, who joined to 
RuJJia the Provinces along the Coafts of the 
Frozen Sea; which Conqueft he made after 
the taking SmoUnJko^ and before the War in 
Cafan. It coft him not much Pains; for 
fending a fmall Body of Foot, fupportcd by 
a conflderable Detachment of Horfe, he foon 
made himfclf Mafl:er of the Provinces of 

Comtora^ 
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CmJoto^ Jubara^ and Peizora^ inhabited b/ 
the SamoUds; Ofiiacks^ and other barbarous . 
PeopJe, who had never before fubmitted to 
any fovereign Power. 

Th£ Czar John Bajile Bajilmntz was but ]on Bau 
twelve Years of Age at the Death of his Fa- "-owit*, 
ther, and about twenty-two when his Mother 
died ; and he took upon himfelf the Govern- 
ment of his vaft Dominions. A greater Ty- 
rant was icarce ever known, or one guilty of 
more monftrous Cruelties ; yet, as he was a 
Friend to the Rites of the Church and Eccle- 
ilaflical Ceremonies, Patdus Jovius^ a Biihop^ 
gives him the Name of a good and devout 
Qfriftian: He had the fame Merits that made 
our Edward a Confeflbr, and for the Want 
of which fome really good and virtuous Prin- 
ces have been reprefented, by Ecclefiafticks, 
as Atheifts and Monfters. 

This Prince however, in the Beginning of 
his Reign, endeavoured to civilize his Peo- 
ple, and inftruft them in thofe Arts and Sci- 
ences that are ufeful to Society. To which 
End, he fent an EmbafTy to the Emperor 
Charles V. to obtain from him a Number of 
all Sorts of Artizans to come and fettle ux 
Ruffia: The Emperor very readily confented 
to it ; but the JUvonians^ whofe Intereft it was 
to have the Ruffians continue in the Ignorance 
they were, oppofed this, and it was with 
much Difficulty, that the Ambafliulor could 
bring any of them to Mofcow. 

Whilst • he was engagcrd in this Projed, 
worthy a good Prince, he confidered how he 
might make an End of the Conoueft <^ die 
Kingdom of Cafan^ m which Deugn his Fa* 

ther 
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ther bad failed. He raifed a veiy numerous 
Anny, and fumifhcd with all Sorts of war- 
like Stores Nifi'Novogarod and the Fortrcls of 
Wafilgorod^ where he fixed his Maga2unes : So 
that it may be faid, he made War iii this 
Country, for the firil Time, according to 
thofe Regulations that are obfervcd in Eu- 
npe^ and which were unknown to the TCar- 
tars. 

The Czar himfelf marched at the Head of 
his Army, and went to befiege Cafan, The 
Tartars had got together a Part of their 
Forces there, and being informed of the Pre- 
parations that were making againll them by 
the Ruffians^ they had put the City in the be t 
State of Defence, that the Seafbn of the 
Year, and the little* Time they had for it, 
would allow them. John Bqfilowitz attacked 
it with fo much Vigour, that in a very few 
Days there was a Breach made large enough 
to begin the AflTault : But the Chams of the 
Scbibanjki and KofatJH Tartars^ with others, 
who had many Bodies of Troops in the Field, 
very much incommoded the BeHegers, from 
whom they took all their Convoys. Thofe 
in the Town made fo flout a Refinance, that 
there v/as not much Likelihood of its being 
taken fo eaGly as was at firft imagined. The 
Ruffian Troops, accuftomcd till that Time to 
make War after the Manner of the Tartars^ 
that is, by ruining, plundering and deftroy- 
ing every Place, began to murmur, that they 
were kept too long fhut up in their Camp, 
and that the Campaign was too tedious 5 they 
carryM their Infolence fo far, as to be dcfi- 
rous to force the Czar to make Peace with the 

Enemy, 
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Enemy, and almoft the whole Camp threa* 
tened a general Revolt. John Bqfilawitz 
found himfelf under a NeceflTity of diflem- 
bling with them. He was willing to cany 
Cafon^ becaufe he was perfuaded, that on the 
Reduftion of that Fortrcfs, from whence he 
could keep the Tartars in Awe, depended his 
Conqueft of the reft of the Country, inha- 
bited by this powerful People. However, 
that he might not fall into the Hands of his 
Enemies, he was obliged to do what his 
Army would have him ; he raifed the Siege, 
and made a fine Retreat. Being returned to 
Mofcawy he determined to puniih the Muti- 
neers in fuch a Manner, that none afterwards 
fliould dare to follow their Example. 

Hf aflembled the People, to whom he 
gave a fhort Account of the Expedition, and 
ended by aflfuring them, that he had the 
greateft Confidence in his RuJfmnSy and that 
having remarked their Jealoufy on his having 
intrufted the Guard of his Perfon to Strangers, 
he was refolved to difband them : And there- 
upon formed a Guard of two thoufand Muf- 
queteers, chofen from among the Ruffian 
Troops, which he called yjJ^{/^</. He gave 
them to underftand, that he was refolved to 
reward thofe who had behaved well in the 
Expedition to Cafan^ and ordered, according 
CO the Cuftom of the Country, a publick 
Feaft, to which he invited all the Officers and 
great Men of the Army. He had kept ah ' 
exaft Lift of all thofe who had excited or fa- 
voured the R%volt, and diftributed among 
them Robes of black and red Satin. After 
the Repaft^ he made a Speech to the whole 
I Com- 
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Company, piaifing the Fidelity of fome, and 
blaming the Iniblencc and Diibbedience of 
others ; (hewing them how far he had extended 
his Patience and his Clemency, and at length 
declared, that he would make an Example of 
the Culpable : Whereupon he immediately 
deliveied thofe, to whom he had given the 
black Robes, to the Perfons appointed to ex- 
ecute his Oniers, and puni(h them to the ut- 
moft Severity. Some were hanged, fome 
quartered, others had their Heads cut off, 
and others were drowned. The Soldiers were 
decimated, and a horrible Slaughter was made 
among them. 

After this Execution the Czar employed 
all his Care in making new Levies. And as 
he was a Prince of a moft unaccountable Caft 
of Mind, he took very extraordinary Me- 
thods, among which, one odd Whim is rela- 
ted of him. That he came one Day to his 
Diackj or principal Secretary, and gave him 
a formal Petition, defiling him to have the 
Goodnefs to make ready two hundred thou- 
fand Men and Arms, by fuch a particular 
Time, named in his Petition, and he fhould 
be thankful to him, and pray for his Health ; 
and fo fubfcribed himfelf, Tty bumble Servant^ 
Jocky of Mofcua. 

The Diack knew too well the Danger of 
not granting his Mailer's Petition, and made 
all the Speed he could to raife the Men re- 
quired. The Czar, in the mean Time, took 
feveral foreign Officers into his Pay from Po- 
- Jaftd^ Gennanfy and ScotLndj whom he cloathed 
. in an handfome Manner, and well in(lru£led 
in his military Difcipline. He formed confi- 

dcrablc

derable Magazines of Powder, Ball, and all 
Sorts of Arms and Ammunition. The IFolga 
was covered with long and flat-bottomed 
Boats» and he immediately entered into a new 
Campaign, and was feen under the Ramparts 
of Cnjofij before they could have News in 
that Town bf hb Departure. This Expedi- Casak /lUnr. 
tion was more fuccefsftil than the laft. The 
Place was battered with fo much Vigour, that 
it was carry'd at the firft Attack, and all the 
Provinces came to implore Mercy of the 
Viftor, who feized on every Place, and di- 
vided the Lands and the Spoil among thofe 
who had ferved well. 

The Wolga^ which from its Source to the 
City of Cafan runs from the Weft to the Eaft^ 
forms an Angle there, and, on a fudden, 
turns its Courfe to the South, going the fame 
Way on for near a thoufand Werfts; and 
then, after having formed feveral large idands, 
falls into the Cafptan-Sea : At forty-five Werfts 
from its Mouth is found the Ifland of Delgoi^ 
wherein is the large City of AJiracan^ which^ 
at the Time we are fpeaking of, was the Ca* 
pital of the Nogcrf Tartars^ who had fent 
powerful Succours to the Alliftance of the 
Tartars of Cafany their Allies, which was 
what now drew upon them the Arms of his 
Czarian Majefty ; befides, that their City be* 
ing extremely rich, he hoped to find in it 
wherewithal to reimburfe him the Expences 
of the War. He communicated his Defigd 
to no one ; but as foon as he had fettled a 
Governor in Cafim^ and given neceflary Or- 
ders for repairing the Outworks^ he made his 
D Army 
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Army decamp^ and OMduAed them with 
fft2Z Speed to j$lrMCM^ .f\ •: t > ^ 

Nothing can be more apfeeable than the 
Country upoo the Bordecs or the ffVgai this 
River, like the I>n/e^ overflowing regularly 
once a Year, renders the Country furprifingly 
fertile, which abounds in all the Neoeflaries 
of Life. 

. As foon as the Army was within Sight of 
the Walls of this great City, ' which is the 
Staple of all the People who trade by the 
Way of the Cajpian-Sta^ Tartars^ Moguls^ 
PtrJloHS^ and jirmemam \ the Czar flying 
among his Men, fix>m Rank to Rank, decla- 
red to them, that it was there they were to 
receive the Reward of all the Pains they had 
been at in the Campaign ; and that the Riches 
oiAfiriuan were their own, if they had Cou* 
rage enough to lay hold of them. This 
fhort Speech was received. with Acclamations 
vf Joy by all his People ; and the Czar, to 
make the beft of the Difpofition they were 
then in, led his Troops up immediately ta 
the Town. The Tartars^ gathering together 
in great ConfuHon, nude at firft fbme Shew 
of Refiftance ; but were ibon obliged to yield 
to the diperior Force of the Ruffians. The 
City, was taken and plundered, and every 
Man was killed who was found with Arms ia 
his Hand ; thofe who efcaped the Fury of the 
Soldiers, the Czar commanded to renounce 
Mahometanifm, to embrace the Chriftian Reli- 
gion, and be baptized; and if any refufed, 
they were thrown into the River and drowned. 
A nopefiil Way of making Profelytes ! and 

(horter. 
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ihorter» tho* not fo likely to convince Men of 
their £nt>is a$ the more powerful Forte of 
Reafon. 

AFT£ti this double Conquefl*, JobtiBafilo- 
Witt thought there would be nothing difficult 
for him to undertake. He appointed the 
Knez Zerehrinoff Governor of AJtracan^ and 
caufed hjihfelf to be acknowledged Emperor 
of the Tartars^ which, as we Ihall fee here- 
after, drew upon him a War with th(6 ^urks^ 
the Sultan Selim having formed a Defign' to 
go to AJtracanj to wipe out the Stain that 
Timur-Beck had brought upon thd Ottoman 
Race, by the Captivity of Bajazet. 

It was in the thirteenth Year of the Reign 
of John BaJUovoitZy viz. Anm \sSh ^^^ 
the Year after the uking oi AJirdcan^ that the 
Englijb landed in Ru£iay and were the firft 
Strangers who difcovered any Pafiage to that 
Country. Which was in the following Man- 
ner: In the Reign of Queen Mary * three 
Ships were fitted out from England^ at the pub- 
lick Chaise, for the Difcovery of the North- 
EaftPaflage to CbinOj and the InMes\ they 
were put under the Conimand of Sir Hugh 
Wilhugbhy^ who, departing from the Ufames^ 
failed to the North-Cape^ where one of his 
Ships left him, and returned home.. The 
other two Ships being feparated. Sir Hugh^ 
procciedihg . farther Northward, difcovered 
that Part of Greenland^ Cvticc called by the 
Duicb^ Spit^erg\ but the Severity, of the 
Cold obliging him to i^tuni to the South- 
ward; he was forced, by bad Weather, into 
the Rivet* Atxina^. in Mufiovite Lapland^ from 
-: .Au , I> 2 whence 
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whence being not able to oome: out| he was^ 
found there the hcxc Spring frozen to Death^. 
-with all his Ship's uompany, having the 
Notes of his Voyage» and his laft Will, ly- 
ing before him, whereby it appeared, thfthe. 
lived till January ; but lUchardCbancettour^ in 
the. third Ship, with better Succeis, in the 
mean Time, entered iyardbufs^ where he 
waited for fome Time for his Compamons,. 
to no Purpofe, uncertain whether they were 
loft, or driven farther by Strefs of Weather. 
He. held a Council on what he fliould do, 
whether to return or purfue his Voyage: 
Whatever Danger might be in the laft, every 
one agreed to it, that they might not ii^ein to' 
have lefs. Courage than their Captain.. They 
therefore fet SaiJ, arid, in a few Days, found 
themfelves in a Sea where they could no 
longer* perceive any Niglit: This Ship wan- 
dering about, in a fhort Time, entered into 
a large Bay or Gulph. Here they caft Anchor 
in Sight of Land, and, while they were exa-^ 
mining the Coaft, they difcoverea a Fifhing- 
Boat. CboHcellour^ getting into his Sloop, 
went towards it, but the Fifhermen took to 
Flight; he followed them, and overtaking 
them, (hewed them fuch Civiliries, that be- 
ing unaccuftomed to^ it conciliated their Af- 
fections to him, and they carry'd him to the 
Place, where at prcfent is the famous Port of 
Sl Michael Archangel. Thefe Fifliermen im- 
mediately fpread thro* all the Cbafts an Ac- 
count of the Arrival of the Strangers, and 
the People came from feveral Parts to fee 
them, and aflc Queftions of them ; they exa- 
mined the other, in their Turn, and round, 

that 
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that the Country where they were was Rifffia^ 
governed by the mighty Eniperor John Baji-^ 
hwitz ; they learnt alfo, that News had been 
already fent exprefs to this Prince, to inform 
him of their Arrival, and to receive his Or- 
ders concerning them ; at length, at the End 
of- a few Days, they had Guides given to 
them; and^ Cbancellour^ with fome of ^ his; 
People, was condufted to Mofcaw^ where Jie 
had very foon an Audience of the Emperor, 
whofe Court and Riches had in diem a Ma^-' 
niHcence beyond any thing he could have 
imagined. He found John Bajilowitz diflin-' 
guiihed in Majefty from an hundred and fifty' 
Boyars or Senators who encompaffed his 
Throne : There was hardly any Thing to be 
feen' in his great Hall but Gold and preci otis 
Stones ; and in another, where the Czar invi- 
ted him to a fumptuous Repaft, all was of* 
Silver, except the Buffet, in the Middle, iii. 
the Form of a large Pyramid, covered witlj 
VefTels of Gold, of fuch a prodigious SizeV 
that the Buffet feemed to bend beneath the 
Weijght of them: Here was placed the Hy- 
dromel. Wines, and (bx)ng Liquors, for the 
Czar's own Ufe. The favourable Recepdoni' 
that Chancellour met with, was fuch as encou- 
raged him to make a fecond Voyage hither, 
in the fourth Tear of Queen Afery, Amo i557fy 
when he brought over with him an Ambaiia-- 
dor fjrom die Czar, with Prefents to thc^ 
Queen, and an Invitadon tb fettle a Trade t6 
thofe Parts; but the Ship was cafl away on 
the Coafl of Scaikatd^ where CbMuVowr^ in 
faving the AmbaflSiHor, ti^as- hiiofelf uhforiii-: 
nat?ly diowhed. "^ • ' ' i.;r;.,i - 
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BvT toffturo: WcJuvc fccn before, durt; 
d^e Gi|and Gencnd of XMrnui, falser ^laim- 
i^ergy had made a Trtic^ for fifty Ycarai, with 
i^fiCi^ Bafiit IwmomiZf at the pp^paing of 
tKc fixtecnth Cci^tpry. This was punftually 
obfervcd .on both Sid^; but the XJvcmans 
were not the niorc at Eafe for it Pletienberg 
had obtained the DominioA of IJvonia from 
die Grand Mafter of thp Teutonick Order, who 
lefidcd in Pn^, by an Agreement with ^^/ 
of BrajtJathtajt wno yielded the Sovereignty 
to him, and difcharged him from the Qath by 
which the Grand Generals of Uvoma obliged 
t!iemfelves to a Dependence on the Grand 
Mafter. After thii Conyention was pafled, 
Plitfenierg caufed Money to be coined in his 
own N^me, and obtained fix>m the Emperor 
Qf^rtesY. the Right of a Seat and Vote in 
tfec Diet of the Empire. The Year follow- 
ing, the Reformation began to be eftablifhed 
in. Livsnia^ where tViUiam of Brandefiicurg^ 
Atchbifhop of Riia^ publickly received it, 
PUtienberg died in the Year 1535. 

Th£ Afiairs of Livonia now began to 
change their Face, the Militia was no longer 
exercifed, no Army, either of; Natives or 
Foreigners, was maintained ; the publick Re- 
venues were diverted to the IJfe of the 
Knights and their Relations, to that of the 
Bifliops and Canons \ befides, in the Aflem- 
bly or the States, every Province rcfufed to 
contribute to the publick Stocky under Pre- 
tence of fcveral Privileges. j 
• During the Time that the Truce conti-. 
nued with Rujfia^ the Czar had taught his 
Soldiers the Art of War, and had heaped to-, 

gether 
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gcthcr a vaft Quantity of Arms and Ammu-^ 
nition of all Kinds, with a Defign to fubdue 
livoma^ and, by that Means, to extend his 
Empire from jljia to the Baltick Sea. The 
Truce "being at an End, he fent to the Bifliop 
of Dorpt^ to demand the Tribute which his 
Prcdeoei&>rs had ufed to pay him. The Bi* 
fhop, and the Grand Mafter, Hmy GaUn^ 
fent an Ambaflador to Mofcow^ x<i ^ renew the 
Peace for fifteen Years, which was done, but 
on Condition, that certain Greek Churches 
fhould be rebuilt, and that the Differences 
between iZiis^ and Uvoma ihould be deter^ 
mined in three Years, eipecially with Refped 
to. the Tribute. The Zii^^^^uK/ promifed 
every thing, but performed nothing: And 
the Grand Mafter perceiving the. Preparations 
ihciRt^/ians were rnaking, fent to defire Suc- 
cours from Sigifmund^ King of Poland^ and 
Gtifiavus Fafoy King of Sweden^ who both 
afliutd him they would aflift him. In the 
mean Time Uvoma was defolated by Civil 
Wars. 

Thb Czar, who had Spies on all Sides, 
being informed of all that pafled, and not 
willing to draw too many Enemies upon him 
at once, left the Uvonians at Quiet, pretend- , 
ing a reli^ous Obfetvance of the laft Treaty, 
and fell, all on a fudden, with a formidable 
Army, upon Finland^ under Pretence that 
King Magnus iMdifiaus having formerly [mo- 
mifed the Ruffiaoi a Part of that Province, 
without delivering it to them, they were rc- 
folvtd to do themfelves Juftice. dtflavus 
fent CD demand of the Poles and Lhamans the 
fame Aififtance that he had gcnevoufty offered 
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them.when they wot afnid of beiiig atcadcec^ 
and thej made him believe they would come 
into the Field,; wherefore he immediately 
paHcd the Streights of JloMd with a Body of 
good Troops ^ he found Jfyt^tirg befieged; 
but, at his Approacht> the Enemy raifed the 
Siege,, juid .reared, fctting Fire to all the 
jPIaces they pafled thro*. Guftavus ^utfucd 
diem as far as Ktxbolm and Notebourg: But 
neither the Livaniafis nor Polanders appeared. 
Gujlavus. having expcded them to no Ftirpofe, 
and having driven from, his Dominions the 
Enemy whoi defired Peace» he granted it, and 
then returned to ^/^Jb^//o,. leaving his faith- 
lefs Allies expofed to all the Ills with which 
they. were, threatened by the irritated and dif> 
appointeji Ruffians. ... ^ 

Th£ Czar fpon repaired the Loffes he had 
fuftained in Carelia ; and before the Seafon 
arrived of going into the Field, he fent again 
to the Bifhop of Dorpi^ and the Grand Maf- 
ter of Livonia^ to demand the Execudon of 
the laft Treaty. Thcfe fent a folemn Em- 
bafly to Mofccw^ with private Inftrudions to 
make Peace, whatever it cbfL The Ambaf- 
fadors were charged with rich Prefcnts for the 
Czar, who admitted them to a publick Audi- 
ence i and after having reproached them for 
their Lightnefs and domellick Divifions, lif* 
tened to their Propofitious, and granted diem 
Peace, on Condition, that they fhould difband 
fix German Regiments, which were ftill in 
Uvonia \ and, tiiac they fhould pay him forty 
thoufand Crowns, without reckoning a thoii- 
fand Ducats of Gold that the BiOiop of Dcrpi 
ivas to pay him every Year. The Ambal&-. 
I dors 
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dors confented to all, and retired ;' but they 
were fcarcc got home to their own Houfe, 
before they faw the Czar*s Officers, who came 
to them to receive the forty thoufand Crowns. 
They excufed themfelves, as not having fuch* 
a Sum ready, but promifed the Payment of 
it as foon as they could have Remittances 
from Wendm. The Czar imagining they in^^ 
tended to deceive him again, was reiblved to 
revenge himfelf on thiem ; wherefore inWting 
them to a Banquet, the Table was ferved 
with covered Difhes, which, when they were 
uncovered, were all empty ; then riling firom 
the Table, he told them, he would go and 
receive the forty thoufand Crowns himfetf. 

He then ordered them Guides, who being 
intruded to lead them a great Way about, 
and the Army letting out immediately on 
their March, they were at the Foot of the 
Ramparts of Nienbtnfen before the Ambafla^ 
dors retum'd. SigaUij a Tartar Prince, who 
commanded this Army, committed all Sorts 
of Cruelties, fparing nothing, either facred 
or prophane, throughout the whole Diocefe 
of Dorpiy where he arrived in the Depth of 
Winter, a few Days before the Feaft of Epi* 
fbany^ which is the &^ Day of January. This 
Army lived for forty Days at Difcretion in 
this diftreflfed Country, from Ktenbuyfin to 
Narvoj from whence they retired, and in that 
Time laid every Place wade, maflacred, with- 
out Mercy, all the Children that were under 
twelve Years of Age^ and all that were oldery 
were fold as Slaves to the Tariari. 

The Sutes on this Occafion aflemblcd at 
H^endini- 'mhttc^ after many Debates, it was 

refolvcd. 
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fcfolT^: duit chey fhpuld.ddBre « Sulbeiifion 
of Anns of the Czar for four Montns, and 
m that Timc» that they (hould fend an Em- 
bafly to him with lixty or feventy thou/and 
Crowns to l>uy a Peace» which^ though very 
burdenfome to them to purchafe at that Rsite^ 
would be ftill better than War, in their pre^ 
fent Circumftances, 

At the Extremity 4>f Livema^ on the 
Frontiers of Ingria^ is jthe great and iftrong 
City of Narva^ which is feparated only by a 
River of the fame Name, from another For-t 
oris, b«2iit in the Year ^462, by the Czar 
. Jobn Bqfihwifz the Fiffaripu^^ and/tQ...which 
he gave the Name of Jwofiagorod. The Czar 
had in this Fortrefe a Garifon of three thou- 
iand Men : The Uvontans had, on their Side, 
a good Garifon in Narva. While the Am*, 
bafladors were. on the Road, fome rafh Fel- 
lows, from the Top of a Tower, perceiving 
a Company pf Ruffians walking in Iwamgonfd^ 
difcharg'd two Culverins at them loaded with 
Bullets ; the jreft of the Uvoniam^ who were 
on the Ramparts and thel Out-works, fuppo- 
fing the Truce was at an End, levelled their 
Cannon, and made fome Difcharges in their 
Turn : Several Ruffians were killed ; and the 
Commandant immediately difpatched an Ex* 
prefs to the Czar, to inform him in how bafe 
a Manner thcUvomans had violated the Truce, 
The Ambaflfadors arriving fome Time after 
thb Exprefs, were admitted to an Audience i 
but it was only to be reproached with the vile 
Behaviour of their Countrymen ; after which 
they received Orders to depart with Speed, 
and carry back their Money with them : The 

Czar 
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Czar foon followed in Pcrfon, at the Head pf 

hi? Army,. and laid Siege to the Cityof JVir^NAnrAMflfc 

"Qdy which he took in eight Days ; the Caftle 

indeed held out fomewhat longert but it wa$ 

only till the commanding Officers could .obr 

tain a Capitulation. The Surrender of .thi$: 

Place drew on the Ruin of all the Towns and 

Caftles within fifteen Miles aboiit it. 

The Czar did not flop here: As foon as^ 
the Bne Weather came, that is in the Month 
of June^ he fent SigaUi with four-fcoie thou- 
fand Men into the Bifhoprick of Jiorpt^ with^ 
Orders to uke the famous Fortrefs of NioiK 
huyfen^ where the Ruffians had formerly, re- 
ceived fo fignal a Difgrace. Nicnbuffen held- 
out longer than Narva^ and gave Time to 
the Grand General to make fome faint En** 
deavours to bring together a Body pf five and 
twenty hundred Horfe, which he caufed to 
advance as far as Kiriepe^ a CafUe belonging 
to : the Bifliop of Dorpi^ with Defign to at- 
tack the Ruffians \ neverthelefs nothing was 
done ; but the Grand General pafled his Time 
during the Siege in a fcandaloui Indolence in 
his Camp \ and when he knew that the For* 
trefs had capitulated, he plundered, and fee 
Fire himfelf to the CafUe of the Bifhop, his 
Ally, and then took to Flight with all the 
Sjpccd he coulA Thirty thoqfand Rs^fians^ 
after the Taking of Nieiibwffmt fprcad them- 
fclye^ over the Bifhoprick of D^i^/, where 
they, put every Place under Contribution, not 
to fay, that they, mined all thofe who had al- . 
ready fubmitted to the Czal*; ' 

Th9 greateft But of the Families that 
FW (ipcf, 1^4 ^Imdy rctiwd tg Rtvtl^ when 

they 
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flicy fooiv found die Town block'd up bya 
• **€!Mnp of the Enemy, which confided but of 
fiir thoufand' Men : The Chancellor of tjhe 
BiflM^rkk made* a Sally out at the Head of 
a numerous Company of the Nobility, to go, 
as was faid, to reconnoitre the Eneniy ; but 
they all meariJy abandoned their Countiy to 
go into a Place of Safety. The Burghers, 
feeing themfclves thus forfaken, were willing 
tafubmit and acknowledge the Czar for their 
Sovereign, when they found all the Avenues . 
to the Town were ftopt up. The Bilhop and 
iome of the 'Militia, with the Canons, would 
have defended the Place ; fo that the Town 
was all on a fudden divided into two Pac- 
tions : The Ri/ffian General being informed of 
this, fliut them up ftill clofer, when at length 
the Burgo-mafter fcnt to know on what Con-* 
ditions he would receive the Town under the 
Pominion of the Czar; Sigalei^ like a gpod 
Politician, made a golden Bridge for the £< 
nemy to come over, he allowed them very 
advanugeous Terms, efpecially as they pro- 
mifed him at the fame Time, that the Bimop . 
ihould deliver up to him the Fortreft of Val- 
kena\ but at the Return of the Deputies, the* 
Party in the laft Place that oppofcd this Re- 
folution, revolted, and would refift to the laft 
Extremity : Sigalei^ to preferve the Town and 
fpare his Soldiers, propofed to them, that he 
would force no one to take an Oath to die 
Czar ; and for thofe who were defirous to re-- 
tire, they might do it with all Security ; but 
if they rcjefted this Propofition, he would 
liften to no other, and give Quarter to none. 
About four hundred Perfons went out of the 

Town, 
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Town, Ecclcfiafticks, Women and Children, 
who retired to Revel^ efcorted the bed Part of 
the Way by a Detachment, with Sigalei him* 
felf at the Head of it, to prevent any Wrong 
being done them, contrary to the Promife 
he had given : So falfe is it, that the Ruf^ 
fians treated t^em with Cruelty, as fbme have 
repprted. 

These were the Beginnings of the War« 
which the Ruf^ans declared with Uvonia^ 
which lafted above twenty Years, and was 
the OccaGon of thofe Alterations that hap* 
pened in t'-is fine Province, and the Extinc- 
tion of the Order of Teuto/tici Knights in 
thofe Parts: When this War began, ff^iliam 
of Furftemberg was Grand Mafter in Livoma. 
After the Taking of Dorpt^ feeing it was im* 
poflible to fave the Country out of the Hands 
of the Ruffians^ efpecially as fuch Difcord 
reigned among the People, and between them 
and the Bifliops, he refigned the Grand Maf- 
terlhip intirely to his Coadjutor Cotbard Ket-- 
iler^ who was of an ancient and mod noble 
Family in the Duchy of Berg: He was Grand* 
fon of Gotbard Kutler and Margaret of BdUMn 
berg^ Son of Gotbard Kettler and Sibylla of 
Nejfelrod^ and Brother to William^ Bilhop of 
Munfter in 1556* The Change of their Maf- 
ter changed nothing in their Aifairs : They 
fought for Succours on all Sides, and received 
every where many Promifes, but nothing elfc. 
The Riffians returned the Year following, con- 
tmued their Diforders, and befieged * Felm^ 

where 
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where wa^» Bt that iTimct^ ' tlie late GnAd 
Mafter WilUmB ot Fwrjiithherg^ ^^fiio was re- 
fblred to defend himfelf ; but the Garifonr 
inutiny*dt and delivered up the Place to* the 
- Befiegtrs, who carried Furfiemherg to Mhfcow 
in Triumph. There was found i great C^an- 
tity of Ammunition in this Fortrefs, efpeci* 
ally of Cannon* which the Grand Mafterhad 
got together at a great ExpenCe. ' 

During thefe TranfaAions Guftavus Faja^ 
the King of Sweden^ died* and Eric XIV. his 
elded Son, fucceeded him ; at weak and tin* 
fettled Prince, always ready to form Projefts* 
but never to put any in Execution. Atagnus^ 
- Che Son of Cbriftiem III. King of Denmark^ 
jtnd Brother to Frederick II. arrived at this 
Time in Lrooma^ to take Poflcflion of the 
Bilhopricks of jP///^», Ocfel and HapTuU which 
his Brother had bought to make an Appenage 
for him, and which, having embraced Luther- 
nmfin^ had been fecularized. In the mean 
Time, there was Jio Appearance of obtaining 
any Succours from the nefghbouring States ; 
but the UvQiiam were upon the Point of fee- 
ing themfelves more ravaged by the Ruffians 
than ever, fince befides Narva^ Dorpt and 
Nicnbuyfen^ Felin had opened to-them an En- 
trance into the very Heart of the Province : 
But at length thefe poor People were offered 
the Afliftance of Sigijmmd^ King of Poland^ 
and £nV, King oi Sweden^ on Condition thac 
they (hould put themfelves entirely under their 
Proteftion, with this Difference, thac the Poles 
demanded all Livonia to be annexed to their 
Crown, whereas the St:?cdcs would content 
themfelves mth Revel and fome Lands in J^J^ 

^ Jhcmc^ 
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tbonia. The Grand Mafter Gotbard Kenler a- 
greed with the firft ; but the People of Revd 
tearing^ that at the Return of the Rjffians^ 
they Ihould undergo the fame Fate with Nor- 
va and Dt^t^ clofed with Swedm upon very 
honourable Terms. 

This Divifion obh'ged the Grand Mafter^ 
the Archbilhop oiRiga^ and the Nobility, to 
haften the Conclufion of their Treaty with 
Polandj confenting that all Uvonia ihould be 
annexed to that Crown, on Condition of the 
King's obtaining the Emperoi^s Remiffion of 
their Oath of Fidelity ; that he ihould main* 
tain the Ptoteftant Religion in Livonia^ and 
conHrm to the People all their Rights and 
Privileges, efpecially thofe of the Nobility ^ 
and that the Grand Mailer Gotbard Kenler 
ihould have for himfelf and his Heirs Male, 
in Perpetuity, the Duchies of Courland and 
Semigalf as Fiefs arifing from P^ZaidL LaiUy, 
it was agreed on both Sides, that they ihould 
endeavour to recover and re-unite to the Pro-* 
vince all that had been feparated from it. 
This Treaty was fwom to in the Diet of ff^l- 
noj on the 28th of November 1561. The 
Grand Mailer and principal Knights immedi- 
ately quitted the Habit and other Eniigns of 
the Order, and he received the Inveititure of 
his new Dukedom. Thus ended thb famous 
Order, which had been m^tained in Uvo^ 
nia above three hundred Years. 

Thb Province in this Manner was diiaded 
among four Powers % the Czar held one: Part, 
another was put under the Prottftion of Swe- 
den^ Pclaud pretended to the Whole, and the 
Duke Magmu <^ Hol^em^ inQuality of Biihop 
• pf 
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of PUieB^ Sec challenged tifb a Fart of it^ 
Thus, inftead of protecting the Country, it 
was to fall to his Lot, who could ufurp the 
Whole. All the Powers of the North were 
therefore engaged in this Wari Duke Mag- 
nus and the King of Poland obliged the King 
of Denmark to attack Sweden i this Crown, 
on the other Hand, made a Truce for two 
Years with the Czar, who would willingly 
have had Eftboma and Rrjel comprehended in 
it,. where had formerly been the Staple of 
Commerce between the Ruffians and the Peo- 
ple of tubeck^ and which the Czar had tranf- 
fcrrcd to Narva. The King of Sweden^, Eric 
XIV. and Sigifmund Augufius^ King of Poland^ 
both fent Troops thither ; one into EJibonia^ 
and the other into LeUia. This was the Ag-. 
greflbr ; the other endeavouring only to pre- 
ferve the Country that had thrown itfelf un- 
der his Protcftion. The Ruffian Troops, on 
their Side, did not ceafe their Hoftilities, but 
continued to gain Ground. 

The Czar, John Bajilowitz^ being now a 
Widower, demanded Catharine^ the Sifter of 
Sigifmund Augtiftus^ King of Poland^ in Mar- 
riage, which the Poles would not confent to, 
unlefs he agreed to eftablifh the Succeflion to. 
the Throne of Ruffa^ on the Children by 
this Marriage, excluding thofe he had by the 
firft Ventre. The Czar refufing to be guilty 
of fuch a Piece of Injuftice, and efpecially as 
his Son John was a Youth of great Hopes, 
the Polanders made a Jeft of him, and in a 
Manner extremely infolent, fending him, in- 
ftead of the Princefs, a Mare, drefled up in. 
the Attire of a Woman of Quality. It is 

eafy 
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^fy to imagine how a Prince, naturally of a 
haughty Temper, received an Affront of this 
Kind. He took a dreadful Oath upon the 
Spot, that he would have a bloody Revenge, 
and uke no Reft till he had accomplifhed it. 

The War in Livonia fumifhed him with a 
Pretence to have a conftant Army on Foot, 
and continually to make new Levies, and 
other neceflary Preparations ; for which Rea« 
fon, it was eafy for him to get a formidable 
Body of Forces together; but this was noc^ 
enough ; he was deiirous to overcome without 
ftriking a Blow, wherefore he joined Cunning 
to Force. He fent an Exprefs to the King of 
Poland with Letters, in which he expreflfed 
the Defire he had of terminating the Diffe- 
rences between them, which had been occa- 
fioned by the Governors in their Frontiers^ 
and to this End required he would fend Am* 
baffadors to him with full Inftrudions. The 
King and the Senate of Poland fuffered them* 
felves to be drawn in by this Lure, and, for 
this Embaffy, named three Grandees of the 
Kingdom, who were ordered to depart im*^ 
mediately : And whilft they advanced, on one 
Side, towards Mofcow^ the Ruffian Army en- 
tered into Utbuania on the other. 

The Palatinate of Poloczk is in the moft 
Northern Part of Utbuania^ and on the Con* 
fines of the Duchy of Plejkow. The Country 
is wild and full of Woods, where is the 
ftrong Town of Poloczk^ and that of WieUcx. 
The iirft is fituated upon the 'Dma^ at the 
Confluence of the Pohta^ which runs thro* 
the Town, and waters the Fofles. As this 
Town is the moft advanced towards the Fron* 
E tier« 
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tier, Rodung had been neglefted to put it in 
a Cbodition of refifUng the Enemy. The 
Ruffians had made feveral Attempts, at diffe- 
rent Times, to become Mafters of it; laying 
Claim to it, as having once belonged to the 
Dukes of Novogorod ff^eliki^ who had con« 
quered it- The Czar John Bafikwitz^ whom 
the greateft Difficulties could not difcourage, 
form'd a Defign of beginning his Vengeance 
on xhtPoUs^ for the Infult they had ofFcr'd 
him, by facking this Town. He came very 
near it with three hundred thoufand Ruffians 
and Tartars. The Town had a good Garifon 
in it, who wanted neither Cannon nor any 
Kind of Ammunition. At the Approach of 
the Ruffians they put themfelvcs on their De- 
fence, and all the People in the Place, except 
the Women and very old Men, affiftcd in 
carrying their Artillery on the Ramparts, 
from whence they fired furioufly on the Ene- 
mies, to prevent their Approach. The Czar, 
on his Side, would not give them Time to 
fortify themfelvcs, but harraiTed them incef- 
fantly; and when they expefted to be be- 
fieged in Form, the Czar took a fhorter 
Way : He fent a Trumpeter into the Town 
to tell them, if they did not furrcnder, he 
would fpare none of them ; that he had an 
Army numerous* enough to give AfTault upon 
Afiault ; that tliey had no Succours to expcA ; 
and that if they would fubmit, he would 
01CW them Mercy. 

His Courage was known, nor were they 
ignorant of his Severity ; wherefore the Ga- 
rifon and the Burghers being difpirited at 
once, opened their Gates to the Conqueror, 

fear-

fearing that otherwife, after he had burnt 
their Suburbs, he might plunder the Town, 
and ufe them with Cruelty. All the Folljh 
Soldiers had Liberty to retire where they 
would ; the Ruffians and Utbuanians were 
made Prifoners ; the Jtws were ordered to be 
baptized, and all who refufed, were thrown 
into the Dum. The Booty got in this Place 
was very confiderable. 

John Basilowitz, by this Conqueft, found 
himfelf able to carry Fire and Sword into the 
very Heart of Utbuantay for there was no 
Fbce that could ob(lru<% him from A^nfii to 
JVilna. Several Detachments of his Army 
fpread themfelves from one Side of the Coun- 
try to the other, carry Defolation with them 
where-cver they went, and they would have 
gone farther, if the Diet, which was then af* 
iembled at PeterkoWy had not fent an Ambaf^ 
fador to the Czar to inform him, that they 
were afiembled to cleft a Succeflbr to their 
King, who had no Children ; and that they 
might, if he approved of it, let their Choice 
fall upon him, or one of his Sons. John 
Bafilowiiz fuffering himfelf to be deceived by 
this Hope, repafled the Dundy and retired 
into his own Dominions, where King Sigif" 
mund Augujlus had found Means to form a 
terrible Conlpiracy againft him. 

The greatcft Part of the Rajtan Nobles 
had engaged themfelves in this Plot, the De* 
fign of which was to take from the Czar both 
his Crown and his Life, and put the Empire 
of Ruffia under the Protedion of the King of 
Poland. Sigifimmd looked upon John Bafil<h 
imtz as a Tyrant i but was his own Behaviour 
E a to 
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to be commended^ who excited hb Subje6fai 
to rebel againft their lawful SovereigiH and 
become his Aflaflins ? A Procedure fo fcand^ 
lous^ was enough to tamifh the Glory of the 
grcaceft Hero, and render his Name odious. 
As to the Plot, it had the Fate of moft others, 
it was difcovered by fome of the People con- 
cerned in it, the Confpirators were abandoned, 
and even difowned by the Prince who fet 
them to work, and the Czar took a horrible 
Vengeance on them. 

Informed of the Number of the Confpi- 
'rators, and their Names^ he pretended an In- 
clination to renounce the Government, and 
retire into a Cloyftcr; he even went out of 
Mo/cow^ with fome of his mod: faithful Coun- 
fellors, as far as Slaboda^ from whence he 
wrote to the Patriarch, that he was refolved 
to go and hide himfelf in the Forcfts, and 
the mod: remote Parts of Ruffia^ and would 
never more appear among his unworthy Sub- 
jedbs, who had nothing to do but to chufe a 
Prince, whom they could obey, and with 
whom they and all their Country might be 
deftroyed. 

This News was no fooncr fpread abroad, 
but the People, in a Conftcmation, flock'd 
together from every Part of the City ; the 
Senate aflfembled, and immediately deputed 
the Archbilhop of Novogorod^ the BiQiop of 
Sufdak the Abbot of Troiijku and fome of 
the principal Boyars, to wait upon his Ma- 
jefty, who, after being reproached by him 
with the Perfidy and Treafon of his Subjects, 
without naming any of them, they obtained 
a Promife from him, that he would return to 
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JAofcoWy but it was upon Condition, that they 
fhould ukc a new Oath of Fidelity and Obe- 
dience to him. He augmented his Guard, 
and afterwards began to pUniHi the Confpira- 
tors of all Ranks, with an unprecedented 
Severity ; for he not only caufed them all to 
be put to Death with the moft exquifite Tor- 
tures, but purfued his Revenge againft all 
that belonged to them. Women, Children, 
Servants, and even brute Animals, going fo 
far as to poifon the very Fifli in the Ponds, 
upon the Eftates of fome of the Confpiratorf. 
Whole Towns were involved in this mon- 
ftrous Revenge, fuch as NovogorodWelih^ 
Tlejkowy Tweer^ Narva. He furprifed Novo* 
gorod^ and caufed a Body of Tartars to enter 
the Town to prevent the Citizens from faving 
themfelves; and thefe Troops immediately 
fecured all the Avenues, fo that no one could 
efcape. The People frighted, asfbonasthey 
faw thefe Life-Guards of their Sovereign, ran 
to hide themfelves, but to no Purpofe. 
Skrutowj who had the Execution of this bar- 
barous Budnefs in Charge, gave a Signal, 
when the bloody Tragedy was to begin, to 
his Men, who fpared neither Age nor Sex. 
Men and Beafts were cut to Pieces, Virgins 
deflowered. Children pierced thro' with Hal- 
berts, and Fire being fet to the four Comers 
of the City at once, made a dreadful funeral 
Pile. 

Seven hundred Women, with their un- 
happy Children, w'ere thrown into the River 
WokboWy and becaufe they begg'd Time of 
their Executioners but to make a ihort Fiayer 
to Heaven, they were treated with the more 
E 3 Bsur- 
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fiarbarity^ as if they difputed the Qrden of 
their Sovereign. The pnncipal Cidzens were 
hanged at the Windows of their own Houfes, 
and the Senators were (Irangled in the Senate 
Houfe. The Priefts could find noSandhiary 
at their Altars 5 neither their Prayers, Tears nor 
Groans, neither Religion nor any Refped to 
holy Things, could fufpend their Face, or 
(top the Fury of their Murderers, 

After having thus fevercly punilhed No- 
vogorod^ he ordered his Troops to Narva^ 
where fome of thofe of the firft Place had 
fccured a Part of their Effedts. They began 
with plundering the Town, and afterwards 
all the People belonging to it, Men,^ Women 
and Children, were treated with the fame 
Barbarity as thofe of Novogorod. The Tyrant 
went next to Plcjkow^ plundering cvrry Place 
in his Way, When he arrived in viiis fine 
City, under Pretence of makin^^ lome Regu- 
lations, he aflemhied t\t Senate, and while 
he exercifed h»r, Ciuelty there, the Soldiers 
mafTacred the richeft of the Citizens. 

Taking his Route to return to Mofcow^ 
he arrived at ^wter^ with a Defign to have 
chaflifed that Town as he had done the 
others \ but, in(lru£led by the Misfortunes of 
their Neighbours, and fearing the fame Fate, 
the People of this Place had fecurcd their 
Effedts, and took to Flight. He treated thofe 
who remained, in the fame Manner with the 
Inhabitants of Navcgorod and Plejkaw. He 
obliged the Wives of fome who were fled to 
difcover their Treafure, and fufpefting Lowe^ 
Jick the moft faithful of all his Favourites, of 
having given Notice to the People of Tweer 

to 
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to favc themfclves, he gave him the Knout^ 
caufed both his Legs and Arms to be broke, 
and afterwards ordered him to be impaled a- 
live in the Prefence of the People, 

At his Return to Mofcow^ he ordered 
eighteen new Gibbets to be eredled at the 
common PJace of Execution, and had all the 
mofl- dreadful Inftruments of Torture fet 
about them. The firft that he made a pub- 
lick Example of, on this bloody Theatre, was 
his Chancellor John JViJkoWy and the next his 
Great Treafurcr. Thefe two illuftrious Per- 
fons were the firft of two thoufand unfortu- 
nate Wretches who periflied in the moft cruel 
Torments. Even his own Brother, George^ 
found no more Mercy than the reft. This 
Prince was a Perfon of an extraordinary Vi- 
gour, both of Mind and Body, handfome in 
his Perfon, and aftable in his Manners, he 
was eafy of Accefs, and had a great Reputa- 
tion for his Equity and Humanity : In ftiort, 
he had all the good Qualities of a great 
Prince, and wanted nothing but a Crown to 
make him more efteemed than he was. He 
Icnew the imperious Temper and Avarice of 
his Brother, therefore, that he might give 
iiiiTi no Sufpicion, he kept himfelf at a Dif^ 
tance from Court, and meddled not with Af: 
fairs, only, on fome Occafions, he had ap- 
peared in the Army, and had rendered Ser- 
vices both to him and the Sute. At the 
Time that the Czar puni(hed, with fo much 
Severity, all thofe whom he fufpeded to have 
had any Share in the Confpiracy, even to the 
ordering two hundred and fifty Gentlemen to 
be fiifled in a Morafs, who were attempting 
E 4 t* 
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to make their E(cape into P$tand^ an in&mous 
Villain took upon him to accufe Prince George 
of having fpoken ill of the Czar, his Brother* 
in his Abfence, and of endeavouring to excite 
the People to a Revolt, wth a View of fet- 
ting himfcif on the Throne. The Czar, up- 
on this, immediately fent to feek his Brother, 
who, as foon as he faw the fatal Meflengers, 
gueiied at their Errand, endeavoured to fave 
himfelf in the Apartment of his Lady, who, 
terrified to the laft Degree, expofcd hcrfelf 
to all the Infults of thefe rude Ruffians, in 
Hopes of fcreening her Hufband, but all to 
no Puipofc, She faw him torn from her 
Arms, m Spite of all her Teirs and Intrea- 
ties ; and at quitting her, he advifed her to 
hide herfclf, with her Children, and moft va- 
luable EfFefts, otherwife they would foon be-» 
come a Prey to his avaricious Brother. 

Prince George no fooner appeared ht^ 
fore the Czar, but he was delivered up to the 
Executioners, in order to be forced, by Tor- 
ments, to confefs a Crime he had not been 
guilty ofl The Prince feeing himfelf thus 
unworthily treated, defired, at leaft, to be 
permitted to fpeak, and juftify himfelf; but 
this was refufed him: Then lifting up his 
Hand that had a Chain upon it; Soldiers! 
faid he, behold the Ornaments of a Prince, 
under whofe Command you have been led 
forth to Battle ; behold thefe Chains, not put 
on by the Enemies of our Country, but by 
yourfclvcs, you whom I have commanded, 
you whom I have loaded with Afts of Bene- 
ficence; and it is thus I am rewarded. But 
f s Reproaches will avail but little in the pre- 

• fent 
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fent Condition I am» let me intreat one 
Bounty of you \ if Bqfilowitz thirfts for my 
Blood, and is determined this Moment to put 
an End to my Days, it matters not to nim 
which Way I perifh, let me intreat you there- 
fore to fpare me the Ignominy of the Rack; 
and if you are afhamed to lay Hands upon 
me yourfelves, give me, I befeech you, a 
Sword, that I may execute upon myfelf what 
you have promifed the Czar to fee done. 

Not being able to obtain any Favour, he 
burft into a Rage, and, looking on the Czar, 
wiflied, that Heaven might caufe his Deftruc- 
tion in the fame Manner that he treated the 
Innocent. You are already, continued he, 
covered with the Blood of your Subjeds, and 
I beg the Almighty, that I may be the laft 
Viftim to your Cruelty ; and may thofe Arms, 
which are refufed me, be turned upon your- 
felf ; and may you fuffer all thofe Torments 
which you undefervedly inflict on others: 
And then he ordered the Execudoners to dif- 
patch him. The Czar, hereupon, making a 
Sign to fome of his Guards, they threw them* 
felves, with Sword in Hand, upon the unfor* 
tunate Prince, who made no Motion to avoid 
them, nor gave way to unmanly Tears, or 
lamentable Groans, but met Death, and met 
it as a Man who fcomed to fear it. 

The virtuous Princefs, his Wife, met with 
no better Fate ; on the News of her Hufband's 
Execution, (he endeavoured to conceal herfelf, 
accompanied by fome of her Women ; but 
the Place of her Retreat was foon difcovered, 
and ihe delivered herfelf up, demanding only 
her LifC| which had been promifed her ^ but 
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the cruel Czar had no Regard to his WonI» 
but immediately fent bb Afloflins to put a. 
Woman out of the Way, whofe Sight muflt 
have continually reproached him with the 
Death of his Brother, When (he faw thefc 
Butchers coming towards her, (he advanced 
to meet them, being fupportcd by two Slaves, 
and bad them haften to join a wretched Wo- 
man to her beloved Hufband ; but tliey were 
not even merciful endugli to kill her, till 
after they had dragg'd her thro* the Streets, 
and then they threw her Body into the River. 
But let us clofe this horrid Scene, too (hock*- 
ing to be longer dwelt upon ; and conlider, 
tlut how blameable foever this Czar may have 
been, in carrying his Revenge to fuch Excefs, 
there were fome Cafes, among fuch a People as 
the Ruffians were in thofe Times, that would 
not permit their Sovereign, with Safety, to 
fiiew diem any Mercy. 

The Czar believing very juftly, that he 
bad carry'd Matters too far, endeavoured, or, 
at leaft, feigned that he endeavoured to ap- 
pcafe the offended Deity ; for, on the Feaft- 
Day of the Prophet Elias^ he fpent feveral 
Hours in the Church, proftrated at the Foot 
of the Altar, and even performed the Divine 
Service in the Veftments of die Patriarch. 

joHM Basilowitz liowcvcr ftill continued 
the War with Uvosiia^ and having difcovered, 
that not only the Diet of Poland had deceived 
him, but alfo diat Sigifmund had made this 
odious Attempt upon his Life, Jie caufed his 
Troops to re-enter TJtbur.iuiZj to put all to 
Fire and Sword. He gave the Command of 
thefe Troops to Swirjliy who got his Army 
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together under Poloczk. Nicholas Radziwily 
Palatine of Trokiy was at Lukomla^ fomc 
Miles from thence. The Ruffian General be- 
ing on the March towards Ula Caftle, in the 
Palatinate of Witepjk^ the Utbuanian Troops 
began alfo their March, and both Armies be* 
ing met on a vaft Plain, they were immedi- 
ately ranged in Order of Battle. The Uthu- 
anians began the A&ion \ but they were re- 
ceived with fo much Vigour, that they began 
to give Way ; neverthelefs, being encouraged 
by their Generals, they renewed the Attack, 
and puflied fo home upon the Ruffians^ that 
they put them in Diforder, and obliged 
them to take to Flight. The Uthuamam 
purfued them for near five Miles, giving 
Quarter to none, fo that the Road all along 
was covered with dead Bodies, of which 
there were numbered near ten thoufand : 
Among whom were the General Swirjki^ and 
thirty Officers of DifVindion. A few Weeki 
after, the Palatine Radziwilj who was en« 
camped at Defcb^ where he expefted a Re-in- 
forcement from Poland^ hearing tliat a Body 
of fixty thoufand Ruffians and Tartars were 
encamped at fome Leagues Diftance from 
him, he fent four hundred Horfemen to re- 
connoitre them, with Orders to endeavoiir to 
draw them out of their Camp, by flying be- 
fore them 'f but this Stratagem had no Sue* 
cefs ; the Ruffians ki Fire to their Waggons, 
and then retired witii Precipitation : The Xi* 
tbuanians^ who purfued them, took fome of 
the lead nimble, and. the Arms of thofe who 
had meanly throw'd them down to be the left 
incumbered in their Flight. 

Thx 
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Thb King of Poland finding his Confpiraqr 
had failed, and feeing no Means to fecure his 
Dominions from the Enterprizes of Jolm Ba- 
fimmtz^ but by raifing Troubles on another 
Side, began to pradife with the Tartars^ and 
engaged them to make an Irruption into i^i^. 
They gave Ear to the Propofitions of the 
Toles^ but the Succefs did not anfwer to the 
Hopes they had given them. The Tartars 
advanced as far as Refan^ and immediately 
retired, being fatisfy'd with the Booty they 
got, and the Slaves they carry*d off. 

Livonia was ftill the Theatre of the War, 
Jebn^ Duke of Finland^ had depofed his Bro- 
ther £r/r. King of Sweden^ and taken his 
Throne in his ilead. The Czar had main- 
tained a good Correfpondence with JSirrr, be- 
fore his Fall, and had at Stockholm an Ambaf- 
. fador with above two hundred Pcrfons in his 
Train. There was another, at the fame 
Time, from Sweden at Mofcow. The Defign 
of the firft was not very agreeable to the new 
King, Jobn^ for he was contriving Means to 
carry off his Wife, the Princefs Catharine of 
Poland. We have feen before, that the Czar 
had demanded her in Marriage. He was 
really in Love with her, and £nr, who did not 
love his Brother, had given the Ruffian Mi- 
nifters Hopes, that a favourable Opportunity 
might be found to take her away, and deliver 
her to the Czar their Matter. The Ruffian 
AmbafTador continued not long at Stockholm^ 
where all the Defigns of Eric were fruftrated 
by his Depofition. The Czar, having no 
• longer any Hopes of his Enterprize, and be- 
lieving it would not be politick to irritate the 

new 
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new King too much, wrote him a very obli- 
ging Letter, recalled his Ambaflador, and 
fent a Paflport to that of Sweden. 

The Czar, John BqftlowitZj was obliged 
to a£t in this Manner, becaufe he was inform- 
ed, that a confiderable Armament, then ma- 
king by the T^r^, was deHgned againft him. 
Selim^ the Son of Soliman the Magnificent, 
and Roxelana^ had fucceeded his Father in the 
Year 1565. This Prince formed the vaft 
Defign of fubduing all Tariary to wipe off 
the Difgrace of the Imprifonment of the Sul- 
tan Bajazei^ who had been defeated, and taken 
in the Plain of Ancyra^ by the celebrated 
Timur-Beck^ or Tamerlane^ Great Cham of the 
Tartars. Selim^ to this End, had made Alli- 
ances with fome Princes who were to fend 
him Succours by the Cafpian Sea: Thus an 
Army of three hundred thoufand Men, in 
which were the Choice of the janizaries^ em- 
barked at Conftantinople^ happily crofled the 
Black Sea and the Palm Maotis^ and landed 
at Azopb^ where were their Magazines and 
their Rendezvous ; in their Way the Preca- 
plan Tartars had joined this Army with a Re- 
inforcement of forty thoufand Archers. 

With this vaft JBody of Men they firft 
marched towards JJhracan^ where the Sultan 
made his Soldiers hope they would find all 
the Treafures of Armenia^ Perfia and India^ 
and gave them fuch a flattering Idea of the 
Weaknefs of all the Places of the Tartars^ 
that they imagined it would be fufficient only 
for them to appear before them, to fubdue 
and have all thefe great Tovros to plunder. 
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Zeuebrinow, who commanded for the 
Czar, was at firft a little fnghted at fuch a 
Multitude of Enemies ; but he got his Ruffi- 
MS together with all the Speed he could, to 
whom he joined as many Tartars as was pofli- 
ble ; he fent for Succours from the Governor 
of Cafan^ and made all neceffary Difpofitions, 
that he might not be conftrained to yield, 
without felling the Viftory very dear to the 
Enemies who covered all the Country. But 
this the Terror, they firft brought with them, 
lafted not long; for, at the firft Encounter, 
they were difperfed, and learned to know, 
that their Sottnefs, their Cowardice, their 
Diforder, and, in (hort, the Want of every 
thing that they expected to have found in 
abundance in the Country of their Enemy, 
rendered them fitter to be defpifed than capa- 
ble of giving Fear. The Rtfffian General 
prepared an Ambufcade for them in a Coun- 
. try which was unknown to them; and when 
they approached the Town, attacked them 
with Vigour : Seeing themfcl ves firft attacked, 
where they expefted to have found no Re- 
fiftance, they immediately gave Way, and 
their great Numbers were a Trouble to them, 
the one embarraffing the other; fo that the 
Diforder fopn became general throughout the 
whole Army. Zerebrintm made the beft of 
it, he purfued them and took their Artillery 
and Baggage ; thofe who had ftraggled abroad 
to pillage the Country were cut to Pieces, and 
the Generals perifhed in endeavouring to rally 
them. To compleat their Misfortunes, their 
Allies were not to be found, at the Time ap- 
pointed, at their Rendezvous, near tlie Mouth 
I of 
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of the IFolga. The Ruffians and ihtit Tartars 
became bold, not to fay rafh, in Proportion 
to theAVeakncfs and Timidity they found in 
their Enemies; they followed them on all 
Sides, and obliged them to make a fhameful 
Retreat towards Azopby where they found a 
new Subjed of Sorrow to theni, that great 
City having been almoll overthrown by the 
blowing up of the Magazine of Powder* 
The Ruffian General having no longer any 
Enemies to contend with, went in Queft of 
them, and being informed of the Succours 
that the Turks expefted by the Cafpian Sea^ he 
thought there wanted but this to make his 
Triumph compleat, and therefore went againft 
them, and fucceeded fo well, that the greatefl: 
Part of their Ships were taken with their Pro- 
vifions, and the red funk. Thus Selim got 
nothing from this grand Enterprize but Lois 
and Difgrace ; for almoft all his Troops, that 
had efcaped the Ruffian and Tartarian Soldiers^ 
perilhed, either by Hunger, or by Storms, in 
crofTing over the Black Sea. 

When the Czar received the News of this 
great Event, a new Embaflfy was juft*arrived 
at Mofcow^ from John King of Sweden^ with 
magnificent Prefents, to folicit the Czar to 
prolong the Truce, that had been made be- 
tween the two States, that he might have 
Time to finifh the War he had with Denmark^ 
but King John was too ftraitly ally'd to the 
King of Poland to be favourably liftened to 
by John Baftlowitz^ who, befides that, had 
juft then formed a new Plan to bring all Zi* 
vamautAtv his Dominion ; fo that ^tSwi^ 
dijb Ambaflkdors were very ill received^ they 

were 
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were even airefled, and put into Prifon, wher^ 
they were confined as many Ycai% Days and 
HourSy as the laft Ruffian Ambafladors had 
been kept in Sweden. 

The Czar found, by Experience, that the 
Uvamans had an Averfion to the Dominion 
of the Ruffians^ and that they would more 
patiently fubmit to the Government of any 
German Lord. This Refledion made him 
think of drawing into his Interefts Duke 
Magnus^ Brother to the King of Denmark^ 
who, he thought, would be the more eafily 
brought to favour his Defigns, as he was 
afhially at War with Sweden. He therefore 
gave tht Uvomans to underftand, that he 
pretended to nothing more than to become 
their Proteftor, -and that he would yield the 
Pofleflion of their Country to Duke Mapms. 
Such a Propofition could not fail of pleafing 
this young ambitious Prince, efpecially as the 
Czar added to it the fine Title of King of 
Magiius Uvonia. The King of Denmark^ who, on 
T^^^^ his Side, immediately conceived Hopes, by 
this Means, of uniting Uvonia to Denmark^ 
exhorted his Brother to take Advantage of 
this favourable Difpofition of the Czar. 
Magnus therefore fent Ambafladors to John 
Bajilowitz to treat ferioufly of the Affair ; and 
having received an agreeable Anfwer, he fet 
forward himfelf to attend on the Czar, who 
received him fo much the better, as he 
brought him Aflurances of foon making him- 
felf Mafter of Revel^ by the Means of Nicbo^ 
las Kitrfelj the Swedijb General, who had pro- 
mifed to deliver up to him the Cattle of that 
important Town, 

This 
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This Kurfit feeing King Jobn^ his Mafter^ 
<mbana(Ied in his War with the Danes^ had 
oraifed himfelf into a little Tyrant in Eflbonia^ 
^nder Pretence that there was a great deal due 
^o him and his Soldiers; he undertook to 
jnake himfelf Mafter of the Caftle of Revel^ 
ivith a DeHgn of getting a large Sum by de- 
livering it up to the Danes or the RnJ^ns. His 
£nterprize fucceeded in Part, he entered into 
<he Town, and forced the Garifon,, making 
Gxenftiem^ the Governor, Prifoner with his 
'Wife and Children, and himfelf Mafter of 
the Cattle. The Magiftrates of the Town, 
who feared fome Treachery, would have 
treated with Kxrfel^ who made them no An- 
fwer, but that he would keep the Place as a 
Pledge till the King had pay'd him and his 
Troops. At length he came to an Agree- 
ment with them, on Condition that they 
fhould g^ve Notice of his Prctenfions to the 
T^Tngoi Sweden^ and that, in the mean Time, 
he Ihould keep the Caftle. Things were in 
this Situation at the Time that he promifed 
Duke Magnus to deliver up the Place to him s 
but the StpeJiJb Soldiers having penetrated 
into his Defign, refolved to make themfclves 
Mafters of the Caftle. Nils DuUare^ one of 
their Captains, gdned over fome of the Ga- 
rifon. The. Day being come when the Dc* 
fign was to be put in Execution, he nuule the 
Guard drunk, and entering into the Caftle, 
by an obfcure and hidden Way, he cut a Part 
or the GarUbn in Pieces, took the reft Pri* 
fonein.ifnth Kwrfel^ and refiored Oxenfiiern to 
Iiber^«.; JCttr/eLbad afterwards his Head cut 
qff witfy thofe of his Fa&ion/ ,;.:

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* Tii« i}\x]cciAli^inis itceiTed the Title of 

"King 0f Livoma^ horn die Czar JchM Bafilo^ 

tmtz^ on Condition that he (hould pay him a 

fmall annual Tribute, and adcnowledge him 

ibrhis Ftotedor. He added ali<s that he 

would yield the PoflEeflion of all Uvcnia to 

the new King, as foon as he had driven out 

. the Swedes^ againft whom he would proteft 

him, as well as againft all his other Enemies, 

In C^sdity of his Vaflal. He promifed more- 

over CO reiiew a drift Alliance with the Em- 

/ peror of the R&mans^ and to (hew particular 

Maries of his Favour to all the Germans^ 

throu^out the whole Extent of his Empire. 

Afterwards having declared, that he would 

^ve this Kingdom to Duke Magnus and his 

Defcchdents of the Male Line, he aflured 

him, that in Failure of that, he (hould have 

iK> SucceflTor but of the Houfe of Holjleitty or 

of Dtntnark^ and that never any Rsefftan (hould 

•have Jurifdiftion or Authority in Livonia. 

; And to Confirm all thefc fair Promifcs by 

fomcthing that feemed real, he gave Orders 

to fet at Liberty feveral Germans who were 

^^rifoners in his Dominions. 

MA<3Nusdid every thing in his Power to 
gain over the £ivo;r//{;K^, and. particularly thofc 
of ReveK by promifing Mountains of Gold, 
on one Side, and, on the other, by thFeaten- 
ing to punifh thofe, with the utmoft Rigour, 
who (hould refafe to fubmit to him : But 
the Uvoniam regarded neither his Threats nor 
'4iis Pfomiies^ and the Czar was obliged to 
"fend an- Army into Livonia to put his new 
King in PoflTeffion of the Throne he had 
given him. Several Confbiracies, at this 

Time 
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Tirnc<lifcovcre4,;ftill kept the Czar at Jl4ej/i 
cow\ where he puniihed the Culpable with 
fuch Severity as. might intimidate others. 
Some Secretaries, and the Czar's Chief Cook, 
were executed with,near two hundred of their 
Accomplices. The Czar pardoned a greater 
Number, at the.Requeft of the Inhabitants 
of Mofcow^ who, at the Sight of the Prepa* 
rations, that were made for this Execution, 
hid themfelves in the lower Parts of their 
Houfes, from whence they could iiot be 
drawn, but by the Voice of the Czar afTuring 
them they had nothing more to fear. 

SicisMUND, 'Km'goi Pokmdj didnotceafe 
moving Heaven and Earth againft the Czar. 
At length, that the King of Sweden might 
attack him on one Side, while he prepared 
Enemies to fiill upon him elfewhere on the 
other, he offered his Mediation to make Peace 
between Sweden^ Denmark^ and the City of 
Lubeck. He alfo engaged the Emperor 
Maximilian IL and Auguftus^ Rlc&or of Saxo* 
»X, to join with him. to tencinate this long 
Quarrel. Conferences were held at Slelin^ 
where, after five Months Conteft, a Peace* 
was concluded, not very advantageous to 
SjvedeHi the other Enemies^ that Sigifmuni 
had ftiired up againft the Czar, were the Tar- 
tars^ whoi^-entered RuJJia m greater Numbens 
thari beibre^ pafied the OccO^ and advanced 
towards Mofcwo^ which^ after they had pilla- 
ged, they fet Fire to, and confumed, in a 
Moment, above two Thirds of that great 
City4 The Rsiffian Armies were all on the 
Side of livmd^ where Duke Magnus befieged 
iUwt$ndff7t/inBeiM. But he had iiQ Succe& 
Fa be- 
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before either bf thefe Placed ;ekrid uSmhtntig 
* been beaten in feveral Rencounters^ he-irasp 
.forced to alter his Mealilres. 
. THE^wrif/fupply'dlJfu^/widifiefcPro-^ 
vifions ; but as their King^ yolm^ was full of 
the ProjeA of rc-efbibli(hing the Rmtai Ca^ 
tbolick Religion in Siveden^ he endeavoured to 
bring the Czar to lil^^n to Peace. But thid 
Monarch received his PropoHdons with Pridd 
and Contempt^ threatening to go and ravage 
Finland^ ana fet at Liberty' the unfortunate 
King Eric^ his Friend, who was kept clofe 
Pi-ifoncr at yfio. Thefe Menaces made thd 
King take Eric out of that Prifon, and tranf- 
port him to Cryfjbohn^ and fix)m thence t<J 
Oerbi^ where he fome Time after put him to 
Death : And as the King oi Sweden could not 
conBde in the Scoubj who were in his Service, 
he fcnt them into Livonia^ in which Country; 
under the Command of Olaus Ackefin^ and 
Peier de la Gardie^ they did much Mifchief to 
the Ruffians. 

The Czar himielf commanded an Army 
of eighty thoufand Men in Livonia^ refblidng, 
if poflible, to put an End to this War which 
had condnued fo long, by obli^ng this obfti- 
^ nate People to fubmit to him, by fome A& 
of Seventy. He took JViitenftein^ the Com- 
mandant of which he impaled alive, and then 
xoafted ; and of all the Swedes and Uvtmians^ 
who fell into his Hands, gave Quarter to 
none. He treated the Town of Niewbof in 
the fame Manner; and, after having taken 
Kockenbanfen in Lettia^ he reared to Novogo- 
rod^ to allift at the Nuptials of Duke Magnus 
M-ith a Princcfs of the Ruffian Blood, But the 
. Sv;edes 
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Swedes had their Turn in his Abfencc; for- 

chey fell upon the Troops that were left in 

Eftbonia^' Olaus Ackejbn Jiaving met them at 

Lod^^ caufed them to be attacked by his Van-. 

Guard compofed of Uvonians ; thefe having 

broke thro* the Battalions of the. Enemy, im- ,. 

mediately took to Flight, and left thole who • 

followed them in the Midil of the Ruffians -^ 

the Swedes^ who made but fix hundred Horfe, 

and ibme hundred Foot, fought with fo much 

Bravery againft fixteen thoufand Riiffians^ that 

they cut in Pieces feven thoufand, put the 

reft to Flight, ^d took a thoufand Wag* 

gons with their Baggage. The Ruffians foon 

had their Revenge, tor the Swedes flefli*d 

with this Siiccefs, advancing to take tVeJfcn* 

berg and Feljlourg^ were the grcatefl: Part cut 

off, and the others forced to fly.

ever Employment, the Tartars gqye.him on 
the other Side, who, gn>wn bold by the Succefs 
pf thdr late Invafion, did not ceafe to harrals

j c-' . F3 with. 
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with a new*Irrtipdon» ib dut the Cbr^as 
obliged ta divide hb Foioes i it is tnie, diac 
his Troops being better difdplined, were 
inoie capable of great Enterpnzcs} but he 
wanted good Generals. 
n#SwtDBs The King of Sweden made an Attempt 
^^'iA^^ upon Narva J whither he would have hindered 
** '^'* the People of LMieck from tranfporting- their 
Commodities, and, on that Account, took 
many of their Ships. The Rsffians luul no 
Ship^ on that Side, and could defend them- 
felves only from their Ramparts, which they 
did with fuch Vigour, that the Swedes endea^ 
Toured twice, to no PUrpoie, to furprize the 
Town. On the other Hand, the Ruffians^ 
Matters of all Lettia^ except Riga^ made a 
new Progrefs in Eftbonia^ where they carry'd 
the Town of Pemaw. 
^ Thb King of Sweden^ altogether taken up 
,with his religious Projefb, and entirely go- 
verned by the Infinuations of Pejfevinj the 
Jefuit, fcnt to him by Pope Gregory XIIL 
very much neglefted the Afiairs of Uvma^ 
So that they were expofed to all the Ills the 
Riffians were pleafed to load them with, who 
even went into Fndand, and did fuch Things 
as, indeed, coft them many Men, but ruined 
the Country. Revel was befieged by eighty 
dioufand Ruji^s^ Danes and I'ariars^ with 
much Vigour, and this Siege lafted fix Weeks^ 
Henry Horu^ the Governor, and Cbarles^ his 
Son, defended themfelves with fo much C6u« 
rage, that the Czar, who was come before the 
Town with his Son Vlbeodore^ was obliged ta 
raife the Siege. He threw himfelf afterwards,^ 
with great Fury, into Lettia^ ravaging all the 

. Country^ 
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Country, he i^took Kockenbaufin^ TVenden^ 
and omer Fortrcfles,. and threatened Riga^ 
held by the Ppks. 

The Divifions occafioned by the,£le6Hon ' 
of King Henrfy and then by that of King 
SiepbcH^ had fo rent the Kixigdoni of Poland^ 
that they would not yet allow the new Kmg 
to take the ASa^rs of Uvwiia to Heart ; ne- 
verthclefi he entered into Meafurcs at a DiC- 
tance, to begin this War with Advantage. . 

It was well known, that Duke Magnta 
had no Reafon to be fatisBcd with the Czar, 
for which Reafon King Siepben endeavoured 
to bring him over to his Interefts: This 
Prince feemed not unwilling to enter into 
Meafures with Poland ; but at the. Time that 
the Bufineis was in Treaty, the Czar, who 
had the beft Spies of any; Prince in the 
World, was informed of the Corrcfpondencc 
carried on by Duke Magnus^ and his Enemy. 
He did not fcem to know any Thing of the ' 
Matter, and entered into Ltttia with a new 
Body of Troops, with a Defign, as he faid, 
to befiege Rigcu He took Marienbaufen and 
Liiizen^ and being advanced as far as Kocken-^ 
haujin^ht marched all pn a fudden towards 
JVcniin^ where Duke Magnus had his Refi- 
dence,} while feveral Detachments fcized on 
all the little Places, garifoned by Duke M^g- 
nus^. Havbg invefted Wcnden^ he fummonol 
the Duke to appear ^before him, and this 
Prince ol>eyed with the greatdb Si^bmUTioiu 
•The G^ cb^ed^him with, his atrocious 
Grimes, . reproached hini with Ingratitude, 
.ani^ after luvixig flxipped,him pf. all the Or- . 
'^0^51^ .of Jiis, r^al Digrtity*; would .have

put ;liiin to Death, if die Ddke liad iioc^ 
fhewn his Repentance in the.moft attncft and 
fervile Manner ; But if he pardoned the Pukcr 
himfelf, it was only to treat thofe^o be- 
longed t6 him with the greater Severity, de-' 
livering up the unhappy Town to the Bnita-' 
lity of Soldiers, who committed the utmoflr 
Excciflres. Some Ladies of DiftindbionV with' 
what Nobility there were in the Town, re* 
tired into the Cattle, to fee what would be 
the Confcquence of this Surprize : They were 
fummoncd to open the Gates; but they re- 
fufcd, and the Czar ordered the Walk to be 
battered by five Pieces of large Cannon, 
which foon made a wide Breach in them. 
The poor Wretches within, djx>ve to Defpair^ 
rcfolved to blow themfelyes lip in the Air, 
rather than fell into the Hands of their cruel 
Enemies. After having exhorted oiie another 
to die with Refolution, they received the Sa-' 
crament; and feeing the Enemy ready to 
mount the Breach, they (hut themfelves up 
in a Gallery, and one or them fctting Fire to 
the Powder out of the Window, they all 
pcrifhed together in an Inftant. tVolmar was 
garifoned by the Duke's Troojw, the Czar 
fent a Detachment thither, who feized on it 
widi little Trouble, and cut all the Garifoh 
to Pieces, 

After this Expedition the Czar retired 
to Darpf with his Prifoner, who could not 
t>btain his liberty till he had paid a Ranfoiii 
of forty thoufand Dycs^ts to the Czar, and 
folemnly promifed to be his VaflaL '

Swedeny by Conftnt of the Diet of Poland 
and Utbtumia^ raifed an Army to attack Rjuf- 
Jia in earned ; to retake what Poland pretena- 
ed belonged to it ; and to put an End to this 
War, which had laded too long: And he 
had the greater Hope$ of Succefs^ as fome 
Reverfe of Fortune which the Ruffians lately 
had in Lettia^ where the Swedes^ aflifted by 
fome Germans and Polanders^ had retaken 
WendcHj had much difpirited them. How- 
ever, the King would not march agsunft Ruf* 
j&, without declaring War in Form with the 
Czar, in cafe he refufed what he fent to de* 
mand of him. 

* For this Purpofe, BaftU Lapotinfcki was 
chofen AthbafTador, and accompanied by a 
fine Train of Nobility. On the Frontier all 
Honours were paid to Lapotinfcki^ that were 
due to the Charafter with which he was in* 
veiled ; but when he was advanced farther in 
the Country, and his Errand was known, he 
had milch ado to get fafe to Mofcow. Before 
this AmbaiTador had his Audience of Jolm 
Bafilowitzi he was told, that if he would be 
fccure of his Life, he muft refrain fiom en- 
tering iiito the Impexial Palace with his Sabre 
idrawn ; Lapotinfcki ahfwered, that the C2;ar 
was Maffer of his life, but that nothing in. 
the World Ihould hinder him from acquitting 
himfelf of his Duty with the utmoft Exaft- 
liefs. The Day of Audience being come» 
he was conduced to the Palace, his Mailer 
of the'Horfe carrying his Sabre naked before 
him. The Czar received him in a Hall ma^;* 
nificehtly adorned, being doathed himfelf m 
a Robe^coirered with Diamonds and PeaiL 
'••->- ' ■■ '■ The. 
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TheAmbaflkdor Ikluted^U^^ 
Manner, and his iTiain did die (afnc The 
Czar, ia Appearance, received him very gia- 
oou^jr^; Z^^^ii made him a Speech, in 
vHchhiEt. demanded Reparadon for all the 
Pamago done to Poland by the Ruffiaas^ de- 
claring, that the. Pdes would otherwife be 
obliged ^ to take Vengeance y and at the fame 
Time prefericed his Letters to the Czar, widx 
a Sea} of Gold and a Scymeter. This Bold- 
ncJis of the Ambaflador irritated the Czar, 
who opened, with Precipitanon, the Letter 
that was wrote in the Ruffian Language. 

The King therein demanded Reparation 
pf the Czar for all the Depredations conunit- 
ted in Polaud and JUthmnia^ or threatened to 
come and make War in his Country. He 
a&e^waaU exaggerated his own Strength, and 
the Ills committed in Lithuania and Livonia 
by the^i^^Generak: Nevcrthclefs he of- 
fered Kim Peace, and even his Alliance, if 
he., would reftore Uvcnia^ and the Places he 
^^ufui^^ iipon Poland. . 
. fj^vTER. reading this Letter, the Czar an- 
fwered, tlut he was not fo fufcepdble of Fear 
as, at the Sight of tbefe Menaces, to aban- 
don .his Dominions to Poland^ and that thofe 
>vlio had fo ofcen vanquifhed the Potes^ and 
the JJvonians^ who had fubdued the Tartars 
of Ca/an and Jftracan^ and even triumphed 
over the Forces of the Ottoman Empire, 
might make King Stephen repent of his Bra- 
vades^ He took Leave of the Ambaflador, 
ordering Care to be taken of him, and that 
lip Honours (hould be omitted that were 
^«e to him. So true it b, that Virtue coni- 
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t^wA^inroM^ fiom whence they bioi^ 
tconfidoidde Booty. ; 

In die mean Time the Siege was pufhed 
^di Vigour, . and the Befi^;ed defended 
diemfelves vidi the fame. The C2$u*, on 
his Side, from Time ta Time, fent fcvcral 
Detachments, which endeayoured to throw 
themfelves inta the Town, There have been, 
few Sieges^ in which the Befieged gave greater 
Ftoofs of Valour, Their great Guns were 
ufed with im inconceivable Rapidity, and 
they expofed themfelves to all Dangers with, 
as much Courage and Obflinacy as if they 
had 4 Nurfcry of Men to fupply the Want 
^f thofe who loft their lives. The Trenches 
had been open eighteen Days, when the King 
' gave Orders to fet Fire to all the Outworks 
of the Place. His Soldiers executed this 
Order with Bravery ; there were fome fo im-» 
patient as even to go through the Flames to 
attack the Enemy. , The Fire did not difmay 
thcfe, and Men were feen, like fo many. Sa^ 
lamanders, figbdng in.: the Midil of. the 
Flames. This , Temerity of the Polanders 
aftoniihed the Ruffians^ who made a Feint of 
capitulating, that by the Favour of a Suf- 
penfion Arms, they might make a new In-» 
trenchment in hade, behind the Flames that 
concealed them from the Befiegers. Their 
Defign w^ immediately penetrated into, and 
the King gave Orders, that no Refpite fhould 
be allowed them Night or Day. At length 
ihcy beat the Chamade, when they faw their 
Works deftroyed on the other Side die Town, 
^d that the Poles were Mafters of. an Emi-. 
nencc that commanded them. The King, 

whok 
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who fought not to flicfd Blood, and who had ^ototiai^i^ 
an Intcrcft to prefcrvc this Fortrcfs as entire i^^*** 
as poffibic, granted thehi lA^t and liberty; ^ *• 
and gave thofe who were willing Leave to 
enter into hi3 Troops9 and the reft to retire 
to the i&{^tf« Army. 

A PRobfCiovs Quahtity of Canhbii^ Pow^ 
der and Ball, was found in the Place. Some 
Perfofts of DiftindHon were taken Prifoners» 
who had oppofed the Surrender of the Town; 
among the reft, the Archbifhop of WitOdhiSd. 
The Taking of Poloczk was followed by the 
Rendition of Turowta^ Sujfa and Sokdl The Otiir Cm» 
two firft furrcndercd immediately, upon ^f"5S[^S?*^ 
fering the Garifons the Liberty of retiring in ^JJ^^ *"• 
Safety with their Arms and Baggage. 

SoKOL held out longer, and the Siege wai 
more bloody. This is a Fort fituated be* 
tween the Dreyjfe and the NeyJfCj on the Road 
from Pohczk to Plejkow : Befides the ufual 
Gziifoiiy Theodore Bajihwiiz Cseremeloff, who 
had attempted in vain to throw himfelf into 
Pohczk^ with a Detachment of Fufileers and 
feveral Ruffian Lords, was retired into this 
Fort, and two thoufand Militia, well difci* 
plined, kepit under the Cannon of the Place 
to defend me Avenues ; neverthelefs they fuf- 
fered the Liibuaman Troops, commanded by 
Radziwil:, to pafs the Dr{)r]/^ unmolefted, con*- 
tenting th^mfelves with making a Noife, and 
giving out that they had a Body of Cafanezt 
and- Afiracamze near at hand to aflift them. 
As the Country was covered with Woods, the 
Pokmders were obliged to intrench themfelve^ 
•for Fear of a Surprize, and afterwaids they 
iifCMA the Trenches in Form. The Fortifr 
•- . caQons 
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tatioQs ind y/crktcf &i)ii/wcre bisik, ,« all 
. in {&tt .GeniBdy^ widi 3eaait and Plaidcs ^ 
' ymc ytrf. ihickt but ftrengdiened in die In- 
fid^ .with green Tur^ , TiieHoufesy in this 
Couatiy, are only of Wood^ therefore the 
Officer who commanded the AitiUeiyy dif- 
charging three red-hot Bailees into the Town, 
it is no Wonder that they fet Fire to the 
Places where they fell ; . the Garifon endea- 
yowed, but in vain, to extinguifh them, and 
the JFIames fpread onali Sides in an Inftant. 
AU the . brave People in the Place feeing 
thcmfelyes reduced rp perifh mifeiably, or to 
open themfelves a Pailage through the Be- 
(legersi refolved upon the latter as the leaft 
dangerous: This they attempted, but were 
repulfed with fo much Vigour, that they were 
obliged to throw themfelves again into the 
Flames that they had fled from : Prefled thus 
pn botli Sides, they made feveral Signals to 
furrenderi demanding Quarter; but the G^* 
man Soldiers did not underftand their Lan- 
guage^ and the Poles^ irritated by the deadly 
Refiflance made by the Garifon of Poloczky 
would not liften to them ; therefore,, feeing 
that they muft inevitably perifh^ it is not 
iurprizing» that in fuch an Extremity, Men 
of Spirit fliould endeavour to fell their Lives 
was dear as could be« 

Thbv made a fre(h -Sallyi and the Po^ 
JamUrs and Germans drove them back^ and 
followed them yv.rz within the Place: A 
Centinel, who wa^ * eii upon the Gate, let 
^ the Port-Cullis, lu char ^'ftanf, which 
ihut both the Befiegers, and the Befieged, in 
ihe Town, in the Midft of the Flames; 
3 nothing 
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Tiothihg can be imagined more terrible than 
the Battle that enfued ; at length the Foit was 
reduced to Afhes, four thoufand Rxffiam pe- 
rilhed in it, and almoft as many were uken 
Prifoners, in the Number of whom were 
Czeremetoff^ and the Chief of the Militia« 

The Czar was all this Time at Plejkow^ 
where he imagined that it would be impofli- 
ble for thtPokmdtrs to tzkcPoloczky when be 
learnt that not only that Town, but even Sa^ 
kol^ was in the Power of his Enemies, not* 
withftanding its ftrong Garifon ; he then be- 
gan to defpair of the Succefs of the War^ 
and did all that was in his Pc^wer to conceal 
his Lofs firom the People, and to leflen tbe 
Advantages gained by the Poles, Thefe, af- 
ter the Deftrudion of SokoU entered into the 
Territories of Ruffia^ where all fubmitted to 
King SupbeHj who made an End of this glo- 
rious Campaign to go and aflift at the Diet 
oi fVarfaw. 

The Czar reared to Nmogorod^ and caufed 
fome great Men of his Enipire to write to 
the Palatme oi WilnOj to found him, if he 
thought there might not be fome Means 
found out to bring the King to liflen to Terms Pnf^mt tf 
of Peace. The King was willing to have '***'»**''• 
Peace, but could not, with Honour, confent 
to it, as long as die iZif^ffr kept Zni^^ 
the lefs, fince befides ^Ceflion made of that 
Province to the Crown dS Poland by ihe 3«* 
tamck Order, Duke Magmu^ who was retired 
under the Proteftion ot King Stephen^ h^d 
transfiarcd tt> him all the Rights tbat he had 
to it^ cither t^ the Inveftiture of *theCzar, 
or by ihe Ostth that the People had taken 

to 
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to hiiiL^ Therefore it was fdbhed in the 
IMec» that, the War Ihould be continued 
againft i{i^&^ with all die Forces of Poland^ 
and her Allies. 

' The Czar neverthelefi fent an Ambaflador 
to the King^ and this was Nancelrfn^ a Man 
.4>f Cunning and Addrels* who knew how to 
low Diflenlions in the Diet by the Means of 
Cregcry Ofcbyk^ which would have caufed ah 
Infurre£tion in LUbuamOj if his Letters, that 
were intercepted, had not difcovered. his De- 
figns« While this paflTed in Poland^ the Czar, 
who fought only to make the PcUs lofe all 
Patience, becaufe he knew they had not con- 
fented, but with Regret, to this fecohd Cam- 
paign, would not hazard one Battle, that 
might decide any Thing to his Difadvan- 
tage, as his Troops were not fo well prepared 
as thofe of the King of Poland^ who, bcfides 
his PclofuUrs nnd LUbtianianSy had two good 
Bodies of auxiliary Troops, one compofed of 
Germans^ and the other of Hungarians and 

'^ran^hanians. For this Reafon JobnBq/ilowiiz 
contented himfelf with putting good Gari- 
fons in the Places that the P^i^tA^ov would be 
obliged to force, fo tliat he might make them 
" •' lofo Time in thefc Sieges. Belides this, as 

foon as he knew that the Polijb Army was 
upon the Duna^ he fent AmbafTadors, not fo 
much to propofc Conditions of Peace, as to 
make his Enemies lofe their Time. Audience 
was given to thefe Ambaffadors, who went 
into InveAives againfl the King and the Na- 
tion, faying, that they had very advantageous 

. Propofitions to make, and demanding a Suf- 
penfion of Arms, and tliat Commiflliri^s

might be appointed ; but the Poles would not 
iloop to this Lure, and the Army continued 
its March to Wielkiluti^ which it had in View, Wielkilw- 

This Town was one of the Keys of Ruf- ** *f^'^ 
Jia^ fituated oh an Eminence in the Midft of 
Marfhes,. covered, on. one Side, by a Lake, 
and, on the other, by the Lowat : It is in 
the Province of Rzeva^ i20 Werfts on the • 
North of fVsiepJk^ and at the fame Diftance 
Southward fix>m Navogorod IVeliki^ from 
which it is feparated by Forefts^ fandy Plains, 
and the great Lake Ilmen. Plejkaw^ which is 
on the North- Weft, is. at the Diftance of 
1 80 Werfts. The Garifon was numerous, 
and provided with every Thing to make a 
long Reflftance. 

The King, before he undertook this Siege, 
took PofTeflion of JVitlifcz and UJwiatb^ two 
important Pofts on the Dwia. The laft con- 
tinuing firm, the King was forced to approah 
it with his whole Army, and then marched to 
fVielkilttki. The Czar continued at Mofcow^ 
to make his People believe that, the Polijb 
War gave him but little Concern. He paflfed 
his Time in Feafts and Diverfions, being then 
married for the feventh Time, and aflifting 
at the Nuptials of his eldeft Son John Iwa- 
nowiix. 

- WiELKiLURi could not be carried with* jbi uken. 
out fetting Fire to it, and none were faved 
but a few Greek Monks. The Commandant, 
who went to Farenjbeck^ was niafiacred by the 
Hm^aridns. All the Country was put to Fire 
and Sword, and nothing was more deplorable 
than the forrow&l Condition to which all the 
Country People were reduced by the licen- 
G tious 
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dous Soldiers, who thought every Kind of 
Barbarity was allowable in an Enemy's Coun« 
tiy. f^ 

The King fent a Detach mnit to feize upon 
Tcrofiecz. John SbaraZy whocommanded it^ 
met a Body of Ruffians and Tartars^ that made 
Head againfl: him for fome Time ; but they 
were put to Flight, after feveral of them had 
been killed, among whom was Nancehfn^ the 
Ambaflador, whom we have before men- 
tioned. Taropiecx is at the Diftance of fe- 
venty or eighty Werfts on the Eaft, from 
WieMuki^ and on the Road to Mofcow. The 
I>etachment of Sbaraz furmounted all the 
Difficulties they found in this Rout, inter* 
rupted by Woods, Morafles and Rivers, and 
took not the Place before they had endured a 
vigorous Refinance ; the Garifon furrendered 
only on Condition that they (hould retire to 
Ncvogorod. Bomemijfa^ another General, took 
Newels between Poloczk and Wielkiluki^ after 
having encountered with all the Difficulties 
that are to be met with in taking the ftrong- 
eft Places. Zamoyjki^ who was looked upon 
as one of the moft fuccefsful Officers in the 
PoUJb Army, attacked Zawolocz. This For- 
trefs is fituated on the Wielka^ between Wiel- 
kikuli and Plejkowj as Tcrapiecz is between the 
firft and Tweer. There was more Difficulty 
in paffing the River, than in carrying the 
Place, which was not fo well fumilhed as the 
others ; neverthelefs he was forced to make 
many AITaults. The Garifon would liften to 
no Capitulation, and all were put to the 
Sword. Radziwil made a cheaper Conqueft 
of ZUburyJfeza^ for the Town was delivered 
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up to hxm as foon as he granted them the Li* 
bcrty of retiring ellcwherc. Thus the Po* 
landers went on in their Courfe as far as Porc^ 
koz9 and OpoIJkoy which are but about feventy 
Werfts from Pkjktm. 

The King had a great Inclination to attack 
the laft of thefe Towns, but he was not pro- 
vided with every Neceflary for an Enterprire 
of fuch Importance, and the Scafon was too far 
advanced ; it was therefore thought advifeable 
to defer this Siege till the next Campaign, and 
for the King to go and aflemble the Diet again, 
to obtain the Succours that were wanting. 

The Czar was always of Opinion, that, 
the Republick of Poland could not long fup- 
port the Expences of the War, and that they 
muft either continue it fo faintly, that he 
Ihould find himfelf in a Condition to fall 
upon them, or that, at length, they muft 
defire a Peace, which he would grant them 
on the Terms they (hould propofe, in order 
to make War again, when a more favourable 
Opportunity (hould offer; but the Advices 
he received from his Spies in Poland^ (hewed 
him his Miftake, and gave him to under- 
(land, with great Concern, that King Stephen 
would have nothing leis than the City of 
.Plejhw^ and that he was making all ncce(rary 
Preparations not to mifs of his Aim. The 
Czar could not confide in the great Men of 
his Empire, and hb Forces were not in a Ca- 
pacity to make Head againft the vidorious 
Troops of the King of Poland. It w^ pro- 
per then to have Recourfe to fome other 
Means, and the foUowing feemed moft likely 
to fucoccd 

G 2 John 
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Joriir Basilowitz was not ignorant of 
the Zeal with which the Pope endeatoured 
. on eve 17 Side to repair, by fome important 
Ar CxAR ik^ Aoquifition, the Breves that GUvin and Dh 
>?' ^t^' ^^ had made in the Church of Rme. He. 
f'^Z ^"^ ^^ *<^ J«f"i^ Poffevin had been fcnt 
into Sweden^ where he had left no Art un- 
try'd to reunite that Kingdom to the Pcmifli 
Communion. The Czar apply'd to the Pon- 
dff, he took him for Mediator, and promi- 
fed, if he made his Peace with Poland^ that 
he would fubmit the Church of Ri^ to the 
Holy See. This Bait was too tempting for 
the Pope not to bite at it. Poffevin had im- 
mediate Orders to go to the King of Poland^ 
and endeavour to oblige him, by the Obcdi- 
ence he owed to the Church, to put an End 
to the War with the Czar. 

While (he Poles made fuch Conquefts on 
the Frontiers, and even in the Country of 
Rtfffia^ the Swedes^ their Allies, did fo much 
in Livonia^ that the Czar was obliged to 
abandon it, or, at lead, was not able to de- 
fend it as he had done before. Pon/usdelaGar- 
die^ to whom the King of Sweden had given 
his Daughter in Maniage, fubdued the Pro- 
vince of Kexbolm^ and kt Fire to the Town. 
He went afterwards into Uvonia^ where he 
defeated feveral little. Detachments of /[tfy^ 
^a}u\ and made himfelf Matter of tVefenberg^ 
Teljbourg^ Lode^ Fickel^ &c. The King of 
Sweden had attacked Narva^ to no Purpofe, 
fome Years before ; Pontus de la Gardie laid 
Siege to this important Place, and promifing 
his Soldiers the Plunder of it for twenty-four 
Hours, they aflGiulted it with fp much Fury, 

that 
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that they foon carry'd it» and cut feyen thou- 
{^iXii RuJJians in Pieces. From Narva they 
vrcnt to Iwanogorody which furrendered by 
Capitulation ; Jamagorod and Oporto did the 
fame. The Swedes afterwards going towards 
Novogorodj turned, on a fudden, upon ^Z- 
ienjieitt in Livonia^ which they took, and from 
thence went and lay'd Siege toPemaw. 

The King of Poland began his third Cam* 
paign with a Defign of befieging Pkjkow. 
We have feen before how this City came un- 
der the Dominion of the Czar : It is very 
long, and about two Leagues in Circumfe- 
rence : It. is narrow towards the Weft, and 
the River IFeUka waflies its Walls on the 
South. This River, whofe Name fignifies 
the Greats is made fo by the Waters it re- 
ceives from many others, and which it carries 
at five Werfts Diftance into the Lake Pelba^ 
commonly called Piepus. The City is divided 
into three Parts by fo many Wallj; one 
which is towards the Weft, is called Sa-PJkow^ 
that is to fay, beyond Pkjkow^ for in the 
Country this City is called PJkow. The Ci- 
tadel, which is between the fecond and thirds 
is alfp divided into three Parts, that on the • . .* 

Side oi ati^ IVeUka on the South, is named 
Krfemnofj the other Domantof\ and the third 
ta the Middle or Centre, has the Name of 
the Town. This City, notwithftanding its 
Largeneis, was well enough fordfy'd, efpeci- 
ally to the North, where it was defended by 
a Wall of Stone, within which the Czar, af- 
ter the Taking dlfobcek and fHelkiluki^ had 
xaifed a broad Terrafs made with large Pkmks, 
and filled with Earth ; all round the Towa 
G 3 were. 
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wcrp Stoiic Towers j but as thcfc were anci- 
ent Works, whofc Flanks could not well de- 
fend each other, the Czar had added in the 
Spaces good Works of Turfi with Port- 
Holes, and fumifhed them with Ardllery. 
' Befides all thefe escterior Repairs, he not only 
provided a numerous Ganfon within, but 
brought from Narva all Sorts of Pkovilions, 
and ftored feveral Magazines befides what 
were there formerly. The Garifon was com- 
pofed of feven thoufand Horfe, and fifty 
thoufand Foot,' takmg in the Burghers who 
were fit for Service. The Generals, who 
commanded there, were Joia and Bqfile 
Zwir/kiy Nephew and Brother of him who 
had been killed in the Battle of UJa^ Cbtnrof- 
cbitiy and VUfcmff. Round the Town the 
Czar had brought feveral Bands of Coffacks^ 
commanded by a brave GrcaffiOHy with a View 
' of employing them in hindering the Poles 
from ravaging the Country, becaufe this Mi- 
litia, who were incumbered with nothing but 
their Arms, were very proper to go upon all 
Parties. 
Flsskow Th£ King of Polofid approachmg TUJkowy 

hfiv^ had reconnoitred all the Out-works, and 
learned from fome Defertcrs, and even from 
the People of the Country, the Condition of 
the Place within. He had a great Mind to 
have renounced this Enterprize, it feeming to 
him likely to fail for feveral Reafons. In 
the firfl Place, he had not Troops enough to 
form a Line of Circumvalladon ; in the*next» 
he had not Foot enough for the AfSiult and 
the Trenches, and flood in need of Powder, 
as by the Negligence of fome who were to 

have 
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have watched it» his Magazine at Sufa had 
been blown up ; and lailly, he found infur^ 
mountable DifEcultie$ with rcrpcft to Provi- 
lions: Therefore this Prince was willing to 
lay afide the Thoughts of befieging Plejkow^ 
to undertake that of Percbow^ or of Udaw. 
Thefc were two Cafties fituated one between 
Plejkaw and Novogorodj and which, in the 
Hands of the PoUs^ would have prevented 
the Cbmrnunicadon between thofe two Q- 
ties ; the other near Iwanogoredy and by 
Means of which all Communication might ^. 

have been cut off between Plejkow and Narva. 
The King would even have preferred going 
to befiege Navogorody which without Doubt 
would not have been found in fo good a 
State of Defence. Neverthelefs Fame had 
given fucb a Defcripdon of PleJkoWy that it 
would not have been for the Honour of the 
King and the Nadon to have redred from 
before it, after having approached fO near \ ' 

befides that fuch a Step would have given 
frelh Courage to the deje&ed RHjfians^ 
who had a confiderable Army near No- 
vogorod.. Therefore it was refolvcd to keep 
to the firft Defign, and that the Siege of 
Plejkow ihould be formed without Lofs of 
Time. The King difputed for a long while 
with General Zamoj/ki on the Choice of the 
Place where it was to be attacked9 and at 
length they agreed the Atuck fhould be made 
towards the Eaft; fo the Troops crofled the 
Gir^i^ and blocked up the Town on that Side. 
Thx Forces were divided according to 
.their different Nadons; the Poles ^ Utbuam- 
Ms^ HiamariaHS and GermoHS^ had each their 
G4 difife. 
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. diflFciOTt Pofts, where cvciy one cndcawurcdt- 
through Emulation* to gam more Gloiry than 
the other. Without entering into a Detail of 
die Particular of this famous Sieg^, let it 
fuffice to fay, that both the Beli^ers, and 
the Befieged, did every Thing that could be 
expefted from the molt warlike People. 
"What the King had forefeen happened, the 
BeHegers began to want Powder, which obli- 
ged them to batter the Town but faintly, 
till they could have fome brought from Riga^ 
and elfewhdre. There were no Efforts that 
the Ruffians of Ingria and Novogorod did not 
make ufe of to throw . Succours into the 
Town ; but the King, Zamayjku and Farenf- 
beck^ were in all Places, and oppofed all At- 
tempts that the Ruffians could make. 

During the Siege, the King of P^£i«/ re- 
ceived fevend AmbafTadors ; among the 
reft, one from the Grand Seignior, to de- 
mand certdn Tartars who had deferted. Thefe 
Ambalfadors, after having felicitated the King 
of Poland upon his Conquefts, offered him 
very confidcrable Succours, which were nei- 
ther accepted, nor refufed. The Jefuit Poffe- 
' vin arrived alfo in the King's Camp. He 
was inverted witli the Dignity of Legate 
ftom the Holy See, and came from the Court 
of the Czar, with whom he had conferred on 
the Conditions of the Peace, of which he 
was come to be the Mediator in the Name of 
the Pope. He had an Audience of the King, 
to whom he lalJ* pen the Senriments of the 
C^ar, who was deurous to make Peace upon 
the fame Terms he had propofed during the 
Siege of Potoczk. The King difdained to 

make 
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make any Anfwcr to them ; but gave this 
Mediator to underfland, that no Peace could 
be made unlefs the Czar yielded all Ltoonia 
to the Crown of Poland. The Jcfuit dif- 
patched a Courier to the Czar^ who immedi- 
ately named the Town of Zapolcia^ about 
ninety Werfts fix>m Plejkow^ for the Confe- 
rences to be held in, under the Mediation of 
the Pope. The King fent thither two Pleni- 
potentiaries and one Secretary, and foon after 
arrived alfb two Ambafladors from the Czar, 
accompanied by a Secretary ; the Jefuit P^- 
vin was alfo found in the Place in Quality of 
Mediator. 

The Defign of the Czar was to draw the 
Negotiation out in Length, in Hopes that 
the Cold, which began to be very violent, 
and to which the Troops that compofed the 
Volijb Army had not been accuftomed, would 
oblige their Generals to decamp. He knew 
that Plejkow wanted for nothing, and he was 
fansfied of the Bravery and Fidelity of thofe 
who were to defend it. The King of Poland 
was obliged to go and alTift at the Diet, and 
it was known that Zamoyjki was not beloved 
by the Troops. The Poles were informed of 
all thefe Circumftances by a Perfon in the 
Train of the Ruffian Plenipotentiaries, who 
knew the Secret of the Embaffy. For which 
Reafon they redoubled their Attacks, and 
befides that xmdertook the Siege (^ the Mo^- 
naftery of Azsw^i, on the Road from Plef 
kow to Ri^n ; which 1>eing fortified and filled 
with Troops, very mudi mcommoded the 
Potzgsn of the PoUJb Army. At laft the 
General made Hi the necd&iy Difpofmons, 

to 
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to oblige the Town to furrender, hf Famine^ 
having been informed, by one StUurmOi the 
Governor's Secretary, who had been taken 
Prifoner, that they had not Fhmfions and 
Ammunition to laft but a fliort Time. 

While this palled at the Siege, and the 
Rujian Plenipotentiaries try'd all Ways to 
gain Time, by fending Couriers continually 
to the Czar, with the Hopes of the Frofts 
obliging Zamoyjki to raife the Siege, a large 
Detachment ot the Polijb Army, commanded 
by Cbriftopber Radziwil^ K^iiita^ ^uid Haratur- 
da^ had entered into Rujjjia by MobilaWy Skohv^ 
and ToropUcz. They advanced very far into 
the Province of Rzeva^ when two Foragers 
falling into their Hands, told them, that a 
Body of fifteen thoufand Men were not far 
cflT, and that the Czar, with his Court, was 
at Starica^ and that he had another Body near 
Rzeva: RadziwiU neverthelefs, advanced as 
far as xticWolga^ beyond which he fent his 
Tartars out in Parties, and would have fol- 
lowed them himfelf and advanced towards 
. Starica^ if one Murfa^ an Officer of the 
Czar*s Houlhold, coming to throw himfelf 
into the Arms of the PoUs^ had not (poke 
with fuch Confidence of the great Army, at 
the Head of which the Czar was at Starica^ 
that Radzhvil^ confidering the Idea he had of 
that Monarch's Power, could not but believe 
what the pretended Renegado told him : But 
it was afterwards known, that the Czar had 
but eight hundred Men about his Perfon, 
and that as foon as he heard that the Poles 
had croflfed the Head of the H^olga^ he had 
retired with Precipitation ; fo that it would 

not 
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not have been difficult for Radzkvil to have 
taken him Prifoner, if, having good Spies» 
he had marched diredly to Starica^ inftead of 
amufing himfelf in fending Parties to fpoil the 
Country in the Way to Mofcaw. After having 
mifled thisBlow, the Polijb Detachment retired, 
by the Provmce of Ezeva^ and encamped at 
Q?elm on the Lrjoat^ from whence they ad- 
vanced toward Staraia-Rujfa^ continually pil- 
laging the Ruffian Territories on every Sicfe. 

The Seafon of the Year, or the other In- 
conveniences that the Polanders found be- 
fore PUJkow^ no Ways difcouraged them. 
They had raUcd Barracks, and were refolved 
to pafs the Winter before that City, that 
they might force it to furrender by Famine. 
i On the other Side, although the Ruffians were 
perfuaded that the Czar, their Sovereign, had 
1 good Reafons for remaining inaftive, while 
the Swedesj on one Hand, and the Poles on 
5 the other, made every Day frefh Conquefts ; 
and the laft, in their Progrefs, committed 
• the greateft Diforders; yet they could not 
; forbear murmuring at a Condud, in which 
I there appeared more Cowardice than Pru* 
' dence ; therefore feveral great Men, joining 
together to make their Remonfbances to the 
Czar, threw themfelves at his Feet, offering 
him their Lives and Fortunes, and conjuring 
j him to wipe out the Stain that io long an In- 
activity would bring upon the whole Rujfum 
I Nation ; they added, uiat he had nothing to 
do but to command it, and he Ihould foon 
fee an Army on Foot as numerous as the 
Leaves of a Foreft, and that if he would put 
his ddeft Son at their Head, his Faience 

3 ~ would . 
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^would be fufficient to raider them capable <^ 
furmountingthe grcateft Oifficiildes. 

This Remoh&ance irritated J^bn Bafih- 
vntz to the greateft Degreie, for it was in 
(bme Sort to reproach him with Cowardice ; 
he therefore told thefe Enquirers into his 
Conduct, that fince they wanted a Sovereign 
who would obey their Wills, and be ac- 
countable to them for his A&ions, they might 
choofe one where they would. * The Ruffians^ 
afraid of the Wrath to which they found they 
had provoked their Prince, proftrated them- 
felvcs again at his Feet, protdling, that it 
was not through any Difafrcction to him, that 
they had taken this Step which they faw 
was difpleafing to him, afliired him that they 
were very forry for what they had done, and 
conjured him to continue to govern them at 
his own good Pleafure. yobn Bafilowriz would 
not hearken to them, but on Condidon, that 
^ey (hould difcover the Authors of this rafh 
Undertaking, that he might punifh them for 
their Boldne^ ; and fufpe&ing that his Son 
had an Intelligence with thofe who demanded 
him for their General, he reprimanded him 
very fevercly. This virtuous young Prince, 
extremely concerned to find himfelf fofpeded 
by his Father, begged that he might be per- 
mitted to juftify himlclf; but the Czar, to 
flop his Mouth at firft, gave him a Blow on 
the Head with a Stick Jie lad in his Hand, 
that had an Iron Ferrel to it, and which un- 
fortunately touched him on the Temple. 
The Prince did not perceive he was wounded 
. |. ^ till the Blood ran down bis Robe, and then 
LowiTz !mi immediately he dropt down znorionlefs at his 
iii0umS§M. 2 Father's 
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rather^s Feet. The Czar had always tenderly 
loved him, and he was the Darling of the 
-vrhole People. When the Father beheld this 
cJeplorable Speftaclc, which was the Work of 
\ ills own Hand, from Anger he fell into the 

; moft piercing Sorrow, threw himfelf upon 

I rhc Body of his Son, embraced him, prefled 

j liim to his Bofom, and fpoke to him with all 

j rhe paflionate Fondnefs of a loving and a& 

I fli<acd Pkrcnn The Prince in a (hort Time 

i - recovered his Speech and Strength enough to 
afTure his Father, that there was no Confpi- 
racy, nor was he capable of harbouring fuch 
SI Thought, and fo far from having any Dc- 
;^ fign againft him, he befought the Almighty 

to give him the Empire of the Univerfe, and 
to add to his Life the Days that he had taken 
from his own* The Prince lived four Days 
longer, and then his Death threw his Father 
into fo much Affliction, that it had like to 
have put an End to his own Life. He was 
feveral Days without changing his Drefs; 
was, with much Difficulty, prevailed upon to 
take the leaft Nourifliment, and all the reft 
of his Life could never hear the Prince men- 
tioned without immediately fhedding Tears. 
He caufed a moft magniBcent Funeral to be 
~ made for him, and t6 expiate his Crime, if 
fuch a Crime was to be expiated, fent eighty 
thoufand Ducats to the Patriarch of Conftanti' 
nople and Alexandria^ and to the Monks that 
watched the holy Sepulchre, that they might 
pray without ceafmg for the Soul of his Son. 
At length the Peace was concluded at 
Zaip0cia. The Arricies propofed vtttt for a 
}0Dg Time contefted on both Sidev » ^"^

that efpecially of admitting the Swedes into 
the Treaty ^ but as the King of Pplatd had a 
good deal of Reafon to be difladsfy'd with 
them, fince, as it was faid, they had ran 
away widi the Game while he was beating 
the Bufli, by fubjugadng all Efiboma and In- 
pioy by the Favour of the War that Polani 
made with the Ruffians^ he did not much in* 
fift upon having them comprehended in it. 

It was agreed that the Qutr Ihould yield 
to the Crown of Pohmi all that he poflefled 
in Uvonia^ and that the King ot Poland 
ihould reftore to the Czar all that he had 
taken in his three Campaigns, except Pokczk^ 
fflelicjzy and their Dependencies, and that 
Conferences (hould be afterwards held to re- 
gulate the other Diflferences between the two 
Nations, and for fetdng the Prifoners at 
liberty. 

This News was immediately carryM to 
Plejkowy where it occafioned an univerfal Joy, 
as well as in the Army of Poland. General 
Zamayjki recalled all his Detachments, and the 
long Siege was raifed, which had coft no lefs 
to the Befiegers than to the Befieged, and 
which had brought no lefs Glory to one Side 
than to the other ; for if the Poles had (hewn 
an invincible Conftancy to accomplifh fo dif- 
ficult an Enterprize, the Ruffians had given 
Proofs of an extraordinary Valour and an in«> 
violable Fidelity to their Sovereign, in fup> 
porting this Siege fo long, altho* they rcceiv d 
no Succours^ nor had any Hopes of being re* 
lieved. 

We will not digrefs from our Sqbjeft tp 
relate the Confcquences of this Peace, with 

rcfpcft 
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I refpcft to Sweden^ Uvania^ and Duke Mag^ 
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nus^ who had put himfelf under the Protec- 
tion of the Poles. Let it fuffice to obferve, 
that the King of Sweden^ threatened with a 
War from Poland^ which pretended to all 
Livonia^ fought to make his Peace with the 
Czar ; but as they could not agree upon their 
refpedtive Pretenlions, a Truce only was con-* 
eluded for two Months, which was followed 
by another of two Years, during which Time 
the Czar, John Bqfilowitz, died. This Prince, 
after the Death of his Son, fell into an ex- 
treme Melancholy, that allowed him not one 
Day's Pleafure for all the reft of his Life, 

After the Peace was concluded with Po* 
landf he made Preparations to retake Narva 
from Sweden ; but the King of Poland writing 
to him to dilTuade him from thatDefign, as he 
could not keep the Town, to which Poland 
pretended a Right in Virtue of the Treaty of 
Zapokia^ he gave over that Enterprize, and 
fent back an Exprefs which the Kmg of Po- 
land had fent to him with a very (harp Letter, 
during the Conferrences at Zapokioj and 
caufed him to be told, that fince Peace was 
made, and a good Intelligence re-eftabliflied 
between them, he did not think it proper to 
anfwer the Invedives in that Letter wrote in 
the Time of War. 

The Jefuit Pojfevin having fucceeded in 
all that the Czar defired of him with refped 
to the Peace, demanded that Prince, in his 
Turn, to fulfil his Promife, and re-unite the 
Church of his Dominions to the holy See of 
Rmi. John BqfilawUz anfwered him,^ that 
this was an ASbk that could not be executed 

in 
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in a fhort Time ; that he thought it not juft 
CO force the Confciences of any Chriftian with 
regard to Religion, and that therefore Time, 
and the^ Infinuations of his Clergy, mud do 
the Work ; that he would lend his Affiftance, 
and give an Account from Time to Time of 
its Progrefs to the holy Father. In this Man- 
ner he difengaged himfelf finom the reverend 
Jefult, who was honourably conduft^ to the 
Frontiers of Bclognia. 

JoHNBxsiLowiTzdid not furvivc the Time 
of the COnclufion of the Treaty of Zapolcia but 
about two Years, which he employed in correct- 
ing feveral Abufes crept into the Provinces of 
his Empire, during the Troubles of a War of 
more than twenty-fix Years Continuance. He 
made a good Peace with the Tartars of Pr^ 
€op^ which was what their Cham, Moibmeh 
Cirey^ very much dcfurd, that he might de- 
clare War witji Poland, 
fie Vtmhjf The Czar, John BqfihwUz^ died on the 
JonlUsi- 28* of Marcb^ 1584, aged s^ and fome 
LowiTx. Months, after a Reign of 44 Years. He 
' had been ill a long Time, and, during that 
lUnefs, had (hewn many A£ks of great Cle^ 
mency. At the Time of his Death, he defi- 
red his Son to fet all Prilbners at liberty, 
to abolifh feveral new Taxes, and to extend 
his Beneficence to all thofe of his Subjeds 
who had been unjuftly deprived of their 
Eftates. The News of his Death was no fooner 
made publick, but the People exprcfled the 
greateft Concern 5 they thought every Thing 
was lofl^ and that, lofing fo great a Monarch, 
Ruffia would foon become the Prey of her 
Neighbours. 

JoHy 
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John Basilowitz was» in Truth, the BkCkiNakn 
grcateft Prince that RuJJia had known till his 
Time. He was a profound Politician, knew 
all the Intercfts of his Neighbours, and how 
to make Advantage of any falfe Step that 
v^as taken by them. He was valiant, let 
flip no Opportunity of extending the Limits 
of his Empire, and was almoft alvrays fuccefs- ^ 
fill till King Stephen declared War with him» 
and then, feized with a Kind of Stupor, 
cither thro* the Remembrance of a former 
Predidion, or through the Fear of hazarding; 
againft fo redoubted a Warrior, the Glory he 
had already acquired, he would not bring in- 
to the Field an Army, that might have forced 
him to a decifive Battle, but contented him- 
felf with fevcral little flying Camps, which 
^ere at too great a Diftance from one another; 
bythefe, indeed, he covered Navogorod4Feliki 
and Mcfcawj but did not hinder Parties of the 
Enemy fh>m pillaging feveral Places on his 
Frontiers. It may be faid, that at this Time 
his Policy deceived him ; he knew the Genius 
of the Polanders^ and any other as well as he 
might have thought that they would never 
have confented to continue the War for three 
Years fiiccelfively : But there are Conjundures 
to be found in which the Multitude give 
Way, and when a Nation will facrifice even 
their Vices to the Bravery of their Matter, or 
CO Reaibns of State. 

John Basilowitz was learned, and had 
particularly ftudied Reli^bn, for which Rea^ 
K>n he would never allow of Perfecution in 
Matters of Faith, knowing that Conviftion^ 
Aiuft 'Come from Reafon and Confcicnce, and 
H not 
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< nqtinnnyioIqiceandTortui^ wMchini 
make Men Hvp^oditcsy but could nerer make 
diem good Cnriftians ; it is neverthelefs true, 
that he ufed fome Crueldes towards the Jews^ 

'but this was thro' a 2^1 not to be commend-* 
ed, and a Chriftian Hatred to that Nation^ 
becaufe they had crudfyd Jefus Chrift. He 
gave, on many Occafions^ Proofs of a folid 
Piety ; . and was, without Doubt, perfuaded 
that IQngs were the fovereign Pondffs of 
dieir own Dominions, Cnce he would often 
officiate pondfically with an exemplary Devo- 
don, ana at fuch Times redred to the Mo* 
nsAtTf oi Alixandrowa^ to prepare himfelf for 
thofe holy Fun^ons. 

John Basilowitz began what one of his 
Succeflbrs happily executed in our Days, he 
had undertaken to ^civilize die Rttffians^ and 
teach them the Manners of the other People of 
Europe^ by culdvadng among his own Sub* 
je&s the Arts that were pra&ifed by themi 

. but thefe Innovations were difpleafing to this 
grofs People, and made them murmur againft 
the Author of them, without examining if 
they would be prejudicial to them or not* A 
moft extraordinary Example there is of the 
Genius of thefe flupid Nations, in what hap* 
pened in the Time of John Bqfilowitz. The 
king of Poland^ Stephen Baitori^ having rcco* 
vered Livonia^ as well by the Treaty of Ztf« 
polcia as by the Conventions made with the 
King of Sweden^ went himfelf into that Pro* 
vince to eftablifh a new Form of Government* 
According to the conflant Cuftom there, when 
any Peafant, who in this Country were all 
treated a$ Slaves, had committed a Fault, he 

was^ 
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was whipped with a Rod till the Blood came^ 
The King was willing to commute this bar^ 
barous PUnifliment for one chat was more mo^ 
derate ; but thefe Peafants, infenfible of the 
Favour dciigned them, threw themfelves af 
his Feet, and be^*d that he would alter no^ 
thing in their ancieiit Cuftoms, becaufe the/ 
had orperienced, that all Innovations, fo far ^ 
from bringing them any Redrefs, had alwayi 
made their Burdens fit the heavier upon them. 
John Basilowitz found himfelf in Cir- 
cumftances, wherein the Welfare and Glory* 
of his State required Enterprizes more diffi^ 
cult than any his Pk'edeceflbrs had been en-- . 
gaged in: From, hence the Murmuring of 
his People, their Seditions, and Confpiracies^ 
and from hence the forrowful Neceffity that 
he found himfelf in of employing the Severity 
of Tortures to preferve the Safety of hisi 
Life: Therefore, if John Bafihwitz. commit- 
ted, on fome Occafions, A^ that appeared 
very cruel and tyrannical, they muft in fome 
Meafure be imputed 'to the Manners of his I 
Country, and the Conduft of his Subjeds, I 
to whom he would do good whether they 
would or not. Scarce any Prince was a greater 
Lover of Juftice and Chder. • He compofed 
a Body of Law, collefted from many Prece^ 
dents and Cuftoms, and called it ^udendja 
KjttgOj which, in the jRi^^finr Language, figni^ 
fies the Book of Jufiice^ and delivered it to 
his Judges. This Book was always obferved, 
and nuule the Standard in all Law Ptoceed- 
tngs, tho' not printed nil the Reign of jOiTcis 
Michoibmiz. He was always ready to.hear . 
the Comphints of all thofe who he thought 
,7 - - . 4. . Ha had 
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had any Reafon to make them. The Gover*" 
non of : Towns and Provincest and thofe 
whom he had fct over then% to render Juf- 
lice, found an inflexible Mailer, if there was 
the leaft Complaint againft their Adminiftra* 
tion ; and, on the other Hand, he puniflied^ 
with the utmoft Rigour, thofe who. in any 
Manner icreened fuch as offended from 
Juftice. 

John BASiLbwiTS^ had had feven Wives, 
and, it is faid, was very defirous to have added 
, our Queen Elizahetb to the Number, having 
made (ht>ng Courtlhip to her, and was 
indeed always an Admirer of, and Friend to, 
the Englijb Nation, whither, it was thought^ 
he once intended to have made his Efcape, 
in Cafe of Extremity, and that the Plot 
which he fufpeded a great Part of hb Boyars 
to be concerned in, had taken effeA. 

He left but two Sons at his Death, nea- 
dare^ who fucceeded him, and one younger, 
named Demetrius^ whom he placed under thr 
Tutelage of the Knez Bogdan Bielki^ and 
whofe Name we fliall find afterwards made a 
great Noife. 

This Knez was ambitious, proud, cruel, 
and one of thofe reftlefs Spirits, which feem 
bom to change the Face and Order of 
Things ; he was bold to Audacioufnefs, and 
enterprizing even to Rafhnefs; he deQ>ifed 
Virtue, which he made only the Handmaid 
to his Policy ; he had a vaft Genius, was al- 
ways employed in great Defigns, and liftened 
to nothing but what tended to fatisfy his Am- 
bition. 

- ; . / ' . TuiODORi, 
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• TKtODORE^ twenty-two Ycais of Agp,*THioD«»i' 
wai a hopeful Prince^- enga^ng in his Pcrfon,-'^^"*^"^ 
and of a moft amiable Temper: The Seve- 
rity with which his Father ufed thofe who 
were neareft to him, as well as others, was 
the Reafon that this Prince was never willing 
to meddle in Affairs } and, that he might 
give no Umbrage he preferred the Converfa* 
tion of Monks, and others of that Sort, to 
the Company of great Men, and Minifters of 
State ; fo that when he came to the Throne, 
upon the Death of his Father, he brought to 
St only Moderation and Mildnefs, without any 
of thofe Talents neceflary to govern fo un* 
tnAable a People as the Ruffians. 

It was this that gave Rife to the Projeft^ 
of the Knez Bielki. This ambitious Man 
thought it would be eafy to feize oh the fovcr 
reign Authority, if by excluding the Czare* 
witz Tieodcre Iwanawitz^ as incapable of go- 
verning fo vaft an Empire, he could place his 
Pupil on the Throne. The Ri^f^ans flattered 
themfelves with Hopes of better Times, after 
the Death of John Bafihwttz^ and fbeoJare 
confirmed them in thefe Hopes by fome of 
the firft AAs of his Authority, for he imme* 
diately abolifhed fome very heavy Impofitions^ 
he diurharged feveral miferable Wretches out 
of Priibns, where they had hun (b long, that 
they defpaired of ever more viewing the Sun« 
and broke thofe Guards, called jfyrifnes^ 
which were rendered odious to the People, by 
having been made ufe of in the Executions 
ordered by the late Czar. < 

Whilst the. new Czar endeavoured thus 

to conciliate to* himfelf the Afiefttoos of hia

Defigns ; for few SubjeQsJare more faithful;tp 
their Sovereigns than the Rujians^ after they 
have bncii acknowledged diem. and. fworn 
Fidelity to them. 

« He began tp raife Troops, and found no 
great Difficulty to form a confiderable Body 
in a fhort Time. The People complained 
of his Infolence, and accufed him of having 
a Defign to overturn the State, under the 
Pretence of maintaining the Rights of: his 
Pupil, of whom he had made himfelf the 
abfolute . Mafter. The great Men ftood by 
ftbeodorej not that they judged him more ca^ 
pable of governing than hb Brother JD^m^ 
trius^ but becaufe they, forefaw, diat under 
the laft diey muft be obliged to ftocp to the 
tyranm*cal. and haughty Temper ox Bielki^ 
who had ali-eady feized on the Oftle of MoJ^ 
€OWj from whence he Ihenved how much he 
defpifed all thofe whom he thought he had 
in his Power. Every one ran to Arms, they 
feized die Caftle, Bielki fled, and was.after<» 
wards arrefted; when it was given him to 
underfland, that if he would preferve his 
Life, he had no Way to do it, but by^ entire* 
ly renouncing the Management of Affairs % 
that the People had already but too many 
Proofs of his natural Indinadon to Violence 
«nd Oppreflion^ and (hat it was unworthy of 
0^ a 
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a Man, who ought to be watchful of the 
State, to take up Arms to deftroy it. BteUd 
feeing no Medium between his Abdication 
and a fliameful Death, chofe the firft, and 
banifhed himfelf into one of the extream 
Parts of the Empire, in the Kingdom of 
Cafan. 

As foon as the Troubles were a little appeal- 
ed. Preparations were made for the Coronation 
of the Czar Theodore^ which Ceremony was 
performed in the Church of St. JiScbael^ where 
an Amphitheatre was ereded, the Floor of 
which being covered with rich Tapeftry, the 
Knezesand Boyars received him at the Door, 
and conducting him to a magnificent Throne^ 
the Crown was fet on his Head by the Mc^ 
tropolitan of Mo/cow^ with the loud Accla- 
mations of a vaft Multitude of his Subjedb, 
who were come from all Parts of this Capi- 
tal to afnft at a Ceremony, which they looked 
upon as the Beginning of their Repofe and . 
Happinefs. 

The Czar neodore had married the Sifter 
of the Knez Boris Gudewm^ to whom he had 
given the Poft of Grand Matter of bis Horfe. ' 
This Man knew how to take Advantage of the . 
Incapacity of his Brother-in-Law, and to feize 
infenfibly on alt his Authority : To a diftin- 
guifhed Birth, he joined an infimiating Beha- 
viour^ that made him capable of undertaking 
and executing any Thing he had a Mind to. 
He had Greatnefs of Soul, but was natu- 
rally cruel ; neverthelefs he could put on an 
Ail" of Meeknefs and Popularity that con- 
cealed an infariable Ambition. He endea- 
Youivdi at'firft,- to gain the PcopK ^^ ^^ 
H4 Nobles, 
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Nobles, bf'% thoufand Acts of Beneficenoe r 
he was acceflible to all, and if he fenc vwvf 
any difladsfied, he knew how to throw tte 
Blame on fome other; He feemed to have 
no End in all his A6bions\but the publick* 
Good ; by which Means he raifed hirnfelf to 
the Poll of the CzarV Lieutenant, with the 
Approbation of every body. 

The Truce which the Czar Jcbu BaJOo- 
fviiz had made with Sweden being now at an# 
End, it was renewed for four Years ; that is- 
to fay, till the End of the Year 1590. The: 
celebrated Pm///j de la Gardie^ who was charge 
ed with this Negotiation, unfortunately ^-^ 
riihed, with eighteen Perfons in his Trainer 
the Veflel in which he was embarked founder-, 
ing juft as he approached Naroa^ 1 

The Czar like wife confirmed the Treaty 
oC Peace for ten Years, that had been made 
by his Father with Pifhndj carefully avoiding* 
every Thing that might embroil him with 
that Nation, where he knew the Jefuit Pojfe^ 
vin did all that was in his Power to rekindle 
the War with Rjuffia^ becaufe the late Czar 
had not kept his Word with him to fubmic 
.the Ruffian Church to the Holy See. 

The King of Poland^ Stephen Battm^ died 
two Years after John BafilowifZt and the Diet 
of Poland was divided about the Choice of a 
Succeflbr. The greateft Part of the Mem*^ 
bers of the Diet voted in Favour of Stgif- 
mundj Prince of Sweden^ the Son of Jobn^ 
and Nephew, by his Mother's Side, of the 
late King of Poland^ Sigifmund Augnftus ; the 
reft of the Members had eleded MaxinUtian 
9f Aujlria. This Divifion drew the laft intq 

Poland 
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Poland at the Head of an Army, which was* 
beaten by General Zanwyfli: Maximilian was 
taken Priibner, and obtained his Liberty by * 
renouncing the Crown. It was to be feared, 
that the two Kings of Sweden and Poland 
would make an Alliance fo much the more 
fatal to Ruffia^ as the Crim Tartars ftill threat- 
ened the Provinces with an Irruption ; which 
indeed they put in Execution ; but it was not 
attended with all the ill Confequences that 
had been apprehended, becaufe the Knez > 

Boris Gudenow oppofed them with Troops, * 

which, if they were not capable of attacking 
and driving them away, harrafled them in 
their Progrels, and prevented their penetra- 
ting far into the Country. — * 

Gudenow thought only how he might 
find Means to aflfure to himfelf the fovereign 
Authority, all the Fundbions of which he cx- 
ercifed in the Name of the Czar Theodore. 
He placed all thofe at a Diftance from the 
Prince, who he thought were capable of fee*' 
ing thro' his Defigns, and to prevent the Ex- 
ecution of them. He gave confiderable Go- 
vernments to thefe Men, and other Employ- 
ments, that kept them &om Court. AH 
Things fucceeded to his Wifhes, and feemed 
to favour his Defign. The Czarina, his Sif- 
ter, brought the Czar no Children; • King 
John was more employed in Sweden about the 
Affairs of Religion than thofe of War; and 
the MifunderlUnding that (till fubfifted be- 
tween him and his Brother Duke Charles^ 
would fcarce allow him to intermeddle with 
the Affairs of his Neighbours. The Polanders 
were oot.well pleafcd with his Son Sifffmund^- 

who • 
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vho contraiy to the Tenour of the PsO^ €0h 
vcHta^ to which he had fwom when he ac- 
cepted the Ciown, had not yet reimited Uv^ 
nia to Pcland. . : ./ 

Oke Child only was almoft an.inyindble 
Obftade to Gudeniw^s Projeds %, this was the 
young Demetrius^ Pupil to the Kncz Bogian 
Bielki^ of whom we have before fpoken. 
. Thk CzsarJobH Bqfilgmix had him by his 
!aft Wife, and at his Death had given him 
the City of UgUtz^ with its Dependences, for 
his Appenage. This yodng Prince was ' 
brought up under the Care of the Czarina 
Dowager his Mother, who employed her 
whole Time in his Education. Boris Gudemw 
refolved to facrifice this innocent Vidim to 
his Ambition, and trufted his Defign to an 
Officer, to whom he promifed a Reward pro^ 
portioned to the Service he expeded from 
him. This Man foon found an Opportunity 
to execute his cruel Orders ; but Gudenaw^ 
who knew that if he was capable of commit- 
ting fuch a Crimea mud be alfo capable of 
divulging it, inftead of giving him the great 
Reward he had promifed, had him waylaid 
on the Road from Ugliiz^ and aflaf&nated. 

Some have faid, that this Officer belonged 
to Boris Gudenowj others that he was an Offi* 
cer in Demeirius^s own Houfe. The clearing 
up this Point would diffipate many Doubts 
concerning this Murder, tor if the Aflaffin 
was a Domeftick of Demetrius^ there is no 
Likelihood that he could be deceived ; but if 
he belonged to the Grand Mailer of the 
Horfe, it was very cafy for the Mother of 
the young Prince to deliver another to him in 
I the • 
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the Room of her Son. For fomc of the 
Hiftorians of thofc Times have pretended,- 
that .the Czarina, informed in good Time of 
the criminal Defign of GuJenow^ fent her Son 
out of the Way, and putting another Boy of 
the fame Age in his Place, by that Means ^ 
faved his Life: The Thing would have been 
difficult to have been pit in Praftice in any 
other Country than Ruffia^ or Turfy ; but no- 
thing fecms more eafy to thofe who have any 
Idea of the Manners of the Ruffians. The 
great People are abfolute Mafters of their 
Vaflfals, and the Peafants are bom Slaves, 
whom they diipofe of as we do of the brute 
Animals about our Eftates and Houfes; (b 
that it was no difficult Matter for the Czarina 
to find a Child whom ihe might facrifice to 
fave the Life of her Son. 

The News of this Murder (bon arrived at 
Mofccw. The Author of it was not named, 
tho* he was fufficiently fufpefted. The Cza* 
rina Dowager made ^leat Complaints of it to 
the Czar, from whom fhe demanded Juftice ; 
and Guimaw himfelf gave Orders for difco-' 
vering the Aflaffin ; but thofe who knew hini 
did not fufier themfelves to be deceived by 
fuch Appearances^ He underftood that his 
Name was whifpcred abouty and believed that 
he ought, at any Rate, to ftifle the Report. 
The &pedient that to him feem'd the moft 
likely to anfwer this End, was to draw oflT 
the Attention of the People to fomething 
that touched them more nearly ; therefore he SusFUtuih 
caufed Fire to be iet to the fpacious City of ^ht y Mot- 
Mtf€^ in feveral Places at once. The un- ^^^* 
fbnxMtcpmetrituwu thought on no longert 

every 
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eriety one being employed CD laye hb Hoi^ 
his Children, or his Goods, from the Flanfes, 
which fpread on all Sides. At the lame Tinne 
Gudauw^ fent Troops to UgUtz^ to raze the 
Caftle to the Ground, and drive away the In* 
habitant^ becaufe, as he faid, they had fuf- 
fered diis Murder,, and g^ven Harbour to AA 
laflins. At laft, to do his utmoft to gain the 
Affeftions of the People, and effkce the ill 
Impreflions made on their Minds by the in* 
human Murder of die young Prince, he' be- 
llowed large Sums among them to rebuild, in 
a handfomer Manner, the Houfes that he him- 
felf had caufed to be burnt. 

The Truce which had been already feveral 
Times renewed with Sweden^ being near at an 
End, Commiflaries were named on both 
Sides, to meet on the Frontiers of the two 
States, to convert it into a Peace. The very 
Name of War alarmed the 0»r Tbtohre^ 
and the Grani Mafitr of the Harfe^ his Bro- 
ther-in-Law, had powerAil Reafons for endea- 
vouring to preferve that Tranquillity which 
the State had been in for fbme Years, for in 
the Midft of Arms, and the Embanaflment 
of a War, wherein he muft have appeared 
in Perfon, he could not form a Party to put 
the laft Hand to the Plan which he had 
been laying down fo fuccefsfully hitherto % 
the RjuJIian Ambafladors had Orders therefore 
to purchafe Peace, if it was not to be ob« 
tained otherwife, and to offer confiderable 
Sums to the Swedes^ if they would, in change 
ing the Truce to a Treaty of Peace and Alii* 
ance, reftore to the Czar the Places in I^ria. 
and Canlia^ which they had kept ever fince 

they 
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they had conquered them. The Swedes were 
haughty, and all that could be obuuned was 
a Truce for three Months, at the Expiration 
of which the Conruniflaries of both Powers 
were to meet again. 

Boris Gudenow now conduced himfelf 
in another Manner, and that he might not be 
the Dupe of the Swedes^ and to fhew them, 
that if he was willing to pay for a Peace, it 
was not through an Imbeciility, or Want^of 
Power to obtain it otherwife, he caufed the 
Ruffian Ambafladors to be followed by an Ar* 
my capable of giving Weight to their De* 
mands. They entered into Conferences, be- 
caufe the Swedes were come to the Place of 
Appointment ; but broke up foon, when it 
was known that the Ruffian Troops had fack'd 
and burnt Jamagorod^ upon the Borders of 
the Laga in Ingria^ and at about twenty 
Werfts Diftance from Iwanogorpd. The Ruf- 
fian Plenipotentiaries in vain proteftmg, that 
thefe Homlities were committed unknown to 
them, xht Swedes xtmcA. 

Thk Truce was ended ; therefore the Ruf- 
fian Arm^, an hundred thoufand (hong, pur* 
fued their Point, took Jwanogarcd^ and be- 
fieged Narva in the Middle of February. 
The Swedijb Army, commanded by Guftavus 
Bonier^ retired under fTefenierg. The Ruf- 
fians imagining they would foon return if 
they had the leaft Reinforcement, gave the 
Town Aflault upon Aflault. Okarles Gara^ 
who conmianded the Gariibn, repulfed them 
with Vigour; but there was all the Appear- 
ance that they muft in the End be obliged to 
yield to Niunben: Thciefore the Cozens, 

and' 
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and ciie Rft of the Gariibn, feeii^ the Enemy 
difpofed to pve the laft Aflault; by which 
thqr could not but be overcome^ defined this 
biare Oflker not to come to that Extremity. 
Upon which they parleyed with the Endmy, 
and gare up all the Conquefls the RmSSms 
had made upon them in hgria^ on Condition 
that they (hould raife the Siege of Narva. 
To this they confented, and the Czar Tbeo* 
iore made his Entrance into hoanogorod. The 
Tartars of the Ruffian Army were got into 
Finland^ where they had made a Progrefs^ 
which coft the lives of many thoufand Pea- 
(ants : The Czar recalled them, and returned 
towards his Capita^ after having concluded a 
Truce with Sweden for a Year. 
. John King of Sweden had a great H^re 
* to have repaired this Lo(s ; but the Divifi) 
-that reigned at that Time between him a- 
SwYoSl^^^ Subjefts, hindered thcfe fiom being rdi^ 
' to give him any Alliftance ; and he died in 
the Year 1592. Duke Charles^ his Brother, 
who was Regent in the Abfence of Sigifmttnd, 
then in Poland^ fcnt Commiflaries to the Fron- 
tiers of Ruffia^ where they agreed with thofe 
of the Czar to prolong the Truce for two 
Years % the Czar would willingly have made 
Peace, fo much he feared, that the two 
Crowns being united upon one Head, Sigif- 
mund would have employed all the Forces 
of both Kingdoms againft Iiim« But the 
Mifunderflanding that happened between 
Duke Charles and the Swedes on one 
Hand, and between Sigifnuuid and the No* 
bles of Poland on the other, as well on Ac* 
count of Religion, as with refpedt to ^bo^ 

nia^ 
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nia^ removed all Subject of Fear from the 
Czar, and gave Boris Gudenow Time to con- 
firm his Authority, and to make Creatures 
for his Purpofe. In the mean while, as he 
was informed, that in all the Negotiations 
between King Sigifmund and his Uncle Duke 
CbarUsy and between the States of the two. 
Kingdoms, the firft Article always ftipulated 
a ihift Union againfl Ruffia^ and believed 
that if any Revolution Ihould make thefe 
People of one Mind, tht Ruffians muft be<* 
come a Viftim to them, he ordered the Pie* 
nipotentiaries he had fent to Narva to prefs 
the Swedes in fuch a Manner, that at length 
a Peace was concluded to the Satisfaftion of 
both Nations. The Rsiffians renounced Efibo* 
nia for ever, and the Swedes gave up Kexolm^ 
and a Part of Carelia. 

The Czar Theodore fent foon after a fo- 
lemn Embafly to the Emperor Rodolpbus IL 
to renew the ancient Alliance that was be- 
tween the Czars and the Emperors of Germor 
fpf. Which was one of the laft publick Afts fh Cxmt 
of this weak Prince, who died m the Year^'^^^M 
1597, not without the Suipicion of his Bro- 
ther-in-Law's having abridged his Days by 
the Help of Poifon \ and this the Czarina 
feemed iss fenfible of, that (he ftrongly re- 
proached her Brother Boris Gudenow with the 
Murder of her Hufband, and would never 
(peak to himi afterwards. Theodore was the 
laft Prince of the Lint of Jbirickj which had 
continued above fevcK hundred Years upon 
the Throne. His Mother Anafiafiay the 
Daughter of George Rommff^ of a very an- 
cient Family in Rifffiih had a Nifbew named

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2^' '-d a great Affeftion for. and ^ 
tended, as It was thought, to have left his 
Uown to him, which was one Reafon of iff*. 
^GMdenc^s precipitating the End of that 
PniKe i after which he fent Theodore Nikititz 
to Pnfon, on fome feigned Pretence, and 
then fepaiatKl him and his Wife againft their 
WiJls, and forced them into different Con- 
vents, obhging them both not only to oke 
Coders, but Theodore, according to the Rules

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An Account of the Ufurpations of Boris Gude* 
now ; bis Son Theodore Boriflbwitz ; ibi 
Impojlorlitmtttms \ Bafile Zuiki ; two other 
Impojlors under the Name of Demetrius ; of 
tbe EUaion of Wladiflaus, Son of the King 
of Poland \ of a fourth Demetrius an Im- 
poftor\ and of tbe EkEtionof Michael The* 
odorewitz Romanoff, the frft Qxar of the 
ptfent hnperial FamUy. 

iORIS GUDENOW was not 
ignorant of what was faid, con* 
ceming the fudden Death of the 
Czar Theodore ; therefore, altho* 
he had formed a Party Ihpng 
enough ^to have withftood any Oppofition, he 

I feared 
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[ feared if he Ihould Ihew too much Eagemefs 
• for the Crown, it-might confirm the ^ufpi* 
dons of the People, and ^ve his Enemies, 
or rather the Friends of Jullice, a good Rea- 
fon to exclude him from the Throne. Where* 
upon as foon as he had given Orders for the 
Funeral cf the late Czar, and for aflembling 
the principal Perfons of the State, who had a 
Rignt tcvdifpofe of the vacant Throne, he 
retired to a Convent : Where hearing of the 
Inrfolution of the States, while be employed 
his Friends to work under-hand, he caufea a 
Report to be fpread, that he was going to be 
Jhaved, and take the Habit of a Monk* It 
is to be remarked, that at the Time we arc 
now fpeaking of, the Ruffians were of Opi- 
nion, that to come out of a Convent, after a 
Perfon had been fhaved, was a Sin that was 
never ro be forgiven in this World, or the 
next ; Gudenow therefore was willing to make 
the Ruffians believe, by whom he was gene- 
rally beloved, that they were in Danger of 
Jofing him for ever. The Stratagem fuc- 
ceeded, and the great Men and People in 
tins Apprehenfion ran in Crouds to the Con* 
vent, where throwing themfelves on the 
Ground, tearing their Hair, and bearing their 
fireafts, like Men in the utmoft Defpair, they 
vowed they would never quit the Place till 
^ ' he had promifed them to accept of the 
Crown; which he made fomc Difficulty of 
at firft, but at length feemed to be overcome 
by the Intrearies of fomc of his moft partici^ 
lar Friends. 

Boris Gudenqw, in the Beginning of hi; 
Reign, had iota^ Mifunderfiandings with the 

• Tartars^ 
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Tariars^ and with the Turks \ but he more 
efpecially took Part in the Affairs of Sweden 
and Poland. He greatly fympathized with 
CbarUs Duke of Smdermania^ who had not 
lefs Ambition than himfelf, and who, like 
him, found nothing but the Throne capable 
of fatisfying it : He wanted only to drive his 
Nephew from it, and there was nothing he 
would not have attempted to gain his Ends, 
but in an artful Manner, that might not ftain 
his Glory with the odious Name of an Ufur- 
per. This Prince was fure of one Part of the 
Provinces, and of the Grandees of Sweden ; 
but there was a great Number befides firm to 
Sigifmuttiy the Son of King Jobn^ and King 
of Poland. Therefore, as it was prudent for 
him to look out for fome powerful Support 
from abroad ; he turns his Eyes towards the 
new Czar, whom he found difpofcd to enter 
into all his Meafures againft the King of Po* 
land: But the Czar Boris fought lefs the In- 
tereft of Duke Charles than his own, and to 
have an Opportunity of fifhing in troubled 
Waters, when Poland and Sweden fhould be 
embroiled with one another ; which he made 
fufficiently appear, by the Part he afted at 
this Time. 

Eaic XIV. King of Sweden^ Brother of 
King John and Duke Charles^ had had two 
Sons by hi|& Miflrefs Catharine^ whom he af- 
terwards maniedi One pf thefe Sons, named 
Gufiavus EricTson^ that is, the Son of Erk^ 
was redred to Thorn in Prujfia^ where he led 
A private life. Him the Czar Boris invited 
to Gome to his Court, where he gitatly ca- 
refied him, and, feeing the J^erences that 
I a - weic 
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wcre^bcglnhing between ihcSwJej^ ind theur 
King Sipfmundj infinuated to Guftavus^ xivxt 
now was the Tinie for hiih to bake* good his 
Pretcnlions,^ 'and that he ought to demand^ 
that Smeden ttioxxlA at Icalt give him EJtbanid 
and Inland. He added» that if he would 
be * baptized, and embrace the Greek Rcli- 
gion* he would prefent his Daughter to him 
in Marriage; and ]end him Forces fufficient 
to maintain his Rights. '^Guftavus reieftecl 
thefe Ptopolals, protefting to the Czar, that he 
would rather lofe his Life than give Ear to 
them : This Rehifal could hot but irritate the 
impetuous Boris^ who, feeing his Projefts 
thus deftroyed, when Guftavus would have 
gone a\yay, not only took every Thing from 
him, but threw him into a Prifon, where he 
died, in the Year 1607. And, indeed, it 
would not have been prudent in the Czar to 
have let a Man go away, to whom he had 
difcovered his Defigns againft Sweden. 

' The Poles were informed of the Allianc^ 
between the Czar BcriSj and the King of 
Sweden^ ' Charles IX. who had accepted the 
Crowri; after he had excluded his Nephew 
Sigifmund^ and his Son IVladiJlaus. Charles 
ibon threatened Uvonia ; it is true, he, at 
firfti kept within the Bounds of Eftbonta ; but 
the Pcles^ ^eho had declared War with him^ 
and would have taken that Province from 
him, and even Finland^ ^f poflible, having

\ There was at this Time, in the Houfe of "^^-^ **" 

r a Litbuanian Lord, nzmtd Adam If^fnowiejki^^^^^^^^^ 

\ a young Man, well made, of about twenty- 

four Years of Age, who faid he was that very 
Demetrius^ Son of the Czar John BaJil^itZj 
whom Boris Gudenow had fent to aflfaffinate in • 
the Caftle of Ugliiz-^ and pretended, that 
when the Aflaffin came to take away his Life, 
another Boy of the fame Ag;e liad been put 
in his Place, which difappointed the baroa- 
rous Intention of Boris ; to confirm this, he 
Ihewed a Crols of Gold, inriched with Dia- 
monds, which had been hanged about his 
Neck when he was baptized *. IVifttowieJki 
M was fo well perfuaded of the Truth of this, 
/ that he immediately furnifhed him with an 
f Equipage, and treated him with all the Re- 

. fpeft tliat was due. to the legitimate Heir of 
\o great an Empire. An Adventure of this 
Kind could not be long concealed, the Re^ 
I 3 port

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port of it was fpitad every where, snd fixm 
came to the Ears of the Czar Boris Gtiiitnw^ 
who exprefled much Uneafineft at it. If he 
had treated the Story at firft as a ForgOTf or 
had appeared unconcerned about it, perhajis 
Damhrius might foon have funk into his pri- 
mitive Obfcurity; but he fet a Price upon 
his Head, and had him demanded from the 
Court of Poland. Such Proceeding gave 
Weight to the Difcourfe of Demetrius^ and 
It was laid, that Bms would not have been 
{o much afraid of him, if he had known 
him. to have been an Impoftor. Be that as 
it may, Wifnowiejki thought him not fafe in 
Lithuania^ and fo near the Frontiers of Ruf- 
f(t^ therefore fent him to George Mmefii^ 
tlie Palatine, or Wcyvode of Sendomir^ who 
promifed him all the Affiftance in his Power 
CO redone him to his Throne, upon Condition 
that he would tolerate the Roman Cktholick 
Religion in Rujfta^ as foon as he had ella« 
bliih'd himfelf thereon. Demetrius not only 
agreed to the Condition, but, being private* 
ly inftru£ted, changed his Religion, and pro* 
mifed to marry the Palatine's Daughter. 
The Hopes of fo advantageous an Alliance^ 
and the Rilaune*s great Zeal for his Reli- 
gion, made him engage the Credit of all his 
Friends in his Favour, and promifed to iii- 
tereft the Republick in it, if there was Oc- 
cafion. 

Whether this Demetrius was the very 

Perfon he pretended to be, or an Impoftdr» 

has been made a Doubt by fonie * Writers ^ 

^thofe who believe the latter, fay, that he was 

f MdeOkarits, Iib.III. 
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a Mifcovite Monk, named Crijka Utropoja^ 
born at JeroJlaiOy of a noble Houfc» but not 
very rich, and had been thruft into the Mo- 
naftery on Account of his Extravagance and 
Debaucheries. He ^was a very handfotne 
Perfon, and had much Wit, which Quahocs 
an old Monk, of the fame Monaftery, made- 
his Advantage of, by bringing this Impoftor' 
out of his Reclufe in order to fet him on the 
Throne of Rjffia. The better to carry on 
his Defign he fent him into Utbuatda^ where 
he was entertained by a great Lord, >««» 
mfnowiejkiy before- mentioned, into whole. 
Favour he very fliortly infinuated himfelf by; 
his Ingenuity and conftant Services j but one 
Day, his Matter being angry with him, caK 
led him BUdinfin, or Son of H Whore, and 
ftruck him; Grijka, taking Advantage of 
this Difgrace, fell a weeping, and told his 
Matter, that if he knew who he was, he 
would not call him Son of a Whore, nor tnat 
him in fuch a Manner. The Curiofity of the 
Polifii Lord made him prefs Grijka to tell him 
who he was. The Impoftor made An^er, 
that he was the legitimate Son of the Czar 
John Bajilowitz the Great j that Bom Gude- 
now, in the Reign of the late Ctxtbeoiore^ 
his Brother, would have murdered him » but 
the Misfortune fell upon a PrieftV Son veiy 

like him, whom his Friends had fubftituted 
in his Place, while he was convey d Away : 
And hereupon fliewed him the rich Uols, 
whkh, as he faid, was hung about his N«:fe 
at his Baptifm % addjng, that the Fear of fek 
ling into the Hand$ of fi*m Gi«fa««» ^ 
kept him from difoovering himfclf tiU ttjat 
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Inftant. Then he ciift himfelf at his Loid'a 
Feet, and intreated hisProtcAion} enliven^ 
ing his Relation with fo many Circumftances, 
and his Adions with fo much Shew of Sin* 
cerit7» that his Mailer could not but give. 
Credit to it, and thereupon immediately fup- 
pl/d him with Cloaths, Horfcs, and an At* 
tendance fuitable to his fuppofed Birth; but 
not thinking him fafe in his Houfe» fent him 
into Poland^ where he was received^ as before 
related, by the Palatine of Scndamir. 

Some Authors, who have treated all thb 
3tory as a Fable, fay, they cannot fee with 
what Delign, or to what Advantage, this old 
Monk, whofe Name is never mentioned, 
ihould put Grijka upon afting this Part ; be* 
fides, there are other Authors contemporary 
with him, who affure us, that they had feen 
Grijka Utropoja in his Cloyfter, from whence 
he never went out till the Knez Zujki^ who 
had an Intereft in giving an Air of Truth to 
this Invention, had brought him to Mofcaw^ 
4nd that he difappeared from thence, and it 
was never known afterwards what became of 
him, . 

Be this as it may, the Republick of Po- 
land entered fbongly into the Interefts of Be- 
m€irw\ the Proofs that he brought of his 
. Birth were examined in the Diet ; he was ac- 
knowledged as the legitimate Heir of the 
Crown of Bjuffia \ and they raifed a confidera* 
ble Army to fet him on the Throne of his 
Anccftors, The Rujftans always cherifh and 
rcfpeft the Blood of their Princes, fo that 
this Report was no fooner fpread in Ruffia^ 
but all the Towns declared for him, and 

opened 
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opened their Gates to him. Several Officers, 
and Boyars joined him, and the Army com- 
manded by Demetrius in Pcrfon, and the Po- 
lijh Genera] Z»apotJkiy entered Ri^xa by the 
Ukrain^ becaufe the Cojfacks had declared in 
his Favour. 

These Cojfacks inhabit the Ukr^in^ and are, Cossacks, 
perhaps, the only People who bear a Name iheirOrigimtL 
different from their Country; but this was 
given them to exprefs their principal Quality, 
which is the jlgtlity with which they make 
their Incuriions into the Territories of their 
Enemies : For Cojfacks and Runners fignify 
the fame. This People is formed of Polijb^ 
Ruffian^ and Tartarian Voluntiers. The Li- 
berty that they enjoyed, the Riches they had 
amaflfed, and the Reputation that the firft of 
them had acquired for Bravery, drew to them 
a ftill greater Number of Vagabonds, fb that 
they found themfelves (bong enough to make 
Expeditions on the Black-Sea^ and to go and 
raife Contributions as far as the Suburbs of 
Conftantinople^ and the City of Trebifonde in 
jifia. Poland believing that (he could obtain 
great Advantages from the Service of this 
warlike People, in oppofing the frequent In- 
curfions of the Tartars^ took them under her 
Protedioh, in a Diet held in the Year 1562, 
ordering the Republick to pay them a certain 
annual Subfidy. King Stephen Batiori judged 
it proper to fettle them in Ukrania^ where he 
gave them, for their Capital, the City of 
Tretbtmiroff^ which is upon the Bwjfibems^ 
about, eleven Leagues below Kiow. ' 

;TliE Cofacb^ being refpeded by the Tar' 
' t0rs9 ti^ wandering Neighbours and living 
3 peace* 
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peaottbly in thb fine Fhrnnce, began to sp- 
ply themfelves to LsbouTt and^ in a Cede 
Time» the Ukrain was one of the richeft Fto* 
' vinces of Pokmdi in the Time nve are fpeak* 
ing of, it might pafs for a large Kingdom, if 
we confider its Extent, the great Num* 
ber of well-built Towns they had raifed on a 
fudden, or the Richnefs of th^ Territory, 
being a Country fo plentifully ftored, and (b 
ferdle, that the Polmders called it, 72^ Ijmi 
flawing with AClk and Honey. The chief 
Ferfons of Poland had fine Eftates there, fit>m ^ 
which they drew coniiderable Revenues. The 
Coffacks had their own General, and their 
Army afted feparately, as that of an Ally or . 
Confederate, and not as dependent on the 
Crown of Poland. They have been able to 
raife two or three hundred thoufand Men; 
and the Hifiory of Poland obfcrves, that the 
Republick would have been invincible, if they 
had kept Pofleffion of this fine Country, and 
had not broke with the Cojfacis^ whofe Bra- 
very was indifpurable ; they endured all the * 
Inconveniences of War, at all Seafons, with^ 
out accounting them Hordihips , they were 
good Countrymen, and intrepid Soldiers, only 
a little too cruel. But the Polijb Nobility 
having endeavoured to ulurp upon the Liber- 
ty of this brave People, and going about to 
treat fome of them in the fame arbitrary 
Manner with which they ufe their own mife* 
rable Vafllab, the generous OJfacks revolted 
more than once, and when they took Part in 
this Expedition of Demetrius^ it was but a 
little after their fccond Revolt had been ap- 

peafed 
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peafed by the tragical Death of their General 
J^elcodjko. The reft of their Hiftory, the 
^fanner how this formidable People has been 
^ilmoft entirely dcftroyed, and how the fine 
XJountry of the Vkrain is become little better 
chan a wild Defart, is not our Subject at pre« 
lent : But we thought it not improper to give 
an Idea of the Cojfacks^ fuch as they were at 
that Time, to (hew of what Importance their 
Junction was to the Army which Poland had 
then fet on Foot, to eftablifh Demetrius on 
the Czarian Throne. 

The Czar Boris j informed of the Rout that 
the Pelfjb Army had taken, and that Deme- 
trius had already fubdued fcvcral Towns, 
among otheis Putivl^ Py\Jky OrQomj^ and that 
he advanced towards the Province. of Reftin^ 
he fent a Body of Troops againft him, that 
he thought capable of ftopping his Progrefs« 
While this Army ufed all Means to defeat fo 
powerful an Enemy, he fell into a deep Me<* 
lancholy, a Sort of Defpair feemed to niuc it- 
felf in all his Adions, and the Remembrance 
of the Crimes by which he had paved hi9 
Way to the Throne, threw him into a Con- 
dition, fuch as would have excited Compaf^ 
fion in his very Enemies; Every one feemed 
to be Demetrius J he could confide in no body : 
All his fine Parts gave Way to a moft extra- 
vagant Timidity^ that would not fuffer him 
to uke a Moment's Repofe, alarmed at 
every Noife,^ and terrified by every Ob* 
jeA. NevettheldTs he fot«>t nothing that 
might (top the Progrefs of his Enemy; his 
Army ttras as numerous as poflible, ccmfider*

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i ] tng the * deplorable Condition of Jb(^ at 

j I that Time ; and he joined to it an Expedient 

j ,| likely enough to have a good ESed among 

' '^ fo fuperftidous a People ; which was a Man* 

date of the Patriarch, to anathematize all 
who took the Part of Demetrius^ whom he 
treated as a Cheat, an Impoftor, and Magi- 
cian. 

Id the mean Time the Rufpan Army, com- 
manded by John Gudenow^ a Reladon of the 
Czar, by Merifloffmd Zujki^ ftoppM the Ra- 
pidity of Dcm€triu^% Conquefts, and when 
the People faw the Prince on the Throne in 
a Pofture of making Head againll this New- 
comer, they took frelh Courage, either thro* 
Fear of ChalHfement, if not having Succefs, 
they fhould be convid^ed of Infidelity; or 
thro' the natural Hatred that diey bore to the 
Polanders. 

The Palatine of Sendomir thought, that it 
would be fufiicient to enter into the Ruffian 
Territories, to fee the whole Country taking 
the Part of him, whom he was for fetting on 
the Throne, and that as foon as he approach- 
ed the Army of Baris^ among whom he had 
difperfed his Manifefto's, the Soldiers and 
Officers woiild defert by whole Regiments i

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i>ut he found the contrary, unhappily for the 
Intcrcfts of Demetrius \ for the Ri^tans re- 
creived him with much Firmnefs, and in a 
Jittle Time his fmall Army was attacked on 
sll Sides, defeated, and put to Flight; fo 
«hat gathering together what remained of it, 
lie retired to Putivl^ and from thence returned 
^o Poland. Demetrius continued at Ryljk, fup- 
ported only by his CoJfackSj and his own Cou* 
rage, till the Monks, whom he had brought 
out of Poland forfook him, except two Jefu- 
its, whom the Order and the Pope himfelf 
iiad placed there, to hare an Eye upon all 
^he Proceedings iii this Enterprize, wherein 
^he Society and the Holy See had fo ftrong 
^n Intereft. 

At length Ryljk^ which was near being a 
^Witnefs of the total Ruin of this rafli En* 
^erprize, faw all on a fudden a Change of 
Fortune. The Army of Boris judging with' 
Reafon, that Time ought not to be given to 
the Vanquilhed to rally and repair their 
LofTes, marched towards Ryljky in Hopes of 
delfa-oying the little Body of Troops which 
had taken Shelter in that Place ; they attack- 
ed them in the Beginning of March \ the 
AAion was begun by the Horfe, that of the 
Ruffians was bore down, and had fcarce loft a 
thoufand Men and fome Prifoners, but they 
took to Flight, leaving the Infantry to the 
Difcretion of the Coffacks and PoUs^ who 
made, at firft, a great. Slaughter among 
them; but Demetrius^ willing to gain the 
Good-will of the Soldien, cried out aloud to 
^ve them Quarter \ he gained a confiderable 
Booty ; and this Vidory was followed by the 

Surrea- 
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I ! i| Surrender of many Towns and Caftles» among 

otbctSy by that ofBidg^ad on the Dmietz, 
where Demeirius found many Cknnmit and 
much Ammunition. He then took his Rout 
towards Refan^ Lhna and Galicx upon the 
f 9^ furrendered to him r but that did not 
* binder the /Si^^bm Army from going to beliege 

Oromj upon the Occa^ into which a Party of 
Difnelrius^s Forces had thrown themfelves. 

Although Vidtory had declared for him, 
when he had the leaft iReafon to hope for it, 
yet he durft not attempt a fecond Aition to 
iijccour this Fortrefs, becaufe if he fhould 
have had any ill Succefs, he faw no Means of 
being relieved. He contented himfelf to en- 
courage the Beficgcd by large Protoifes, and 
on the other Side endeavoured to intimidate 
the Btllegers, by Reports that he caufed to 
be fpread of the Approacli of a formidable 
Army. 

The Czar Boris could not bear up againft 
the Chagrin that this Defeat of his Army 
near Rylfi gave him. He recalled his Gene- 
rals Mierijloff and Zufldf to be informed by 
themfelves of the Condition of Affairs ; and 
giving Audience to the Amb^flfadors of the 
Kings of Sweden and Demnark^ who, as Ene- 
mies of Poland^ had fent to offer their Alli- 
ance and Succours againft King Sigifmund^ he 
fell into fo violent a Paffion in fpeaking 
againft this laft Prince, that he was on a fud 
BoatsGvBB* den feized with ^ a Bleeding at the Nofe that 
now £n. could not be ftopp'd, fo diat he died in a few 
Days after, at the End of ^/ifrU 1605, ^^^^ 
a Reign of feven Years. 

This 

* Siveral Jnthrs ftPf hi imJedhh Dajt ly Fmfim, 
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This Prince was bom for*great Defigns, 
and had formed that of revenging ib;^ for 
therLofles brought upon her by King Stephen 
Baiiori^ when I>eath prevented the Execution 
of it. The Holy See, and efpecially the 
Jefuits, could not digeft the Aflfront put upo:i 
them by John Bafilowitz^ who had made 
Dupes of them, in the Perfon of. Pojfevin ; 
and it was not doubted, but they had Ipirited 
up this Demetrius^ againft whom the fertile 
Genius of Bcrif could find no Expedient to 
- fecure hinifelf 

Immediately after his Death he was in- 
terred, without any Ceremony, in the Church 
of St. Michael^ near the other Czars : And J^^J^^ 
the Senate, the Boyars, and Miniften, raifed ^itx 'tL* 
to the Throne his Son Jieoiore Borijfawiiz^ Csar. 
conjointly with his Mother; which (hewed 
they did not believe Demetrius to be what he 
pretended ; for if (b, xhey might have done 
him Juftice without apprehending any ill 
Confequences from it ; for the Son of Bork 
was or an Age and Charader not to be fear- 
ed ; he was but fifteen Years old, was given 
up to his Pleafures, and had been educated 
amidft a Crowd of Flatterers, who (ought 
only how to gain his Favour by foothing lus 
Paflions : He had fomething in his Behaviour 
and Manners very brutilh. and infdlent, lean- 
ing greatly towards Tyranny, and which pro- 
mifed nothing that wa$ good. Therefore it 
is a (bong Prefumption, that the chief Pare 
of the Nation looked upon Demetrius as an 
Impoflor, by the Boyars thus preferring 7)&^ 
dore to him, altho' one ieemed to have as 
much Moderation, as the pthcr had Bruta^ 

lity. 
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! I] Htf^iti his C^pofirioiit and was endowed 

with all' thofe Talents and Virtues which form 
a great Prince. Be this as it may^ the Con- 
fequence Ihew'd^ that eveiy one had not the 
fame Sentiments with the Boyars» or that 
Men are capable of the moft execrable Perfl- 
'dy when they would fatisfy their Ambition or 
Revenge* 

Demetrius^ who rely*d entirely on the 
Valour and good ConduA of General Zapot-- 
JH^ charged him with the Care of fuccouring 
Craomy^ the Garifon of which was reduced to 
the laft Extremity. The Thing was difficult 
enough, for Zafoijki could not employ but 
./ // . ^ight or ten thoufand Men in this Service, 
^, , \. , and the Army of the Befiegers confifted of 
' an hundred thoufand ; he therefore contrived 
to make Cunning fupply the Place of thofe 
Forces he wanted. He knew there was a^ 
Mifunderibuiding between the Ruffian Gene-* 
rals, and refolved to make his Advantage of 
it : He ordered a Man to advance towards the 
Town, who was to pretend a Delire of get- 
ting into it, but was to take a Rout, by 
which he was fure of falling into the Hands 
:of the Befiegers \ this Man was charged with 
a Letter to the Befieged, exhorting them to 
defend themfelves with Vigour, becaufc an 
Army of fifty thoufand P^landers was coming 
-to their Succour. The Spy was taken, and a 
Report was immediately fpread through the 
Ri^ian Camp, that an Army of an hundred 
thoufand Potandars and Cojfach was approach- 
ing to force them to raife the Siege; Zapofjki^ 
to confirm this falfe Report, caufed a gicat 
•Number of all Sorts of People to be got to- 
gether. 
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gcther, Suttlcrs, Servants, and Peafants whom 
he mounted on Horfeback, and ordered to be 
drawn out in a long Line on an Eminence, 
where they might be feen by the Ruffians. 
The RMjftan General, J^hn Gudtnow^ judged 
it would be bed to go and attack Zapotjki^ 
before he could be joined by this frcfh Sup- 
ply ; but Titer Bufmanoff^ who was diifatisfied 
with having any other than himfelf employed 
in this Expedition, was of a contrary Opi- 
nion ; and while thefe two Generals difputed 
the Matter, the laft, on a fudden, took off 
the Mafk, and cry'd with a loud Voice, at 
the Head of the Troops he commanded, 
fTbat Demetrius was the only lawful Heir to the 
Crown^ and required tbofe who bad the Love of 
their Country at Heart to follow bim. Where- 
iipon he immediately went over to Zapotjki^ 
with a great Part of his Troops, and above 
five hundred Perfons of DiftinfHon. Thefe 
all went to Putivl^ where they found Detne- 
trius^ who received them with {o much Affa- 
bility, that it compleated the Attachment 
they had to his Perfon. Gudenow^ abandoned 
by his Army, took to Flight, with a fmall 
Number, but was purfued and taken : And 
when he was brought before Demetrius^ refii- Tit Cxat 
fmg to proftrate himfelf, he was committed THiopoai 
to Prifon. At this Time was taken all the *^M 
Baggage, all the Artillery, and all the Am- 
munition of the RuffiaH Army, with feventy 
Pieces of Cannon, among which were fome 
of a moft extraordinary Size. 

This Revolution that happened in the 

Armv, was foon known at Court, where it 

occauoned a great Conftemation; eveiy one 

K unmc- 
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i I immcdiatdy determined to follow that Path 

which his Intereft pointed out to him» and 
nothing was heard but the Name of Demetrius 
thro* the whole City of Mofcaw. He fet out 
himfelf for this Capital, after having wrote 
to the Nobility and the People to engage 
them to Ihake off the Yoke of an Ufurper, 
alTuring them of his Clemency, if they came 
immediately over to their Duty, as the Army 
had done, by acknowledging their lawful 
Sovereign. Thefe Letters produced the Ef- 
fed that was expefbed from them ; the People 
ran to the Caftle, and having made them- 
felves Mafters of it, flung both the Czarina 
and her Son Theodore Borijfowitz into Prifbn. 
As foon as Demetrius heard this, he haftened 
his March, and arrived at Mofcow on the 16'*' 
Jad£iu Qf j.^„^ 'YYic Czar Theodore and his Mother 
were both dead ; it is faid, that this generous 
Princefs, rather than fee herfelf expofed to 
the Contempt and Infolence of the Viftor, 
chofe to put an End to her Days, and that 
after having taken Poifon herfelf, Ihe encou- 
raged her Son and Daughter to follow her 
Example. The Czar and his Mother died 
immediately ; but there was Time enough to 
fave the Princefs, by giving her an Antidote. 
Others have faid, tlut Demetrius fent a Diack 
with Orders to ffaangle thb Mother and Son, 
and then gave out that they had poifbned 
themfelves. 
DtMtTRivs Be this as it may, Demetrius^ upon his 
t^lJ^' Entry, was proclaimed Emperor of die Ruf- 
/tans J Czar of Mofcow^ Novogorodj &c. and 
King of Jftracan and Cafan. A Detachment 
of Polijb Horfe began the Proceflion, having 

their 
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their Kettle-Drums and Trumpets at their 
Head ; after them came fifty Mufqueteers, in 
the Middle of which was Demetrius^ Coach 
drawn by fix Horfes, and followed by feveral 
other Horfes richly caparifon'd ; next came 
the Clergy with their Banners, preceding the 
Bifliops who carried the Images of the Vii^in 
Mary and St. Nicholas^ the Patron of RuJJia % 
after thefe came four Archbifhops, who pre- 
ceded the Patriarch. At fome Diflance came 
Demetrius^ mounted on a fine white Horfe, 
and furrounded by a great Number of the 
great Men of the Empire. This Company 
condudted him to the Church of Our Lady^ 
from whence, after he had paid his Devotion, 
the fame Company attended him to that of 
St. Michael^ where are the Tombs of the 
Czars, and where was interred T^i^xr iS^/9Q^i/z, 
whofe Son he was faid to be ; but being in* 
formed i^v Boris was alfo interred in the 
fame Place, he ordered his Body to be tran- . 
fported to a Chapel without the Town ; and 
pafiing afterwards by his Palace, he turned 
his Head another Way, and commanded, 
that it (hould be pulled down to the Ground, 
becaufe, he faid, it had been built by Magick. 
Demetrius being then arrived at the Palace of 
the Czars, took the Reins of Empire, and 
laboured to eftablilhed Peace both at home 
and abroad. 

The firft Thing he did,^ was to name aa 
Ambaflador to go with his juft Acknowledge 
ments to the King, and me Republick of 
Poland. With this honourable Employment 
he invefted Athamfius Ixvanowiiz Rofiloff^ 
High Trcafurer, to whom he gave a Train 
K a of 
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of three hundred Gentlemeiu He received 
Homage from all the Lords of his Empire, 
and about feventjr Families allyM to that of 
the Czar Boris^ or ftrongly in his Interefl:, 
were baniflied, according to the Cuftom in 
Ruffia^ where the Crime of one Perfon com- 
monly involves all hb Relations and Friends. 
This Aft of Jufticc, as it would have been 
thought in any other Prince, was much con- 
demned in him; as it was obferved in the 
firft Days of this Reign, that Demetrius had 
fhewn greater Confidence in the Poles chan 
the Ruffians J it was faid aloud that he would 
not have baniflied thefe Families, but to have 
enriched Strangers with their Spoils ; which 
would draw others into the Country, who 
mull likewife be rewarded at the Expence of 
thofe who fhould commit the leaft Fault. 
This was what gave Rife to a difcontented 
Party, which every Day increafed, and at the 
Head of which, the Knez Jieodore Bafilowitx 
Zujki had put himfelf. This Nobleman was 
greatly diftinguiflied for his Bravery, and his 
Prudence had raifed him to the firft Pofts in 
the Army and the Council; he was bold, 
enterprizing, always engaged in great Defigns, 
I vindiftive to Excefs, and ready to facrifice 
every Thing to an Ambinon that knew na 
Bounds. 
ZvsKiMv Demetrius had notice of the Plot he 
iimBtdfiii. iia^j formed, and of the injurious Reports he 
fpread every where concerning his Birth, 
treating him as one raifed, on a fudden, out 
of the Duft, and whofe chief Defigns were 
to fubdue the Rujfians^ to exterminate the No- 
bles, and overturn the Religion of their 

Country. 
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Country. The Czar ordered him to be taken 
into Cuftody, he was tryM, and condemned 
to Death ; and great Preparations were made 
for his Execution ; it was thought that this 
Example was to be made to reftrain others 
from committing the like Offences, and 
keep the People to their Duty; but this 
Shew was only nude, that the Czar's Cle- 
mency towards the Criminal might be the 
more confpicuous : He was brought to. the >. ^ 
Scaffold, w^ upon his Knees, and waited on- 
ly for the Stroke of the Executioner, whofc 
Arm was already lifted up, when the Czar^s 
Pardon was brought him. And Demetrius- 
afterwards received him into his moft inti- 
mate Confidence : We fhall foon fee how fa- 
tal this Moderation was to him. 

Demetrius judged very rightly, that 
Zujki was not the only Pcrfon whofe Friend- 
ihip might be ufeful to him ; therefore he 
forgot nothing that he thought might conci- 
liate the Affe£tions of the People to him. 
He had found immenfe Sums, that the Ava- 
rice of Boris had amalTcd tojgether in the 
Treafury, with thefe he caufed a new Species 
of Coin to be ftruck, which was difperfed 
among the Publick, and now Money was fcen 
to circulate in a Manner that had been a long 
Time unknown in Ruffia. He haftened the 
Ceremony of his Coronation, which had been 
fixed for the firft Day of the Year, that is, 
the firft of September ; but it was now ordered ^ 
to be performed at the End of Jufy^ after he 
had brought to Court the Czarina^ Widow of The Czk%\ 
Jobn Bafikwitz^ whom he ealled His Mother, ^^^j^^ 
and wlu)m die Cz^ Scris had confined in a{^^„2^ 
K 3 Convent,;^ i^Cisr 
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! .'i| Comrent^ in one of the extreme Parts of tho 

^ a Empire. 

• Mhwn- Demetrius went feveral Werfts out of 
'''•'^ Mtfcow to meet her, and, tD »ve the greater 

and more publick Marks of his Refpcft, as 
ioon as he perceived the Coach ihe was in at 
a Diftance, he alighted himfelf, and went up 
to her on Foot, embracing her with all ima- 
ginable Tranfports of Joy and Afieftion: 
, This Meeting was of great Weight to put 
an End to the Doubts which many had con- 
cerning his Birth, and feemed to fatisfy every 
one, that he was the Perfon he pretended to 
be ; thofe who examined the mod curioufly 
into all his involuntary Motions, could find 
nothing in them but what feemed to flow 
from the Tranfports of an inexprelfible Joy 
at feeing a Mother, to whofe Pains and Care 
he was doubly indebted for his Life. On the 
other Hand, there were feen in the Princcfs 
all die Marks of Tendemefs and Afiedion, 
which IhewM themfelves in her Embraces, 
her Teart, her Tranfports of Joy, in fuch a 
Manner, that every one was perfuaded it 
could be only Nature that thus worked in 
her, knowing it muft be very difficult to 
counterfeit fuch a Part fo perfe£bly, as to 
blind the Eyes of the mod clear-fighted, and 
deceive them, who had an Intereft in not be- 
ing made her Dupes. But this Czarina was 
ai Woman, and what cannot that Sex do 
when they have a Mind to deceive ? In ac- 
knowledging Demetrius^ ihe re-afcended that 
^ . eminent Degree of Honour from whence the 
Death of John Bafilowilz had precipitately 
caft her down \ and fixe muft have had but 

little 
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little Ambition, if fo high a Rank, and fo 
much Power, could have no Charms for her, 
cljpccially as (he was redeemed from a wretch- 
ed Baniihment to be Miflrcfs of her Fate ; 
and what perhaps might have (Uil more 
Power with one of her Sex, by this fcign'd 
Acknowledgment, (he would be in a Condi- 
tion to revenge herfelf on the Family of Bo- 
ris^ and all its Adherents. Needed there any 
Thing more to make her aft this Part, fup- 
pofing (he was fiilly perfuadcd of the Death 
of her Son ? But if (he had been made to be- 
lieve, that a faithful Hand had faved him, 
as Demetrius gave out, unknown to this Mo- 
ther, how ca(ily might her Tendemcfs have 
been deceived, if the Secret was only then 
revealed to her; (he might have really be- 
lieved, that it was her Son (he then faw, for, 
if this was an Impoftor, he had two Defeats 
in Nature in common with the other, vi%. 
one Arm (horter than the other, and a Wen 
in his Face, not to mention the great Refem- 
blance in other Refpefts between them, and 
the Conformity of their Ages. Thcfe two 
Defeats might eafily have been found in two 
Men ; but that they (hould meet in die fame 
Perfon, (ince it was impo(rible they could be 
counterfeited, feemed a Prodigy, fuppofing 
this to be without Cbntradiftion. 

Demetrius followed the Coach of this 
tiender Mother to the Palace on Foot, and 
1)are-headed, furrounded by all the Lords pf 
his Retinue, in the fame refpeftdil Manner. 
He was crowned two Days after, with a 
Pomp and Magnificence bqrond any Thing 
that had been ufed on the fame Occafions by 
K 4 his 
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j ;^ his Fredeceflbn. The GEarina, after the Ce?* 

remony, retired with the readies of her Court 
to the Monaftery of TdntJe^ which was a 
iPIace pf Retreat for young Ladies and Wir 
fdQ^ of the firft Quality. The Czar made 
Pbilaret^ or Theodore RonumoWt Archbifhop 
of koftaw^ and conferred Favours on others 
of his fuppofed Relations. 

The Ambaflador that Demetrius had fent 
to King Sigifmund had Qrders» after he had 
paid his Maftcr's fmcereft Acknowledgments 
to that Prince^ and the Republick of Poland^ 
to propofe a Treaty of the ftriftcft Alliance, 
and efpecially to make War upon the Turks^ 
and drive them not only from the Frontiers 
of Poland^ and out of all Hungary^ but to 
take from them the Holy Land^ which he faw 
with Grief in the Hands of thofe Infidels. 
And ladly, the Ambaflador was to defiie Si- 
gffwufid*s Leave, for the Czar to marry the 
Daughter of the Palatine of Setidomir^ his 
generous Bencfaftor. 

SiGisMUND anfwered the Ambaflador, that 
he was very fenfible of die Acknowledgments 
of the Czar his Mafter; that he commended 
his Zeal for the Chriftian Religion againft the 
ffurks ; that he ihould accept, very willingly, 
his Alliance ; but that he mud firft delibe- 
rate o|i that with the Republick ; that as to 
the Marriage of the Czar with die Daughter 
of the Palatine of Sendomir^ he not only con- 
fenced to it, but fhould be gready rejoicied 
at it. 

Whereupon the Ambaflador efpoufed 
this Princefs, whofe Name was jinm Marif 
JMnieJki^ in the Name of the Czar his Mafter. 

The 
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The Bifliop of Cracovia performed the Ccrcr 
fnony of the Efpoufals. The AmbalTador 
having brought the Lady Prcfents to the Va- 
lue of above two hundred thouf^d Roubles, 
Ihe appeared at Court with a Magnificence 
fuitable to the Rank this Marriage had raifed 
her to ; the King gave a very grand Enters 
tainment on the Occafion, at which the Am-* 
bafladpr of Per/ta was prefent» who had ar? 
rived a little before in Poland. 

While this paflfed, Demefrius was running 
on his Ruin at home. The Confpiracy of 
Zu/ki^ and what had given Rife to it, ought 
fo have made him more circumipe£t, and 
.cautious in managing the Ruffian Nobility ; 
but giving himfelf up entirely to two Jefuits, 
fhat he had in his Court, who were the Re- 
verend Fathers Nicolas Cnermiov)^ and Andrew 
LowitZj he did nothing without their Advice, 
and thefe confulted only a precipitate and 
imprudent Zeal. The firft delivered the 
Czar's Eulogium on the Day of his Cdrona- 
tion, and a tew Days after JDemeirius granted 
to thefe Reverend Fathers a large Convent 
near (he Royal Palace, where they had Li* 
berty p exercife die Roman Caibolick Reli- 
gion. This Conci^flion very much exafpc* 
rated the Minds of the People, who were 
Enemies to all Reli^pns but that of the 
Greek Church ; and the Confidence which 
the Czar placed in the Polanders alone, and 
particularly in thefe two Jefuiis, loft him the 
AffeAions of the great Men, ^\iO in Rujpa 
have always ^ Share iii the Management of 
Aifiurs, and the Difpofal of Offices, which 
are very lucrative and in great Numbers. 
' ^ ' ^ " ^ 5cfidcs 
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! i| Befides thefe, all the other A&ions of Dim^ 

trttts were carefully fcanned ; for as a wife 
,* Author fays, the lives of great ^fol are 
J expofed to the Cenfure of the Fublick in 

Proportion to their Elevation. Every one 
eafijy perceived, that Demetrius did not fol- 
low the eftablifhed Cuftoms among the Ruf- 
Jians^ in the Perfonnance of his religious Du- 
ties, and efpecially not ufing to bathe him- 
felf, which among them is looked upon as 
very unclean. Thefc Things obferved, made 
them begin to doubt of his Birth ; and his 
Marriage with a Roman CatboUck compleated 
the ill Opinion they had of him. 

ZusKi, not being able to conouer the 
Shame and UneaGnefs he was under tor being 
indebted for his Life to a Man whom he 
thought an Impoftor, fought all Ways how 
he might find an Excufc for the Inclination 
he had to repay with Ingratitude, that great 
Obligation which Demetrius 'had laid upon 
him ; and at lengtli the fine Pretext of Love 
ef his Country^ which has in all Ages been 
the Cloak for a thopfand Vices, and ambitious 
Dcfigns, came to the Afliftance of his fcru- 
pulous Confcience, and taught him the Way 
to l>c innocently criminal in his own Judg- 
ment. He would fay, that the Love of one*s 
Country, and our Obligadons to her, ought 
to get the better of all other Confiderations ; 
and therefore, as the Malecontents were with- 
out a Chief, for the Sake of his dear Coun- 
try, he voluntarily put himfcif at their Head, 
but however deferr'd the Vengeance of die 
Nation till the Arrival of the Lady, whom 
the Czar had chofen for his Bride. 

• SaluiL in ^/& CatU. The 
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The Murmurings of the Malccontcnti 
'V^cre not kept fo fccret, but that they oftenr 
^imes reached the Ear of the Czar, wlio, at 
Jength, began to be apprchenfive of them ; 
^nd underftanding that they complained^ 
^bove all Things, of his not placing any Con- 
iidence in his own Subjects, but that he 
Avent continually furrounded by a Guard 
-wholly compofed of Foreigners, Get-mans^ 
nrid Pclanders\ he came to the imprudent 
IRefoIution of difbanding this Guaixl, and 
forming another of Ruffians. But foon find- 
ing, that this Complaifance was not fufficienc 
to appeafe the exafperated Minds of the Peo- 
ple, he repented too late of having delivered 
Jiimfelf up into tlie Hands of his Enemies, 
^nd to repair this Error, fell into that of 
adding to his new Body of Guards, fome 
Companies of Uvomans^ Germans^ French^ 
£nglifl)j and Scotch. 

While Demetrius took thefe' falfe 
Steps, Zujki (till increafed his Party, into 
>vhich he found no Difficulty to bring the 
Patriarch, and the greateft Part of the Cler- 
gy, by fhewing them the Danger their Reli- 
gion was in, upon the Ruins of which Deme^ 
trim was determined to eftablifh that of the 
Romifi Church. 

Th$ future Czarina was fet out from Cra^ 
covta in the Beginning of the Month of J^?- 
nuaryi but that City being three hundred 
Poltft> Leagues fix>m Mofcow^ and the Train 
and Equipage of the Princefs being very nu- 
merous, me did not arrive till towards die 
End of jfyril. Befides her Father, her Bro- 
^ ther^in-Law, with their Domefticks, and thofe 

of 
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of the Rnffbm AmbaiIador« a Croud of the 
Pclsjb Nobilicjr took this Opportunity to fee 
the Country; and a Multitude of Traders* 
German^ liaUan and French^ had put them- 
felves into the Princcfs's Trwn* that they 
mi^t fafely tranfport their ▼a]uai>Ie Cargoes 
into Rugia^ of which they expeAed to make 
very great Profit. 

This Princcfs was received in a Manner fo 
fplendid that there never had been an Exam- 
ple of any thing like it in that Country. Peter 
Bufinanoffj to whom the Czar had great Obli- 
gations, as before mentioned, had in Charge 
the Care of this Solemnity. He met her 
with a moft fuperb Retinue of Ruffian and 
PoUJb Nobility, and conduced her thro* the 
Acclamations of vaft Crouds of the People, 
accompany'd by the Noife of Cannons, and 
Sounds of vanous Sorts of mufical Inftru- 
ments, firft to the Palace, and ftom thence 
to the Convent of Tebude^ where the Czarina 
Dowager was, and where ihe was to continue 
till every thing was ready for her Nuptials. 
She remained there but four Days; on the 
fifth the Patriarch performed the Ceremony of 
blelfing the Marriage. The Church was 
fumptuoufly adorned, on the Occafion, with 
a Hanging of Crimfon Damaflc, laced and 
fringed with Gold. The Czar had the Im- 
perial Crown on his Head, the Sceptre in 
one Hand, and the Globe in the other; the 
Czarina, being placed by his Side, was 
crowned at the fame Time, after which the 
new married Couple went to the Palace, with 
a Court as fhining as it was numerous, where 
rhc Day and Night paflfed in fucii Divcrfions 

as

are ufual on the like Occaflons. It is no 
^jncommon Thing for Difordcr to flip into 
X^eaib of this Kind, and it could hardly be 
4cxpe£ted to be otherwife at this, confidering 
^he Difpofltion of the People's Minds at the 
Time. Aexanier GoJcnJkU whom the King 
€Df Poland had fent to the Czar in Quality of ' 
I ^mbaflfador, with very conflderable Prefents, 

arrived at Mofcow a little before the Czarina. 
The Supeifcription of his Letters was found 
CO be faulty, in that the King of Poland gave 
not the Title of Emperor to Demtfrius^ which 
had been ufed to be given to the Czars. 
The Ruffians attributed this Omlflion to the ; 
Contempt that the King of Poland had for 
their Monarch ; the Ambaflador endeavoured 
to excufe the Miftake, but very fliarp Expref- 
fions pafled on each Side, which exafperated 
both Nations. Demetrius refufed to accept the 
Letters in publick, but knowing how much he 
flood in need of the Support of Poland^ he 
diflembled the Matter in private. This Quar- 
rel between the two Nations was renewed at 
the Feaft of the Czar's Nuptials. The Am- 
baflador Gofenski declared, that he would not 
aflift at it, unlets he was placed at the Czar*s 
Table with the fame Diftindion that had 
been ihe¥m to the Ruffian Amballador, on an 
Occafion of the like Kind at Cracovia. The 
Boyars ftron^ly oppofed this i Inic Demetrius^ 
without having any Regard to their Argu* 
ments, allowed the Ambaflador what he de- 
manded. The PoJanders rallied the Ruffians 
hereon, and thefe could not brook it, think* 
ing they were treated as a conq|uered Nation 
40d Sbves to the Poles. 

4 The 
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The Czarina wa$ to gfve a magnificent; 
Entertainment the Stofday following to all the 
Nobility of her Court, as well Ruffkns as 
Foreigners. The Confpirators chofe the Eve 
of this Feaft for the Execution of their En* 
terprize. Demetrius had Notice of it from 
many Places, but intrepid in Times of Dan-^ 
ger, and accuftomed to Reports of this Sort^ 
fpread every Day, he did not fo much as 
deign to double his ufual Guard, how much 
foever he was requefted to do fo by his moft 
intimate Favourites. Ncverthelefs, altho* he 
took fo little Care of his own Prefervacion, 
yet he advertifed the Poles to be upon their 
Guard, for he thought they were the Objeft 
of the Hatred of the People, whom he could 
not think capable of drawing the Sword 
againft himfelf. 

Os Saturday^ at Six of the Clock in the 
Morning, a Company of the Confpirators^ 
as well Noblemen as Plebeians, feizcd on the 
Palace, where they found but few Guards, 
and thofe in no Condition to defend it. 
They exhorted one another to be refolute in 
exterminating the Poles. Peter Bupnanoff^ 
awaked by the Tumult, ran almoft naked to 
endeavour to appeafe it; but was the firfl: 
Vidim to the Fur of the People : All they 
met, that look*d like Polmiers^ or belonged 
to fuch, immediately fell beneath their Blows« 
Zusld^ armed with a Sabre in one Hand, and 
a Crofs in the other, ran about every where 
to animate the People to take Vengeance; 
and, laftly, to bring thofe out of their Beds 
who were prevented, by Sleep, from knowing 
what palTed, he ordered the great Alarum Bell 

to 
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to be run^, and fpread a Rq)ort thro* every 
Comer of the Town, that the Polanders had 
taken up Arms to mafla^te all the Ruffians. 
At the Sound of this difnul Bell every one 
got up and ran out of his Houfe ; but wheni 
they heard die frightful Report, that imme- 
diately pafled thro* every Mouth, each armed 
himfelf, defigning to fell his life as dear as 
poflible. 

Demetrius arofe himfelf, and afking 
what was the Matter, was anfwered by one of 
the Guards, who was in the Plot, that it was 
a Fire; but the Cries of the Dying, and 
of thofe who fled for Shelter, foon taught 
him the true Caufe of the Uproar; where- 
upon he armed himfelf with a Cimeter, and 
would have gone out of his Chamber, but 
was prevented, upon which he jumpM out of 
the Window, and when he would have got 
up, he found he had put his Thigh-Bone out; 
fo he was taken, and Zuski ordered him to be 
conducted into the great Hall of Audience, 
and kept there under a ftrong Guard, while 
the Confpirators continued to flaughter all 
the Polanders they could meet : And feveral 
Ruffians Ihared the fame Fate, being in PoUJb 
Drefles. All their Riches, and thofe of the 
Merchants who had . followed the Czarina, 
became the Prey of the Populace. 

Demetrius was expofed to the Infults of 
thofe who were to guard him : And a Boyar 
reproaching him, with being a Traitor and 
an Impoftor, he deft him afunder with his 
Cimeter; fo boldly did he maintain his Jiigh 
Spirit, even when overwhelmed by fo many 
calamitous Ciicumftances. At leng^ ZusH 
3 and 
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and his Adherents brought into his IVcfenctf 
the old Czarina, Dowager of John BafikwUz^ 
whom he had treated as hb Mother, and 
obliging this Princels to fwear by the Crofs, 
they demanded of her whether this Demcirius 
was her real Son or no ? Whereu))on, (bed- 
ding a Torrent of Tears, *^ Ihe owned it Was 
^ but too true, that her Son Dmeirius had 
^ been alfalfinated by Order of Baris^ and if 
^ Jhe had acknowledged this Man for her Son, 
^^ in that (he had but followed the Example of 
^^ all the People who had declared for him ; 
^^ befides indulging die SatisfafUon it would 
** give her, to fee the Blood of her dear 
^ Child revenged upon that of Boris and his 
** Adherents." 
DsMSTRivt As foon as the People had this Teftimony 
^*** ' of his being an Impoftor, they fell upon JD^- 
meirius^ and covered his Body with a thou- 
fand Wounds at once. Others fay, that the 
Czarina Dowager had made the foregoing 
Declaration, not in his Prefence, but, that 
being told of it, Demeirius defired that he 
might confront her ; but that Zusldj without 
deigning to give him an Anfwer, drew out 
a Piftol, and fhpt him thro* the Head. 

The PoUJb Ambaffador was fecured, with 
the Paladne of Snidomir^ his Son-b-law, and 
the young Czarina his Daughter. This Prin* 
cefs, who is very much praifcd for her Beau* 
ty, in a Moment faw henelf defpoiled of all 
her Riches, and the fine Jewels tliat Dcmeirikr 
had prefented her with ; and, being covered 
with a very mean Garment, was long kept in 
Sufpence what her own Fate was to be, hear- 
ing all round her nothing but the Cries and 

Groans 
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Groans of her flaughtered Countrymen ; haty 
at laft, fhe was (hut up in a G^nvent. 

The mangled Corpfe of the unfortunate 
Demetrius was dragged thro* the Streets, to 
an open Place before the Caftle, where^ with 
the Body of Buftnanoff^ it was left ekpofed 
for three Days, and then buried. 

The Boyars and Senators met immediately 
to fettle the Government, and after fome 
Debate, they all united in giving the Crown 
to the Knez Theodore BafiUrmtz Zuski^ to 
whom the Nation owed its Deliverance. 

* StrahlekbeHg gives the following 
Account of this Eleftion. *' The falfe De- 
** metrius being dead, and his Adherents de- 
*^ prived of all Power, the Senators called 
*^ all the chief Families and ancient Nobility 
** to Mofcow to proceed to an EleAion. 
** When this Aflembly came to vote, the 
•* Majority fell upon Bafilius Zuski and Prince 
^^ Jobn Gallicziny but both having equal 
" Voces, the Ajfembly defired thefe two 
•* Princes to retire, and to give them Time 
** to confiden 

" When they were retired. Prince fTcro- 
•* iinski made a Speech to the Aiiembly, rc- 
** prefenrihg to them the Neceflity of confi- 
*^ deringfomeCircumftances in fo weighty an 
" Affair: For, I, They ought to be cautious 
^* of choofingoneof aFamily that had many 
^^ Relations and Adherents in the Country, 
^ which afterwards might be prejudicial to 
•* others. II* That it was neceflary to pre- 
^ fcribe certain Conditions to him who fhould 
L • « be

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«« be chofeiH me. (X.) If he had been at V«* 
♦• riance with ''any Peiibn before^ that arerf 
^ thing ihould be foigotten and hud afide. 
^ (2.) That he (hould make no Ftetenlions 
** to any Money or Eftates of any Perfon 
^* whoinibever» nor commence Suit againft 
^ any one, on that Account ; but fhould re* 
*^ nounce all Demands whatfoever, in order 
«< to avoid the Exercife of unlawfiil Power, 
** or the Ckcafion of new Troubles in the 
*^ Empire. X3.) That no new Laws Ihould 
^^ be made, or old ones altered; nor no 
** Taxes or Contribution impofed upon the 
^ Publick, without the Knowledge and Con- 
•• fent of the Senate. 

** All this the Convention thought right 
^ and juft, and made no Scruple to con- 
•* fent thereunto. At laft, he rcprefcnt- 
" ed, that thofe who had given thcu* Votes 
^ to Prince GaUiczin^ as an honeft and pru« 
^ dent Man, had done well ; but that his 
** Family being too great, and of too high a 
^^^ ** Reputadon, he defired th^m to confider 

'■^^' " better, and give their Opinion of it. Upon 

" this, one in the Aflembly anfwered : Tbefe 
•* Lords are of equal Merits and we have al- 
•* readf done what our Duty requires: Bui to 
** decide this Matter^ let us coj^ult the People^ 
^^ to the End^ that no iody may have Juft Caufe 
*^ to blame us. And with this the whole 
" Aflembly concurred. In the mean Time 
" Worotinjki fent a Perfon privately among 
** the People to give out, that Zujki was 
^ chofen, and that as foon as the Boyars 
^ came out, they ihould proclaim him. 
•* When, therefore, the Bcyars came into 

«* the 
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the Church to confult the People, thej^ 
all ciy'd out, God fave the C«r, Ba/tUus 
ZuJkL This fo furprized the BayarSy that 
they thought it a Miracle, for they knew 
that none of their Body had left the Af« 
fcmbly/' 

Thus was Zujii declared Czar; he wat 
fbon after crowned, and received the Homage 
of all the People ; but to juftify his own con- 
duct, and render the Memory of Demetrius 
yet more odious, he publifhed a long Mani* 
fcfto, which was in Subftance, ** That Bem^ 
" triusj whom the divine Juftice had pu- 
*^ nifhed for his Crimes, was an infamous 
** Impoftor, who would have pafled for the 
" Son of the Great John Bafthwitz^ altho' he 
*' was no other than a vile Monk even of the 
*' Convent, that was within the Palace, into 
which he would never enter, left he ihould 
be known by fome of his quondam Bre<> 
thren ; that his true Name was Grijka Utro^ 
poja^ who in his Youth had apply'd him- 
felf to Study, efpecially to that of Hiftory 
and Mufick ; and that having made fome 
Progrefs in the laft Science, he exercifed it 
the Patriarchal Church. That moreover 
he was a Sorcerer, who had raifed himfelf 
to the Throne by the Art Magick; that he 
was an Infidel, obferving none of the Fafts, 
nor any of the Ceremonies tifed in the 
Greek Church ; and that he had promifed 
the Pope of Rome to* extirpate the Greek 
Chriiliaii Religion, as appears by Letters 
which the Pope had wrote, to him, where- 
in he exhorts him to keep ftediaft to his 
Piomife of building Chuircbcs and Col« 
La* •• legdi 
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«* Ic^ for the Jefuics. That it appeared by 
•• other betters, that this Ufuipo- had re- 
•♦ (blved to enrich Foreigners with the Spoib 
^ of the Ruffians^ for he had promifed the 
•* Province oi Smolet^o to his Father-in-Law» 
•* that of Novogorod to his Wifc*s Brother-in- 
•* Law, and other Lands and Territories to 
^ the Sons of the Palatine of Sendomir \ that 
^ he had not fb unjuftly put to Deadi (b ma- 
•* ny of the Ruffian Nobles, but to enrich the 
*^ Potandars vnch what he had taken from the 
*^ firft ; that he placed no Confidence but in 
^ his Foreigners ; that all Accefs to him 
•• was barr*d againft the Ruffians^ of what 
^ Quality foever, againft whom the infolent 
*^ Pages would (hut the Doors in their Faces, 
•* tho* the bafcft Polanders were fuffcred to 
•* go into the Imperial Palace at PIcafure ; 
^* that he had carried his Expences and his 
** Luxury beyond whatever could be ima- 
** gined, even fo far as to give Orders to 
** build a Throne of Silver gilt with Cold^ 
** which was to be fupported on each Side by 
^ fix Lions of the fame Materials ; that he 
•* had, by his infamous Debauchery, pro- 
•* faned the Convent where his future Spoufe 
^ had retired for fome Days, and that after 
** having made the unfortunate Daughter of 
•* the Czar Boris fubmit to his Pleafures, he 
^* had moft filthily abufed the Eyes and Ears 
** of the religious Perfons in that facred Afy- 
** lum of Chaftity. That he had unworthily 
•* treated feveral Monks, even ordering fome 
** of them to be cudgel'd 5 that under feigned 
•* Pretences he had piunder'd their Cloifters ; 
•* that he had fufrered his mercenary P^iijiri^/ 

" to 
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** to plunder with Impunity the Merchants 
" who traded to AJlracan \ that Heaven cn- 
^' raged at fo many Crimes had punKhed the 
^* Nation that had fufiered them, and, at 
*^ length, brought the infamous Impof^or to 
** the Fate he deferved/* 

The new Czar not contenting himfelf 
with this, caufed the mangled Corpfe of the 
Impoftoi' to be taken out of the Grave and 
burnt, and the Afhes to be thrown into the 
Mofcudy that nothing of him might remain ; 
and fent to Uglitx fw the Body of young 
DemeiriuSj who had been aflaflinated by Or- 
der of BariSy to which he gave a pompous 
Burial in the Church of St. Michael \ and the 
Patriarch having declared him a Martyr, he 
was enrolled among the Number of the 
Saints. 

The Czar Zujki employed his firft Cares 
to remedy the Difordcrs, which are infepara- 
ble from Revolutions of the like Sort, and 
to re-eflablifli the Tranquillity of the State* 
It is not to be doubted, but that xhtPolanders 
were incenfed to the laft Degree, at the In- 
fult offered to their Ambaifador, and the 
Palatine of Sendomir^ who were both put un- 
der an Arreft. It is true, that this was faid 
to be only as a Precaution, and to fcreen 
them itom the Infolence of a licentious Mob; 
but who could excufe theMaflfacreof fo many 
Polt/b Noblemen as had periflied in this Com- 
buftion, and to whom they gave no Quarter? 
The Gear began with publilhing a Sort of 
Apology ; he afterwards fent an Ambaflador 
to King Sipfmundy and becaufe there were 
found among the Papers of Demetrius^ and 
L 3 the 
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the Falitine of Sindoimr^ Letren which piovw 
cd that th^ Invafion of Demetrius was not an 
Enterprize of the Jefuits and the F^atine 
mlv, * but that the King and the Republick 
haa a Share in it, not only by giving their 
Confent and Approbation to it, but by lend- 
ing real Succours ; the Czar and the whole 
Ruffian Nation thought they had a Right to 
complain of fuch a Conduft, which was fo 
great a Violation of the Treaties fwom to on 
both Sides. Befides all this, it appeared, that 
Demetrius had fent confiderable Sums of Mo- 
ney into Poland^ to latisfy thofe who had 
fumiflied him for the Expences of his Enter- 
prize ; the Czar required thefe to be reftored, 
and that the King fhould difavow the whole 
Undertaking, or elfe he muft be obliged to 
take Vengeance by the Way of Arms. 

Poland was torn to Pieces by a Qvil 
War; the Confederation of Rokcfs^ at the 
Head of which were Radzivil and Stadmjki^ 
demanded the Reformation of an infinite 
Number of Abufes that were crept into the 
Government and the Ecclefialtical Afiain, 

and 

* The Wfionmm §f tlffi Tma, thai will Uvi ii thai 
Demstrius at«i a I^fonkifi lnfQft§r^ faj^ that he frft difco^ 
Wired hit Dijtgm te the Jejuits rf Pohnd, refuirtHg their 
fenuerful Pr9te^i9ft^ andtrcmifing t9 efiahliflf their Or dir^ and 
the Roman Catholick Rehgisn in Ruflia. With thefe Hfes the 
Jefuits teok Care to inflrmS him in every Thing that might 
give Suceefi to fo great an Euterprizi^ and fvtnd Meams to 
interefl Pope Clement VIII. in the ^Jfair^ who it-rote to the 
King of Poland about it. The Palatine of Sendomir, gaim^ 
id ^ the JUverend Father*^ the Jefuits^ emd with ihe.yievi 
f/* raifing his Daughter to the Throne^ eontrihstted wot oulj hit 
Money, put the ^Jijlance of his Friends^ to eatrf on the En* 
terprixe. Thus it may he faid^ thai thU whob Jffm wot 
thi IFork of Jemiucal Folic/. 
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and they were efpecially irritated aginfl: the 
Jcfuits, by whom the King was befet, and 
whom they conddered as the Authors of all 
their Misfortunes. On the other Hand, the 
States of Sweden aflembled at Upfal^ had de- 
clared King Sigifmmd and his Son both ex- 
cluded from the Crown of Sweden^ which 
they had fet upon the Head of his Uncle 
Charles^ Duke of Sundemumia. This PrincCt 
on his Side, was going to make good his 
Pretenfions to the Province of Uvotua^ and 
fome other Places, at the Expence of the 
Royal Treafure : Therefore it is not furpriz- 
ing, that the Czar*s Ambaffadors (hould find • 
more Moderation and Temper at the Court 
of Poland, than they could have well expedk- 
ed. Sigifmmd excufed all that had happened, 
by aclaiowledging that himfelf, and all P(h 
landj had been the Dupes of Demetrius^ whom 
they really thought to have been the true and 
lawful Heir of the Great John BafilowitZy and 
that therefore they had not violated the Trca- 
tries made with that Monarch, in aiding his 
Son, as they fuppofed him, to jrmount a 
Throne that another had ufurped horn him ; 
that as to the Damages occafioned hereby, it 
was but jufi: that they (hould be repaired on 
each Side, and that, in the mean Time, Con- 
ferences ihould be held on the Means of re- 
eftabling the Peace. 

Charles DC King of Sweden^ to whom 
the new Czar had alfo fent an Ambailador, 
being delighted ixath fo fair a Pix>fpe& of 
drawing Succours fix>m Rsiffia to fupport his 
Pretenfions againft Poland^ confented very 
readily to an Alliance between the two States. 
L 4 Thus 
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Thus much for foreign AflBurs. As to Mat- 
ters at home* he had nothing to fear, but 
that the iSu^eltions of Strangers mig^t be 
capable of drawing the People fifom their 
Duty, and of engaging them in new Defigns, 
for which Reafon the Czar cau(ed all the Po- 
Imders and Germans that were difperfed about 
his Dominions to be fought out, and having 
got together about fifteen hundred, whom 
the Soldiers or the Populace robb'd of all 
they had, he divided them into three Bodies, 
ordered diem to be cloathed, and gave them 
wherewithal to dejfray the Expences of their 
Journey fparingly, and then fent three hun- 
dred of them back, by the Way of Smolen- 
fio^ five hundred by lavcnia^ and the reft by 
PoUizk. 

All thefe wife Precautions feemed to pro- 
mife iticRstJkHS that Tranquillity which they 
had ftood fo much in need of, fince their 
Misfortunes at the End of Jolm Bajllowiiz^s 
Reign, the Weaknefs of that of his Son 
^eodore^ the Troubles of that of Boris^ and 
the Calamities occafioned by the Revolution 
dtHmihih of Demetrius. But a frefh Impoftor ftarted 
f^mrmwmd upj With the Name of Demeirius^ who, al- 
PBMBTMvt. ^Qygh he never appeared, caufed more Mif- 
chief in Ruffia^ than he had done whofe 
Name he took, and of whom he was the fa- 
tal Speftre. 

The Knez Gregory Scbacopjki gave Rife to 
this Impofture. He was Keeper of the Seal 
to Demetrius^ when he was killed ; and feeing 
all in Combuftion, and that they were feek- 
sng for every one who had been attached to 
that Prince, he fought his Safety by Flight. 
I He 
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He joined himfelf with two Polijb Gentle- 
men drefled like Ruffians^ and took with them 
his Way to Putivl^ a Town always faithful 
to Demetrius^ from the Time he had firft 
brought it under his Submiflion. Scbacopjki 
took great Care to publiih on the Road, that 
Demetrius was not killed, but another in his 
Stead, and that he had faved himfelf, and 
would very foon return to punifh his un- 
grateful Subjefb. He affefled to (hew very 
great Refpedb to one of his Companions^ 
whom he would have thought to be Detne^ 
irius. When he arrived at Puihl^ he afTur'd 
the Inhabitants that Demetrius was gone to 
implore Succours &om his Allies, and had 
fent him to aflfure them, that he was living, 
and that he would foon fee them, defiring 
them in the mean Time to continue firm in 
their Allegiance to him : The Inhabitants, 
upon hearing this, offered to facrifice their 
Lives for their Sovereign. 

ScHACOpsKi, very well pleafed with this 
firft Succefs, fent to the CoJTacks^ to whom 
he gave a Meeting at Putivl\ they came to 
him fix)m all Parts : The reft of the Parti- 
zans of Demetrius^ who deplored his Fate, 
and who treated Zujki as an ungrateful Man, 
and an Ufurper, gathered themfelves toge- 
ther, under the Guidance of a Boyar, named 
IJboma% and having learnt what pafled at 
Puiivl^ feveral thoufand went thither, in 
Hopes of finding their Prince. All the 
Country took Part with them, and fifteen 
Caftles withdrew from the Obedience of the 
Czar, who no fooner heard of what pafTed 
in the Uirain, but he went thither with all 

Speed, 
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Speed, at the Head of an Army raifed in 
liafte. He imagined it would be more than 
fuffident to reduce a Company of Malecon- 
tenti to their Duty, who had united all by 
Chance, and had not yet had Time enough 
to put themfelves in a Pofture of Defence ; 
but this Confidence made him deceive him- 
felf , for his Army was beaten, and he was 
forced to retire in great Diforder to Mofcaw. 

The Vidors receiving the additional 
Strength of ten thoufand Cojfach brought 
them by Poiuimcb^ followed him ; but at the 
Time that they were going to make them- 
felves Mafters of Mofcaw^ where all was in 
Confufion, Polutmcb fliewed IJboma a Com- 
miflion firom the pretended Demetrius^ en- 
joining the latter to give up the Command 
to the firlt Iflntma was fo piqu'd at this 
Afiront, that having debauched near nine 
thoiuand of the Cojfach^ he went over to the 
Side of the Czar, whom he acquainted, that 
there was no Demetrius at Putrvl. Four thou- 
fand more Men followed the Example of the 
Cojfach^ and abandoned Polutmcb^ who re- 
tired, with Scbacopjkij to Toula^ where the 
Czar immediately ordered them to be be- 
fieged. This Town, where they had not 
had Time to get together any Provifions, was 
ibon reduced to fo great a Famine, that the 
Inhabitants were forced to eat the moft nau- 
ieous Animals. PoltUnicb at length feeing 
they were refolved to furrender, endeavoured 
to keep up their Spirits, by aflfuring them 
they would have Succours, and by protefting 
to diem, that he had feen in PoIom a young 
Man, about fix or feven and twenty Years of

Age, who, he was told, was Demetrius^ but 
that he could not take upon him to be po(i« 
tive that it was he, becaufe he had never 
feen him before; but faid, if they would 
take the Trouble to fend into Poland any 
one who knew that Prince, they might foon 
be informed of the Truth of it. They con- 
fented to this, but the pretended Demetrius 
never appeared. In the mean Time the 
Czar's Troops prefled Toula fo vigoroufly, 
that it was obliged to furrenden The C^ 
facksj who were within, took the Part of the 
Viftor ; and the Czar, contrary to his Parole 
of Honour, ordered the Govemour to be 
hanged ; and loading Schacapjki and Polutnicb 
with Irons, threw them into Priibn, where 
they died. 

Nevertheless, altho* the Perfon, who 
had undertaken to aft the Part of Demetrius^ 
had vanifhed thus, on a fudden ; yet, as the 
Polanders had an Intereft, that this Phantom 
Should continue in fome Shape or other, they 
foon put another in his Place. He was taken, 
they fay, from a School of Socola^ a Town 
in Ruffiaj and upon the Noife that was made 
after the Defertion of IJhoma^ who had no 
Demetrius^ but in Idea perhaps, Mcbawetjki^ 
a Polifo Gentleman, conduced him to Puiivl^ 
where he appeared at the Head of a Body of 
Troops, to go and fuccour TouIa\ but he 
found it taken, and the Czar's Army gone to 
befiege Coluga^ the chief Retreat of the Ad- 
herents of Demeirius. The Cojfacks that were 
found in Toula^ having gone over to the Ruf- 
Jum Army, were fent to this Siege. In the 
Way, they corrupted the Czar's Soldiers, 

and 
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and canfed diem to mucmy; the IMxdcr 
feiead itfelf into the Gunp» fo that the Sol* 
cuers threw down their Arms and took to 
Flight ; the Offacts feized on thdr Cuuion 
and Ftovifions, .and carried them in Triumph 
into Cohtga. The falfe Dtmeirhis^ itrength- 
ened by Siis Succour, and by a great Num- 
ber oi Poles and Ruffians^ marched againft his 
Enemy, killed eight thouland Men, and 
took Mtfinowetfid^ who commanded them* 
Prifoner : This Succefs gave great Credit to 
hb Party, the neighbouring Towns and Caf- 
tles ftrove which (hould furrender to him firft, 
feveral thoufand Cojfacks came into his Camp 
to him, and WifiiowitJId brought into him a 
great Number of the Polifi) Nobility. 

The Czar, who had got together a Body 
of feventeen or eighteen thoufand Men, but 
little difciplined, was willing to try a fecond 
Battle. He was entirely defeated, and five 
thoufand of his Men, all that were left, with 
much Difficulty faved themfeives in Bolcoff^ 
from whence they were foon obliged to pafs 
over into the Army of Demetrius^ who, ^cer 
this new Advantage, had all the Country 
*open to him, fo that nothing hindered his 
March towards Mofcaw^ which he would 
have furprized, but for the five thoufand 
Men forced into his Army at Bolcoff^ who de« 
ferted, and threw themfeives into the City, 
which they defended like Men in Defpair. 
Neverthelefs the Burghers would have par- 
leyed, and received Demetrius^ if he had not 
infilled upon the Czar ZuJkP^ being delivered 
up to him. In the mean Time BafiU Zujki^ 
the Czar's Uncle, got together a Body of 

Troops 
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Troops in hade, with which he came, and 
encamped within four Wcrfts of Mofcow. 
The Polijb General, who commanded the 
Siege, attacked him in his Camp, defeated 
hiiti, and took him Prifoner : The Czar at- 
tempted another A^ion, but was as unfortu- 
nate as in the former. At laft there remained 
no Way to get out of this Embarraflfment, 
but to engage King Sigifmund to withdraw 
his Troops, and give over his Deflgns. To 
this End, Zujki fet the Palatine of Sendomir 
and his Daughter at Liberty, upon Condition 
that they would employ their Intereft to 
bring this about ; but Demetrius^ who was in- 
formed of all that pafTed, and who knew 
how much it would forward the Succefs of 
his Enterprize to have thefe Perfons in his 
Power, fent feveral Horfe to intercept them 
in their Way, and bring them to him. They 
prefently faw the Impofture, and could not 
but exprefs their Aftonifliment at the Confi- 
dence of the Man who fo (leadily maintained 
his Part, while he was perfonating this feign- 
ed Charadter ; but the Palatine had been too 
fenfibly affronted, and ill treated by Zujki^ to 
let fo favourable an Opportunity (lip of re- 
venging himfelf upon him, and his Daugh- 
ter could not refufe to concur with him in it, 
as by this Means fhe might re-afcend to that 
high Degree of Grandeur from which (he 
was fo lately fallen, without reckoning upon 
the Pleafure it would be to her to revenge her- 
felf, and her Hufband, on the Cruelty of 
ZuJki. Thus after having been fome Days 
in the Camp, fhe appeared, on a fudden, 
with a Iplendid Retinue in the Tent of the

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^^ pittended Deinnrius^ whom fhe acknowledg-

i| tick and^RcfpeA as if he had been really fo. 

I TI^ Step banilhed all Doubts* and the 

f 1 Impoftor was acknowledged for the true De* 

metrius every where throughout Ruffia^ but at 
Mofcowy Novogorod Tovdi Smolenfio. 
j; The King of Poland was willing to take 

'I Advantage of the deplorable Condition to 

which Ruffta was reduced, to recover thofe 

Places which had once belonged to that 

Crown. With this View he ordered his Ar* 

my to advance towards Smolenjko^ to which 

! City he laid Siege. The Ruffians^ thus at* 

l! . tacked on all Sides, could not long have re-. 

I iiiled, had it not been for the SuccoufS that 

the Czar Zufii received from the King of 

I Sweden^ under the Command of Pontus de la 

i Cardie^ with which he was now ftrong enough 

to make Head againft Demetrius^ but durft 

not hazard a Battle to relieve Smolenjko. King 

Sigifmund himfelf contributed to eafe him in 

this Diftrefs ; he began to conceive a Jealoufy 

of the Power of Demetrius^ and feared, not 

without Reafon, that if Zujki was entirely 

fubdued, the Ruffians would put this Deme- 

I trius in his Place, as they had crowned the 

I other in the Room of Btris. 

This was not what he wanted, he had not 
produced and fupported this other Impoftor, 
but to give *the Ruffians fo much' Employ- 
ment at home, that they might not be in a 
Condition to lend AlTiftance to the Swede ; 
and his Intention was, if he fucceeded, to 
make ufe of all his Forces to conquer Ruffia. 
I He 
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He therefore recalled the Poles that ferved 
\inder Demetrius^ who kept only his Cojfacks^ 
feme Ruffians^ and a few Auxiliaries that he 
gained among the Tartars. Zujki began to 
take Breath again^ and Demetrius^ who had 
chofen Coluga for the Seat of his doubtful 
Empire, troubled him no more. He even 
thought himfelf ftrong enough to go and 
fuccour Smolenjko^ but the Polapiders would 
not fufier him to advance fo far, and, as if 
they would fpare him the Pains of his Jour- 
ney, they met him at Oujin^ attacked, and 
defeated him: However, Smolenjko did not 
furrender ; but the Ruffians^ confidering the 
Train of Defeats and Misfortunes that had 
attended the Government of ZuJki for five 
Years together, thought that Heaven was 
difpleafed with him, and that he was there- 
fore the Caufe of all their Calamities : On 
the other Side, the Grandees and the Bulk of 
the People were perfuaded, that Demetrius 
was an Impoftor, and were juftly incenfed 
againft him for having brought the Poles into 
the very Heart of RuJJia. They wanted a 
new Mafter, and fuch an one as might rid 
them of this Demetritis^ and make Head 
againft the Poles^ or at lead be agreeable to 
them, fo that they might not be harrafled 
any longer by them. After many Delibera- 
tions, they could not think of any better 
Expedient to extricate themfelves out of the 
Troubles they were in, than" to offer the 
Crown to Wkdiftaus^ the Son of Sigifmund^ 
King of Poland. They hoped by this Means 
to fave Smoknfko^ to deftroy Demetrius ^ and 
re<llablilh Peace \ and thought, perhaps, 

when 
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when the Danger was overi there would be 
no great Difficulty to get rid of their new 
Prince, as the Ri^ians had fuch a natural An* 
tipathy to the Polmiders. 

Wladislaus accepted the Crown, Z$ifld 
was depofed, and retired into a Convent, 
from whence he was taken to be delivered to 
the Poles^ with all his Family ; and foon af- 
ter died of Grief, or, as fome lay, by Poi- 
ibn. Demetrius made Head againlf the Poles 
for fome Time, till he was maflfacred at a 
Feaft by the "Tartar s^ to revenge the Death 
of Kafimoujki their Chief, whom he had caus'd 
to be drowned. Neverdiclefs his Party fub- 
fifted for fome Years, for not only Zarveki^ 
the General of the Cofacks^ proclaimed his 
Son, whom the Ruffians acknowledged upon 
ZarvekCs Promife to aflift them in driving 
away the Poles ; but a new Impoftor took the 
Name and Place of Demetrius. 

This was the Clerk of an Office, whofe 
real Name Hiftory has not prcferved to us ; 
but we are told he was a Man of Intrigue, 
bold, enterprizing, and who wanted neither 
Wit nor Conduft. He firft appeared in the 
Province of Novogorod^ where he gave out, 
that he was the true Demetrius^ the fame that 
had efcaped from the Hands of the Aflaffins 
employed to deftroy him by Boris^ the fame 
who had efcaped from Zujki at Mofcowy and 
from the Snares of the Tartars at Coluga. Se- 
veral hundred Soldiers joined him, and the 
meaner People by little and little gathering 
to his Party, he was almoft aftoniflied himfelf 
to find how ftrong he was grown. He car- 
ried his Boldnefs fo far as to fend an Am- 

baflador 
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baflador to the King of Sweden^ to demand 
Succours from him, by Virtue of the Alli- 
ance between the two States, and publiflied a 
Manifefto to engage thofe whom he called 
his true Subjefts to return to their Obedi- 
ence. 

The King of Sweden^ amazed to fee this 
Demetrius aridng every Moment, like another 
Phcenix, from his Arties, fent a Pcrfon, 
named Petreius^ who was very well acquaint- 
ed with the firft Demetrius^ or Crijka Utropo- 
ja^ to examine who he was. The new De* 
wetrita^ apprized of this, feigned himfelf put 
of Order, and fcnt the Swedfjh Minifter to 
his principal Secretary, who was then at Iwa- 
nogorodj where all the Country had acknow- 
ledged him. Pelrehis defired him to acquaint 
his Mafter, that he had fecret Affairs, of 
great Importance, to communicate to him; 
but it was of greater Importance to him not 
to be feen •, wherefore the Swede was obliged 
to go away without fpeaking to him, and 
without determining any Thing. 

King Sigismund had balanced, for fome 
Time, whether or no he (hould confent to 
his Son's accepting the Crown of Rujui. His 
Ambition was to make that Empire a con- 
quered Country, and although he had pro- 
mifcd that Pf^adijlaus (hould foon go to Mof^ 
cow to receive the Homage of his new Sub- 
jeds, yet he did not much haften his Depar^^ 
ture, but in his Stead fent fuch a Number of 
Polanders into the Country, that there were 
reckoned above ten thoufand in the City of 
Mofcow alone, in a Condition to revenge the 
Blood of their Countrymen, which had been

had a Town almoft depopulated, and reduced

j The Poland£RS condnually reprefented 

i . to their Kin^ that the Ruffums fought only 

how they might deceive diem, and that it 
j would be more glorious for him to be the 

I Conqueror of the Country, than only Father 

j of the Czar. He deferred, fiom Day to 

Day, the Departure of his Son \ but in the 
mean Time, StaniJIaus SelkouJU^ the Polifi 
General, had received the Oath of Allegiance 
from the Ruffians^ in the Name of WhdiJIaus^ 
and they had permitted him to put a thou- 
fand Men in Garifon in the Caftle oiMofam. 
The continued Delays of the Departure of 
IVladiJlaus^ die Infolence of the Polanders^ 
who had forgot how much their Licemiouf- 
nefs had coft them fome Years beforp, and 
the Impatience of the Rujfiaiis^ who faw no 
End of their Miferies, all together fpurred 
them on to meet in great Numbers in the 
Place before the Caftlc, on the 24th of Jo- 
nuarf^ 161 1, where they loudly complained 
of the Outrages they had received from the 
Poles^ who ought to have protedlcd and de- 
fended 
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fended thehi, adding at the fame Time, that 
they ihould be forced to ufe thofe Remedies 
that Nature had put into their Hands, for 
their Safety, if fome better Courfe were not 
taken. General Solkoujki did all that was in 
his Power to appeafe them, and even fevere- 
ly chaftixed fome of the Polanders^ who were 
the moft culpable r But this did not fatisfy 
the Rs(J}ians ; and the Polanders^ apprehend* . 
ing a general Infurreftion, redoubled their 
Guards,^ poffefled thcmfelves of the principal 
Streets, and forbad the Ruffians to affemble 
or bear Arms. This incenfed them fo, that 
they all rofe, and met together in feveral 
Parts of the City, on Purpofc to oblige the • 

Polanders to divide their Forces. Thofe who 
did not think themfelves ftrong enough to 
relift them, had Recourfe to an horrible Me- 
thod to divert their Enemies. Mcfctnvy at 
that Time, contained above an hundred and 
eighty thoufand Houfcs, the Polanders fet 
Fire to three or four Parts of the Town at 
once, and while the Ruffians ran to the Aflif- 
tance of their Wives and Children, they fell 
upon tliem on all Sides, and made fo horrid 
a Slaughter, that that, together with the Fire^ 
had defhoyed near two hundred thoufand 
Souls, with the grcateft Part of the Houfes 
in the City. The Czar's Treafury was plun- 
dered, as well as the Churches and Convents, 
from whence the Polanders drew an incredible 
Quantity of Gold, Silver, and precious Stones, 
which tliey fent into their own Country, and 
the common Men got fo much Booty, and fo 
rich, that, it is faid, fbm^ of them loaded 
their Piftob with large round Pearls.

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In this Manner the P§hmdirs remained 

I Maften for fifteen Days, when Zacbary Up- 

I penow^ putting himfelf at the Head of a 

I good Army, came and befieged tliem in the 

\ Caftle, King Sigifimmd^ who, as has been 

■^ faid before, had taken Smolenjko^ might have 

{; fent them Succours without much Difiiculty, 

I' and put Things upon a good Footing in Ruf- 

fia^ but he returned into Poland^ without 

I fending the Befieged any Afiiftance, either in 

Men or Money. The Polandersy therefore, 

to the Number of feven thoufand, having 

left a Garifbn in the Caftle, left Mofcow^ and 

coming to their King, obliged him to ad* 

. vance their Pay. 

At length Sigifmund undertook in good 
I eameft, to re-eftabli(h his Affairs in this Em- 

pire ; but none of his Defigns fucceeded, on 
I Account of the Jealoufy of his Generals ; fo 

! that at length Uppenow^ who kept the Caftle 

befieged, reduced it by Hunger ; and when 
that had furrcndered, the King of Poland 
loft all that he had in Ruffia. 

When the Boyars and Senators faw the 
State a little in Repofe, it was propofed to pro- 
ceed to die Election of a new Czar, as the 
Throne had been declared vacant by Whdif- 
lau^^ not coming to accept the Crown. In the 
firft AlTcmbly that convened upon thisAccount, 
it was recommended by Ibme of the Mem* 
bers to the reft, above all Things, to have a 
Regard for the Welfare of their Country in 
giving their Votes, fo that all new Troubles 
might be avoided ; and they admonifhed 
them, that though the Intention of thofc 
who were for promoting the Intereft of a fo^ 
I reign 
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reign Prince might be good, and believed by 
them to be for the Advantage of the Empire, 
yet they might be miftakcn, and a foreign 
Power might bring Ruin on their Country ; 
but in chufing one of their own Body, they 
faid, they ought to take Care not to give • 
their Votes to any that had too great a Fami- 
ly and Relations, or who had been inftrumen- 
tal in the late unhappy Troubles, by which 
•feveral had made themfelves Friends, and 
others Enemies, and therefore might eafily 
be the Caufc of new Diflurbances. Laftly, 
they faid, that he who was chofen, ihould 
agree to certain Conditions drawn up by the 
AfTembly, and not be crowned before he had 
folemnly fwom to obferve them. 

After others had been named in the Af- 
fembly, who were fet afide, one of the Mem- 
bers propofed Michael Tbeodorowitz Romanow^ 
Son of the ArchbiKhop of Roftow^ a Youth 
of feventcen Years of Age, who was with 
his Mother in a Convent at Cajlroma^ his Fa- 
ther Theodore Romanow^ or Philaret^ being at 
that Time a Prifoncr in Poland^ whither he 
had been fent on an Embafiy. This Propo- 
fal foon gained the Approbation of many, 
for in this young Man were center'd all the 
Circumftances above-mentioned, which they 
imagined neceflary to preferve the Tranquil- 
lity of the Empire, and make them a happy 
People. There were but three Males of his 
Family living ; he had not been concerned in 
the late Troubles, and his Father being a 
Clergyman of known Piety and Virtue, 
would rather advife Peace, than endeavour to 
excite new Divifions ; of which he had given 
M 3 a . 
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a VnoU by a Letter wUch he foufid Means 

to convey from his Fnfon to his Wife's Bro* 

lH ther Czeremeioff^ wherein he exhorted him, as 

a General and a Senator, eameftly to confidcr 
the Good of the Empire, and to perfuade the 
reft of the Senate to do the fame. 

CzERSMETorr having laid this Letter be* 
fore the Aflembly, it infpired them with new 
Refolutions at the enfuing Ele&ion, and gave 
OccaGon for naming the good Archbiihop*s 
Son, which Nomination, though none could 
objeft to, yet no one prefenc could fay any 
Thing as to the .Qualifications of the young 
Nobleman. The Cajlromian Noblemen, who 
were then in the Aflcmbly, had indeed feen 
him; but all that they could (ay was, that 
they looked upon him to be difcreet for his 
Age. The Affembly was neither willing to 
iet him afide, on Account of hb Youth, nor 
able to determine the EleAion in his Favour, 
till they enquired into his CharaAer, and had 
feen him ; they tliercfore fent twa Noblemen 
with a Letter to his Mother, defiring (he 
would fend her Son to Mofcaw with thofe 
Deputies. 

The tender Mother had no fooner read 
this Letter, than fhe began to weep, and la* 
.ment her Misfortune, in that her only Son 
muft be taken from her to (hare the Fate of 
b many Czars, who had been already mife* 
rably (laughtered, one after another. She, 
therefore, wrote a Letter to her Brother Cze^ 
remeioff^ eamcflJy defusing him to ufe his En* 
deavoiirs with the Senate, that her Son might 
be excufed, being too young, and incapable 
of fo high a Dignity, and haying no Rela- 

. tions 
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tions that were capable of aflifting htm with 
their good Advice, for the Benefit of the 
Empire^ as he himfeif, as well as they, would 
find, but perhaps too late; for which Rea- 
fons flie intreated him to prevail on the No- 
bility to cad their Thoughts upon another 
Perfon, more capable to govern both bimfelf 
and the Empire. 

This Letter, and the Report of the De- 
puties, caufed a great Diibute in the Aflfenfi- 
bly. Some took it amifs^ and thought it 
very unbecoming the Mother thus to oppofe 
the Will of the whole Aflcmblyv others 
confidering her Reafons, and that (he was 
not ambitious of having her Son promoted to 
fo high a Dignity, were the more confirmed 
an the Opinion they had conceived of him. 

CzEREMETOPF, though he underftood the 
Matter better than his Sifter, diflcmbled, and 
pretended he would not concern hrmfelf in 
ihe Matter ; but underhand he worked effec- 
tually to bring the Bufinefs about, and per- 
fuaded the Metropolitan of Mofcow to infill 
in the Afiembly upon chufing young Roma- 
mw* This Metropolitan,. expedUng to ad- 
vance his own Intercft by it, came one Day 
early into the Afiembly, and declared, with 
a iblemn Aflfeveration, that he had had a Re- 
velation, and that if the Afiembly was de^ 
firoua to have a profperous Prince to rule over 
them, they could have none better than 
youngr. Romanow. This pretended Revela- 
tion^ backed by fo folemn a Speech, had 
iuch an Effeft, that the whole Afiembly de- 
fired Czaremeioff to write once moiae to his 
^i&eCi, m let her Soi> come to Mofcaw. Cst- 
V* M 4 rmetoff 
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rtmetoff was afWud, that if yoiin^ Ramamm 
Ihould come to Mojcow^ man^ might dilap- 
prove of him, on Account of his Youth, or 
that, by his Anfwers, and Difcourfe, he 
mi^t give CXrcalion to the oppofite Party to 
raife new Obje&ions, which, by his Abfence, 
might be avoided, fince no one there could 
give an Account of hb Capacity ; he there*" 
fore anfwered, with a feigned Humility: I 
muft not oppofc the Will of God, nor the 
Opinion of the Aflcmbly : However, I think 
it ought to be taken into Confideration, that 
his Mother endeavours, with Tears, to avert 
it: I, for my Part, will be neutral in the 
Cafe, left any body fhould think I have more 
Regard for my Relations, than for the Good 
of the Empire, and that I may have a clear 
Confcience before God, and this AITembly, 
in Cafe any Misfortune (hould happen on 
Account of his Youth. 

This Speech, accompanied with many 
Tears, had fuch an EfFeft, that even thofc 
who before had been moft againft it, faid : 
Why (hould we ufe fo many Intreaties in this 
Cafe, fince we have fo full Power from the 
Almighty. As to his Youth, God, who has 
chofen him, will alfo protect him : Let us 
therefore no longer debate the Matter, but 
acknowledge him our Sovereign ; to which 
all agreed. Hereupon they went to the 
Church, and proclaimed him, to the great 
Satisfaction and Joy of all who were prefent, 
cfpecially the common People, who were 
mightily taken with the pretended Revela- 
tion. This was no fooner done, than they 
fent fome of the Senators to the young Czar, 

to 
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to intrtat him to come to Mofcowy in order 
to his Coronation, which he did accordingly ; 
and thus the Imperial Crown of Ruffia firft 
came into the illuftrious Family of Romanaw^ 
in*which it ftill continues with double Luftre 
on the Head of the prefent Emprefs Eliza- 
beth, Great Grandaughter of Mtcbaeineo^ 
derowUz^ and Daughter of Petsr ibe Gnat 
of immortal Memory. 
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[:^»^^^SlcHAEL Theodorowitz was 

^^' '^TiS ^i^d to the Throne of Huf- 

Jia in the Year of our Lord 

1613. He was a Prince of 

^^ ^ a moft engaging and fwect 

SSi'^^t^C£3 Temper, who delighted in 
the Arts of Peace, and was rcfolved, if pof- 
fible, to efface the Remembrance of all the 
Cruelties of his Predeceflbrs : As foon as he 
had notified his Acccffion to the King of P^ 
hnd^ his Father, the Archbifhop of Rofiow^ 
was immediately fet at liberty, and fent 
home; where not long after the Czar his 

Son, 
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Son, upon the Death of the Ruffian Metro- 
politan, created him Patriarch, and conftant- 
ly treated htm with the utmoft Refped and 
filial Piety, confulting him in all Affairs of 
Importance, and giving him the firft Place 
in all publick Aflfemblies, which greatly raid- 
ed the Credit of the Patriarch's Office, held 
in high Efteem before. 

'The Czar Mjcbael Tbeodorowitz began his 
Riign by appeafing all the Troubles within 
his Kingdom, and by ffa-iking at the Root 
from whence it was apprehended others might 
arife. For a large Sum of Money he en- 
gaged the Cojfacks to put Colnga into his 
Hands, where the pretended Son of thcfe- 
cond Demetrius kept his Court ; they likewife 
delivered his Mother and Zaverjkiy who had 
been declared his Proteftor ; the lafl: was im- 
paled alive, and the young Demetrius with 
his Mother, the unfortunate Daughter of the 
Palatine of Sendomir^ were both drowned un« 
der the Ice. The other Impoftor of the 
Name of Demetrius^ was delivered up to the 
Czar by the People of Plejkowj whom he 
had ill treated, and was hanged without the 
Walls of Mofcow. 

We have Icen before, that Cbarks King of 
Sweden had fent to aflift the Czar Zujki againfl: 
the Pclanders, But the iS^^Eism not feconding 
PenUts de la Cardie^ as they ought to have 
done, he retired, with feveral hundred Swedes 
and JFinlanders^ to feek at leafl: to make good 
the Expences the King his Mafter had been 
at ; he therefore endeavoured to feize on the 
Places that Zu/ki had promifed him. He 
preilcd the Rs^ums to evacuate KexMn to

PolTeflion of * Ladoga^ afterwards made him- 
' felf Matter of Kexbolm^ and, re-entring Ruf* 
j6f, went and encamped before Navogorod^ at 
the Time when they were deliberating at 
Mofcaw about dethroning the Czar Wladtflaus. 
He propofed Prince Cbarlcs-Pbilip of Swedm 
to fucceed him, and fome of the principal 
Men in the Country gave him Hopes, that 
this might be brought about; but having 
obferved the Irrefolution and Inconttancy of 
the Rpjfiansj he thought he might pu(h the 
Affair with a better Profped of Succefs, if 
he appeared in a Condition to be able to fup- 
port him ; he therefore attacked Novogorod^ 
and took it by AflUult. Thofe who faved 
themfelves in the Caftle were allowed to ca- 
pitulate, upon Condition that they would put 
themfelves under the Procedtion of the King 
of Sweden^ and would eJeCt the Prince of 
Sweden for their Sovereign, this Prince pro- 
mifmg to maintain the Greek Religion, and 
to defend them ayiinft all their Enemies. 
After this la (Sardre pur a Garifon in the For- 
trtfs, and took the Oaths of all the Ruffians 

who

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who were found in the City ; upon which 
the People of N&vogorod fent an Amballkdor 
to offer the Crown to Prince Cbarles-Philip j 
but while thefc Things paflTcd Cbarles IX. 
died, and his Son Guftavus Aiolpbus fuc- 
ceedcd him. This young Prince being very^ 
much embarrafled with the Wars of Denmark • 
and Polmd^ and not anfwering fo warmly to 
the Solicitations of the Ruffians^ as they ex- 
peded, the whole Affair would have fallen 
to the Ground, if la Gardie had not taken 
Pains to keep up the good Difpofition they 
were in. At length. Peace being made at 
Knaredbj between Sweden and Demnarky Guf- 
urjus Adolphus thought ferioufly on the Offers 
made by the Ruffians^ and believed there was 
the more Likelihood of Succefs, as all the 
Northern Part of the Ruffian Empire feemed 
much inclined to a Swedijb Prince. The 
King, therefore, receiving fre(h Inftances 
from the People of Novogorodj anfwered with 
great Civility, and affured them, that he 
would foon come among them, for he was 
inclined to take the Ruffian Empire for him- 
felf, and join it to the Crown of Sweden^ 
rather than to yield it to his Brother: But 
this was not the Intention of the RufftanSi 
who could eafily penetrate into his Deflgns, 
when they obferved, that he made no Men- 
tion of his Brother. For which Reafqn, will-^ 
ing to have a Prince of their own, without be- 
ing under the Power of the Swedes^ and not 
believing that both States could be well go^ 
ycmed by one Sovereign in the prefent Con- 
jundure, they anfwered Guftavus with much 
RefpeA, befeechiog him, *^ to fend his Bro-

The Russians had waited, withlmpati^ 
ence, for the Prince of Sweden ; but obfcrv- 
I ing the Contempt, or rather the Indifierence, 

I with which he anfwercd their ExpeAations, 

their Inclinations towards him began to cool, 
and efpecially when they thought they had 
Reafon to fufpe^, that Gtijiavus fought ra- 
ther to extend the Limits of his own King* 
dom, than to^ procure the Empire of Ruffia 
for lUs Brother, and afllft them in retrieving 

their 
. * J\Viv cattid Sltttdboarg. 
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their Ihattrred Affairs. For thefe Reafons 
they proceeded to an Eledion at Mojcmo^ 
which, as hath been (aid before, fell upon 
JyGcbad Tbeodorowitx^ in Spite of all the Op* 
pofition that la Gardie could make, who was 
adive enough among the People of Novogo* 
-rod to engage them to take a freih Oath to 
Prince Cbarles-fbilip^ whom the King, his 
Brother, at length fent to Wybourg^ when it 
ivas too late. 

La Gardie having received aconfideia* 
blc Succour from Sweden^ reinforced the Ga- 
rifon of Novogorcd. The Inhabitants fent 
Deputies to felicitate the Prince on his Ar- 
rival at Wybourgy and to intreat him to come 
to Novcgorod. But the Counfellors, whom 
Guftavus had fent with his Brother, would not 
confent to that, pretending that all the Places 
of the Empire fhould fend Deputies to fheWy 
that they were fadsfied with the EleAion^ 
and that the Diforders in the State (hould firft 
be quieted* The Ruffians perfifted, that the 
Prince ought to come and (hew himfelf at 
Ncv9gorody which had formerly been the Ca« 
pital of a particular Monarchy, and feparated 
from the reft of Ruffia^ or at leaft that he 
ihould CO to Iwanogorod, that it might be 
faid he had taken Poflelfion of the Empire. 
But they could obtain nothing : The Swedijb 
Counfellors kept to their Inftnidions, and 
the Rnffian Ambaflfadors retired, but not tilt 
they had confented to renew, upon the Crofs, 
the Oath of Allegiance to the Prince. 

The Inftrudions of the Prince's Counfe^ 
lors imported alio, that if the Ruffians wouki 
not do what was expeded ixom them,

too delicate^ not to fay inipoflible» widi fo 
few Forces^ which would not fail of expofing 
the Swedes, to the Infults of the Ruffians. But 
thenewCzar^ AUcJbael Jieoderawiiz^ was not 
reftiatned by the fame Reafons^ and the more 
Intereft the Swedes had in managing the RuJ^ 
Jians^ the more was he concerned to irritate 
them againft thofe who had kept from him 
fo great a Part of his Subjects; and the 
Swedes^ after they had conceived great Hopes 
of Friendfliip and Alliance with the RuffSans^ 
entered into a bloody War with them. 
. The^ Czar fent an Army into the Field, to 
recover all that the Swedes had taken from 
the Empire % and at the fame Time fent Mi« 
niflers tp England^ Gemutny^ Denmark^ and Hoi* 
land^ to notify his Accefllon to the Throne ; 
but above all, to make his Complaints of the 
Conduct of the Swedes. La Gardie defeated 
eight thoufand Rstjians^ who had been ad« 
vantageoufly incamped to cut off his Com- 
munication with Novogarod. Everd Horn be- 
fieged Jiugdoj which the Ruffians had fur- 
prized; and Guftavus himfelf came toNarva^ 
to affift at the Taking of that Town : In a 
Word, the Ruffians were diflrefled on all 
Sides. 

The King of Sweden thought he ought to 
take his Advantage of the bad Situation to which 
the Enemy was reduced, to make him enter 
into fome Negotiation \ and to this End cm^ 
ployed the Englijb AmbaflTador, who was then 
at the Court of the Czar ; but to give Weight 
to his Remonftrances, he came back the next 

Year 
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Tear to Narvdj with a Refolurion to befiege 
^lejkow ; but this Enterprize did not fucceed. 
£verdHom^ his General, was mortally wound- 
ed, and the Befieged fupported themfelves. 
^ith fo much Bravery, againft all Aflfaults, 
that the King, at length, for want of Artil« 
Jery, was forced to raile the Siege. 

The Minifters of England and France being' 
chofen Mediators between the two Crowns^ 
opened their Conferences with the Ruffians at 
CUbavay where a Truce was agreed to, and 
the preliminary Articles of a Peace, which 
^vas concluded the next Year at SieliovA, hy 
which the Czar yielded to the King of Swe- 
den^ Kexbolmi and its Dependences, with air 
Ingria. Thefe enabled Sweden to make a 
flrong Rampart on that Side of the Empire, 
and cut off* the Ruffians from all Conmiunica* 
tion with the Baltick Sea ; but thefe confoled 
themfelves with feeing their Commerce more 
and' more eftablifhed every Day in the fflUu 
Sea^ where the Englijh and Dutch Merchant- 
men came conftandy, and with whom they 
chofc to trafiick, rather than with any other 
Nations. 

The Czar forgot nothing that could be 
done to re-eftablifh Order and Tranquillity ia 
his Empire, and publifiied every Day fome 
new Ordinance, to remedy the Abuies that 
had crept into the Provinces during the late 
Troubles. There remained no Enemies with^ 
out his Dominions, but the Poks^ and they 
were too much employed by die Turks to 
give him much Uneafinefs at that Time i 
but as foon as their ''Hands were at Liberty 
on that Side, they bent all their Force againft

their Prince, Micbad TbeadaroxoitT^ he had 
not much to expeft for himfelf, he confented 
to an Accommodation, and concluded a Truce^ 
for fourteen Years, the Bafis of which was, 
I that every one fhould enjoy what they were 

j then a&ually pofleiTed of. 

I, Russia now found herfelf at Peace with 

j «11 her Neighbours, and the Czar in a Condir 

I don to put in Execution the prudent and fa-, 

lutary Meafuies he was taking for the Profpe*. 
rity of his People : One of the firft was, by 
marrying, to endeavour to provide for them . 
an Heir to his Crown of his own Blood, 
when it fliould pleafe God to take him from 
theni. The Lady, who was Miftrefs of his 
Choice on this Occafion, was Eudccia^ the 
Daughtier of Luccjan Sirefcbnew. Of the 
]hx)ceedings in this Affair, we have the fol* 
lowing Account given by Strabkttbcrg^ which 
may not be uncntertaining to the Readen 
n$CKmUu * The Czar having declared his Inttnrion 
odorowitV ^^ n^^rrying to the Senate, the Btyars looked

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out for the moft beautiful Ladies that were to 
be found) and fent them to Court: They 
were received by the Grande Gouvemante of 
the Courts and each of them had an Apart* 
ment provided fuitable to their refoeitivc 
Quality, till the Time of the Eledion. 
During this Interval^ they all dined together 
at one Table, where the Czar had an Oppor* 
tunity of feeing them in publick, and incogs 
mio^ in order the better to direft his Choice 
to one of this beautiful Company. How-^ 
ever. Recommendation had no fmall Share 
in this Matter ; becaufe in fo Ihort a Time, 
it was impoflible for the Czar perfedly to 
judge of tt&eir Humours and Pa{fions« And 
though he often difguifed himfelf, and wait* 
ed, among others, at Table, yet, in all Pro* 
bability, this could hot be done with fo much 
Privacy, but every one might have a Hint 
to be upon her Guard, and artfully to conceal 
her natural Temper. 

As foon as the Czar was determined in his 
Choice, the Grande Gouvemante only was 
made acquainted with it, and ordered to get 
Cloaths made for them all, and for the Bride 
a Wedding Suit. In the mean Time a Day 
for the Solemnization of the Nuptials was 
appointed, though none of them knew who 
was to be the Bride; and that Day being 
come, the new Cloaths were diftributed, and 
the Bride then received her Nuptial Robes, 
which made it known upon whom the Choice 
was fallen. They then all paid their congra* 
tulatory Compliments to the Bride; and as 
foon as flie was proclaimed, the reft were 
fiaAt home. . 

N 2 StRISCH'*- 
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: SrnsscRif swt the Father of the Czar^^ 
Cotifoxt EMdaeia^ was a poor NoUeman, who 
living privately upon his fmall Eftate» about 
two hundred Werfts from the City of Mfff 
eaw^ could not be foon informed of his 
Daughter's good Fortune ( but foon after the* 
Nupdak were over* the Czar fent one of the 
Lords of his Bed-Chamber to him with fuita- 
ble wearing Apparel, Servants, Coaches and 
Horfes, and every Thing neceflary to convey" 
him and his whole Family to Mofcaw. When 
the Ijord came to his Soit, he round Sirefclh* 
viw in the Fields, where he himfelf, with 
others, were at Plough ; and after he had fa* 
. luted him in the Name of the Czar, and Cza«. 
rina his Daughter, he acquainted him it was 
their Defire he fliould come to Mofcow. This 
Compliment very much furprized honeft 
StrefcbneWj who thought the Lord only jefted 
with him ; his Anfwer, therefore, was : My 
Lord, I do not know you, however I fee you 
are one of our Great Czar^s Cburt ; I am but 
a poor Nobleman, and think it no Shame to 
maintain myfelf and Family in the Manner 
you fee, therefore I beg you would not hin- 
der me from taking the Advantage of the 
fair Weather. But the Lord delivering him 
a Letter fiom his Daughter the Czarina^ 
which he defired him to read, and to go 
homc^ and accept of the P^fents he had left 
for him there, he was, at length, convinced 
it was no Jeft : Upon which he fet out for 
Mofcow^ where he was created a Boyar^ and 
the Family continues in great Efteem to this 
13ay. 

Thi 
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' The Czarina Eudocia was as virtuous and 
gracious, as. (he was fair, and, by her pru« . 
dent Condu&, flic gained the Love of the 
whole Nation. In the iirft Year flie had a 
Daughter, and afterwards fucceflively three 
more. The Czar, who took it very much to 
Heart, that flie had not bore him a Son, had 
fome Thoughts of being divorced from her; 
but his Mother prevailed upon the Senate to 
endeavour to divert him from fuch a Refolu- 
tion ; and they fucceeded fo well, that he al- 
tered his Mind ; the Czarina bringing forth 
Prince jHexis^ the very next Year after, fe-. 
cured the Char's AfFedions to her, which 
continued till they were parted by Death. 

A SHORT Time after the Birth of the 
Czarewitz Jlfxis^ two Ambafladors arrived at 
Mo/caw from the States-General of the United 
Provinces ; the one M. yflierl Conrad^ Burgo- 
Mafter of Anifterdam j and the othe M. John 
Vehdriel^ Magiftrate of Doccum. The Mer- . 
chants of Holland had for fome Years found 
the Way to trade to Archangel^ as well as the 
Englijb\ their TrafHck confifVed chieSy in ex^ 
porting Tallow, Saltpetre, Com, and fome 
Sort of Skins from thence ; but the jealous 
Englijb did what they could to obftrud their • 
Commerce ; however, they had fettled fome 
Factors there \ notwithftanding which» they 
found great Difficulties to bring any Corn 
from thence, on Account of the great Duties 
which the Swedes^ who were Mailers of the 
JSaliuiSea^ obliged them to pay ; and there 
being a great Scarcity^ at this Time, in the 
United Provinces, the States-GeneraU at the 
Rcqueft of fevcral Merchants, were come ta 
N 3 a 
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t Refoludon to fend a folemn Embafly to die ; 
Czar, to endeavour to gain fome new Advan^ 
tages with lefpeft to this Ardcle. 

These Ambailadon went out of the Tixd 
on the nth of June 1630, armred at Arcb-^ 
migel on the 20th of Augufi^ and departed 
from thenoe^ for their Journey to Mofcaw^ on 
the Sthdf ^/;^/^i9^^. On the loth of JVSyvMf* 
h& they arrived at Rcjfakim^ about a League 
Difiance from Me/caw upon the Torus : There 
the Czar fent to compliment them, by the 
Boyar Jolm Tbeodorowitz mamadanoff^ who 
had been Governor of Vergoturia in Siberia^ 
and hy the Secretary John Gregoriwitz Ftrene^ 
fiff^ accompanied by Ibme hundred of Knezes 
and Boyars on Horfeback, magnificendy ap- 
pareled. They made their publick Entry into 
MoTcaw in two Sledge of the Czar^s, and 
had all the (ame Honours done them as to 
Ambaflfadors of CrownM Heads. On the 24th 
of the fame Month they had their Audience 
of the* Czar. In the grand Proceffion to 
which they were preceded by near fix hun* 
dred Pcrfons^ who carried the Piefents de- 
figned for the Czar, the Patriarch, and 
die Czarewitz, which confided of Arms, 
Jewels, and rich Stuffs: Their Gendemen 
were mounted on white * Argamaks^ and 
marched two and two before thofe who pub- 
lickly carried the credential Lettcis. The 
Ambafludors were in a Sledge of the Czar's 
lined witli crimfon Satin, and the two Prifiafs^ 
or Int^odu^5tors, were each in a Sledge befide 
rhem. l^hey were conduced in this Manner 
- to 

• ^ nt Pcrfian Ikrfii in tie Czar's Stalks fi taHei. 
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to Kremlin^ or the Czar's Palace, through all 
the Garifon under Arms, drawn up in Ranks 
for that Purpofe. They were received at the 
Entrance of the Hall of Audience, by the 
Knez John Micbaehwitz Boratinjkoyy and by 
the Diack.^ or Secretary, Mikitof Speridonow. 
When they entered, . the Commandant of the 
Caftle • proclaimed with a loud Voice, that 
they were the Ambaffadors from the Mofl: 
High and Mighty Lords the States-General^ 
and from the Great Prince of Orange. The 
I Czar was upon his Throne, with his Crown 

\ on his Head, enriched with large Diamonds 

\ and Pearls; the Sceptre in his Hand, and 

j cloathed with a Robe finely embroidered with 

i Gold : On his right Hand was the Patriarch^ 

1 his Father, in the Habit of an Ecclefiaftick* 

I having on his Head a. Globe of Gold fur- 

^ -mounted with a Crofs ; at his left Hand wa» 

I a gilt Pyramid, upon which was a Crown to 

reprefent the Czarewitz 5 at the Feet of the 
Czar were four Stolnicksy or Pages of the Ta- 
ble, in white Robes and white Bonnets, with 
Chains of Gold about their Necks, and a 
Oofs hanging on their Breafts, having each a 
golden Hatchet on their Shoulders. All 
round the Hall were feated the Knezes, Mi- 
nifters, Boyars, and fifteen Bifhops in their 
pontifical Robes* 

When the Ambafiadors came near the 
Throne, the Chancellor declared to them, 
that his Majefty allowed them the Honour of 
killing his Hand : They delivered their Cre- 
dentials, and made a long Speech, in which, 
^ among other Things, they congratulated his 
* Czariih Majeftyt in the Name of their High 
i' . N 4 Mighti* 
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MighdndTes^ and the PHnce of Ormige^ up- 
on the Birth of the Czarewitz. 
' This Emhafly gave the Czar Occalion to 
fend one, b his Turn, to their High Mighti- 
nefles, and the fooner, becaufe the Truce 
which he had made with the King of Pchaid 
being near at an End, he forefaw that he 
ihould have need of the Arms, and other 
Ammunition, which their High Mighti- 
neflfes had nude him an Offer of, by their 
Ambafladors, to obtain what they were fent 
to demand, with refpeft to the Contraft of 
Com. The Czar named, for this Charge, 
Gregory Andrewiiz OleiHew^ Gentleman of his 
Bed-Chamber, and Secretary Gregory Lana- 
%owttZy who arrived at the Hagtu on the 28th 
of OHoher 1631. 

The King of Poland had not religioufly 
obferved the Truce of fourteen Years, con- 
.eluded at Diwelina ; for Prince Wladijlaus had 
not only maintained the Title of Czar, which 
by" the Treaty he was to have relinquifhed, 
but the Polijb Troops continually made In- 
curfions into the RuJJtM Provinces which are 
on the Borders of Poland^ where from Time 
to Time they had feized on feveral Places 
which they found commodious for them. 
' -Whatever Complaints were made by the 
Czar, or his Weyvodcs, to the King, or the 
Diet of Poland^ they could never obuin the 
Jeaft Satisfaction. This unjuft Procedure 
made the Czar rcfolve to declare War with 
Polaudy without waiting for the End of the 
Truce,, and the rather as he had received 
.AmbaiTadors from Sweden^ and the Grand 
Seignior, who Icemed likewifd highly exaf- 
^ > pcrated 
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'peratcd againft Poland. The Czar had more- 
over Rcalon to be diflatisfied with the Po- 
landers on Account of Religion, fince they 
were continually fending Roman Catbolick 
Priefts into his Dominions, who, according 
to their Cuftom, took the Authority upon 
them to damn all thofe who were not of 
their Sed, how good Chriftians foever in all 
other Refpe£b, and ufing all the Methods 
they could think of to eftablifh Popery in 
RuJJia. 

Before the Czar's Ambafladors arrived in 
Holland^ he had fent an Officer, named Lijfy^ 
with Oixlers to purchafe Arms and Ammuni- 
tion, and to raile Troops ; and the Ambafla- 
dors, when they came, demanded Succouis 
of Men and Money; but the Republick, 
drained by a War of fixty Years againft 
Spain^ were not in a Condition to comply 
with their Requefts, and part with any Mo- 
ney ; but they granted all that was in their 
Power, the liberty of purchafing, and car- 
rying away what Arms and Ammunition they 
would, without paying the ufual Duties, on 
fuch Accounts,, accruing to the Government. 

How juft foever the War was, which the 
Czar declared againft P^/^i, it was not fuc- 
ceisful. An Army of an hundred thoufand 
Men bedeged Smolenjko^ but they were con- 
drained to raife the Siege, Wladijlaus^ who 
had fucceeded his Father Sigifinund IIL com- 
ing to the Relief of that important Place. 
This was not all, the Year following he re^ 
entered Rijffia^ laid Siege to Biilba^ and cm* 
ployed his Tartars to make Incuriions on all 
Sides. The Ruffkn General, MscImI Barif- 
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/nvte JiavMs and his Gimp M 
(hffoh were accufed of not behaving well 
before Smolenfl^ and loft their Heads ; hov- 
cyer, this Piece of Juftice did not rt-eftablilh 
the Afiairs of the Czar, who was advifed^ 
by his Cbunfellors, to make Peace ynxhWla- 
dijiaus; But this was not found fo eafy to be 
done, as could have been defired; proud of 
the Advantages he had gained, he was for 
giving Laws, and would not confent to re* 
nounce the Title of Czar of Ruffia^ but on 
Condition, that the Czar AOcbael Tbeodorth 
wiiTs^ fhould yield to him, for ever, the two 
Provinces of SinoUnJko ^nd Czemibow^ with 
their Dependencies. 

The Czar, a little before this, in the Year 
1633, had loft the Patriarch Tbeodarty • or 
Pbiiarei Nikiiiiz Rofuanow^ his Father, and 
principal, Counfcilon He had always, fo 
great a Refpedt for this venerable Prelate, 
that, befides the Rank he gave him next the 
Throne, his Name was always inferted with 
the Czar's in all publick Ads, which ran in 
the Names of the Czar Michael Tbcodorowiiz^ 
and of his Majcfty's Father, the moft holy 
Patriarch. As he had joined the Mitre to 
the Sword, having embraced an Eccleiiaftical 
life, after having been a General in the Ar- 
my, the affable and moderate Behaviour fo 
becoming the Minifters of the Alur, had fo 
tempered and corrcfted the Fire of the War- 
rior, that kis Manners appeared amiable to all 
that came near him. He had been an £ye« 
Witnefs to all the Revolutions that had hap- 
pened from the Time of the Death of jdhn 
B^Jilomtz^ commonly called the Tjranfj whofe 

Wife 
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Wife was hi^ Aunt. He had profited by all 
the Errors committed by the Czars Tbeodorej 
Boris^ Demetrius^ Zujki and Wladiflaus\ and 
from their Conduft had drawn fuch LelTons 
for the Inftru^Hon of his Son, as effedually 
made him appear without any of the Faults 
of his PredeceiTors, faving only, that he had 
fomewhat too high an Idea of his own Power^ 
which made him negle£b to cultivate thofe 
Alliances with his Neighbours, which might 
have enabled him to have executed great De- 
(igns, and efpecially in the Situation that Af^ 
fains were, at that Time, between Sv;edim^ 
Demuarky and Poland. 

The Peace between the Czar and the King 
oi Poland^ had not been concluded above two 
Months, before there arrived, at Mofcow^ 
Philip Crufius^ and Otton Brugman^ Ambaflfa* * , 
dors from Frederick Duke of Holjtein-Slefmck. 
He had built the City of Frederickjiadi^ upon 
the Eyder^ where he was willing to eftabliih 
the Trade of Silks, the moft important, per- 
haps, of any in Europe. He judged it pro- 
per to feek it at its Source, which was in 
Perfia^ to which End it was neceflary for him 
to maintain a Correfpondence between his lit- 
tle Court, and that of the Sophy \ his Views 
were to carry on this Commerce either by 
Narva^ w Archangel \ but that could not be 
done without Leave of the Czar to bring his 
Merchandizes through his Dominions, Which 
was the Occafion of this Embafly, that ar- 
rived at Mofcow^ foon after another f]x>m 
SwediH on the fame Subjed. The Czar 
.granted to the Duke of Holjlein what he had 
refufed to feveral 4Dther Princes, perhaps -be- 

caufc 
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bmle he was pretty well fadsficd that die En- 
<erprize would come to nodiing. While diefe 
Ambafladon were at Mbfiow^ the Czarina 
was brought to Bed of a Daughter, who was 
baptized by. the Name of Sophia. 
, The Peace which the Czar concluded widi 
Wladijlaus^ King tli Poland^ reftored his Af- 
^rs to that Tranquillity which was fo'agree-i 
able to his Temper» fo that having nothing 
to fear from innthouty he applied himfelf en« 
mely to regulate all Diforders in the Stace» 
and look inb the Concerns of his own Fami- 
Iy» and above all Things to provide for the 
JEducation of the Czarewitz^ who was to fuc-* 
ceed him in the Throne. He appointed^ 
for his Governor, Bms Iwantnmtz Morofou^ 
whom we (hall find afting a great Part under 
the Reign of his Pupil. 
. The Czar, Michael Tbeodarowitz^ was fo 
much refpedlcd by all his Neighbours, for his 
Equity, his Prudence, and his Piety, that 
there were feen at his Court all the reft of his 
Reign, Ambafladors from all the Princes 
about him, as well in JJia as Europe^ who 
courted the Friendlhip of fo great a Mo- 
narch. Even the Coffacks^ who were Allies 
of Poland^ were oftentimes, during the Reign 
of this Prince, forced to have Recourfe to 
Arms, to deliver themfelves from the Ty- 
ranny of the Polijh Nobility, and to prefervc 
the Privileges that they had acquired by the 
Services which they h^d done to PoUmd^ as 
well againft the T«m a^ Tartars. Thefe 
People feveral Times propofed to the Czar 
to put themfelves under his Protcdion, and 
aflift liim to ukc Vengeance on tht Poles for 

die 
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the Mifchicfe they had occafiancd in Ruffia. 
But the Czar^ a religious Obfcrvcr of Trea- 
ties, and preferring the Advanuges of Peace 
and Tranquillity, to the Tumult of War, 
contented himfelf with maintaining the C?/ 
Jacks in their good Intentions for Rufjiaj with- 
out coming to a Rupture with Poland. " ' . 

DcATH, at length, put an End to this 
Prince's peaceful Reign, on the 12th of Jufy 
1645, and which may be accounted the true 
Glory of a Prince, to the univerfal Grief of 
his whole People, who deplored his Lofs like 
that of a Fatner. Micbael TbeoJorowitz left 
but two Children, the Czarewitz jttexis IS- 
cbadmrntz^'wA the Princefs /r^»^, who was 
betrothed to a Count of Holfinn^ Cbrifiiem 
jyolmar ; but who died without being mar* 
ricd, in the Year 1656^ » 
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Prince, on Account of his Youth, he being 
then l>ut in the fixteenth Year of his Age. 

A FT E R the Coronation of the young Czar, 
the Knez Morofou^ to whom Michael Tbeodo-- 
rowitz had particularly recommended the ^ 

Care of his Son, changed his Office of Go- 
vernor into that of Confident and Prime Mi- 
nifter, and took upon him the fame Authori- 
ty in Affairs of State, as he had had over the 
Prince in the Life-time of his Father. The 
Czarina, Mother of the young Czar, died 
eight Days after his Coronation ; and as this 
Prince had a true Regard for his Mother, he . 
ihewed his AifeAion for her, by the Favours 
he beftowed on all her Family ; but it not 
being for the Intereft of Morojbu to have any 
Spies upon his Adions about the Court, he 
took Care that confiderable Places fhouid be 
given to all thefe People ; but they were 
fuch as kept them at a Diftance from Mof^ 
cow. On the other Hand, he brought to 
Court, and placed about the Perfon of the 
Prince, his own Relations, Friends, Crea- 
tures, and, in fhort, fuch Perfons whofe For- 
tune might depend upon his. 

Princes cannot fee, nor do all Things 
themfelves, wherefore a faithful Minifter^ 
who has the Interefb of the State, which 
are thofe of his Prince, at heart, is an in- 
eftimable Treafure ; a Minifter who ierves , 

the State as he ought, muft be more careful I 

of that, than of his own Intereft 1 for any 
Man, if he pleafes, may negled his own In- 
terelb, but he muft not do fo with Regard to 
his Counoyi we are to ferve that on its own 
Account, and without any particular Self- 

Lovc. 
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Jjom. It would lunre. been happy^ for the 
young QstTy if thefe had been the Principles' 
of Mtnfin. He certainly loved his Rince 
tenderly, but it was. too much with Regard 
to his own Intereft ; from whence all the 
Faults he committed. For he no fooner cook 
the Helm in his Hand, but his Ambition, 
charmed with the Ph)fpeft before him, fug- 
gcfted to him all Manner of Ways to main- 
tain himfelf in fo hra?/t a Poft, and to an- 
chor fo well, that ail the Storms, which En- 
vy muft ineviubly raife againft him^ might 
. not be able to overfet him. 

To fucceed herein, he employed two 
Means the moft efficacious ; the firft was to 
keep the Czar, as much as poffible, from 
concerning himfelf in Afiairs, by continually 
engs^ing him in Parties of Pleafure; the 
next was to provide a Wife for him, who, 
being obliged to the Minifler for this great 
Fortune, might ufe all her Power in guiding 
the Will of the Czar to his Puipofes. He 
cafl his Eyes on the Daughters of the Boyar 
Hia Damlowiiz MiloflanJIti^ who was very 
much attached to him, txit whofe Fortune 
being but very moderate, he could make no 
great Figure. The Daughters of thi^ Boyar 
were extremely handfome, cfpecially the eld- 
cft. Marofou refolved to marry her himfelf,- 
which his Mailer fhould not make Choice of, 
and thus he would not only become Brother- 
in-Law to the Czar, who for that Reafon 
would be the more engaged in hisPr^ferva- 
tion, but by the Means of his Wife fhould 
be able to infinuatc into the Czarina, and by 
her into the Czar, what he had a Mind to.

formed a Kind of Triumvirate, and for a ^ 4 

while governed the whole Ruffian Empire. 

During fome of the laft Years of tho 
Reign of the Czar Michael Tbeodorowiiz^ a 
new Impoftor had begun to (hew himfelf in jf^gtaerfek 
Poland. His Name ^z& Timjka Jncudina^ zJm. 
who was the Son of a Linen-Draper of the 
City of t ff^ologda. OUarius gives the fol- 
lowing Account of this Man. 
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^fmrtiaJ^ ' DxMico ANKVDiMilt thc Father of frntf- 
j^^TK^ *«t hwing obfcnred ioraewhat of more than 
-«fy»^« Qidinaiy Wit in hiin» had brought him up to 
Writing and Readings which having attaincdy 
he was looked upon as a very esKellent Per* 
ion .among tbofe who ha^re no farther Ac- 
quaintance with Learning. The Excellency 
of his Voice, and his Skill in fin^g Hymns 
at Church, reconmiended him to the Arch- 
bifliop of the Place, who took him into his 
Service ; wherein jtnkudinB behaved fo well, 
that the Archbiihop having a Kindnefs for 
him, married him to a Grandchild of his. 
This Alliance, which might have been very 
advantageous to him, proved the firft Occa- 
lion of his Ruin ; for he prefently began, in 
his Letters, to aflume the Qualit7 of Son-in- 
Law to the IVeyvodi of Wologda and VeUicih 
perthia. Having, after the Archbi(hop*s 
Death, fquandered away his Wife's Fortune,, 
he came, with his Family, to Mofam^ where,, 
upon the Recommendation of a Friend of 
the Archbilhop's, he found an Employment 
in the Nnazetveri^ that is, the Office where 
fuch as keep common Tipling-Houfes are 
obliged to take the Wine, (hong Waten, 
and -Hydromel, which they fell by Retail, 
and where they give an Account of what * 

they have fpent. Timojka was made Receiver 
there, but became fo unfaithful, that the firft 
Accompt he made, he could not bring in 
what was due to the Czar by two hundred 
Crowns ; and as great Exadnefs is expedted 
in thefe Accompts in Mufcovy^ he put his . 
Invention upon the Rack to make up the 
Sum he was deficieot in. To this End he 

went 
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Went to one of his Fellow-Officers, named 
Bafili Gregorowitz Spilkl^ who had chriftened 
a Child of his, and done him feveral Kind^ 
neflTes, when Occafion required, and told 
him, that one of the chief Merchants of 
Wologda^ one to whom he was very much 
obliged, being come to the City, he had in- 
vited him to Dinner, and would be glad to 
let him fee his Wife, intreating him to lend 
him his Wife*s Pearls and Rings, that he 
might prefent her in a Condition fuitable to 
his.Employment. The other comply *d with- 
out any Difficulty, nay, without any Thing 
to fhew from ^imojka of his having received 
them, though they were worth above a thou* 
fand Crowns. TCimoJka^ inftead of pawning 
the Jewels to make up his Accompts, fold 
them outright, made Ufe of tlic Money, and 
confidently averred to his Friend, that he 
had never lent him any. Spilki clapt him in 
Prifon, but having no Evidence to convift 
him, he could not hinder his being fet at Li- 
berty. Timojka had fome Difference with his 
Wife, .who often reproached him with his 
Perfidioufnefs, and other Vices too (hocking 
to be named \ fo that fearing, on the one 
Side, to be called to Account for what he 
wa^ in Arrear to the Czar; and, on the other^ 
that his Wife might happily be the firft that 
ihould accufe him, bethought him one Day 
to fend his Son to a Friend of his, to (hut up 
his Wife in a Stove, and to fet the Houfe 
on Fire, in which his Wife was burnt. 

Having done thus, he went into Poland^ 

but fo fecretly, that it was thought at Mof- 

.€Qw the fame Fire had confumcd him^ widi 

O 2 the 
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the reft of his Family. It was about the 
Year 1643, that Timofia went away; but 
hearing in 16459 that the Czar, or Great 
Duke, was to fend an Ambaflador to the 
King of Poland^ and that hb being at the 
Court of Wittrfam was known in Mufimif^ he 
went in the Year 1646 to Cbmtebiijki^ General 
of the Cojpuks^ and begg^ his IVotefUon 
againft the Perfecutions which he fuffered, 
upon no odier Account than this, that the 
Czar knew him to be a near Kinfman to the 
I Prince neodore Bafihwitz Zujki. 

He had Wit enough to carry on the Im- 
pofture, and had got fuch an Influence over 
Cbmielnijki^ that he began to grow confident 
ble, when a Mufcavian PoJIanicky named Jacob 
Kojhuj who had been fent to this Cojfack Ge- 
neral, knew him, and advifed him to return 
to Mofcow^ and endeavour to make up the 
Sum which was due from him to the Czar, 
which was not fo large, but, that having paid 
It, through the Interceflion of Friends he 
might get his Pardon ; for it was not yet 
Ibiown, that he pretended to be the Son of 
the Czar Theodore Bafihrnitz ZuJki. But this ' 
Cburfe he thought not fafe, and, fearing he 
might be fecured, he went, in the Year 1648, 
to Qmftantinople^ where he abjured the Chrif- 
dan Religion, and was circumcifed. He 
fiaid not long there, but fearing to be punifh- 
ed for fome Crime he had committed there 
alfo, he went into Itafyj and fo to Rome^ 
where he became a Reman Catholick. Thence 
he went, in the Year 1650, to Viemia^ and 
from thence into Tranfihania^ to Prince Ra^ 
gotjki^ who gave him Letters of Rccommen* 

datioou 
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tlation to Cbriftina^ Queen of Sweden. This 
Piincers received him kindly, and giving 
Credit to what he related, allowed him aa 
honourable Subiiftence. The Mufcovite Mer- 
chants, who were then at Siockbolm^ foon ac- 
quainted the Czar with the Impofture that 
was carrying on by this Man, who now ftuck 
not to give out every where, that he was the 
Son of Theodore BqfilowUz Zu/ki. The Czar 
immediately fent to Stockholm the aforefaid 
Kojlou^ who had feen him with Cbmiebit/ku in 
the Ukraine^ to defire the Queen to deliver 
up the Impoftor; but Timojkdj who knew 
that Enquiry would be made for him, was 
already got away. His Man, or rather his 
Companion, whofe Name was Koftkuj or Con- 
Jlantine^ having (laid behind him on fome 
Bufinefs, was uken, and fent chained to 
Mofcow^ where Timo/ka*% Mother and Kindred 
were put to the Rack, and fome of them ex- 
ecuted. A (hort Time after, Timojka himfclf 
was difcovered at Revel in Uvonia^ where the 
Queen ordered him to be arrefted ; but hav^ 
ing found Means to eicape out of Prifon, he 
went, by the Way of Holland^ to Brujfels^ 
and there faw the Arch-Duke Leopold. From 
thence he went to fFittenberg^ and Leipfick^ 
where he made ProfefTion of the Luiheran 
Relifflon, and writ himfelf his Confeffion of 
Faith in Z^/«. Thence he went to iVip/(/?^, 
in the Duchy of Holjtein^ where Peter Mklaf^ 
who had brought Letters fix)m the Czar to 
the Duke of Holjlein^ got him fecured. He 
was carried thence to Gottorp^ where he was 
well guarded, till the Czar had fent exprefs 
Order for the bringing his Perfon to Ritffia. 
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The Czar^s Letters to the Duke of Holfiem 
upon this Occafion, are infertcd at the End 
of this Volume. 

Oke of the Deputies lent on this Bufinels, 
wzsSpiUij the fame whom Timejka had cheat- 
ed of his Wife's Pearls and Rings ; he defii'd 
he might fee the Prifoner, and have Leave to 
ipeak to him in the Prefcnce of fome Officers 
of the Court. But Timojka behaved himfelf 
as if he knew him not, and would not fpcak 
the Mufcavitij but the Polijb Language, pur- 
pofely to gravel the other, who could not 
fpeak it well. Spilki afked him, whether his 
IVame was not ^imojka jlnhidina^ and whe- 
ther he had not robbed the Czar's Treafury, 
and committed feveral other enormous Crimes ? 
Timojka made him Anfwer, that it might be 
^imojka jinkudina had robbed the Czar's Trea- 
fury, or converted his Money to his own Ufe, 
but that he was not concerned in it ; diat his 
Name was Johannes Sincfifis^ and in the Polijb 
limguage Zuijku cunningly avoiding to hint 
at what he faid before, to wit, that he was 
Son of the Great Duke, John Bafilowitz 
Zujki. But when Spilki aflced him, whether 
he remembered not his Life paft ; the other 
derided him, gave him injunous Language, 
and added, that he could -not acknowledge 
him in the Quality of a Pojlanick^ fince he 
was but a poor Shop-kecpcT, and Seller of 
Pins, alluding to his Name, Spilki^ which 
fignifies a Pin-Maker. 

TiMosKA would needs one Day intreat the 

Duke of Hotftein to appoint his Chancellor, 

and fome others of his Council, to receive 

from his own Mouth the State of his Affairs, 

2 They 
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They alked him what Houfc and Family he 
was of, and whether he was of Kin to the 
Czar ; why the Czar perfecuted him, and 
wherein he could any Way prejudice him? 
He anfwered, that it was known his Name 
was Johannes Sinenjis^ and in the Polijb Lan- 
guage Zui/ki \ that at his Baptifm he had 
been named Timolbtus ; that he was the Son 
of Bqfile Domitian Zufjit\ and that he had 
beien fo named from a City of Mufcovy^ call'd 
Suia: That he was originally a Mufcavite^ 
but bom and brought up in Poland^ in the 
Province of Navpgarka Severjkbh^ and that 
he was hereditary Lord of Hukragina Severjka^ 
upon the Frontiers of M^wy; that the Czar 
was not his Kinfman, inafmuch as the Czar's 
Father had been but a Gentleman, whereas 
his was a Prince bom, and that was the Rea- 
fon why the Czar perfecuted him ; that the 
Cham of Tartary^ who was then engaged in 
a War againd the King of Polandj would 
have employed him in a War againft the 
Czar, but he had a greater AfFedtion for the 
Country of his Predeceffors, than to trouble 
her Quiet ; that it was in his Power to fend 
above an hundred thoufand Men into Mufco^ 
vy^ but that God, of his Goodnefs, had di- 
verted his Thoughts from doing any fuch 
Thing, He had wrote fomewhat to the fame 
Purpofe to the Patriarch ; for the P^tf»/V^, 
who came from Sweden^^ having entered into 
a Familiarity with him, had advifed him to 
write to the Patriarch, as the mod likely 
Perfon to procure his Pardon, he rcfolved to 
do it, and delivered his Letter to the Pojla- 
nick^ in which he wrote to the Patriarchy that 
O 4 he 
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he was indeed t Mrfc&viU^ and, at his Bap- 
dfin, had been named ^tmdily^ whereof the 
Word Timojka is the Diminutive. That he 
had had a Defire to enter Mufcmj with an 
Army of three hundred thoufand Men, but 
that he had been diverted from that pernici- 
ous Defign by the Guardian Angel of Mufc0* 
vj. That hereupon he came to himfelf, and 
was refolved to return into his Country ; 
whereas had he been minded to continue his 
wicke(f Life, it had been eafy for him to g^c 
cut of the Prifon at Neuftadt^ but that it was 
his Intention to return into Mujcmrf volunta- 
rily, with thofe whom the Czar had appoint- 
ed to conduft him. The PoJIanick^ who doubt- 
ed not, but that upon this Letter he would 
have made fuch a Confeflion as might have 
convinced aill who fliould hear it, opened it, 
and read it in his Prefence \ but he had to do 
with a Man, whom a fmall Matter would 
. not force to betray himfelf* ^mojka endea- 
voured to perfuade the Duke of Holftein^ that 
the Pojlamck was a Cheat, and that the Letter 
was counterfeited, that he had never wrote it, 
and to make good what he faid, he wrote 
another Letter, in a Stile and Charafter fo 
very different from the other, that the Pojk^ 
nick^ mad to fee himfelf fo abufed, flung it 
in his Face % whereupon ^mojka took it up, 
and tore it to Pieces. 

However, the Dlftraftion of hisConfci- 
ence was but too apparent in the Inconfiften- 
cy of his Depofitions, and the Declarations 
he had made^ both by Word of Mouth and 
Writing. For one while, he faid, he was 
the Son of the Czar Bafilowitz Zujki j and 

another. 
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another, that his Father's Name was Bqfile 
DomiiiaHy though it was known, that at that 
Time there were but three Lords of the 
Houfc of Zujkiy and not any of them whofc 
Name was Domitian. Sometimes he would 
be thought a Polander^ and would confidently 
maintain, that he could make it as clear as 
the Sun at Noon, that he was no Mufcovite^ 
and that there was not any Thing in his Per- 
fon. Language, or Manner of Life, which 
might perfuade the World that he was. In- 
deed his Beard was quite after another Fa- 
fhion than the Ruffians ordinarily wore theirs. 
He had the Latin^ Italian^ German^ and Turk^ 
ijb Languages fo well, as to be underftood in 
any of them, and he had fuch an Art in 
counterfeiting all Sorts of Hands, that it 
would have been difficult to have conviAed 
him by that which he wrote in his firll Em- 
ployment. 

TiMosKA perceiving, that all his Evafions 
would not ferve his Turn, fell into Defpair, 
and would have killed himfelf. For, b^ing Ti moska m* 
on his Way to TravemunJe^ to be (hipp'd off, dem%murs t» » 
not for fiom Neujiadlj he caft himfelf head-*^f?^^ 
long from the Waggon, and fhufflcd himfelf '^**"'^* 
under the Wheels, in Hopes they would have 
pailed over his Body ; but the Ground being 
Ibfc and fandy, his Fall did him no Hurt, 
and the Waggon was immediately ftopped i 
fo that he was put up in his Place again, and 
fo fattened, that he had no Chance of mak- 
ing another Eicape. He feemed to be in 
very good Humour all the Way, yet fought 
all the Means he could imagine to compafs 
bis own Death > but he was fo narrowly 

• watched* 
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watched, chat at laft being out of all Hope 
to efitA it, the Joy he had exprefled before 
was much abated. Coming to Nfvtgmvd^ he 
fell into fo deep a Melancholy* that he was 
?i become abfolutely difconfolate ; which yet 

hindered not, but that amidft the greatefl: 
Tortures, he exprefled an admirable Conftan- 
cy, if that refolute OblHnacy, in which he 
perfifted, may be fo called. 
/W jto#fr jirw As foon as he came to Mofiow^ he was put 
ar#. to the Torture, in the Prefence of divers 

Perfons of Quality ; but he impudently told 
them, that, of all the Boyars, he would not 
vouchfafe to fpeak to any but the Knez Ni^ 
hta Iwamwitz Ramarum^ and him only, as 
knowing him by Fame, and on Account of 
his Goodnefs and Courage, he ihould be glad 
to have fome Difcourfe wlthah While two 
Boyars were gone to find Nikita^ ^mojka de* 
lircd fomewhat to drink ; upon which fome 
Siuas was prefented to him in a wooden Difh, 
but he would have Hydromel^ and that in a 
Silver Cup ; but, after they had fo far com* 
ply'd with his Humour, he only put it to his 
JLips, and would not drink. Seeing Nikita 
and the other two Boyars come in, he gave 
them a civil Salute, but (KU affirmed, that 
he was Son of Tbeodare Bafilowitz Zujisj tho* 
it was plainly proved, that he was the Son of 
Demko Ankudinaj the Lincn-Draper of fFth 
Ipgda^ and that the Czar Zfi/ii had had no 
Children, and but only two Brothers, the 
Knez Demetrius Bafilowitz^ and John Bafilo* 
fjoiiz Zujkij who both died without Iflue 
Male: For of thefe three Brothers, who 
were fcnt Prifoners into Poland^ to the Elec- 
tion 
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tion of Wladijlau^y in the Year 1610, with 
the reft of the Czar's Kindred, the two eldcft 
died there, and the third was releafed, and 
fent back into Rujfia^ where he died fome 
few Years before this Examination of TLtmof- 
ka. It is true, there was another Lord of 
the fame Family, but he had left only one 
Son, named Michael Bafilowitz Zujki Scapin^ 
who died without liTue, when the Swedes 
took the City of Novogorod^ in the Year 
1616. 

While Tmojka endured the Torture, they 
brought his Mother to him, who exhorted 
him to acknowledge his Crime, He feemed^ 
at firft, to be moved at her Prefence, but 
perlifted in affirming he knew her not, no 
more than he did one John Pcfcouy with 
whom he had left his Son, when he quitted 
Ruffta. This Man reprefented to him how 
much he was to blame, for behaving himfelf 
fo in the Condition he was in, and told him, 
that he muft at lad pull off the Vizard, which 
he had made ufe of fo many Years to cheat 
the World, and difturb his Country, con- 
juring him to own his Son, and rely no Ion* 
ger on Elufions and Impolhires, which would 
only aggravate his Mifery, and bring a greater 
Weight of God's Vengeance upon him. He 
was fo niioved hereat, that he would not fpeak 
one Word afterwards, though there were di- 
vers Perfons brought before him, who had 
known him while he was employed in the 
Ncvazitverij or Tavern-Office. 
^ He was fearched, and found to be circum* 
cifed : The next Day they put him again to 
the Torture, but he would not fpeak at all ; 

*^ fo 
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ib they immediately carried him to the great 
Market-place, where his Sentence was pro- 
houncedt and prefently put in ExecuDon. 
They cut off, Ivith an Ax, firft, his nght 
Arm, below the Elbow, then the left Ijrg, 
below the Knee, and afterwards the left Arm 
and right Leg, and laft of all his*Head. The 
Members were fet upon Stakes, and the 
Trunk left upon the Ground, which the 
Dogs devoured in the Night, and the next 
Morning the Executioner's Servants dragged 
the Members to the Place where all the City 
Dirt was thrown. 

His Man Koflia was pardoned, becaufe he 
liad confeffed the Truth ; but, in Regard to 
Ills. having been unfaithful to his Prince, he 
was fentenced to lofe three Fingers of his 
right Hand ; but this Punifhment the Patriarch 
got to be mitigated, and forafmuch as the Re- 
ligion of the Mufcovius oblige them to make 
the Sign of the Crofs with the right Hand, 
he obtained the Favour of having the Sen* 
fence executed in the left, and he was then fenc 
into Siberia. The ^ame Day that Timojka was 
put to Death, an Envoy, who was lately 
come from Poland^ being to have his publick 
Audience of the Czar, was conduced thro* 
the Market-Place juft at the Time of the 
Execution, that he might be an £ye-Wime(s 
of it, and give an Account, in Poland^ of 
the Catailrophe of that Impoftor, who had 
been looked upon there as the Son of the 
Ciar Theodore Bafilowiiz Zujki. But this did 
not hinder the Polanders from afterwards pro- 
ducing another Impoftor, as we ihall fee* But 
to refume the Thread of our Hiftory.

The Triumvirate oi Morofou^ and his Col- 
legues, was fupported with fo much Impru-* 
dence and Haughtinefs, that the People, ac- 
cuftomed to the mild and wife Government 
of the late Czar Michael Theodorowiiz^ could jhe Offtejgt- 
not tell how to bear the Infolence of thefe •»# y Moa<K 
Favourites. PUffcou, in his Office, fold Juf- ^^^^^ 
tice, and not fatisBed with the Prefents which ^ 
he received with both Hands, he would re- 
duce the Parties to the utmoft Mifcry by his 
ftudied Delays ; and as to thofe who were ac- 
cufed of any Crimes, he had always falfe 
Witneffes ready to fervc any Purpofes, parti- 
cularly to bring in Charges againft thofe who 
were rich enough to redeem themfelvesoutof 
his Periecutions ; imprifoning and opprefling 
them, till they purchafed their Liberties with 
the Ruin of their Eftates, One of the Inftru- 
ments of his Tyranny, was Peter Tichonouitx 
Tr^riEviff/V/^/ir, his Brother-in-Law, who was one 
of thofe whom in Ruffia they call Ocolnits^ out 
of which Number are chofen the Boyars^ and 
he had the Management of the Ptjkarfe Pre* 
catife^ that is to f^, was Overfeer of the Ar- 
mourers, Cannoniers, and all the Mechanicks 
belonging to the Arfenal, who were very 
much opprefled by him ; for, inftead of 

Saying them monthly, as they were wont to 
o in Rjuffia^ where all who were in the Czar's 
Service were fo punctually paid, that if they 
came not the firft Dav of the Month for their 
Money, it was fent home to them ; he, ba 
the contrary, kept them feveral Months with* 
out it, forml them to compound, and to 
^ve Acquittances for the whole Sum, tho' 
ihcy itctivcd but fome Part gf ic* 

% B£SIO£ft 
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Bbsidss thefe Things, Trading was ol>< 
^fted, M<Hiopolics granted, and no Eoh 
ployment could be had, but by dearly pur* 
chafing the good Pleafure of the Favourite 
Marcfou. One got a Parent, prohibiting the 
farther Ufe of the ordinary JEtfr, purpofely 
to oblige the People to buy Iron ones with 
the Czar's Mark upon them ; but inllead of 
felling them at eight or ten-pence a Piece, as 
they were only worth, they could not be had 
under a Crown ; by which Means a vaft Sum 
of Money was raifed, becaufe there was a 
Neceffity for ihem to be had in all Parts of 
the Kingdom. Another contrived the Raifing 
« the Poude (that is forty Pounds) of Salt, to 

thirty Pence, which before coft but twenty : 
But inftead of making an Advantage of this, 
they found, at the Year's End, that the 
Deamefs of the Salt had fo hindered the Sale 
of it, that the Czar^s Revenue was not only 
very much diminiftied, but Abundance of 
Fiih was loft for wane of fufficient falting \ 
fo that had it not been their Defign rather -to 
opprefs the People, than* to promote the 
Czar's Service, they would foon have puc 
down that new Impoficion. The Inhabitants 
of Aid/cow^ who had lived very quietly under 
the late Czar's Reign, could not but difcover 
their Refentment at thefe Concuflions in the 
State. • 

They had their Aflemblies about the 
Churches, at the Hours when their Demotions 
brought them thither, and refolved, at lalV, 
to petition the Czar. And as no one fingle 
Perfon would, or durft undertake to deliver 
the Petition to him, tbey agreed to do it in a 

Body, 
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Body, as he came out of the Palace to go to 
his Devetion^ or on fomc Party of Pleafure. 
Their main Spleen was againfl: Ltponti Step- 
panowits Pkjfeouj and their Defire that his 
Place might be filled by fome Perfon of 
Honour, from whom they might expe£b more 
Juftice. They had their Petition ready, and 
fought two or three Times an Opportunity 
of giving it to their Prince ; but the Boyars, 
who attended him, took it from them, and 
making a Report of it, as they had been in- 
ftrufted by Morofou^ the Petition was not an- 
fwered, nor the People relieved. This hap- 
pened fo often, that the People at laft re^ 
iblved to take ibme other Courfe, and make 
their Complaints by Word of Mouth, on the 
firft Opportunity that fhould offer itfelf. 

On the 6th of Jufy 1648, they took their AgmaTm- 
Advantage of a Proceflion, which the Czar T^/** 
made to a Monaftery in the City named Sier- jyiJ^JJ^ 
tenJkoL The People were got together in the 
Market-Place, according to Cuftom, to fee 
him pafs by; but at his Return they broke 
through thofe who attended him, and, lay- 
ing hold of his Bridle, flopped him, and in- 
treated him to hear the Complaints they 
had to make to him, concerning the Injuftices 
and Violences committed by Plejfeou^ defiring 
there might be put in his Place fome Perfon 
of Integrity, who fhould better fupply fo im- 
portant a Charge, The Czar, though a little 
fiartled at their Procedure, ftill kept his 
Countenance, and feemed not a little troubled 
at the Grievances of his good Subjeds, pro- 
miled, that he would examine how the Mat- 
ter flood, and that they Ihould receive Satif- 

fadipn. 
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hSdon. The People defited no mpre. ukd 
were going away well latisfied with that An* 
fwer, when the Boyan Fntnds - of PUffiou 
would needs give the People abuGve Lan* 
guage, thnift fome off their Horfes, and 
ftruck others with their Whips ; at which 
being gieatly incenfed, they to pelted the 
Boyars with the Stones, that they were forced 
to make all the Speed they could to the Pa* 
lace, whither the People purfued them Co 
warmly, that it was much ado for the Guard 
to ftop them while the others got into the 
Czar's Chamber. This Refiftance of the &!r^ 
Dizes^ rather the more inflamed than abated 
the Fury of the People, who threatened to 
force the Czar's Lodgings, and take away all 
they found there, if Plejfew was not immedi- 
ately put into their Hands. 

MoRosou came out into a Balcony, and 
^ endeavonred to appeafe the People, exhort- 
ing them, in the Name of his Czarifli Ma- 
jefty, to go all to their Homes, and make no 
farther Tumult: But they told him, that 
they had as much to fay to him as to the 
other. Accordingly, fome went immediate* 
]y to his Palace, which was forced, ranfack- 
ed, and demolifhed in a Moment, having 
throvm one of his Servants out of the Win- 
dow, who had attempted to make fome Op- 
pofinoii. 

Their Animofity was fuch, that they 
fpared not even the Inuges of their Saints^ 
for which the Ruffians were always wont to 
have a great Veneration : But they (hewed 
fome Rcfpeft to Morofou^s Wife, uking away 
only her Jewels and Pearls^ which they threw 

into 
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into the Street, and frightening her, by telling 
her, that if they had not looked upon her, as 
Sitor-in-Iaw to the Czar^ they would have 
cut her to Pieces. 

From the Houfe of Morofou they went to 
thofe of PleJfeoUy Trochaniiou^ the Chancellor, 
and of all who had any Relation to, or De* 
pendence on the Favourite, where they found 
fuch Riches, that Pearls were fold by Hand- 
fuls, and fo cheap, that a Man might have ^ 

bought a Hatful for thirty Crowns 5 and the 
fined Sables, and gold and lilver Stuffs, were 
fold almod: for nothing. 

The Chancellor of i^i^, who had farmed 
the Impofition upon the Salt, was one of the 
Viftims to this popular Fury. He lay, ac 
that Time, fick in Bed, having received a 
dangerous Hurt by a Fall from his Horfe; 
but hearing .that Morofou*s Houfe had been 
ranfackcd, arid not doubting but that they 
would come next to his, he hid himfelf under 
a Heap of Wood, which was piled up to 
fcrvc the Stoves ; and to take off all Sufpici- ^ • 

on, he caufed himfelf to be covered with 
feme Flitches of Bacon ; fo that he had cer« 
tainly faved his Life, had he not been be* 
trayed by one of his Servants, who taking 
Advantage of his Mafter's Misfortunes, laid 
hold on a good round Sum of Money, and 
made off to Nijinovogorod \ but before he , - 

went away he difcovered to the People the 
Place where the Chancellor, his Matter^ lay 
concealed. The inraged Multitude took him ^ CAw/A 
out by the Heels, and dragged him down ^{J^^lj^ 
Stairs into the Court, where they cudgelled ]p^. ^ 
him to Death. The Body was thrown upon 
P the 
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die Dunghill, and the Houfe jplundeted of 
every Thing that was in it. 

While thefe Dilbrdcrs were committed in 
the City, they had Time to txuricado them* 
felvcs in the Palace, againft the Infolencies of 
the People, who continued in Arms all 
Night between the 6* and 7* of Jtf^r, and in 
fuch a Manner, as fhewed they only waited 
for Day-light to begin again. Whereupon 
Orders were fcnt to the German OiEcers and 
Soldiers to meet at their feverai Rendezvoufes, 
in the City, and from thence to come to the 
Czar's Relief in the Caftle. They marched 
with Drums beating and Colours flying, and 
tht A^fccviieSj inftead of oppofing, gave 
them Way, and told them, that they had no 
Quarrel againft them, and knew them to be 
Pcrfons of Honour, who approved not of the 
Peculations of the Government. 

The Czar, after this, fent out the Knez 
Nikita hcatwwstz Romanow^ whom he knew 
the People much refpcfted, to endeavour to , 
difperfe their Affcmbly. He came to them. 
Cap in Hand, and told them, that he con- 
ceived they ought to be fatisfy'd with the Af- 
furance, which the Czar had given them the 
Day before, that he wodld remedy the Difor- 
dcrs of which they complained: That his 
Majefty had commanded him to tell them as 
much, and to advifc them to go ever}' Man 
to his Home, tliat he might the better per- 
form what he had promifcd them. This 
Mcflagc was well received, and the People 
made Anfwer, that they were not diffacisfy'd 
with the Czar, but thofe who, under his 
Name, abufed his Authority, and that they 
2 would 
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would not ftir till tliey had delivered up to 
them Boris Iwanowitz Morofon^ Leponti Step- , 
panouitz Plejfeou^ and Peter Ticbonomtz Tra^ 
cbanifiouy that they might revenge on their 
Heads the Mifchief they had done the whole 
Kingdom. Ramanovo gave them Thanks for 
the kind Anfwer they had made to his Propo- 
fition, and told them he would acquaint the 
Czar with the Zeal and AflTeftion which they 
exprefled towards him ; th^t he doubted not 
but Order would be taken for the Execution 
of thofe three Lords, but that he could fafely 
. take his Oath, that Marofou and Tracbamjlou 
had made their Efcapes ; and for the third, 
he (hould be immediately put to Death. Ac- 
cordingly Romanow was no fooner returned to 
the Czar, but Word was fent to the People, 
that Plejfeou was coming to be facrificed ; that 
the other two (hould come to^the fame End, 
as foon as they were found, and that they 
might fend for the Executioner to do his Of- 
fice. He was foon found, being at the Caftle 
Gate with his Servants, whence he came 
about a Quarter of an Hour after, leading 
PUffeou to the Market Place, to cut off his 
Head. But the People fpared him the Trou- Ptssssov/ii 
ble, falling upon him with Cudgels fo outra- *• l^eaA. 
gioufly, that tney difpatched him in a Moment. 
They dragged the Body through the Dirt, 
following it with all the moft bitter Execra- 
tions that could be thought of; till, at laft, a 
Monk, whom the Deceafed had ordered to be 
cudgelled, cut off his Head. 

MoROSou had indeed made his Efcape; 

and meeting with fomie of the People who 

were fcarcbing after him, had the good For* 

Pa tunc 
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tune to avoid themt tilU by private Ways* he 

got into the CafUe again. And that it might 

not be thought that the Czar had confented . 

to the Efcape of the others, fome were fent 

[ after Tracbamftou to apprehend him, which 

i.; ! . was done near the Troitjfy Monaftery, about 

|; twelve Leagues fiom Mo/cow. 

'; On the 8"^ he was brought from the Smenjkoi 

\ Duor^ that is, the Place where his Mafter had 

TftACHAvit- f^ ^ Judge \ whereupon the Czar command^ 

rov mt9 ed his Head to be cutoff. This Execution 

Dimik. wrought fo much upon the People, that after 

they had been informed, that Morofou had 

been feen in the Country, and none knew what 

was become of him, they forbore any farther 

to prefs the Czar to deliver up a Man, who, 

! they thought, was not in his Power; and 

about Eleven o'Clock in the Morning every 
1; Man went to his own Home. 

! In the Afternoon feveral Houfes in the 

j Mttrosjki and ^werjki Quarters were fet on 

Fire ; whither the People all ran, with a De- 

fign rather to ileal than quench the Flames* 

which in a very ihort Time had confumed 

JgruiFir€ ^^^ whole Quarter of the City called Czargth 

mi Moscow, rod^ reducing all within the IVbiie-Wiall to 

Afhes as far as the River Neglina\ and then, 

I getting over that into the Czar's Taverns and 

I Houfes of ftrong Waters, it grew fo violent, 

that it was feared it would have buried the 
Palace itfclf in Aflies. There was no Body 
to put a Stop to it ; for thofe whofe Bufinefs 
it was, were got fo drunk, that, lying along 
in the Streets, the Fire within them, together 
with the Smoak of that which was then in its 
Way, in all Appearance, to bum down the 

whole 
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whole City, choaked them as they lay. At , 
length a Monk dragging along an heavy 
Burthen called to fome to help him to caft it 
into the Fire, faying, it was the abominable 
Carcafs of Pkjfeou^ and that nothing elfe» 
would quench it ; and, indeed, the Fire foon 
after abating, much was attributed to this 
pretended Miracle. 

Some Days after this terrible Accident, the 
Czar treated the Strelitzes with ftrong Waters ^ 
and Hydromel ; and his Father-in-Taw, Ilia 
Danilawilz Milojlaujki^ invited fcveral Citizens 
to dine with him, and fpent many Days toge- 
ther in Entertainments. The Patriarch alfo 
enjoined the Priefts and Monks to endeavour ' 
to compofc the unquiet Spirits of the People, 
and to exhort them to that Refpcft and Obe- 
dience to the higher Powers which their Re- 
ligion and Confciences ought to oblige them 
to. All thefe Means had their defired EfFeft, 
efpecially when they found the Czar had filled 
the Places of thofe who had been executed, 
with honelt and upright Men, and fuch as 
were deemed capable of the Employments 
they were charged withal : But Morcjbu was 
not yet out of Danger -, the Czar was rcfolved 
to endeavour himfelf to bring him out of it : 
He therefore took the Occafidn of a Procef- 
fion to fpcak to the People, having Nikiia 
iwanowiix Romanow by his Side ; and told 
them, that he was extremely troubled to hear 
of the Injuries and Violences done by PUf- 
feou and Tratbaniftou^ under his Name, but 
contrary to his Intention ; that he had put into 
their Places, Perfons of Integrity, and fuch as 
being acceptable to the People^ would admi- 
p 3 niftcr

nifter Juftice coually, and without Conrn* 
tion ; and that they might not fail therein, he 
woiild have an Eye upon them ; that he re^ 
pealed the Edift about the Impofition laid on 
Salt, and that he would immediately fupprefs 
all Monopolies; that they (hould enjoy all 
their Privileges, which, if Occafion were, he 
would augment. Whereupon the Bcoplc 
having fmitten their Forehead, and given his 
Majefty Thianks, the Czar refumed his Dif- 
courfe, and faid. That it was true indeed, he 
had promifed to deliver up to them the JPer- 
fon of Boris Iwanowiiz Morcfou^ and acknow* 
ledged, that he could not abfolutely juftify 
* him, but that he could not alfo rcfolve to 
condemn him*, that he hoped, the People 
would not deny the firft Requeft he fhould 
make to them, which was, that they would par- 
don Morofouy only for that Time, as to what 
he might have difpleafed them in; that he 
would be anfwerable for him, and durft aflure 
them, that Morefou (hould fo behave himfelf 
for the future, as that they (hould. have Occa- 
fion to fpeak well of him*, that if they 
would not have him be any longer of his 
Council, he would difmifs him ; but that he 
defired them to look upon that Lord as one 
who had been a Father to their Prince, and 
one who having married the Czarina's Sifter, 
muft needs be extremely dear to him, and 
confequently, that it would be very hard for 
him to confent to his Death. The Tears 
which accompany'd this Couclulion of the 
Czar's Speech, (hewed plainly the Affeftion 
Mo^osov he had for that Favourite, and fo moved the 
f^^md. People, that they all cry'c^out, Godgrani bis 

Ma* 
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Majefty a long and happy Life. God's and tbc 
Czar's Will be done. The Czar conceived an 
extraordinary Joy hereat, thanked the Peo- 
ple, and highly . commended the Zeal and 
Afiedion that they cxpreflfed for him. 

Some fcw Days after, Morofou appeared in 
publick, among thoie who attended the Czar, . I 

on a Pilgrimage he was making to the 7r^//- 
fly Monaftery. He went uncovered from the 
Cattle to the City Gate, faluting the People 
on both Sides with great Submiflion; and 
from that Time he laid hold on all Occafions 
to gratify and aflift thofe who apply'd to him 
on any Budnefs they had at Court. 

These Sort of Events, where the People 
exert their Power, are fometimes neceffary to 
re-ettabli(h that Juttice and good Order which 
infolent Favourites, and covetous and ambiti- 
ous Courtiers, have trod under Foot: And in 
this we find, that even the Ruffians^ how 
much they are 'thought Slaves on moft Occa* 
fions, can ufe deiperate Means to recover 
their Freedom, when the Oppreflion of bad 
Minifters grows infupportable to them. 

It was. not long after this Tumult was 
quieted before another broke out in another 
Part of the Kingdom, upon the following 
Occafion : It had been for fome Time, that a * 

War feemed almoft inevitable between Ruffia 
and Sweden^ on Account of the Diforders com* 
xnitted on the Frontiers of the two Sutes, by 
the Subjeds of both Crowns, who each left 
their own Habitations, and pafled over to the 
other Kingdom to avoid paying their Debts. 
The Ruffians made ^eat Complaints; but 
when his Czariih Majefty, in the Year 1649, 
P 4 fcnt 
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ftnt an Envoy, Boris Iwatawftz Pujkm^ into 
Sweden^ to Queen Cbrifiina^ and the Affair 
was examined into, it was found, that there 
were many more Swedes in Rujfia ^^zxiRsiJians 
in Sweden: Whereupon it was agreed, that 
this Tranfmigration fhould be forbidden on 
both Sides for the future ; but as the Czar^ 
by this Means, had acquired a great Number 
of Subje£b, he was to pay to the Queen of 
Sweden one hundred and ninety thoufand 
Roubles, Part in Money, and Part in Rye, 
and the firft Payment was to be made in the 
Spring of the Year 1650. Accordingly the^ 
Qieen of Sweden^s Commiflary, coming into 
Ruffta at the Time agreed on, received the 
Money ; and an Order was fent to Theodore 
Amilianou^ a Merchant of PUJkoWy to provide 
as much Rye as amounted to ninety thoufand 
Crowns, 

This avaricious Man taking this Opportu- 
nity to make an Advantage to himfelf, cau* 
fed all the Rye, wherever it was, to be feized, 
and would not permit any private Perfon to 
purchafe one (ingle BuOiel without his Leave, 
which they were fure to pay dear enough for. 
The Inhabitants of Plejkow were fo impatient 
under this Oppreffion, that they not only 
complained of the Covetoufnefs of the Swedes^ 
but charged Pujkin with Prevarication in his 
Employment, and Perfidy to his Prince: 
And prefuming that this Negotiation was 
concluded, contrary to the Czar's Intentions, 
they endeavoured to engage the City of JVo- 
vogcrc^ in their Quarrel, and went fo far, 
that forte of the chief Merchants having de- 
clared for them, the IFeyvode had much ado 

to 
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^o prevent an Infurreftion of the whole City. 
Both thefc, and the others rcfolved^ that 
they would ftop the Money, when it was to 
be tranfported into Sweden^ and that they 
would no longer endure the Contract made 
for the Rye, becaufe it would in all Like- 
lihood ftarve the Country. With this Inten- 
tion they fcnt three Deputies to Mofctrjo^ viz. 
a Merchant, a Cojfack^ and a Strelitz^ with 
Orders to know whether this Treaty was 
made, and put in Execution, with the Czar's 
Confent. 

Ik the mean Time, without waiting the 
Return of their Deputies, they ranfacked 
AmHianou\ Houfe, and tortured his Wife, to 
make her confefs where her Hufband, who 
had made his Efcape; had laid up his Money. 
The Weyvode came in Hopes to prevent the 
Diforder, but was forced out ox the City, 
and the neighbouring Nobility were invited 
to come in, and join with them againft Mo* 
nopolies and Patentees. The three Deputies 
were no fooner returned to Novogorod^ but 
the Weyvode caufed them to be put in Irons, 
and in that Condition fent them to Mofiow^ 
whither, at the fame Time, came the Wey- 
vode of Plejkowj and the Merchant AmiltanTw. 
Intelligence was brought, that the People of 
Plejkow had robb'd and abufed zSwedip Mer- 
chant, whereupon the Czar fent back the 
Weyvode, and with him a Boyar, to endea- 
vour to prevent any farther Diforders. Thofc 
of Pkjkaw^ who would not at firft receive 
them, at length opened their Gates; but it 
was only to put the Weyvode in Prifon, and 
affront the Boy^u-, who had the Imprudence, 

at 
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at to unfeafonable a Timc» to treat them with 
fo much Severity, that the People fell upon 
him with Cudgels, and purfued him to a Mo* 
naftery, where they beat him fo, that he was 
left for dead. 

. However, the Czar executed the Treaty 
made vrith Sweden^ but pud Money inftead 
of Rye, fending along with the Swedijb Com* 
miliary a good Convoy of Slreliizes^ who 
were to bring him to the Frontiers of Sweden. 
. He gave Order, ^ at the fame Time, to John 
Nikilawitz Gavenfkyj to aflfemble the Nobility 
of the neighbouring Provinces, who, being 
fupported by a good Body of Troops, be- 
fieged Plejkow^ and took it : The Inhabitants 
being obliged to make their Peace, by deli- 
vering up the Authors of the Tumult, who 
were put to Death, or fent into Siberia. 

The Reign of jUexis Micbaelowitz was 
troubled with feveral Tumults and Revolts 
of this Sort, which, however, did not pre- 
vent his doing great Things and maintain- 
ing two imporunt Wars, one with Pcland^ 
and the other with Sweden. 

The Kingdom oi Poland had been terribly 
harraflfed, during the la(b Years of the Reign 
q{ JVladiflatUj by the Revolt of the Cojfacks 
under the Command of the famous Cbmielnif- 
ki ; but it may be faid, that they drew all 
their Misfortunes upon thpmfelves, by their 
Manner of treating the Chief of the Coffacks^ 
and the reft of that wariike Nation. When 
Wladijlaus died, they had penetrated a great 
Way into Poland^ where they committed un- 
\ . heard of Cruelties and Devaftations, and 
\!cxf: fo powerful, that it was thought, that 

who- 
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whoever had the Support of the Cojfacks 
might be chofe SuccefTor to Wladijlaus. The 
Ctzx Alexis had then a fine Army on foot, 
which he offered the Polanders to employ for 
their Service, if they would give the Crown 
to him ; but they not liftening to his Propo- 
fition, he ufed Menaces, which had likewife 
no Effect ; for Frafice^ having interefted her- 
felf to place a Prince upon the Throne, who 
Ihould be devoted to her, employed her Mo- . 
ncy fo properly to engage the Cojfacks to 
withdraw during the Time of the Eledion, 
that ffie got the Prince John Cqfimir^ Brother 
of tnadlflausy to be chofen, on Condition 
that he fliould marry the Princefs of Gon- 
zague^ his Brother's Widow. 

The i\ew King would not meddle in the 
Difference between the Poles and the Cojfacks^ 
bur thought the latter fo much in the right, 
that when the Nobility prefled him to put 
himfelf at the Head of an Army to chaftize 
the Rebels, as they called them, he anfwer'd 
them, that it was not well done to bum the 
Mills of Qmielnijki^ or to abufe his Wife 
and Children. At length, the Cojfacks aban* 
doned before ZbaraSy by the Tartars^ their 
Allies, who offered to make Peace with John 
Cajimiry were forced alfo to make their Peace; 
but as a great Part of them could not confide 
in the Pcles^ they fought Prote&ion under the 
Turksy and fome under the Czar. , 

Although the Cuan Alexis had not been 
irritated by the Contempt with which theP^ 
landers treated the advantageous Offers he 
made them to obtain the Crown, he would 
Wi have wanted a Subjc^ for his declaring 

V/ar' 
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War ivith them. Smknjk^^ Ki^w^ Czermbaw^ 
which had been adjudg^ to them in the laft 
Treatj of Peace» were Lofles too confidera- 
bk for the RMffioffS to quietly put up with ; 
they had not gained them, but by taking 
Advantage of the forrowful Condition to 
which they themfelves had reduced the Em- 
pire, by palming to many Impoftors upon 
her; therefore had not the Czar the fame 
Right, in his Turn, to profit by the deplora* 
ble State in which he now found thefe mortal 
Enemies of his Country? <He did it with 
Succefs, marching a numerous Army of Ruf* 
fans and Cojfacks towards Smolen/ko^ which he 
iat down before. 

This Siege lafted long, which b not fur« 
prizing, when it is confidered, t^at this is 
one of the ftrongeft Places on the Frontiers, 
' and that the Polanders had fumilhed it with 
a large Garilbn, and every Thing neceflary 
to make a vigorous Refiftance, forefeeing the 
Rupture that was to happen between them 
and his Czarifh Majefty, which this Monarch, 
however, did not rcfolvc on without the Ad- 
vice of his whole Empire reprefentcd in Se- 
nate. After one Year compleat, the Town 
furrendered, and this Conqueft opened a 
Door for the Ruffian Army into the very 
Heart of Utbuania^ where they befieged 
Vtbia^ which held out not very long. The 
Rujfmns lived at large in this Country, and 
caufcd fuch Misfortunes, as were long felt in 
the Great Duchy. 

While this Army found nothing to (top 
its Courfc almoft to the Frontiers of PruJJia^ 
another Body more numerous, on Account of 

frcfh 
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frelh Succours from the Cojfacksy went on ^ 
with as little OppoHtion to the Banks of the 
BoryJlbeneSy where all the Province of Czemi- 
bowj and the important City of Kiow^ re- 
turned to the Obedience of their ancient So- * 
vereign. 

The Misfortunes that Poland laboured un- 
der, were very much increafed by the King 
of Sweden^ Charles Gujiavus^ falling upon her 
on a fudden. Jobn Cajimir had, with very 
little Prudence, endeavoured to prevail upon ^ 

Cbrijiimy Queen of Sweden^ to proteft againft 
her Abdication in Favour of Charles Gufia- 
vus^ her Coufin, and folicited the Archbifhop 
of UpfaU and the States of the Kingdom, to 
take this Step in her Abfence. Charles^ jufl:- 
]y irritated at fo irregular a Q>ndudb, entered 
Poland^ which he almoft entirely fubdued in 
lefs than three Months. His Folijb Majefty, 
having fome Apprehenlions of this Blow, 
had made a long Truce with the Ruffians^ to 
whom he left all their Conquefts which were 
not without' th^ ancient Limits of Rujfia^ 
upon Condition that a certain Sum (hould be 
paid him at different Times. 

Th us the Czar, Alexis NDcbaehwitZj havhig 
the Honour to have blotted out the Shame, 
which the Lofs of three fine Provinces had 
brought upon his Country, thought he might 
be at Leifure to apply himfelf to the peacea-^ 
ble Afts of Government ; but the Jealoufy 
that almoft all the Nations of Europe had 
conceived of the Progrefs of the King of ' 
Sweden^s Arms in Poland^ obliged him to 
come again into the Field to (top the Rapi- 
dity of that Prince's Conquefts. He had 

Reafon 
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Reafofi to complain of the Swedes^ who, ill 
• attacking their common Enemy» not fatisfyd 
' with fo many I^vinces, had, by a Treatr 
made between Magnus di U Gardie and Rod- 
vshil appropriated to themfelves the Great 
Ducby of IJtbuania^ which the Czar might 
look upon as his Conqueft. This was fufii- 
cient Caufe for him to carry his Arms into 
Careliaj Ingria and Uvoma: The Troops 
which the Czar fcnt into the two firft Provin- 
ces made no other Progreis there than rava- 
ging the open Country ; but were beaten in 
feveral Places. The Weight of the War was 
in Livonia^ where the Ruffians took Dmebourg 
and Kokenbaufen by Affault, from whence they 
advanced before Riga^ which they cannonaded 
for feven whole Months, without being able 
to make one AflTault, althb' they were aflifted 
by the Polanders: Magnus de la Gardie and 
Helvefdy who were in the Place, defending it 
with fo much Bravery, and in many Sallies 
doing fb much Damage to the Befiegers, that 
they were at length obliged to raife the Siege; 
after which a Truce was made, which was 
fome Time after changed, into a Peace, that 
was concluded at Kardis. 
JbmhfFj}^- Towards the "End of the Reign of Whh 
MBTRivt. dijlaus^ King of Poland^ a new Demetrius had 
appeared in that Kingdom. Mere Chance, as 
it was faid, had difcovered him, and he was 
ignorant himfelf of his own Birth : But it is 
more likely, that fVIadiJlauSj an ambitious 
Prince, who could not digeft the Lofs of the 
Ruffian Crown, had raifed him up, and in- 
ftruftcd him how to behave, that he might 
fervc for a Pretext for his declaring War with 

the

the Czar Alexis^ if the Cojfacks had not found 
fo much Employment for him, that he had 
no Time to put his Projeft in Execution, 
which was, as the Protedor of this Demeiri- 
us^ to endeavour to place him upon the 
Throne ; and if he fucceeded, to put the 
Crown afterwards upon his own Head. 

This Demefrius was a Cojfack^ and brought 
up among that People : He was well made, 
wanted not Wit, and fecmed to be about 25 
Years of Age. It is faid, that going into 
the Baths,^ in the little Town of Sainburgy m 
Black Rjilpay fome Marks of an extraordinary 
Kind were obferved upon his Back, that 
Dmieloujkij the Treafurer of the Crown, be- 
ing told of it, he fent for the young Man to 
come to him, afked him fevcral Queftions, 
and afterwards examined thefe ftrange Charac- 
ters ; but not being able to make any thing 
of them, he fent for a Ruffian Pope [or Prieft] 
who read plainly, Demetrius^ the Son of De- 
metrius. As learned Antiquaries every Day 
explain their obfcure Infcriptions according to 
their own Fancies, fo thefe Charafters were 
made to fignify, that this young Marvwas the 
Son of Grijka Utropoja^ the firft Impollor that 
took upon him the Name of Demetrius. It 
was faid, that his Mother, the Daughter of 
the Palatine of Sendomir^ had been delivered 
of him in Plrifbn, and that the Wife of a 
Cojfack^ who was in her Service, being brought 
to Bed, at the fame Time, had taken the Son 
of that Princefs, and given hers in his ftcad ;. 
that a Ruffuin Prieft having baptized the ^a 
of the Princefs, and feeing that he was likely 
to continue unknown, and pafs only for the 

Son 
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Son of a poor PcaCint, had imprinted thofe 
Chara&ers that were between' his Shoulders 
with a certain indelible Liquor. This ts the 
Romance that was founded upon the Charac*- 
tcrs which* without jDoubt, were put upon 
the Back of the Cojfack for the prcfent Pur- 
pofe ; and to render this Event the more mi- 
raculous, and make it believed, that Provi* 
dence had a greater Hwd in the Difcovery of 
this young Man, it was given out, that his 
fuppofed Father and Mother were both dead, 
nobody knew where or when, fo that fome of 
the Domelticks, with whom the Princefs had 
intruded the Secret at her Death,' had fought 
for them in vain. 

It is eafy to dcteft the Impofture of this 
whole Hiftory, if we recolle£fc that of the fe- 
cond Demetrius J maflacred by the Tartars at 
Coluga^ and the Manner by which the Daugh- 
ter of the Palatine oi Sendomir was deftroyed, 
by Order of the Cizr.ACebacl TbeodorGv;itz. 
Be that as it may, this Impoftor appeared at 
the Court of Poland^ where he was treated as 
the Son of the Czar till the Death of TFladi- 
JlauSj and where he had contra£bed a drift 
Friendfliip with the famous * Galga^ the Tar- 
tartan Prince, Prifoner of IVladiJlaus^ to whom 
the King generoufly gave his Liberty, that he 
might not lofe the Opportunity of afcending 
the Tartarian Throne, to which he was the 
next Heir. 

At the Death of WladiJIaus^ the Face of 
Affairs was entirely changed, by the Eleftion. 
of John Cafimir^ efpecially with refpeft to this 

* Tbi TiiU rfibi »fxi lleir t§ the Thma^ lih DsophiM 
im France^ «r Prince tf Wales i» Eogland. 
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'Demetrius^ who fearing he fhould be delivered 
up to the Czar, with whom the King feemed 
defirous to live in Peace, he retired to Revel^ 
and from thence to Sweden ; but not thinking « 
himfelf in Safety there, he went into Holjiein^ 
where he was put under an Arreft. 

We have already feen, that the Duke of 
Holftein had fent an Embafly to Ruffiaj and 
that one of the Ambafladors was Brugman of 
Hambourgj who, in a fecond Voyage, was 
charged with Letters of Credence from the 
Duke, in order to fettle a Trade of Silks 
yi'iihPerfia ; but he had abufed the Confidence 
of his Mafter, by borrowing large Sums of 
Mbney in Rujfta^ of which he could give no 
Account, The Czar expefted that the Duke 
fhould difcharge the Debts of his AmbafTa- 
dor; the Thing was reafonable, but the Duke 
had not yet done it, when a Rttffian Faftor, 
who was then in Holjleirij at the Time that 
this new Demetrius appeared, gave the Duke to 
underftand, that his Czarilh Majefty would 
remit this large Debt if he would, deliver the 
Impoftor into his Hands ;* which, upon thofe 
Conditions, was agreed to. The Impoftor 
was tranfported accordingly to Mofcow^ where 
he was confronted by an old Woman, who 
declared herfelf his Mother. The falfe De- 
metrius was profecuted as a Cheat, and a DiA 
turber of the publick Repofe, for which he 
was condemned to have his Head cut off, his 
Body quartered, and his Quarters expofed on 
fo many Gibbets. 

The Czar Alexis ufed all Methods to fet- 
tle the Peace of his Dominions, and made all 
fuch Regulations as he thought might be for 
Q^ the 
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theHappinclsof hisPeoplc. Altho* a Stranger 
to foreign Languages, yet he caufed an Epn 
tome of feveralSciences to be tranflated out of 
divers Language into the Ruffian Tongue i 
which he himfelf diligently read. He caufed 
the Laws of the feveral Provinces to be col- 
lected together in one Body; but for want of a 
good Lawyer to digeft them into Order, it is 
but an imperfedt and confufed CoUedHon. 

In the City of Mofcow he built two Sub- 
burbs, viz. the New and Old Mefchanjkoja^ 
and alfofcverol great Market Towns ; fuch as 
IVoldaj^ and others; all which were peopled 
by Utbiiamam and Poles: He endeavoured, 
indeed, to make himfelf more abfolute, and. 
to grafp more Power into his Hands, but with 
great Circumfpedbion : He was the firft who 
erected a Privy Council of Chancery, where . 
Caufes concerning his Perfon were heard. 
When he fufpeAed any body, he proceeded 
very cautioully, as well in adminiftring the 
Torture, as in Executions: But when any 
one was found guilty, he caufed him to be 
privately executed, as it happened to many, 
and no body ever knew what became of them, 
except fome few, who were tortured to Death, 
and fo found in the Streets, This Method, it 
is faid, his Daughter Sophia learned from him, 
in the Executions afterwards order'd by hen 

Tho* extravagant at firft, he at length be- 
came a great Qiconomift, and very much im- 
proved his Dominions Great Dcfarts he con- 
verted into Colonies, peopling them with Pi > 
foners taken from the/^r/^j anJ other Kaiior.s. 
He alfo intenra! to h;iv;- h \! j U*. ih in t:rj dif^ 
floiJLV'WlL.', o'j.;:^ lur v.L:di I'uipuix: he ilrnt 
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Maftcr-Buildcrs and Shipwrights from Holland 
andother Places % but Heaven refenrcd this great 
Work for his auguft Son Peter the Greats 
who fo truly merited the Name of Father of 
bis Country ; another ambitious Rebel, at this 
Time, giving a Check to the DeQgns oi Alexis. 
We have already obferved, that there were 
two Sorts of Cojfacks^ the one inhabiting the 
Iflands of the Boryfthenes^ who were named 
Zaporojki^ and the other dwelling along the 
Banks of the Tanais^ or Don^ who took the 
Name of Donjki Cojfacks. Thefe have been 
always under the Dominion of the Czars, the jj^ Sd^cf 
others in Obedience to Poland. Among the Stcvko Ra- 
Donjki Cojfacks was a Chief named Stenko Ra- *«»• 
zin^ who excited a horrible Rebellion againfl: 
the Czar. The Caufe of his Difcontent was 
faid to be the ihameful Death of his Brother, 
whom the Knez, George yilexozvitz Dolgorucki^ 
had ordered to be hanged. The Cojfarks are 
indeed Subjefts; but then their Subjedtion 
was voluntary, and they had always Officers 
of their own, whom they obey'd indepen- 
dently of all others. The Brother of Stenko 
Razin was Chief of the CoJfackSy who ferved 
in the Ruffian Army, in the Campaign of the 
Year 1665, againft Poland. The Knez Dol^ 
gorucki pretended to keep them in the Field 
as long as he pleafed ; but they, not ufed to 
be forced in their Afbions, abandoned the 
Ruffian General, and went to receive Orders 
from their own Chief; the Knez Dolgorucki 
took upon him to call this Chief to an Account 
for the Conduct of his Men, and ordering 
him to be arrefted, caufed him to be hanged 
with a little too much Precipiution. This 
0^2 was 
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was the Pretext of j'/««fo .Anny to arm againft 
his Sovertig^» but the principal Motive was 
to fatisfy his own Ambition, fince he not 
only ufed his Arms againft the Czar» but alfo 
againil the King of Pa^. 

He firft began his Depredations upon the 
River ^^^4» where he took all the fmall 
Shipping he could meet with, plundered 
them» and killed their Men, unleis they 
would join his Company. After this firft AA 
of Hoililicy, he entered, with an Army of 
CofackSj into all the Towns feated on the 
Banks of the River, or near them, where he 
plundered the Churches and Monafteries, and 
from thence went diredly to Jaik^ a Town 
fituated on the River of the fame Name, 
which divides the Kingdom of J/lracan fix>m 
the Country of the Calmucks: Having took 
tliis Tov/n and plundered it, he proceeded to 
the Cajpian Sea^ and from thence returned to 
the fyolga^ doing great Mifchief in interrupt- 
ing the Fifhery, and deflroying many Houfes 
and Villages. Thence he marched to the 
lown ofTn-kiy in Georgia^ and farther to the 
Frontiers of Pcrfia^ where he did great Da- 
mage both to the Subjedls of the Czar and 
tlie Schah of Perfsa. 

Th e Inhabitants of a fmall Town in Perfia 
being informed of his Approach, betook 
themfdvcs to a neighbouring Fort for Secu-> 
rity-, whereupon Stenko fent them Word, 
that they had no Reafon to fear, and invited 
them to return, afluring them, that he and 
his Men were not come to do them any Hurt, 
but to buy Provifions and other Ncceflaries 
for Jiis Troops : Upon which the People came 

back

back to their Town with great Confidence, 
and opened their Shops, where SttrAo and his 
Soldiers bought what he needed with ready 
Money for the prefent; but, upon a Signal 
given to his OJfacks^ they fell upon the Inha- 
bitants, and butchered them without Mercy. 
To ftop thefe cruel Proceedings, the Knez 
John Simonewitx Projoroffjki^ the Wcy vode of 
/Iftracan^ fent fome Troops againft him. 
Whereupon Stenko^ finding himfelf too weak, 
and apprehending no good Iflue, afked Par- 
don ; \9\i\z\i Projoroffjki promifed him, in the 
Czar*s Name, upon Condition thac he would 
make his Submidion, and demean himfelf, 
for the future, as a loyal Subjcdt Where- 
upon StenkOy with his Companions, went to 
AJlracan^ where they were kindly received; 
and, in Return, made many rich Prcfents to 
the People; they made a fplcndid Appear- 
ance ; for as they had rifled many Gentlemens 
Houfes, they had an abundance of rich Ap- 
parel, Jewels, and other Ornaments. Staiko 
Razin himfelf was not to be diftinguifhed 
from the reft, but by the particular Marks of 
RefpcA that were (hewn him, being always 
faluted by the Name of Batjkt [Father]. He 
was tall, and well proportioned in his Body 
and Limbs, fomewhat pitted with the Small- 
Pox, but not fo as to be unbecoming; he 
was of a (lately Mein and Deportment, but 
of a cruel Difpofition, as we muft fuppofe by 
the following Story : He had with him, when, 
at ytfiracMy a Terfum Princefs, whom he had 
taken Prifoner with her Brother. The Bro- 
ther he prefented to the Weyvode of /Iftra^ 
MX, but the Sifter he kept for his Concubine. 
Q.3 Being 
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Being one Day on board his Yacht, to divert 
himfelf on the ITelgay and full of Wine and 
Frolick, he was boafting of the many Prefents 
he had given and received fince he had been 
reftored to the Czar*s Favour: And, on a 
fudden, broke out into thefe extravagant Ex- 

Ercflions, fpcaking to xYitWblga: Wett^ faid 
e, thou art a noble Rher^ and out of thee have 
I bad much Gold^ Silver^ and manj Things of 
Value. Thou art hoth the Father ami Mother of 
my Fortune and Advancement ; butj unthankful 
Man that I am^ I have never offered thee any 
thing: But now I am refohed to manifejl nty 
Gratitude. Having fpoke thefe Words, he 
took the Princefs in his Arms, and threw her 
into the PVolga^ iii all her rich Attire, and 
Ornaments of Pearl, Diamonds, and other 
precious Scones. What heightened the Bar- 
barity of the A6i: was, that the Lady was of 
a mofl angelick Form, greatly admired for the 
Endowments of her Mind as well as Per- 
fon, and had always behaved with the utmoft 
Complacency towards him. 

StenkoIIazin, after fome (hort Stay at 
Afiracan^ returned with his Aflbciates to their 
own Homes, near the River Don^ and carry'd 
fcveral Ruffians with them, who had been 
bribed to join with them, by large Sums li- 
berally beftowed by Stenko^ and Promifes, 
that if they would follow him, they (hould 
. fare no worfc than he did. 

The Governor of Afiracan underftanding 
that fevcral Perfons, in the Service of the 
Czar, his Mailer, had withdrawn, and lifted 
themfclves among the Rebels, fent one We- 
deros^ a Captain of the Strelitzes^ to Stenko^ 

with 
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with Inftru&ions to demand the Ruffians^ and 
order him to fend them back, on Pain of the 
Czar's Difpleafure, which he might not fo 
eafily appeafe as he had done before; but, 
perhaps, be compelled to make Satisfaction 
for his former Offences and his prefent toge- 
ther. The Captain went to obey his Orders, 
and to declare to Stenko the Reafon of his 
coming; the haughty Cojfack would fcarce ad- 
mit him to an Audience, but when he began 
to infift hard upon his fending back the Men 
he had caufed to revolt from their Duty, he 
was fo enraged, that he drew his Sword, and 
threatened his Life if he dared to perlift any 
longer, and with that made towards him; 
but the Captain, being a difcrcct Man, when 
he faw himfelf in fuch Danger, ufed fair 
Speeches, by which he fomewhat pacify'd his 
Fury, and he only afked him, bow be darti 
to make fucb an impudetu Demand: Sball I tben^ 
•faid he, betray my Friends wbo baroe^ out of 
pure Inclination to me^ defer ted tbeir near eft Al- 
lies and tbeir Fortunes ? And fhaU I be threat en- 
id witb Lofs of Favour to hoot? Pritbee^ go 
telltby Mafter^ tbat lvalue tbe Czar bimfelf no 
more tban I do bim: And let bim knoWj ibat I 
Jball be witb bim before be is aware orCt^ and 
reward bim for Us Prefumption. The Captain 
was obliged to fmother his Thoughts, and 
went back with the Rebel's Anfwer to the 
Governor, who thereupon affembled his Coun- 
cil, and deliberated on what was to be done, 
perceiving, by Stenkoh Anfwer, that he in- 
tended to make him another Vifit : And fo it 
happened ; for^thin three Days he began to 
march towards the fPolga^ where he had eighty 
' i . CL+ Stroegs^ 
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Sir^egs^ and other Shipping pro▼ided^ fill^ 
with Ammunition and Men ; but did not a( 
firft commit any Ad of Hoftility. Th« 
\Vcyvode of Afiracan called a Council a f<s 
cond Time» wherein it was agreed, that as 
long as Stenk^ nude no Attempt, nor did any 
Violence to any Town belonging to*thc Czar, 
they (hould not oppofe him till the whole 
Fleet was got together. 

About fourteen Days after, the whole Fleet 
arrived, coniifting of a great Number of 
Sfrcegs^ with about fix thoufand Siretilzes^ 
well fiimiflied with all Kinds of Provifion and 
Ammunition. Sienko^ by his Emiflaries, had 
Intelligence of all their Defigns ; whereupon 
he fo ordered it, that fome of his own Peo* 
pie, whom he could beft confide in, ihould 
run away, and join the Governor's Forces, 
under Pi^tence of Dcfertion ; when they came 
to the y^mrjv Fleet, they feigned themfelves 
much difcontented with the Hardfliips put- 
upon them, and the Abufes they had received 
from Sienko Razin: Thefe Renegadoes were 
met with open Arms by the adverfc Party, 
who were in Hopes, by their Means, of dif- 
covering the Councils of their Rebel Mafter: 
But as ibon as they were under Sail, and al* 
mod clofe upon the Enemy, the Traitors, on 
a fudden^ fell upon the Officers and difpatched 
them, furrendering the reft, with the whole 
Fleet, into the Hands of the Coffach. Stenko^ 
having {o rich a Prey, immediately ordered 
his Men two Months Pay in Hand, with a 
Promife, for their farther Encouragement, of 
enjoying freely whatever they could make by 
Plunder. 

I Th« 
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The Governor was not a littje difmayM at 
thefe Tidings, and efpecially when he iieard 
how much the common People murmured 
againft him, and how laudably Stenko was 
fpokcn of, not only in Afiracan^ but all the 
Towns round about, which were under the 
Dominion of the Czar. The Strelitzes^ who 
had not received any Pay for a long Time, 
and had heard of Sunko\ Generofity to his 
Men, began to mutiny, and fo generally, 
that the Governor and Officers durft not op- 
pofe them by any rigorous Methods, but were 
forced to footh them by fair Words and large 
Promifes. 

Stenko Razin finding himfelfgrowevery 
Day ftronger and (Ironger, and that now, with 
the Ruffians under his Command, he had 
about Iixteen thoufand Men, he landed a 
Rut of them, ind fent fome to Czaritza^ 
and others to Czarnojar^ but he himfelf re- 
mained with the Fleet, where he was as high* 
ly refpedted as a fovereign Prince, and had 
the fame Awe over his People. When he was 
warm with Liquor, few of his Officers durft 
appear in his Prefence ; for it was a common 
Thing with him, at fuch Times, to behead 
a Man for a very fmall Offence, tho' the 
greateft Minion or Favourite he had. The 
meaner Sort were in no Danger from him, for 
they were wont to flatter him, and, upon a 
Wink, would difpatch their Officers when he 
had uken any Diflike to them. Thus, by 
(hewing a greater Regard for the common 
Men than the Officen, he became the more 
dreadful and fomidable; for the fole Com* 
mand and DireAion of the whole Army lay 

in 
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in himfelf. This alfo gave fuch Enooo- 
n«emcnt to the Rabble* that in the Space 
or five Days, after he had got the Aftracm 
Fleet, his Army was raifed from fixteen to 
twenty feven thouland Men, who were z 
mixt Multitude of Peafants, Slaves, Tartars 
and Cojfach^ and Men of reftlefs Minds from 
all Parts, pleafed with the Thoughts of the 
firce Enjoyment of Plunder. This vile Rout, 
Spreading thcmfclves over the Country, com- 
mitted many inhuman AAs, and murdered 
fuch of the Gentry who could not efcape 
from them, as many did, by difguifmg thcm- 
fclves in the Habits of Slaves. 

Stenko, being arrived to this Pitch of 
Grandeur and Authority, was as much puffed 
up as if he had conquered the whole Empire ; 
it is true, he rcfufcd the Title of King or Em- 
peror, faying, that his Puipofe was not to rule 
as a Loid, but to live with his Companions 
as a Brother, and to pull down that Tyranny 
and OppreflTion which they, for many Years, 
and their Progenitors, for many Ages, had 
been forced to endure againft all Reafon and 
the Law of Nature. Notwithftanding this 
pretended Moderation, he had the Impudence 
to difpatch Ambafladors to the Court of Per^ 
Jia^ to whom he gave Inftru<5lions wherein he 
aflumed the mod pompous Titles, and ftiled 
himfelf the Sopby\ Brother. The Bufinefs of 
this Embafly was to invite the Sophy to enter 
into an Alliance with him, and to fupply 
him with Ammunition of War, and whatever 
elfe he might have Occafion for, upon paying 
their Value. The AmbaflUdors were ordered 
to aik thefc Things at iirft in gentle Terms, 

but 
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but if they met with a Rcfufal, they were to 
menace the Sophj^ and give him to under- 
ftand, that their Matter bad two hundred 
thoufand Men ready to invade his Territories, 
and that he might uke an Opportunity to 
vifit him when he lead dre^m'd of it. 

As foon as the Sapby came to underftand, 
that thefe Ambafladors were inftruAed to 
threaten him, in cafe he refufed to comply 
with the Demands* of the Arch-Rebel their 
Mafter, he fent for them, and forthwith com- 
manded their Heads to be chopped off, and 
their Bodies to be thrown to the Dogs, ex- 
cept of one, whom he preferved alive, that 
he might go back to acquaint his Mafter 
with the Reception they had met with at the 
Perfian Court ; but this was no more than a 
Reprieve for the poor furviving Ambaflador, 
who when he came to report the Succefs of 
their Embafly to Sienko Razifij he fell into 
fuch a Rage, that he ordered the Executioner 
to cut him to Pieces. 

Stenko, after thb, endeavoured all that 
he was able to increafe his Fleet and Army, 
for which Purpofe he fent feveral of his Emif- 
faries to debauch the Ruffian Soldiers, and en- 
tice them to defert the Czar's Service, in 
many Towns upon the ff^olga^ judging thofe 
the fitteft for his Turn, as they were beft ac- 
quainted with the military AHairs of RnJ^a^ 
and therefore could be the moft ufeful in at- 
tacking any Place he fliould have a DeHgn 
upon. In this he fucceeded to his Willies, 
and having muttered his Troops, he fent a 
Body of the Strelitzes to Camjbinjka^ who 
pretending they were Imperial Troops, fent 

by 
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by the Czar for the Defence of the Town, in 
cafe it fhould be attacked, they were readily 
admitted, and fo much confided in, that they 
foon found an Opportunity to diipatch the 
Governor, and almofl: all the Officers of the 
Garifon, having before feduced the reft, and 
brought them into their Party ; when this 
was done, a Signal was given, by firing a 
Gun, to Stenko^ who came up, and furprized 
the Town, wherein he placed a Garifon of 
Cojfacksj and removed the Rujian Sireliizis . 
into the Navy, 

Tidings of this coming to jlfiracan^ occa- 
fioned no fmall Murmurings among the Peo- 
ple, none knowing who was Friend, or who 
was Enemy; and the Weyvode Proforofjki 
confidering, that the common People, who 
delight in Novelty, and are generally foon 
tired of the prefent Government, might form 
fome Defign of joining the Enemy, called 
together the Council of Afiracan^ to confult 
what was bed to be done in fo dangerous a 
Conjun6hire 5 what Means they (hould take 
to quiet the Minds of the People, and de- 
fend themfelves from the approaching Ene- 
my : It was concluded, that there was no bet- 
ter Way to remedy the former, than by con- 
ducing themfelves warily in the latter, and 
that by (lopping the growing Power of the 
Rebels, they (hould foon be able to pacify 
the common People at home. Upon this 
Refolution feveral Gentlemen offered their 
Service to go as private Men, in that fudden 
and urgent Expedition, not daring any more 
to put Confidence in the Sirelitzes. 
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On the loth of April 1670, the BoyarP^- 
trofjii difpatched eight hundred Horfc under 
the Command of Colonel Levonti Bogdanof^ 
whereof four hundred were Ruffians^ the reft 
NogaiSj who were to furnifh the City of Cza-^ 
rifza with Ammunition and neceffary Provi- 
iions, and to reinforce the Garifon ; but an 
Exprefs came to AJirncan on the 28 th, from 
Colonel Bogdanofy with News, that the Cof 
facks had already taken Czarifza^ and killed 
twelve hundred Mtifcovite Strelitzes^ who 
were but newly come thither before the 
Siege. This Account the Colonel had from 
a Cojfack whom he had taken Prifoner, and 
put to the Torture ; upon which the Colonel 
marched on to Czarnojar. 

Bv this Time the Czar Alexis Mscbaeltyivitz 
had full Intelligence of all that had been done 
in. this fecond Revolt of the CoJfackSj and what 
were the Dedgns of Stenkoj together with the 
barbarous Murders he had already committed, 
and the continual Ravages he was making ; 
whereupon he gave Orders for levying new 
Forces, and for as many Siroegs as could be 
equipt on a fudden: The Deputies in the 
Town^ upon the ^i^/i did their utmoft to 
compleac ^ Fleet of forty Sdl : Upon each 
Siroeg was only one great Gun, but other 
Ammunition as much as was necefiary for fo 
many Men as the Siroegs were capable to car* 
ry. Aboard this Fleet were two thoufand fix 
hundred Shreliizes^ and five hundred Volun- 
tiers under the ConduA of Simeon Iwane- 
vntx Elbof^ a Knez, who was appointed 
Commander in Chief of the Expedition. 
The Fleet left Aftracan on the 25th of Mdy^ 

when 
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when the Cmzens and common People be* 
gan to murmur againft the Governor and^ 
OfHcers more than ever^ they even reviled 
him as he pafled through the Streets, and he 
dared not do any Thing to check diem, for 
Fear of greater Commotions, till he leamM 
the Succefs of Simeon Iwanowi/zi the City 
being now in a weak Condition, fince the 
fending away tlie Forces with the Knez Jwa- 
nowitz EJbof^ the Mob grew more and more 
infolent ; but on the 4th of June^ by a Gen- 
tleman who had made his Efcape, they got 
Intelligence concerning the Affairs of Czarna- 
jar^ and that on the fame Day that the Knez 
Elbof had made his Appearance the Town 
was taken, and that the Governor and all the 
Officers were malTacred, and their Bodies 
thrown into the River ; and, what was ftill 
more deplorable, that the private Soldiers, 
under the Knez Elbof ^ had murdered all their 
Officers in the Fleet, declared for the Cojacks^ 
and had furrendered all the Shipping into the 
Hands of Slenko Razirtj although immediate- 
ly before their coming to Czarnojar they had 
unanimoufly fwom to live and die with their 
Leaders. The Report of thefe Things, al- 
though the Governor of Aftracan endeavour- 
ed to fmocher it as much as poffible, got 
Wind, and gave the Rabble OccaHon to 
murmur more than they had done before; 
they went fo far as publickly to reproach 
their Superiors, fo that they durft not look 
out of their Doors or Windows, much lefs 
walk the Streets, or affemble together to con- 
fulc how cluy might rcnv-\ly thcfe Difordcrs 
in the 1 own y for chc People woulvt get toge- 
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thcr before the Houfes of the Magiftrates, 
and cry out with bitter Railings, Nawj now 
the Times are altered^ it will be our Turn to lord 
it next : Te Villains come outy and Jbew your- 
Selves to the World. 

Stenko Razin, having Intelligence of all 
this, came towards the City, and fending in 
fome of his Cojfacksj it was agreed to deliver 
up the Place to him, and he was received in it 
accordingly. The Knez Proforoffjki being at 
Church, was forced thence in the Midft of Di- 
vine Service, and hurried to the Top of a high 
fquare Steeple, which ftands in the Middle 
of the Caftle o{ Afiracan^ as a Beacon to di- 
reft thofe who navigate on the Cafpian Sea^ dr 
travel over the vaft and little frequented Roads 
of the Steep. From this Steeple he was caft 
headlong. It is faid, that Stenko^ a, little be- 
fore whifpered fomcthing in his Ear, at which 
he fhook hb Head, which was, doubtlefs^ 
fomething to tempt him to take Part with the 
Traitor ; but the faithful Knez refufing to 
comply, was what brought him to this tragi- 
cal End. 5/«r/t^ ftopp*d not here ; the Bro- 
ther of the Governor, and many Noblemen, 
and others, who would not come in to him, 
he put to the Sword, as alfo many Dutch and 
other Officers, and fome Sailors, who, tho* 
they ran to the Cafpian Sea^ were fetched bock 
again to be flaughtcred. The Churches, 
Cloiftiers, and Houfes of the richeft Citizens 
were plundered; the Writings of the Chan- 
cery burnt ; the Czar's Treafury of the King- 
dom of AJtracan carry'd away ; many foreign 
Merchants, as PerJianSy Indians^ Turks^ Arme^ 
manSy being in the Town at the fame Time, 

1 were 
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were put to Death with the reft: Both the 
Sons of the Governor ProfiroffU he caufed to 
be hung up by the Legs upon the Walls of 
the Town, and to be taken down again, put* 
• ting one of them, after much Torture, to . 
Death, and caufing the other to be beaten 
half dead, and fo carryM to the Metropoli- 
tan. His Lady and Daughters he delivered 
' to the Soldiers, his Companions, to take them 
for Wives, or ufe them as they pleafed. 

The taking Aftracan was upon the a 8th of 
Jtdy^ 1670, after which Stenko marched to 
Czaritza^ and from thence to Czaratof^ which 
were alfo delivered to him, and the Gover- 
nors of them put to Death, together with 
many Noblemen ; and the Treafure of both 
Places taken away. 

The like happened to the Town of Tza- 
matof\ from whence Stenko went to Simbierjke^ 
which he befieged, took by Storm, and bumt 
to Aflies, after he had loft a great Part of his 
Cojfacks before the Cattle of that Place. The 
Governor of this Town was John Bocbdaen-^ 
wiiz ACcoJIorwJki^ who defended it with fuch 
extraordinary Courage, that Sienko^ hitherto 
Conqueror of all the Places upon the fFoIga^ 
was ttoppM here from proceeding any far- 
ther, having otherwife intended to have 
marched to the royal City of Cafan^ which was 
not a great way farther than Simbierjke. He 
was not only driven back from the Walls of 
this Town, but fo dangeroufly wounded him- 
fclf, that he was forced to return to Aftracan ; 
yet were not his Emiflaries quiet, but con- 
tinually endeavouring to ftir up the People to 
Rebellion. About the Town of Oeftiga fome 

of 
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of thefe Emiflaries were taken and hanged i 
but that did not deter others from doing die 
fame Thing in other Places. They every 
where promifed Liberty in the Name of their 
Mafter, and a Redemption from the Yoke, 
as they call'd it, of the Boyars or Nobles, 
who, they faid, were the OpprelTors of the 
Country. In Mo/cow itfelf. Men began to 
fpeak openly in his Praife, as if he ^ught 
the publick Good, and the Liberty of the 
People : A certain old Man being afked 
what fhould be done if S/tnko approached 
that City, made anfwer, that the People 
Ihould go out and meet him with Bread and 
Salt, which, among the Ruffians^ arc Tokens 
of Love and Friendfliip*, but this coming 
to the Ear of the Czar, he was ordered to be 
hanged, as feveral other Well-wifliers to the 
Rebels were, for an Example to the reft : 
And, about the fame time, one of S/tnko*s 
principal Agents, who had gone about the 
Country endeavouring to feduce the People 
from their Obedience, was brought into the 
City, where he met with the due Reward of 
his Treafon, having one of his Arms and one 
of his Legs cut off, and his Body afterwards 
hang'd on a Gibbet. 

Stenko tried all imaginable Ways to draw 
the People into his Party; among other De^ 
vices, he prepared two Ships, one of which 
was finely aapmed, and lined in the Infide 
with Crimfon Velvet ; in this, he gave out, 
was the Czarewitz Alexis AUxiwitz the Czju^s 
eldeft Soni who had departed this Life, on 
the i7rJi of January 1670, in ;he Palace of 
Nbfcow^ in the IVefence of his Father, and 
R was 
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was buried the next Day in the Metropolian 
Church of St. Mkbael Tet Simh boldly 
averted, that this Priiice was ftill alive, and 
with him: And the better to colour this 
Falfhood, he kept in the Ship a Youth of 
about fixteen Years of Age, delcended from 
one of the Grcajpan Princes, whom SUnh in 
his former Expedition had taken Prifoner, 
and whom the Czar afterwards pardon'd, be;* 
caufe he hod been compelled to aft the Part 
he did.' Sienko gave out, that this Lord 
Czarewitz had made his Efcape from the 
Boyars and great Men, who had violent 
Defigns upon him, and had fought Refuge 
from him \ who was come by the Czar's Or- 
der to put to Death the Boyars and Senatorsi, 
who were too near his Perfon, as Traytors, 
• and Enemies to their Country. 

In the other Ship, which was lin'd with 
black Velvet, Sienko pretended was the late 
Patriarch ASkcw^ who, in the Year 1666, 
after his Condemnation, by the Patriarchs of 
Alexandria and Antiocb^ had been depofed by 
the Czar, and fent to the Monaftery of Biela- 
Ofero. 

By thefe Arts Stenko had fb far advanced 
his Defigns, that the whole Traft of Land 
about the Wolga^ and all the Country as far as 
the Towns of Accatottr and Arfa were en- 
gaged in hb Rebellion; and the Number of 
Rebels were augmented to two hundred 
thoufand. The greateft Part of Czeremi^e 
and Mordmte Tartars^ and all the Peafants m 
thofe Parts, whoie fertile Lands belonged to 
RttJJkn Lords, rofe up againft their Gover- 
nors, and hanged them or cut their Throats. 

la 
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In (hoit, the Furjr of the People carried 
them even into the Province of Mo/cow. 

In the mean while the Czar had given 
Orders to raife Troops in every Part ; but 
could not bring an Army into the Field, 
flrong enough to make Head againft the Re- 
bels, till the Month of Sepiember. He gave 
the Command of this Army to the Knez 
George /Uacowitz Dotgorucki^ whofe firft Ex- 
ploit was againft a flying Cam{> of the 
Enemy, confiding of fifteen thouland Men« 
whom he overthrew, altho* they fought with 
great Bravery, and return^ four Times to the 
Charge. 

Aftsr this Conquefi*, General DolgorucH 
fettled his Quarters and Tribunal at Arfomas^ 
where he executed fo fevere a Judgment up- 
on the Rebels, that the Avenues to it feemed 
to refemble the dreadful Entrance of the 
Poets l^ar torus \ round about it were Gal-^ 
lowfes, each of which were loaded with for* 
ty or fifty Men. In one Place lay Heaps of 
headleis Carcafes, almofl: cover'd in their ' 
own Blood, and in others were Wretches im« 
paled alive, who, fome of them, did not ex- . 
pire till the third Day with moft lamentable 
Cries, and in bitter Agonies. Within the 
Space of three Months, above eleven thou- 
fand more were put to Death by the common 
Executioners, atter being condemned in a 
legal Way by hearing Witnefies. 

DoLGORtfCKi remaining in this Place him-^ ^ 
felf, fent his Army out by Parries, in queft of 
the Rebels, who brought them in one after 
another. It was happy for Rsfffia^ and a 
great Mercy of God, that the Rebels were dif* 
R 2 perfcd 
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perfed in feveral Places; for had fo great » 
Number as two hundred thoufand kept to- 
«ther in one Body» it would have been Teiy T 

difficult for the Czar's Forces to have ma- ^ji 

ffer^d them. '4 

The Czar, in this War, faw the great Ad- ^ 

vantage his Subjefts might reap from Fo- | 

reigners} for the Behaviour of the Genmau [i 

was fuch, that from them the Ruffians might 
have learnt the Military Art. Among the 
Prifoners who were brought to the Knez DoU 
gartuki was a Nephew of Simko Rasm^ and 
a Nun in Man's Habit, put over her Mo- 
naftical Drefs. This Nun had -commanded 
ieven thoufand Men, and afted with much 
Valour in the War; when taken Prifoner, 
there appeared not the leaft Alteration in her, 
nor any Fear of Death upon the Sentence of 
being burnt alive being pronounced againft 
her; for among the Ruffians the deferting a 
Monaftery, was in thofe Times, thought a 
Crime of the highcft Nature. A little before 
ihe died, fhe wiihed that many more had be- 
haved themfelves as couragioufly as (he had 
done, and then, ihe faid, the Knez George 
would have found his bed Safety in his Heels: 
. Being come to the Place of Execution, fhe 
figned herfelf after the Ruffian Manner, with 
the Crofs on her Forehead and Breaft, and 
then laid herfelf quietly down upon the Pile 
and was burnt to Afhes. 

There was alfo brought to Judgment 
one of Stenko Razing principal Counfellors 
and Confederates, who had his Arms and 
Legs cut off, after which he was beheaded, 
and his Body hung upon a Gibbet. The 

Prifoners 
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Prifoners were generally put to the Torture, 
and being examined, what they dedgn'd in 
this Rebellion ; they confefled, that they were 
to have gone to Mofcaw^ and to have deftroy*d 
mod of the Boyars, and other great Men; 
that their Word was NoCfcay^ that is to fay, 
UnexpeStd^ whereby they would intimate, that 
the Czarewitz Alexis JlexHvitz was come ujt- 
expeRedlj to them, as it were firom Heaven. 

Whin the Rebellion was pretty well 
quelled in thofe Parts, the Czar fent the 
Knez Conjlantine Zarbatoff to difperfe the Re- 
bels about Tamboff^ a Town in the Province 
of Refan^ about fifty Werfts to the North 
Eaft of Sergog^ fituated on the River Don^ 
which by the Afliftance of God was foon 
cffe&ed; fo that all the difquieted and rebel- 
lious Countries were reduced to their former 
Obedience, after the Deftru£tion of about an 
hundred thoufand Men, killed in the Field, 
and put to Death by the Hangman. It was a 
melancholy Neceflity the Czar was under to 
take away the lives of fo many Subjeds ; 
but there are Occafions fometimes fbrfuch 
an extreme Severity, and when a Sovereign is 
forced to facrifice fome Members to fave the 
Body of the State. 

Stenko Razin, allarmed at the Lofs of 
his Friends on every Side, knew not where 
he (hould feek for Safety himfelf, every one 
became fufpefted by him, and he feared, that 
ibme of his own People might follow the 
Example of the Inhabitants of Lyjko^ who 
had delivered up the Chiefs of the Rebels 
in that Town, in order to obtain Favour, 
and i^vehim up in the fame Manner to make 
R 3 their 
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their Peace ^th the Czar; Therefore he to* 
took himfelf to the Wildemeft of Siap^ 
wandering up and down, till at lengthy diat 
happened to him which he apprehended, and 
from one of whom he thought himfelf in 
Jeaft Danger; this was Cmulius Jacobff^ a \ 

Commander of the Ojfach^ who had re-t ' 

mained faithful to the Czar, and who was 
Godfather to Sienh^ and always Co highly re- 
fpeAed by htm, that he could notima^ne 
he bad any Reaibn to diffauft him ; but he 
did not confider, that by revolting from the 
Obedience of his lawful Sovereign, he had 
loft all Title to the Favour of good Men. 

Cornelius Jacoloff firft ftopp'd Sfniia 
at Czariizoj fiom whence he convey'd him 
to Mo/caw^ giving him Hopes, that he (hould 
fee the Czar himfelf, and plead his own Caufe, 
not doubting but he had many Things to fay 
which would be of great Importance to his 
Czariih Majefty to know. His Brother Frcika 
was taken at the fame Time, and fell into an 
extreme Melancholy, throwing the Blame of 

* all that had been done upon Stenh ; but this 
comforted him by telling him, that when 
they arrived at Mofccw^ they fhould have 
great Honours done them, and be met by all 
the City. 

BsiNO come within a Werft of Mofiow^ 
they found the Triumphal Car, which was 
prepared for their publick Entry; this was a 
Waggon, in the hinder Piirt of which was 

• eredled a Gibbet, where he was faften'd by 
a Chain about his Neck and his two Hands. 
His Brother Frolka was made to walk on 
Foot, chained to the Side of the Waggon. In 

thi« 
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this Manner they were conduced, thro' thou« 
fands ef Spectators on whom Stinko never * 

once look'd, but kept bis Eyes on the Ground. 
They were brought to the Smtnfkoi Duor^ 
and fome Days after put to the Queftion, 
when Stenko was condemned to thePunifh- 
ment inili£ted on all thofe who are found 
guilty of Life Majejty^ which is to have their 
Arms, Legs, ancl Heads cut off, and their 
Bodies thrown to the Dogs. 

Stenko fuffer'd without a Groan, after Srsxco/itf 
his Sentence had been publickly read to him ^ ^^^k. 
at the Place of Execution, and which I have, 
for the Satisfaction of the Reader, and to * . 
give an Idea of the Procedure of the Sove- 
reign Courts of Ruffioy placed at the End of 
this Volume. 

His Brother Frolka was alfo brought to 
the Scaffold, but obtained -his Czarifh Maje- 
fly's Pardon, on a Promife to difcover where 
his Brother had hid his Treafure under 
Ground. 

The Death of this notorious Rebel was im- 
mediately followed by the Surrender of Jftra- 
coHj for SjcurUous^ {urnsuxicd the Druirs ff^if- 
ker^ whom the TnXtovSienko had left to govern 
that Gty, was poifoned by his own Soldiers, 
in hopes thereby to get their Pardon from 
the Czar ; but as there are always fome Men, 
whom no Crimes, nor the jufl: Puniihment of 
them can deter, one of the Guards of Sjour^ 
teous put himfelf at the Head of thofe who 
continued in the Revolt ; but the Rt^am 
Comnrumders foon hem'd them in on all 
Sides, and prevented their Efcape.

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Thus an End was put to this terrible Rei> 
ft Toitt which might have had worfe ..Qonfe- 

qucnccs if Stenh Raztn had joined Prudence 
to the Strength he did not want, or if he 
had had more Q)ndud and lefs Cruelty; ne* 
yerthelefs it cod the Lives of many thoufand 
SubjeAs, and the Provinces to which it ex- 
tended for a long Time felt the ill Effeds of 
it, whatever Care the great Czar took to re- 
lieve his unhappy People, as much as the Ne- 
ceflity of the State would permit him. 
JJttmk^ Whilst Russia was agitated by thisRe- 
the Zaporo- bellion, Poland was no lefs difturbed. The 
sKiCouACM Zaparojki Cojfacks caufed there, under the 
iSIId! Conduft of Dorofcnjko their Chief, as much 

Mifchief as the Party of Sienko had done up? 
on the Banks of the IFolga. The weak Jkff- 
ebael tyiefnowiejki was juft elected in the room 
of John Cajfimir^ who from Cardinal had been 
made King, and was now from King, become 
again Ecclefiaftick, and made Abbot of Si. 
Cermams in Paris^ and fome other rich Ab- 
beys, 
AmJO&mmt KiNG MicHAEL, at his firft coming to 
mUi ktwam the Thronc, fcnt an Embaflfy to Mofcow^ and 
Po ^V* *^ renewed the ancient Treaties with the Czar 
A^^D^^iyjz. ^^^i^* At the fame Time the Pflr/^ folicitcd 
' * • by the Tartars^ who were in Alliance with 
Darofenjko^ and yet more by the forrowful 
Condition in which they faw the Kingdom of 
Polandj rent by the unhappy Divifions that 
reigned among her Nobles, took up Arms to 
make uieir Advantage of chem. The Czar 
not doubting but, that if the Turks attacked 
Polandj they would find an eafy Conqueft, in 
the Condition fhe was, and chat, elated by 

their 
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their Succefs, they would turn their Arms 
againft Rsiffiay fcnt a Minifter*to Conftantind- 
ple^ to notify to the Divan this renewing of 
his Alliance, and to declare, that he could 
not avoid breaking with the Porte if they 
attacked Poland. 

In the mean Time the Tartars and the 
G^^rib of D^r^;/^^ continued their Irrup- 
tions, and made chemfelvesMafters of a great 
Part of the Ukraine \ the Turks pretended, 7hi Tvscs 
that the Polanders had no Reafon to com- >*^ ^^ Orr#- 
plain ; becaufe, faid they, thb Ph>vince i^^f^^^^]^ 
entirely free, and its Inhabitants, the Zapo- 
rojki Cojfacks^ have always been under the 
Protedlion of the High Porie. 

It was faid, that the Grand Seignior would 
not have taken up Arms but at the Solicita- 
tion of France^ who had many Subjeds of 
Complaint againft the Court of Poland^ and 
who, befides, fought how, by Degrees, to 
find Employment for the Emperor, who fhe 
imagined would be obliged to enter into this 
Quarrel, through the Intereft he had in oppo- 
fing eveiy where the Progrefsof the Turks. 
All Eur^^ except France^ were on the Side 
of Poland : It is true, the Untied Prtroinces^ 
France and England were, at that Time, en- 
gaged in a War among themfelvcs. The 
Czar promifed Poland a powerful Affifbince 
of twenty thoufand Men, which he fent un- 
der the Command of old Gowajki^ whilft ano- 
ther Body of Donjki and Zaporojki Coffacks 
nude an Irruption into Critnea^ which caufed 
a Divcrfion very favourable to Poland^ but 
could not prevent the taking of the impor- 
ont Fortrcfs of Caminiee \ nevertheleis as 

the 
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the Cabmuks had Qrden to march, ta amd* 
nue the Invafion, that may be faid to have 
been the Occafion of the Peace, fuch as it 
was, that was made between the King of 
Pcknd and the SuUan ; for Selim Girey^ the 
Cham of Tartafj^ being obliged to quit Po^ 
land^ to come to the Succour of the Crim^ 
covered his Departure under the honourable 
Pretext of nuking himfelf Mediator of this 
Treaty, which was concluded in a very Ihort 
Time, as it ufually happens between two 
Powers, when one of them is intircly fub- 
ducd. Camimec and Podolia was to remain 
with the Turks ; the C7i(rtf/;i^ with the Cojfacks^ 
and belides thefe. Satisfaction was to be 
made to the Cham of Tartarj^ which was 
done by paying him eleven thoufand Crowns, 
and agreeing to pay a Penfion of the fame 
Value : A Tribute was alfo to be fent every 
Year, of two and twenty thoufand Ducats, 
to the Porte. Nothing was ftipulated in fa- 
vour of the Ruffians. The Turks and Tartars 
took and kilPd, in this fhort War, above 
three hundred thoufand Poles. 

We have feen before, that the Divifions 
among the Cojfacks had obliged them to feek 
Pirotedtion, one Part from Ruffia^ and the • 
other from the Grand Seignior \ when, by the 
laft Treaty, Poland had yielded up the U- 
kraine^ the SuUan expe&ed, that the Czar 
ihould evacuate all the Towns he ^pofleflfed 
there, and to this Purpofe fent an Aga to 
him : The Czar told him, that be was noi 
capable of fo much Bafenefs as to fubmit to a 
Mahometan Dog^ and^ that if tbeGxzxid Seig- 
nior 
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nior ibreaSened him with bis Cymeter^ be boped 
be fiould find bis Sabre not ufelefs. 

Notwithstanding this haughty An» 
fwer, the Divan diflfatisfied with the Peace Vhi fFmr r#. 
made with Poland^ having obliged the Sultan «w''^ 
to take up Arms again, and having, for a ^^* ^^ 
long Time, debated whether they fhouIdTvAxt. 
make War with the Czar or Poland^ deter- 
mined for the laft, not doubting but if they 
conquered that Kingdom, the Conqueft of * 

RuJ^a would not be difficult. Ncverthelefs 
the Sultan fent back an AmbaflTador, who 
was at the Porte^ with Orders to notify to 
his Mailer the Czar Alexis^ that if be anf 
ways ajfified Poland, bis Higbnefs would fall 
upon bim witb all bis Forces in Ruflia, where 
be would fpare notbing. 

These Menaces produced a Letter yet 
more haughty than the foregoing Anfwer, 
and, at the fame time, the Czar fent a fo- 
lemn EmbaflTy to King Micbael Wicfnowiejki^ 
to aflfure him of his moft powerful Protec- 
tion. In fhort, beddes the twenty thoufand 
he had promifed, he had caufed twenty two 
thoufand Men to advance to the Banks of 
thcDniiper^ to be ready to crofs it on the firlt 
ORlers, without reckoning the Cojfacks and 
Calmucks^ who had made a fre(h Irruption 
into the Crim^ where they found Employ- 
ment enough for the Tartars^ to prevent their 
Thoughts of marching to the Succour of tho<--^ 
Turks^ as they had refolved. The following 
is the Sultanh Anfwer to the Czar's Letter.

** dence of the Almighty, our Imperial Houfe 
*^ is raifcd above all bdiers, and not accu- . 
*^ domed to Expreflions fo hard, fo unwor- 
** thy, and fo indecent, yet we (hall give 
•* you for Anfwcr, that we cannot but be 
*^ greatly aflonifhed, that you, who do not 
*^ hold the laft Rank among Chriftian Kings 
*• and Potentates, but who would not have 
*^ obtained an Equality with them, if you 
•• had not employed your Cares to procure 
*• from ourMajefty Peace for yourfclf and 
** SubjeAs, we cannot but be furprifed, that 
^* you fhould dare to make ule of fuch 
** Terms, which not only offends our Maje4 
** fly, but might coft you your Dominions.^ 
** As to what concerns Poland^ we have exc- 
•• cuted what we have refolved upon, and by 
*• the Help of Providence, which direds all 
** Things, every Thing on that Side is in 
V good Condition, fo that there is nothing 
* ** more to be faid about it ; but as to your 
•* having a Defire to affift your good Friend' > 
♦• and Neighbour the King of Poland^ why 
*• did you not do it before the War, by giv- 
•• inghim your friendly Advice? You might 
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even have been a diligent and faithful 
Mediator between the moft high Ottoman 
Porte and him. But at prefent when you 
threaten us, that the Kings your Neigh- 
bours will not fuffer the Progrefs of our 
Arms of which they arc jealous, know that 
we ourfelves have little Regard to it, being 
fatisfied that they are not ignorant of the 
Juftice of our Caufe, which has made us 
Mafter of fo many Provinces, Towns, and 
Countries •, and fince it has pleafed God, 
that thofe fhould be difappointed who had 
any ill Defigns, be perfuaded alfo, that, as 
foon as we (hall be informed how you in- 
•' tend to ad towards us, you (hall receive 
** Good for Good, and Evil for Evil/* 

The Czar feeing that the Divan was re- 
folv*d to break the Peace, that was juft made 
with the King of Poland^ did all that he ^ q^^^ 
was able to keep his Word with his lYi^- finds f mil a$ 
nefs, and arm againft^him all the^Powers of Primees ^f 
Europe. To this End, he fent Ambafladors to ^^^'^y" 
all the Courts of Cbrijiendotny to form, if pof- ^i^tpil^ 
fible, a powerful League againft the Enemy g^i^tke 
of the Chriftian Name. The Minifter he Tvtat. 
fent to Pope Clement X. altho' he was a Ro- 
mm Catholick, refufed to kifs his Holinefs^s 
Toe, faying that fo mean an A& was beneath 
the Dignity of the Prince he had the Honour 
to reprefent. He declared to the Pope in 
a Difcourfe which he delivered in Latmz 
^ That the Czar, his Mafter, had taken 
*' a Refolution to make War againft the 
•* Turks^ to ftop their Progrefs into Poland % 
^* that he had nothing more at Heart than 
^ to fee all Chriftian F^incain the fiune Dif- 

" pofition. 
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^ poddoiit and that they would unite againft 
<^ thofe Tyrants ; that the Czar, his Matter, 
^ for diat Purpofe had fent Ambafladon to 
*^ all the Potentates of Europe i and that he 
^ exhorted hisHoIinefs to put himfelf at the 
** Head of fo powerful a League, that was fo 
«* neccflary for the Welfare of the Church, 
** and from whence all Chriftendom might 
•• expedt lb great Advantages/! 

This Ambaffador of the Ctai Alexis 
was greatly carrefs'd at Rome^ the Pope al^ 
fured him, that this Refolution of his Sove- 
reign was very agreeable to him ; and the 
Cardinals Altieri^ Barherini^ Orfim^ Chigiy and 
de Hejfey paid him the higheft Honours. 
Ncvcrthclcfs when they were to give the 
Pope's Anfwcr in Writing, they framed great 
Difficulties about the Czar's Title, becaufe 
the Court of Rome imagined, that the Ruffians 
underftood by this Word the fame as Empe* 
ror. They held feveral Congregations upon 
this Subjei^, and it was refolv'd, rather man 
to give this Potentate the Title of Czar, 
which was not refufed him by any other Na* 
tion, that his Holinefs's Anfwer fliould be 
fent to his Nuncio in Poland^ and tranfmitted 
by his Auditor to him. 

The other Ambaflfadors of his Czarifh 
Majefty were equally well received every 
where, and the King of Spain^ in particular, 
gave a molt favourable Reception to the Mi-, 
nifter at his Court, but all ended in nothing 
but empty Promifes. The Situation of the 
Affairs in Europe at that Time, could not be 
more contrary than it was to the Views of 
the Czar, for there was not one Sovereign, 
« who 
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who had not fuch Work upon his Hands, as 
prevented his entering into a Projed fo bene- 
ficial to Chriftendom. 

The Czar had fome Reafpn to be diflatif- 
fied with the King of Poland^ nay, be had 
even Caufe to diftruft him* Altho' he had af- 
filed him againft the Turk, as foon as he was 
attacked by him, he had in no manner taken 
care of his Intereils at the Conclufion of hi^ 
laft Treaty of Peace, wherein he had not 
even mentioned Ruffia. After the Peace was 
made, the Minifler of Poland at Mo/cow had 
only prefented a Ample Copy of the Treaty 
to the Czar, and had fome Conferences, after* *"" 
terwards, with a Turkijh Cbiaoux, without in- 
forming his Czarifli Majefty of what palled 
in them : At length the Jealoufy, or rather 
the natural Antipathy, which is between the 
two Nations, gave the Czar caufe to doubt 
whether or no King Michael was fincere in the 
Acknowledgment he made of the Services he 
had done him : For this Reafon he chatges 
his Ambaflador in Poland to demand an £- 
clairciflement from the King, by aflliring 
him, that the Ruffian Army, which was on 
this Side the Dnieper, was ready to crofs it 
as foon as the Turks Should appear beyond 
the Niefter. 

The King of Poland anfwered the Ruffian 
Ambaflador, that he had the deepeft Senle of 
Gratitude for the Services his tzarilh Majefty 
had done him, by the Irruptions he had made 
in the Crim, by lus Calmucks and Don/ki Cof- 
facks, and for the Arms and Ammunition he 
had fo generoufly fent to thcZaparofitiCoJpuks. 
That ^xho* Kffm^r Orfanjki had communica- 

I ted « 
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ted to the Minifters of his Czarifli M^^efty, 
the Peace concluded with the Turks^ and had 
left with them a Cop^ of the Articles, never- 
thelefs fince his Majeft^ defirM it» he had 
lent one more authentickt fealed with his 
Seal, to Ihew him that the Treaty contained 
nothing prejudicial to his Czarifli Majefty. 
That, indeed, (ince the Concluflon of the 
Peace, there had been fome Conferen<%s, but 
that they were only to obtain the Liberty of 
the Hoftages of the City of Leopold. Laftly, 
that there was no likelihood, that this new 
Treaty would long fubfift, but that the Sultan 
would break through it as foon as poflible, 
upon the Advices he had received, that all 
the Chriftian Powers were arming in Favour 
of Poland^ of which he had refolved upon 
the Conqucft, thinking nothing more invin- 
cible than his Arms, fince he had fubdued 
the Fortrefs of Caminiec : Altho* neither his 
Majefty, nor the Republick had given him 
any Reafon to break the Peace. His Polifib 
Majefty befought the Czar to give Orders 
to his Army, ysrhich was near KioWj to join 
that of IJtbuania and Poland^ that they might 
go together into Podolia^ and oppofe with all 
their Strength the Efforts of the common Ene- 
my. 

The King of P^Zd/ii aflfembled the Diet, 
in which, among other Refolutions, was taken 
that of intrufting the Operations of the War, 
and the intire Command of the Crown Army 
to the Grand General John Sobiefii^ fo that if 
the King followed the Army, it was merely 
for form fake: But whatever Menaces had 
been made by the Turks^ they did not find 

them- 
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ihemrelvcs able to appear in the Field fo for- 
midably as they would have had it thought the/ 
fhould. The Plague in Europe^ the Revolt of 
the Bafla of ALeppn in Afia^ and the Fear they 
' were under of being attacked by the Perjians^ 
who had got together a very confiderablc 
Army, all oppofed the Execution of their vaft 
Defigns. It was not thus on the Side of Po- 
land and Ruffia. The Grand General had 
affembled an Army of forty thoufand Men at • 
Rubiejfou^ in the Palatinate of J5;V/z, where 
the JJtbuanian Army of twelve thoufand Men» 
befide fome Horfe, was to join them. The 
Czar had a fine Army of an hundred and 
fifty thoufand Men in the Ukraine \ and Siejko 
Chief of the Cojfacks had undertaken to find 
fuch Employment for the Tartars^ that they 
Ihould not have Time to go to the Afliftance 
oi Httjfein Baflfa, who was at the Head of the 
Ottoman Troops. In fhort, the Cojfacks made 
fo fuccefsful an Irruption into the Crim^ that, 
after they had flain a great Number, they 
brought away above twenty thoufand Prifon- 
ers. Men, Women, and Children ; reduced 
more than forty Villages to Aflies, and fpread 
Terror through the whole Country, encamp* 
ing juft under the Place where the Cham had 
his Refidence, where they remained for fpur 
and twenty Hours. 

This Diverfion did not a little contribute 
to the glorious Victory obtained by the Grand 
General John Sobiejki^ over the Turks near 
Cochin^ where they were intrenched up to 
their Teeth ; a Viftory that purchasM the 
Cit)wn of Poland for the General, at the fame 
Time that it rcflored the Honour of the Na- 
S dooy 
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tioiit and oblig^ the Peru to agree to ho-, 
nourable Conditions of Peaoe» and for which 
Poland was . in a great Meafure indebted to 
the Succours that the Czar had lent her witk 
fo much Generofity. 

Kino Michael Wicsnowiesri d^*d at 
Leopold on the lo* of November^ the Ere of 
the Day on which John Sobiefld obtained the 
Viftory we have fpoken of. The Interreg- 
num continued till the 22dof Af^following, 
during which time feveral Candidates appeared 
for the Crown as ufual. There were three Par« 
ties ; the fir(t» which was conipofed ofUibuih 
nianSy and had the famous Paiz^ Chancellor 
of the Grand Duchy at its Head, propofed 
the Prince of Lorraine the Senate, a Part of 
the Nobles, and the French Fadion fupported 
the Prince of Neubourg\ the third Party, the 
moft formidable, being the intire Army of 
the Crown, was devoted to the Grand General 
Sobiejki^ who publickly excited the Army to 
demand a French Prince for their King, but 
worked underhand all he could to place the 
Crown upon his own Head. 

The Czar thought alfo, that he had fome 
Right to hope for this Crown for his Son ; his 
Ambailador at Rome had already endeavour'd 
to bring the Pope into his Defigns on this 
Account, reprefenting to him the Advantage 
that all Chriftendom might exped from the 
Union of thcfe two States under the fame So- 
vereign, who might alone be able to make 
Head againft the morul Enemy of the Chri- 
ftian Faith. 

The Affair was of a delicate Nature, the 

Pope had not altogether reje^ed the Propofi- 

2 tion^ 
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tion^ but had only given the AmbalTador to 
underftandt that it was not yet a proper Time 
to do any thing in it. King Michael being 
ftill alive, Thofe who were againft Johi 5^ 
iif^ij propofed in the Diet, that it ihould be 
forbid to eled a Piaji^ that is to fay, a nam* 
ral Polander ; and thofe who were inclined to 
the Czar fupported this Propofition. 

His Czarifli Majefty ofFer'd the Pclandirs 
to unite Poland^ Uihuania^ and Ruffia^ in the 
fame Manner as under the la(t of the Fa« 
mily of Jagektty Poland had been united with 
Uibuania ; he promifed faithfully to main- 
tain the Catbolick Religion ; to pay the Debts 
of the Nation, and to fumilh Poland mth an 
Army capable of forcing the Turks to aban*^ 
don all their Conquefts. All thefe Offers, 
how advantageous foever they were in their 
prefent Condition, made no Impreflion, un- 
lefs it was to the Prejudice of the Ciar ; for 
the Polanders^ who could not fee an hundred 
and fifty thoufand Ruffians \n thi^ Ukraine^ 
without conceiving a Jealouly of fo mighty 
a Power in a Neighbour, who had never been 
a (incere Friend to that Crown, difappi*av*d of 
what he propofed, faying, he had no other 
View in demanding the Crown, but to take 
Vengeance on the Poles for the Rav^es they 
had committed in RuJJia. 

Thus, notwithfbanding the great and ufe* 
fill Services which the Czar had done to Po^ 
lanlf in her laft War with the turk^ into 
which he entered of his own Accord, through 
the Motives of a pious Zeal for the Chriftian 
Reli^on, threatened with infinite Ills, if« du^' 
ricj the Troubles which difturbed that King- 
S 2 dom. 
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dom, and put her out of a Condition to make 
any Refiftance^the Infidelsfhould have entire* 
ly fubdued her,, the Pokmders entertained a. 
DKfaruftof his Czaiilh Majefty, which by de- 
grees extreamly exafperated the Minds of both 
Parties. 
JoMP SoBi- John Sobieski was chofen King^ who 
%i%i€kttfkm being valiant, enterprizing, and aflifted by 
^l^y ^•^ the Reputation he had acquired, great Mat- 
ters were . expedted from him to releafe the 
Crown J from the (hameful Tribute, which the 
Turk had impofed upon her, and which he 
exaded with Haughtinefs and Menaces. The 
new King fent an Ambaffador to the Czar, 
to court his Friendfhip : JUxis ACcbaelomiz 
had a particular Intereft to manage Matters 
(b, that the Polandfrs might not make Peace 
without him, otherwife all the Forces of 
Turiyi which nothing could hinder from be- 
ing very confiderable at the opening of the 
Campaign, would have fell upon Ru//ia : 
Therefpre his Czarilh Majefty fent an Army 
into the Ukraine ftronger than the former, 
under the Command of General Romadanouh 
Jki. He divided it into three Bodies; the firft 
marched towards Czeberin^ a Town at the South 
Extremity of the Ukraine upon the River TeJ^ 
zium^ which falls into the Dnieper at Kyrlow^ 
where the famous C^^^t Rebel DorofenJkohaA 
his ReHdence, who having taken up Arms a- 
^vSi Poland J hzd drawn the Turks into the 
Ukraine^ zxidi was the Author of this War ; 
the fecond Body took the Route of Kaniow^ 
one of the principal Towns of the Cojfacks^ 
upon the Dnieper^ about diirty Leagues from 
Kiow ; and the thicd, which was commanded 
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by the Cojfack Hanenko^ advanced '^towards 
CzirkaJlyf a Town on the DHtepef^^ zhout 
twenty Leagues from Kiow ; this Body of 
Troops had a Rencounter, on their Way,' 
with another Body of the Co facts of Dora*' 
fen/koy who fought with great Fury, but were 
almoft all cut to Pieces. The- Ruffians at- 
tacked Czeberiffj but Dorofcnjko who did not 
find himfelf ilrong chough to maintain fo 
large a Place, {tt Fire to it, and retired to 
the Caftle, with Hopes of being foon fuc* 
courM by the Tartars. The Ruffian General 
contented himfelf with keeping him ihut 
up in this Fort, and employed the greateft 
Part of his Army in reducing all the other 
little Places o( the Ukraine^ and in deflroying 
all the little Parties of Tartars that ran up 
and down the Country. - . 

The Czar, in the mean Time, to pene- 
trate into the real Sentiments of the Poles^ 
caufed a Report to be fpread, that the' Gr^T^i 
Seignior defired nothing more than to make' 
Peace with Poland^ on Condition, that that 
Crown would join vrith him toxlrivc the Ruf- 
/tans out of the Ukraine. The Polandcrs^ 
whofe Jealoufy had been excited by the Con- 
quefts the Ruffians vtiT^t m that Province, 
fell into the Snare that was laid for them, 
and (hewed, that they were not againft fuch 
an Accommodation; the Czar caufed Com- 
plaint to be made of this to the King, by hb 
Minifter, and offered, at the fame Time, ta 
join his Army to his, that they might aft in . 
Concert; but nothing could get over the 
Diffidence there was between the two Courts, 
nor conquer the JcUoufy ofxhcPoles^ who 
S3 cared 
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ctftd <DOt to (hare the Honour of a ViAorf 
with their Neighbours. 

; >Whrts Affiiirs wece in this Pofture tcN 
wtfds tlte Dfiiipir^ die King of Sweden^ 
Cbarks XL who had (ucceedcd his Father* 
feund himfelf much embarrafTed. He had 
taken, .as that Prince had done, the Part of 
Frdmcc^from whence he drew large Supplies. 
And to hinder the Elector of Brandenbourg 
from declaring for the Dutcb^ with whom Ihe 
was at War, he had fent Troops into that 
Ele&orate, where they were beaten near Fehr^ 
kerlin^znd this Battle was followed by aljeague 
m^de -.^between Denmark^ Brmdenbouri^ Holm 
land^ Lipunhourg^ and Munfter^ who all together 
took up Arms againfc Sv:eden. It would have 
been all over with that Crown, if the Czar, 
who maintained a ftri£t Correfpondence with 
the i>fi/^, had joined .fo many Enemies to 
carry the: War into the Heart oi Sweden^ 
whilft the others attacked her only in the moft 
diftant F^uts, I mean, her Dominions in Ger^ 
numy. Therefore, as well to difTuade the 
Czar from fuch a Defign* if it fhould be 
fuggefted to him, as to be exa&ly informed . 
of the ASairs of Rtffia^ his Swedijb Majefty 
fent a folemnEmbafly to Mefeow. 

The Czar, who was not altogecherignorant 
of the Subject of the Embaffy, was willing to 
give the Swedijb Ambafladors to underftand, 
that altho' he had adually an hundred and fifty 
thoufand Men in the Field in the Ukraine^ 
yet he had Troops enough to acb as he would 
any where elfc; for this Reafon they were 
to have a mofi: magnificent Reception : And 
for that Purpofe, were lodged for fome Weeks 

at 
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at Nicoljko^ about a League from MofcoxxK 
The Ambaffadors in their Way to that City, 
were met by Dventy-fbur Regiments of Foot> 
of a thoufand Men each, and eight thoufand 
Horfe, of fix different Nations, all armed, 
well cloathcd, and well mounted. This long 
Procefllon of Troops was followed by feveral 
Companies of Merchants, richly habited, and 
by two hundred Pieces of KTannon, of which 
fome were gilt with Gold, and fomc were 
plated with Silver. All the RuUian Nobility 
preceded the AmbaflTadors, upon Perjian^ 
Turkijb^ and German Horfes, finely caparifon* 
ed. This Train marched fo flowly, that al* 
tho* the Procefllon began long before Noon, 
it was above five Hours before the Ambaffa- 
dors arrived at the Palace that was appointed 
for their Entertainment. As foon as they en- 
tered into the Suburbs, they found three 
Prifiafsj who received them in the Czar's 
Coach, while feventy Sumpter Horfes were 
diftributed among their Retinue. The Czar's 
Matter of the Horfe began this fecond Pro- 
ceflion at the Head of a fine Company of the 
Nobility, magnificently dreffed and fuperbly 
mounted ; among whom was the Czar^s Bro- 
ther: But when the Ambaffadors were to . 
have their Audience, Count Oxenjliem would 
hot confent to make his Speech to his Czarifli 
Majefty with his Head uncovered, which the 
Ruffians infifted upon, becaufe the Swedes had 
exaded the fame Thing from the Ruffian 
Ambaffador zt Stockholm^ in the Year 1662. 
Therefore an Exprefs was to be difpatched to 
the King of Sweden on this Account, which 
Count Oxenftiern was not difpleaied with, as it 
S 4 gave 
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gave him ibf: more Time to make bis Enqui* 
ncs. • .; • • 

D0ROS9KSKP, {hut up in the Ctftle of Gsr- 
berin^ prefled the Grand Seignior, without cea- 
ling to fend an Army into the Ukraine to drive 
the /ii^^EtmJr thence: The Emperor of the 7«rib 
defired nothing more than to withdraw his 
Troops, with Honour, from Poland^ and by 
fome Means to engage the new King, whofe 
Valour he dreaded, to liften to Peace. Thus 
the Ottoman Army eroding the Nieft<r^ on a 
fudden, at Sorakka^ threw itfelf into the CA 
hraine^ where it feized on Kiofniek^ Sciana^ 
JampuU Kiizffn^ and feveral other little Places, 
They immediately fent five thoufand Men to 
fuccour Dorcfenjko^ but the Rjuffians having 
intercepted them in their March, put them 
all to the Sword; this irriuced the Rebels to 
fuch a Degree, that confulting with the 
^urksj they agreed to pillage all the Ukraine^ 
that they might drive away the Ruffians for 
want of Subfiftence. This barbarous Advice 
was but too well followed, for in lefs than a 
Formight all this fine Province, which was 
coverM with a fruitful Crop, and all Sorts of 
Fruits, was reduced to a wild Defart, the TVr* 
kijb Army, this Year, confiding of near four 
hundred thoufand Men. 

The King of Poland look'd upon this Ir- 
ruption of the Ottoman Army into Ru/^ in a 
quite different Ught from the Grand Seignior^ 
and imagining, that his Highnefs would not 
have taken this Step but with a Defign to fall 
with the greater Force upon Poland^ after he 
had beaten the Ruffians^ he refolved to march 
to the Affifiancc of his Allies. For thb Rea- 

fon. 
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Ibn, upon the News of the Turks having 
plundered the Country, taken Ladijzin^ where 
four thoufand Cojfacks had defended them- 
fclves with much Courage, both in the Town 
and the Fort, and that from thence an hun« 
dred thoufand Turks were gone to lay Siege 
to the great City of Humane he advanced with 
the Crown Army towards Jawaroff^ where he 
made four large Detatchments to find Diver- 
fion, and give the Ruffians an Opportunity 
not only to fave Human^ but alfo to take 
Czeberin^ whicit they (lill kept befieged, and, 
at the fame Time, to feize on the Rebel Do* 
rojenjko. 

This Prince alfo had a great Number of 
Ships ready to throw a Bridge over the JV/>- 
fier^ and carry the Fire into the Enemy's 
Country: At length Couvanjki^ at the Head 
of the Calmuck Tartars^ marched into the 
Crim\ but all this could not fave Human: 
The T'tfriti caufed eight great Mines to be 
fprung at the fame Time, which opened to 
them a large Paflage to begin the AfTault, fo 
that of above an hundred thoufand Men, ve* 
ry few efcaped. Romadawmjki revenged this 
MalTacre as much as he could upon the Tar-- 
iars^ commanded by the C^ttfis^ in Perfon, who 
returned to the Succour of the Crimi The * 
Rujfian General fell upon his Army, which he 
entirely defeated. Ncverthelefs upon the Re- 
port of the whole Turkijb Army being on 
their March, j^maisff^^i thought proper to 
retire behind the Dnieper. This brought fo 
much Terror to MoJftoWf that the Czar imme- 
diately fent a Reinforcement to his Anny^ of 
which he gave the Cpipmand to the Knez 

2V/- 
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DplgcrmcUj refoMngtoputhimfelf inPerfbn 
at the Head of it For this Rcafon he cau(cd 
his Son Theodore Alexowiiz to be acknowlcdg'd 
his Succeflbr before his Departure. 

:The Crown Army was under the Com- 
mand of the King, between Leopold and Gf- 
mmee^ in order to incommode the Garifon 
of this laft Place ; fo that the Turks^ feeing 
no more Enemies, and their Army diminilh- 
ing every Day, thro* Sicknefs and Famine, 
they retook the Route of the Danube. 

Thus the Czar loft, all on a fudden, the 
Fruits of two Campaigns, during which he 
had fubdued the greateft Part of the Ukraine. 
It was^ at this Time that all the Jealoufy of 
the Poles difcovcr*d itfelf; they fent a Pleni- 
potentiary to Kudzfn^ to treat with the Ruf- 
Jlans^ of whom they complained, as not ha- 
ving obfervM the Treaty of yfrdeJJtou^ fincc 
they had not reftored Kiow in the Year 1670. 
The RuJ/ianSf on their Side, complained of 
feveral Writings of the Polanders^ wherein 
they had not (hewn that Refped for the Czar 
which was due to him, and propofed an Equi* 
valent for Kiow. 

During thefe Difputes, the Crown Army» 
which had only fome rebel Cojfacks at the 
. Head of it, of the Party of Dorofenjko^ went 
on from one Conqueft to another, till, in lefs 
than fix Weeks, they had fubdued all the 
Ukraine as far as Kiow. The Ruffians^ jealous^ 
in their Turn, of this new Progrcfs, rcfufed 
to fiimifh the Poles^ that were incamped in 
the Neighbourhood of this Fortrefs, with 
* ' any Ph>virions, 'till upon Complaint of the 

King, the Czar expedited Orders to the Wey- 

vodc 
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vode of Ai>a^, not to deny any thing to the 
Army of the Allies •, but he forgot nothing, 
that might prevent Derofenjko from making 
his Peace with the King of Poland^ becaufe 
the Rendition of Czebertn had put him in Pof- 
fcffion of all the Ukraine. 

While thcfe Things happened, the Czar 7i(# D/«/i^ ^ 
Alexis Micbaelowitz died in the Year 1676, '^'C««''A- 
at the Age of forty-fix ; he had had two *•'*" ^*' 
Wives, one the Daughter of Ilia Dofiielowiiz ^,t.t. 
Milojlaujkij as we have faid before; the o- 
ther the Daughter of Carihff Narajkin^ to 
whom he was married in the Year 1 671, and 
who furvivcd him, and lived till the Year 
1694. By the firfl: he had the Czarewitzes 
Simon and jilexiSj who both died before him, 
the Czar Tbeodorej the Czar jobn^ and the 
Princefles Sophia^ Catharine^ Mary^ and Se- 
diajfa. The Children of the fecond Venter 
were the Czar Peter the Great, and the 
Princcfs Natalia. 

He had befides thefe a natural Son, whom 
he created a Knez, and whofe Mother he 
married to a Nobleman called Mufcbin Pufcb- 
kin\ but when the Czar married his fecond 
Wife, this Lady, having through Jealoufy, 
dropt fome injurious Exprefiions againft the 
new Czarina, both fhe and her Son were fent 
to Jfiracan^^litTt they dy*d. 

It may be faid, without Exaggeration^ 
that Alexis Micbaehwitz was one of the great- 
eft Princes of his Time, and one of the beft 
and wifeft that Ruffia bad known for many 
Ages. Tho' valiant, he never made War 
but when he could not avoid it; he was a Fa- * 
ther of his People^ and endeavoured always

to make them happy^ and render the Weight 
of his Authority as light as poffible. What 
did he not do to fonn them for War, and 
« put them in a Situation to be refpefted l^ 

their Neighbours, as they were all his Li^ 
time? What Expences did he fpare to fuc- 
ceed in his Deligns, by drawing into his Ser- 
vice, with large Penfions, Foreign Officers, 
capable of inftruding them in all Parts of 
military Difcipline? It were to be wifli'd, 
that he had, at the fame Time, obliged them 
to obferve fome of the Cufloms, and Man- 
ners of thefe Foreigners, which might have 
eftablifli'd a good Correfpondence between 
them and the other People of Europe i but^ 
befides that the Time was not yet come in 
which this great and ufeful Revolution was 
to be brought about, the great Father of Re- 
ligion, the Patriarch, whofe Credit was not 
yet at all diminifhed, oppofed to this the an- 
tient Ufages, and the Fear of fuch Communi- 
cation corrupting their eftablifh'd Faith. In 
ihort, the Czarlov'd his People, lov'd Juftice 
and Peace, and endeavoured all the reft of 
his Reign, to repair the U's, that his Favo- 
rites and Minifters had caufed in his Youth, 
by abuling the Confidence he had placed in 
them. He would fee every Thing done him- 
felf, and as a Proof of his Wifdom and Po-. 
licy, it is fufficient to obferve how he appea- 
' fed the Revolt of Sienko Razing who without: 
the wife Precautions he took, threatened the 
Deftruftion of the whole Empire. His Poli- 
cy likewife appeared in the Treaties he made 
with Sweden and Poland^ and in the laft War 
which he declared fo dfrofos with the ^urks^ 

who. 
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who, without that, would have added the 
Ukraine to Podoliaj and all Pohzitd to the U- 
kraine \ and what would afterwards have be-, 
come of Rujfia^ but to be made a Prey to that 
infolcnt Nation and the cruel Tartars? 

I MIGHT add, as the finifhing ftroke to 
this fliort Sketch of his Pidure, that the fine 
Education and the great C^alities, which were 
afterwards difcovered in his Children, were 
Indications of his own Abilities. The Great- 
nefs of Soul in the Czar TbeodorCj the exten- 
five Knowledge and great Policy of the Prin- 
cefs ISopbia^ and laftly, that Love for Glory, 
for Arts, for Virtue, and for his People, that 
were the Charafterifticks of Pe t e r /i&tf Greats 
were all fo many Encomiums upon their Fa- 
then 

Prince Theodore Alexowitz bom in Thiodoeb 
the Year 1657, was eighteen Years of Age Alszowits 
when he afcended the Throne. His Father ^* *» ^ 
had caufed him to be acknowledged his Sue- ^^^****- 
ceflbr, the Year before his Death, when he 
had taken the Refolution to put himfelf at 
the Head of his Army in the Ukraine^ as we 
have mentioned before. This young Prince 
found his Affairs a little embarralTed. The 
War in the Ukraine had lafted three Ycars^ 
and fucceeded immediately to that which the 
Czar had been obliged to make with the Cof- 
facks^ fo that his Finances could not be in a 
mighty good Condition ; nevcrthclefs he con« 
tinued bis Father's Defign upon the Ukraine^ 
and with the more Vigour, as he endeavoured 
to bring the Enemy to a good Peace. 

The Grand Seignior having made Peace 
with the King oi Poland^ who ihdeed abolilh- 

cd 
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cd the fliameful Tribute mentioned in the laft 
Treaty, but left Qmsmit in the Hands of the 
Turks^ the Annies quitted the Field; that of 
Peknd^ reduced from fifcy feven, to twenty 
three thouland Men, went into Winter Quar- 
ters ; and that of the Sidtan paflcd the Niifter^ 
and the Danube. By one of the Articles of 
the Treaty, the Turks offered the Polanders 
their AflSftance to retake the Fh^vinces which 
the RuJJians had conquered upon them ; to fay 
the Truth, the King had not accepted this Of- 
fer; but he did not rejeA it with that Cordir 
aliry which would have become a good Ally 
on the like Occaflon. 

Bv another Article of the fame Treaty, the 
Tttrks furrcndcred to Poland all that Part of 
the Uhrainf^ that lies on the Weft of the Dnie^ 
fer^ referving to themfelves the Southern Part, 
which was under the Obedience oi Darofenfko. 
The Rtiffian Army had a fair Field opened to 
them, in which they found no Enemy to 
oppole their Enterprizes; £> that in a (hort 
Time, they brought again -to the Subjeftion 
of the Czar, not only all the Towns in the 
Ukraine^ which the Turks had kept to them- 
felves, among which was the ftrong City of 
Czeberin^ but alfo feme otlier Places yielded 
to the Poles. What was of moft Importance 
in this Conqueft, was the taking of the Rebel 
Borofenjko. This Zcporojki Cejfack difiatisfyV, 
as hath been faid before, with Poland^ had de* 
voted himfelf to die Turks and Tartars^ whom 
he invited into Poland^ and efpecially into the 
Ukraine. Inconftant and a Cheat, he had often 
endeavoured to make his Peace with Poland^ 
but always with ^n Intent to deceive her, and 

altho' 
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oltho' the Grand Seignior had fent him the Ge- 
ncrars Staff, he fought the ProtedHon of the 
Czar Alexis^ to whom he fent this Mark of 
his Dignity, that he might hold it only from 
him, and afterwards he treated with the King 
of Poland % fo true it is, that a Man who is 
once a Traytor, is always a Traytor, what 
Party foever he embraces ^ therefore thofe 
who a^ prudently, altho' they may take their 
Advantage of the Treafon, never place any 
Confidence in the Author of it. 

This Expedition drew upon the Czar all 
the Forces of the Ottoman PorU^ whofe firfl 
Exploit was the Siege of Czeberin^ but the 
Ruffians received them with fo much Valour, 
that they loft, before this Town, a Part of 
their Army, dieir Baggage, and their Artil- 
lery, and retreated in Confufion, without 
thinking of making another Attempt during 
this Campaign*, but it was to be fear'd, that 
the Turk would return with his beft Forces the 
next Year to revenge this Affront \ for this 
Reafon the Czar fent early, in the beginning 
of the Year 1678, a Minifler into Poland^ to 
demand, in his Turn, the Succour which he 
himfelf had been ready to give his Neigh* 
bours, when difhefs'd: But fo far from find- 
ing the PoUs difpofed to do the like, they ' 
not only excufed themfelves, on account of 
the melancholy Situation of the Affairs, 
which the late Trqublcs, and the laft War, had 
brought the Kingdom intQ,as alfo on account 
of the new Treaty concluded with the Portc^ 
which would be infringed by granting the Suc- 
cours deinanded \ bur the King fent himfelf 
(WO Amballadors to Mofcow^ named Zfcvorinjki 

and. 
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and Sapidki^ to take Advantage of tht Ne« 
ceflity the Czar was in, and to exaftfiom hlni 
Ibme advantageous Terms. They demand- 
ed, *^ That General Boroftnjk^ ihould be put 
^ into their Hands, as a Rebel ; that IQow 
^ and Smolen/ko fhould be fuirender'd ; and 
^ that Satisfaftion (hould be made them for 
^ not Joining them with a Body of thirty 
^ thou&nd Men, as had been agreed by the 
** laft Treaty :" Without confidering that 
the Diverfions that they had made in the 
Ukraine and in Crimea^ had been more ufcful 
to the Crown Army, than the Junftton of 
fifty thoufand Men. At length after fome 
Debates, a Treaty was concluded, in which 
it was agreed : 

I. That the Truce ihould be continued 
for fifteen Years, comprehending the Years 
yet to come, and the preceding. 

n. TuAT the Czar ihould pay to Poland^ 
as an Equivalent for Kiow and Smohnjh^ two 
hundred thoufand Roubles^ half in ready 
Money, and the other half in the Month of 
November^ during the Diet. 

III. That his Czarifli Majefly ihould eva- 
cuate to Poland the Towns of Vieliffe and 
tfievel^ fituated on the Frontiers of Utbua- 
nia ; and as to the Reditution of fome other 
Places, on which they could not agree, the 

i Affair ihould be fpoke of in the Diet. 

IV. That all Prifoncrs on both Sides 
ihould be fet at Liberty. 

V. That a Refolution ihould be taken 
in t!ie Diet, with refpeft to the Succours de- 
manded, and the Jundlioi) of the Armies 
againft the Tttrks and Tartars. 

It 
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It was found, at the Opening of the next 
Campaign, that they had not been deceived, 
concerning the Efforts that the T^iHrks would 
make. 

They i:e-entcr*d the Ukraine more formi- 
dably than the Year before, refolvcd to cany 
Czeberin cofl: what it would ; General Rotna- 
danofvjki^ wh() commanded the RuJJidn Army, 
advanced couragioufly to the Succour of the 
Placre, and even obtained fome Advantages 
over the Befiegers, who heverthelefs did not 
raife the Siege, but ort the contrary, having 
made ^ large Breach in the Walls, they took 
the Town by Aflkult, and put abdve thirty 
thoufand Men to the Sword. The taking this 
Placeconfoundcd the Ruffian Axmyyfho retreat- 
ed, the Ottomans purfued them as far as Buk- 
zhtj falling upon their Rear-Guard, but got 
no* other Advantage over theni, than defeat- 
1 ing a few fmall Deuchments made to amufe 

*9 them, while the Body of the Army got to a 
i| Place where they were ih Safety. Altho* 

I General Romadancw/ki had made this Retreat 

with much Order, and in the View of a for- ' 
midable Army, yet his Conduft was not ap- 
proved by the Czar, with whom he was in 
Difgrace. Neverthelefs, it is certain, that this 
Retreat obliged the Turks to make an End of 
the Campaign, for being in the Enemy's 
Country without Provifions or Magazines, 
they found themfelves not in a Condition to 
undertake any thing, and therefore retreated 
in their Turn, beyond the Nieftcr. 
We have faid above, that in the laft Trjea* 
, or Convention, concluded at Mofcow^ with 
e Minifter of Poland^ the Anfwer to the 
T Denumd 
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Denuwd which the Gear made of a powerfif 
Succour agaii\ft the TierJb; was refencd to tho 
Diet. This Diet was called together at Grad*, 
m, in the Begging of the Year 1679, where 
it was put to the Queftion, whether the Peace 
* ' newly concluded with the Pcru^ fhould be . 
maintained^ as it Was not very honourable for 
Poland^ or whether it Jhould be broke, and . 
the Anny of the Crown joined to that of the 
Czar, that they might attack the Ottonums 
together. The Emperor's Party, the Pope's 
Nuncio, and a Part of the Diet were for the 
laft : But the PoUmdcrs were for afting as cun- 
ningly as they could with the Ruffians^ and, 
therefore, as the Czar had alked for Succours, 
they, imagining he could not do without 
them, were willing to make him purchafe 
them with the Reftitution of thofe Places, 
which the Poles had yielded to the Czar jSexis 
MicbaelowUz by the Treaty of Ardejkou. For . 
thb Purpofe the King John SobUJki fent a Mi-» . 
nifler to Mo/cow^ to make the Propofition^ 
but the Czar had too much Knowledge in 
Affairs to be taken in fo : He knew what he 
had to expeft from the jealous Polanders^ and 
therefore anfwered the PoUJb Ambaflador, 
that he was refolved to pay no Subfidy to J 

Poland^ and that he required nothing but the j 

Junction of Forces, that diey might aft in. \ 
common againft the common Enemy, to con« 
m ilrain him at length to agree to an honourable 

Peace with both States. 

The Turks found no Advantage in a 
W^ with Rujfuij fince all the Conquefts they 
could make in the Ukraine^ were not worth a 
Quarter of the Expences they were at in. 

bringing 
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bringing their Army into that Province; for 
this Reafon, the Divan judged, that it would • 
be for the Intercft of the Porte to make Peace 
with the Czar; and the Sultan gave Orders 
to the Cham oiTartary to offer his Mediation 
to his Ciarilh Majefty. The Defign of the 
Portiy which had juft renewed the Truce, for 
twenty Yearsj with the Emperor of the Rd^ 
mansj was to get rid of all her Enemies, that 
fhe might afterwards fall, with the greater ' 

Force, upon Poland^ and take from her all the 
PodoUa. Spendrjijkiy the Ambailador of thd 
Crown at the PortCj had penetrated into this 
and given Advice of it to the King, who 
demanded Succours from all the Princes of 
Chriftendom, and parricularly from the Czar. 
When this Prince found himfelf fought after* 
he imitated the Policy of the Polamers^ and 
offered to join them with a numerous Army» 
upon Condition that they would renounce all 
their Pretenfions in Ruffia. Thefe did not rc- 
jedt the Propofition, but defircd the Czar to 
fend a Minifter to PoUmd with fiill Powers to 
regulate the Affair, and fettle the Time and 
Place of the Junftion of the Forces. 

This Minifler made Propofitions, that 
Were very agreeable, but they were fbll ac- 
company'd by Conditions fo hard, that it was 
not difHcult to difcover* that he did not dedre 
they fhould be accepted, fo that the Pdlanders 
faw, that the RuJJioAS fought only to amufc 
them, or that they had already made their 
Peace with the Turks^ and were not willing to 
break it without fincUng confiderable Advan** 
tages diereby ; and, indeed, thofe who made 
this Judgment were not deceived, for the 
T a Czar 
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Cur declared, that he would prefer a tolera- 
ble Peace widi the Tmrks^ to the Conditions 
which were to accompany the new Treaty of 
Alliance with the PoUndirs. In fliort, the 
Czar made his Peace with the Parte^ who 
abandoned tlie Cojfach^ that had put them-, 
feives under her Prote6tion, and remained 
Guarantee of the laft Treaty made between 
the Czar and the Cham of Tariaryj who had 
engaged himfelf to put a Stop to his Subjects 
making any Inroads into the Provinces of 
kufia. ' 

The Czar ^eodore fit>m hb firll coming 
to the Throne, had been too much employed 
in military Affairs to execute all the fine 
Projeds he had formed, for the Good of his 
People, and the Embellilhment of the City 
oiMofcow \ but many Things he did in both. 
Faithfully attached to the wife Maxims of 
' his Father, he protected, as he had done. 
Foreign Officers whom he drew into his 
Country from all Parts, and gave great En- 
couragement to all ufeful Arts. 

He paved the Streets of Mofccw^ raifed 
many Stone Buildings there, and took great 
Pains to have other Cities repaired: For the 
Publick Buildings, that were of Wood or 
Brick hecaufed to be pulled down, and new 
Stone ones to be built m their Room. He lent 
Money out of the Trcafury to be repaid ii^ 
ten Years, and fumifhed Materials to private 
People, who were not in a Capacity to build 
fuch Houfes in the City as he required. He 
was a great Lover of Horfes, which proved 
very advantageous to the Empire: For he 
^] fcnt tor good Stone-Horfcs ana Mares from 
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Pruffiaj and fct up fevcral Scuds, in conve- 
' nient Places, whence in a ihoit Time, there 
was a Breed raifed, fufficient, in fome Mea- 
func, to fupply the Occafions of the Court, 
as well as ot the Army. Among other Re- 
gulations, he alfo introduced a new Policy, 
for the better Government of the City of 
Mofcawj and commanded the Streets of that 
City to be (hut up at Night, and a Watch 
to be kept there. 

The Czar Tbeodoriy at a certain Time, 
convened all the Nobility, and commanded 
them to bring* their Patents and Charters of 
Privileges to Court, in order to have them 
confirmed : And when he had the Papers to- 
gether, he threw the whole Heap into the 
Fire, and declared, that, for the future, their 
Liberties and Prerogatives lliould be ground- 
ed only on Merit, and not upon Birth. 

As foon as he was at Peace he thought of 
marrying, and chofe for his Bride Opimia 
Routefjkij a Niece of the Boyar Simon Iwa- 
II nGwitz Sabarof/kii with whom his Nuptials 

were celebrated with great Pomp in the • 
Month of Augufi^ 1681 ; but this young La- 
dy dying in the Beginning of the next Year, 
his chief Favourite and Privy C6unfellor» 
Jaffkawy perfuaded him, notwithilanding 
the weak Condition he was in, to marry 
almoft on his Death Bed, another Lady, 
I named Mariba or Marvea Muttoeowna^ the 

Daughter of a Nobleman called Matbias 
Afraxia^ merely to hinder, if he could, the 
Succeffion of Peter. The Marriage Cere- 
mony was performed in theMontKof Mi)r» 
T 3 i6St, 
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1682, with great Solemnity; faqt was fooi^ 
followed bj a general Mournings f<MrDeatl^ 
fhatched this excellent Prince firom his People 
Th Cffm . at 4n Ag^ that prerented his doing ttofc 
Tiiiopota great Things he had defigned for hisCounr 
try, and to the inexpreflible Grief of all his 
Sybjeds. 

Thi Czar fieaJore jOex^witz hs|d no Chit 
dren, but left, at the Time of his Death, twQ 
Brothers, John and Peter^ the firft by the 
fame Mother, the latter but his Half-Brother, 
fo that molt People imagined }bifof would have 
been appointed nis Succeflbr; but Theodore ha« 
ving a greater Regard for the Welfare of his 
Country, than for a bad Cuftom, which in 
fpite of all Objeftions prefers the Right of 
Primogeniture to all other Confiderations, 
and judging his Brother John who was but 
weak in his Underftanding, as well as his 
Sight, unfit to hold the Reins of Govem- 
ment, and provide for the Neceffities of a 
Sute juft emerging from the Barbarifm in 
which it had been plunged by the favagc; 
•Manners of its antient Sovereigns, declared 
Prince P^/«^ for his Succeflbr, who by his 
worthy Adtipns acquired the Simame of 
Greai^ and by the happy and well-judg*d Al« 
. terations he made in the Ufages and Manners 
of the RuffiaH Nation, well dcfervcd the Tide 
that was given him of Father of bis Country.

Mj?S\^f^S I have already wrote the Hiftory 
W^M of the Life of Peter L in three 
S6'/iii\"« Volumes, I Ihali refer to thofc 
for a particular Detail of the Cir- 
cumftanccs of that great Emperor's 
Reign, contenting myfelf, in this Place, to 
prcfcnt the Reider with a Recapitulation of 
what hath been faid in that Work, adding 
what hath come to my Knowledge Tince that 
wa$ publiih'd. 
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PE.T11. THE Great came to the Throne^ 
upon the Death of his Brother neaJare^ in 
the Year 1682, when not abore ten Years of 
Age ; but aRebellion that was foon after raifed^ 
by the turbulent Spirit of the Princefs Sophia^ 
his Half-Sifter, would not allow him the quiet 
Poficflion of it, till his elder Brother John was 
proclaimed Czar in Conjundion with hin^ 
which was done the Year following. 

, The Czars being both very young, the 
Princefs Sophia^ who was a Woman of a maf- 
culine Spirit, and great Policy, got the Ad* 
minifhadon of the Government into her own 
Hands; but the Tray tor Oirv/x;^/, Prefident 
of the * Streliizes^ who had been one of the 
chief Inffauments in the Revolution lately 
brought about, prefuming upon the Power 
he found himfelf poflefled of^ was very trou- 
blefome, and even had the daring Ambidon 
to afpire at placing the Crown itfelf on the 
Head of his own Son. The Princefs ^o- 
pbia and fier Favourite Prince Galliczin^ foon 
found Means to rid themfelves of this infolent 
Man, and puniih him for all his Crimes at 
once, even diofe which fhe had confented to 
herfelf; but not dll he had let loofe his Sire- 
lit^s to plunder and murder all who were 
no( of his Party in MqJcow^ and had driven 
the Imperial Family to leek Shelter in the 
Troiijky Mqnaftery, about fixty Rufs Miles 
from the City, from whence the Princefs 
fent an Ipvi^ation to all the Boyars to an in* 
tended Feaft, and pardcularly (o Couvanjki^ 

* Theft wn ifimlij/b^d Ftrtii, §r Guards^ Bh ihi JlBlf- 
faries atnoMg the Turks, of 'xbich 20,000 HKtri ufed f hi 
fmartir^sl 9H hAokow. 
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who yet continued his Cruelties at Mofcow^ 
which Ihc artfully fecmed to approve ; but 
contrived to have him way-laid in the Road 
to the ^roitjky Monaftery by two hundred 
Horfemen, who, according to their Inftruc- 
dons, carried him and his Son into an Houfe^ 
and cut off both their Heads at the fame 
Inftant* 

The Strelitzes, when they firft heard 
an Account of this, began to mutiny, ana 
vowed Revenge againft the Government, that 
had deprived them of their Chief. The 
Court, feeing the Danger with which the 
State was threatened, raifed their other Forces, 
who bore an implacable Hatred to the Stre-^ 
litzesj than whom they were much better dif- 
ciplined, and were commanded by German 
Officers, againft whom, or any regular Force, 
the Streliizes were little able to (land; fo that 
their Hearts fmking, and finding themfelves 
without a Leader, they made Offers of Peace, 
which being accepted, the Czars immediately 
returned to Mofcow^ accompanied by the No- 
bility and GermanOSictvs: And the StreUtzes 
meeting them, profhated themfelves at their 
Feet, and begged for Mercy; the Czars there- 
upon making a Sign that they foi^ave them, 
the. penitent Soldiers poured forth Tears of 
Joy, to fee their Sovereigns returned to their 
Capital in fo mild a Difpofition. 

This Commodon being quieted, the'Prin- 
ctk Sophia thought of making new Regula- 
tion$ in the Sute, and of giving Laws to 
her Sovereigns, and the very fame Day crea- 
ted her Favourite FnnccGaliiccm Grand Chan« 

cellor» 
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cellor, m^fTrmmenkf which an(wen Co die 
Poftof FirftMiniftcr. . 

Galliczxn was one of the ableft StateCr 
men, and moft polite Man.m Rulfia^ whidi 
he nobly refolv'a Ihuuld nuike a Figuie with . 
the reft of Europe i for this Reafon, in the - 
' Difpofition of the principal Offices in the 
State he regarded Merit nK>re than the mere 
Pretenfions of high Birth, and the Interelb ' | 

of particulac great Families, which drew 
upon him the Hatred of many, but that did 
not hinder him from exerdng his Authority. 
He advifed, at this Time, a Treaty with 
$weden^ and foon after the ConduGon of the 
Peace with that Crown, came to an Acconvn 
modation with the Poks^ who gave up their 
Pretenfions to the Ukraine^ the Duchy of 
Smoknjko^ and other Territories conquerM by 
the Rjiffiansi the Czars, on their Part, being 
to make War on the Precops^ and prevent 
^eir Incurfions into P^/tfitt/. 

The Turks preparing to enter Crimea^ 
Prince GaBiczin named feveral Lords as proper 
to command in the Expedition againft them; 
but the Boy^rs, who were hb Enemies, under 
Pretence of doing hi;n. Honour, ihfifted that 
no one was fo fit for that Command as him- 
felf, which he was obliged to accept of, tho* 
much againft his Inclination, being a much 
greater Statefman than Soldier, and knowing 
that tho* he had many Difficulties to encoun* 
ter, and but a raw and undifdplined Army 
to lead againft the Enemy, if any ill Succefs 
ihould happen, it would be all imputed to 
him, notwithftwding he ufed theutmoft Pre- 
{:aution. 

The . 
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Th £ Russi ANS having joined the Hettman 
pf the Cojfacks in the Ukraine^ they took the 
Field together on the firft of A&y 1687, with 
an Army of three hundred thoufand Foot, 
and an hundred thoufand Horfe ; but having 
no Succefs, the Army was diibanded, and 
prince GaUiczin^ to excufe himfelf, threw all 
the Blame of the Mifcarriage upon John 
Samuelerricb^ Hettman of the Cojfacks^ who 
was therefore depofed, and fent into Siberia : 
Mazeppa^ who had formerly been a Page to 
John Cafimir^ King of Poland^ being chofen 
Hettman in his Room. 

Prinze Galliczin, at his Return to ilf^ 
ctnw^ notwithftanding he had done fo little, 
was received by the Princefs with all the 
Marks of Favour he could wifli, and took 
upon him the Management of Affairs with 
as much Authority as ever. This great Fa« 
vourite, and the dPrihcefs Regent, not a little 
alarmed at the furprifing Genius they dif* 
cover'd in the young Czar Peter, tookal} 
the Ways that were poffiblc to ftifle in him 
thofc Seeds of Virtue which afterwards grew 
up and flouriflied with fo much Glory to him- 
ielf and his Country. The Princefs had be- 
fore this deprived him of his Goverr.or 
!Menefius^ a Seotcbman^ well qualified for 
that Employment, becaufe he was not to 
be brought over to her Intereft ; and now 
they engaged him in fuch Company, and 
liich Diverfions as they imagined would give 
him little Relilh of any thing that might 
make him capable of thwarting their De-- 
iigns, or of being willing to take upon htm* 

felf the Trouble of Government: And as for

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his Brother 7^ ^^ ^^ neither Capacity nor 
Conftitudofi to undertidce amy thing to difturb 
them. 
Tetw MP* Im the mean Tinie, the Friends of the 
^^ Gear Peier^ apprehending their Defigns, ufed 

their Endeavours to counter-plot them, and 
having got Prince Gailiczin out of the Way on 
a fecond Expedition to the Cmi, they found 
Means to prevail upon Peter to marry in his 
Abfence, being now in the i8th Year of his 
• Age. The young Lady he made Choice of 
was named Oitokefa Federowna^ Daughter of 
^ the Boyar Feeder Jbrabamawitz^ which bold 
' Stroke greatly encreafcd the Party of the 
Czar Peter, all the young Men, whofe Fa- 
thers followed the Princefs, declaring for 
him. 
A CmAifmrf ^^ ^^ Marriage, Prince Galliczinj at his 
^^hJtUs Return, found all his Meafures broken ; but 
^* being fupported by the Pri«cefs*s Authority, 

they maae a bold Attempt againft the Life of 
Peter^ the Princefs forcfceing, that this Bro- 
ther, if not timely prevented, would one 
Day not only be the Ruin of all her ambi- 
dous Defigns, but perhaps oblige her to re-' 
turn to the Convent, from whence (he had 
withdrawn herfelf, contrary to the ufual Cuf- 
tom of thofe who have once taken Refuge 
there. Princefs Sophia and Gailiczin^ in or*- 
der to accomplifti their Ends, brought A£i^ 
zfppa, the new Hetiwan of the Cojfacks^ into 
the City of Mofcow^ with five hundred of his' 
principal Officers, in order to aflift them, tho* 
under Pretence of doing him Honour,. and: 

?refenting him to do Homage to the Czare. 
'hey had moreover pitched upon ^heoiwe^ 
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^ekelaviiau to be th^* principal Inftrument in 
ihc bloody Enterprizc. 

This Man had been raifed, by the Prin- 
cefs, to the Dignity of Prcfident of the Sire-^ 
litzes^ in the room oi Couvati/kij and had pro- 
mifed a pun<5tual Obedience to all her Com- 
mands. At the Time when the Plot was 
ripe for Execution, the Czar Peter was at one 
of his Country Houfes, called Obrogenjko^ 
upon the River Tarus^ about a League from 
Mofcow\ thither he went at the Head of fix 
hundred of his Strelitzes^ all Men, as he 
thought, to be relied on ; but whilft he was 
giving his Orders, two of the Number, (hock- 
ed at the Toughts of ftaining their Hands in * . 
the Blood of their Sovereign, ftole off pri- 
vately, and gave the Czar Notice of the Plot 
againlt him, by which early Intelligence, he 
found Means to get off, and fecure himfelf 
in the Troitfy Monaftery. nekelavitau was 
punifhed with Death, and the Princefs Sophia 
not only loft her Authority, but was confined 
ill the reft of her Days. Her Death did not 
happen till fifteen Years after, during which 
Time, feveral Commotions were raifed in her 
Favour. 

Altho' the Name of the elder Brother . 
Jobn^ was mentioned with Petef^s in the Be- 
ginning of all publick A£ts, yet the latter 
feemed to have all the Authority of the Go- 
vernment in himfelf; but did not give many 
Prefages at this Time, of being the great 
Prince he was afterwards found to be; taking 
Delight in many idle and cruel Diverfions, 
and being very much governed by his young 
Favourite B^risGalUczin^ a near Relarion of 
/ Prince 
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jhince GaBtOBs^: but Matter of none of bS 
good Qualities or Talents, being a Debauchee 
himfelf, and introducing none but fuch to 
the Czar's Favour. Howeirer the Narajkinsi 
the Czar Peter^s Relations by his Mother, at 
length found Means to remoVe the Favourite, 
and put themfelves in his Place; but thefe 
being fond of the antient Cuftoms of theii^ 
Country^ were for deftroying feveral wife Re- 
gulations made by the great Prince Galiczmi 
they again forbad all Foreignen coming into 
Mifiatyt who had been encouraged by Prince 
Galliasin^ and were reducing Things apace to 
their antient State of Ignorance and Tyranny, 
if thefe Mbfortunes had not been prevented 
by Peter\ calling his Eye on a new Favourite^ . 
one M. Lt Fort^ to whom was owing the firft 
Foundation of the Ruffian Grandeur, and from 
whom Peter imbibed fuch Notions of Virtue, 
and Propriety, as made him afterwards one of 
the greateft Princes that ever reigned, either 
in that Country, or any other. 

The Manner of this Le Forfs coming into 
Ruffia^ I have given an Account of, in the firft 
Volume of my Life of Peier^ from lA.de la 
Motraye^ who ieems to have been the beft in- 
formed upon that Subjcft/ Petef^ who from * 
his Childhood had always a ftrong Inclination 
to all military Affairs, difcourfing one Day 
with M. Le Fort^ on the Cuftoms of foreign 
Countries, and particularly of Denmark^ bovti 
whence he laft came, afked him fome Quef> 
' tions concerning the King of Denmark^^ 
Guards, and what he thought of his own, 
bidding him fpeak his Mind freely. Le Fort 
took this Occafion to inform him of the Dif^ 
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cipline and Manner of cloathing Troops in 
other Countries, with which Vcttr was fo well- 
pleafed, that he ordered his Army (hould be 
difciplined and cloathed according to his Di- 
regions, and entered himfelf into ic» even in Pitcr nurt 
the meaneft Poft, that of a Drummer, ftriftly '»«• i UArm p 
forbidding his Captain to remember he was*** ^-'■'^* 
Czar; he ferved with all due Submiiiion, 
lived upon his Pay, and lay in the Tent of a 
Drummer, till promoted to the Degree of ^ w . 
Seijeant, which was not till he deferved it, in jj^* 
the Judgment of his Officers, whom he would 
punifli if they judg'd too favourably of him. 
When Peter found himfelf fumifli'd 
with Soldiers better difciplined,^ he refolved 
to leflen the Strength of the Strelitzes^ who 
were too much attached to the Princefs So* 
finas and now to the utter Extinction of all ^ Csaki* 
the Hopes of that Sifter and her Party, the witz hn. 
Czarina was delivered of a Son, who was 
named Alexis Petrowiiz. 

The Czar highly pleafed with the Fo- Petir ngm- 
reigners whom M. Le Pert had procured for ^'' *« **- 
his Guards, confulted the fame Gentleman ^JJJ^'* ^^ 
about introducing others into Rtiffiaj of dif-ffi^^^' ^ 
ferent Profeilions, that he might cultivate 

]\ Arts and Sciences among his People : In or- 
der to which Le Fori advifed his Czariih Ma« 
jefty to make fome new Regulations in his 
Finances, which anfwered fo well, that it put 
it in his Power to encourage Foreigners to 

1 1 leave their own Country, and fettle in Ruffioi 

where foon appeared a great Number, efpe* 
cially Gimums^ Scots^ and French^ both cacpe-: 
rienced Sol4iers» and Men ikilful in other 
Sciences, 
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f Li Fort, altho* he advifed the C2ar td 
^ve this Encouragemetit to Foreigncfs, did 
not forget to recommend fuch of the Natives 
of Ruffia to Ptoferment Whom he himfelf, or 
4 * ^ fome of thofe Foreigners had taken Fauns td 
qualify for the moft profiuble Employments. 
Among others Mexander Menzikeff^ juft then 
taken into Favour by the Czar, was indebted 
to him for bein^ qualified for the great Pods 
.he afterwards enjoy'd. \l 

In the Year 1691, Peter put away his j 

Wife, having fome Sufpicion, as was pretend- 
ed, of Difloyalty in her^ and caufed her to be J 
clofely confined all the reft of her Life. The ■ 
Year following an EmbafTy was fent, by the {^

siA. rop^ reaped from their Naval Affairs, that A 
from that Inftant, he refolved to turn his % 
Views that Way ; and Immediately gave Or- f; 
ders to fome Hollanders who were at Mofcow^ \ 
to build feveral fmall Veflels, and afterwards ,| 
four Frigates of four Guns each, with which [^ 
he often diverted himfelf upon the Perijlan/ky '| 
Lake, and caufed now and then Mock-Fights f 
to be performed thereon, in which he aded Us i 3 
a Sea Captain, and from thenceforward took \ 
that Tide upon him. '\ 
The Year following [1695] the Ruffians j 
having declared War with the Turks and Tiir- y 
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tars^ Peter commanded feveral Galleys, and 
other Veflcls to be built and equip'don the 
l^xvcx Veronis^ which, with fomc open Boats' 
of the Donjkf Cojfacks^ he employed in the 
Siege of Azopb. The fame Year beheld the PiriR^t// 
iirft Campaign of the two mod formidable C«^^^ 
Monarchs of Europe^ Peter I. Czar of Mufcovy^ 
and Muftapba IL Emperof of the Turks. The 
Czar, in this 'Expedition, entered himfelf as . 
an Enfign only, but had an Army of eighty Bitmia «! 
or ninety thoufand well difciplined Men ^hfiiP* 
divided into two Bodies, one to attack the 
Town of yizopby and the other to fupport the 
Donjky CoJfackSy and make Head againft the • ^ 
Tartars it they (hould attempt to throw any 
Succours into the Town; but this the Turks 
were able to do by Water, and, making fre- 
quent Sallies, held out a refolute Defence for 
above two Months, during which Time the 
Czar Peter was every where, faw all Things 
done himfelf, and made his Remarks upon 
what happened. 

The Ruffians had conftantly the better ' 
when they ikirmifhed with the Enemy, and 
began to play their Battery with good Succefs, 
"when the Progrefs they had made was all ren- 
dered fruitlefs by the Treachery of an Engi- 
neer, who being ill ufed by the Boyar he fer* 
^ed. under, nailed up the Cannon upon .the 
Batteries he was intruded with, and deferted 
in the Night-Time to the Eneniy, which for- 
ced the Mufcovites to leave the Place for that 
^'ear^ and turn the Siege into a Blockade. 
Soon afttr Petef^% Return u> Mofcow^ the Czar

His Czarifh Majefty having largely recruited 

his Army, which was under the Command of 

General Gordon^ a Scotchman^ the Siege was 

carry'd on with fuch Refolution, that the 

Enemy finding themfelves difappointed of the 

Relief they expcfted and every way diftrefled^ 

were obliged to furrender the Place. 

The Czar finding by Experience the great 
Advantage of a maritime Force, rcfolved to 
eilablifh a Navy, that ihould not only fecure 
his Conquefts, but enable him to meet andi 
oppofe the Turks in the Black-Sea \ for this 
PiTiR r#- Purpofe, he fent for Workmen fix>m Holland 
^»J* '*'^^nd Itafy^ to build Ships and Galleys, and ufed 
fuch extraordinary Methods to defray the Ex- 
pence of it, that the Rnffiam^ who were na-- 
turally great Enemies to all Innovations, ex-- 
prelTed much Uneafinefs, and this gave an 
Opportunity to the difcontented Party among 
the Boyars, to form k Confpiracy, wherein it 
was agreed to alfallinate the Czar, to releafe 
the Princefs Sophia out of Prifpn, and put the 
Crown upon her Head ; after which the Con- 
fpirators were to reftore the Sirelitzes^ who 
had been removed from their Polls, on the 
2 Account 
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Account of Couvanjkf^ Rebellion ( and 
laftly, they were to maflacre all Foreign- 
ers, and the Czar^s new Farourites, who, . 
they imagined, put him upon thefe Things ' 
which were fo difagreeable to them : But 
this Plot was difcover'd by two Captains of 
the Strelitzes^ who difcourfing together, were 
touch'd with Remorfe, and immediatiely ran 
to the Czar at his Favourite Le Fori*% Houfe, 
and laid the whole Matter open to him, up- , , ., .^;- 
on which the Confpirators were all feizcd and : . t ' 
puniflied according to their Demerits. AC- 
ter which his Czarifli Majefty prepared for 
his Travels, refolving to vifit feveral Foreign 
Countries for the Improvement of his own.. 
In order to which, he apppointed UL Le 
' F^t^ now made a lieutenant General, and 
Admiral of his Fleet, together with Count 
Gallowin Governor of Siberia^ and M. IFoJiri- 
fefiyn Privy Counfellor and Secretary of State, 
his Ambafladors Extraordinary to the States-^. 
General ofHottandy and went himfelf //rr^^xti/a « 
in their Train, that he might have the better 
Opportunity of making his Obfervadons, with- 
out being embarralTed with the Ceremonies 
he was to expeft if he made himfelf known. 

He left the Adminiftration of the Go- ?"«» ySiii 
vcmment, during his Abfcnce, to three Bo- fl^^l . 
yars, his Uncle Narajkin^ Prince GallicztH^ 
and Peier Frocorojky^ to whom likewife he in- 
truded the Care of the Czarewitz Alexis his 
Son. Which done, he fet out with the

1 to himfelf. He went round the Towns pri- 

] vately to view them, attended by the Go- 

vernor, or fome few of the mbft conliderable 
Perfons, but without a Guard, or other At- 
tendance. He had fo great Defire to be in 
HoUandy that he tarry'd not long at any of 
the Sea Ports in the Baliick^ and but a few 
Days at Hambourg. On his approaching the 
Frontiers of the United'Provinces^ the States-- 
General appointed Deputies to receive the Cmu h 
Embajj^ with very confiderable Prefents, and Hoi^iawd.^ 
the greatefl: Marks of Honour that could be 
fhewn on the like Occafion. Before the Am- 
bailadors arrived at Jmfierdam^ his Czarifh 
Majefty left them, and entered that City in- 
eogniiOy accompanied only by a few Merchants 
whom he had known at Mofcovj^ and who, 
having private Notice of his coming, went 
out to meet him. The Magiftrates alfo ha- 
ving fome Intimation of it, deputed fome

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In the Middle ol January^ his Czarifli Ma-^^ Ehclah©, 
jcfty embarked at Helvoetjlttys for London* 
While his Majcily was in Holland^ he had feen 
fcveral Engiijb built Ships, whofe Beauty and 
Proportion pleafed him much better than the 
Dutch Ships, and underftanding likewife that 
the EngUJh worked by Plan and Rule, while 
the People of Holland knew very little of the 
Theory of Ship-Building, he rcfolved to come 
over hither, that he might improve his Know- 
ledge herein, to the utmoft Perfection. 
* A handfome Houfe was provided for his 
Czarifli Majefty at the Bottom of Tork-Build- 
ings near the Water-Side, which not being fo 
agreeable to his Humour or the Defign of his \ 

coming over, as one below Bridge, a very neat 
one was 6tted up for him belonging to Mr. 

' Evelyn^ with a Back-Door into the King's ^ 
Yard at Deptford, where he would often take 
up the Carpenters Tools and work with them ; 
he frequently converfed with the Builders, 
who (hewed him their Draughts, and the Me- 

^ thod of laying down by Proportion any Ship 
or Veffel of what Body foever they required, 

' with which his Majefty was wonderfully plea- 
fed, and thought he had mifpent all the I'ime

' faying he Ihouid never have learned his Trade 
if he had not come into England. 

He had feveral Interviews with King H^l- 
liam^ and her late Majefiy, then Princefs Anne

• any other, with whom he delighted ^to talk of

die Shipping. In return of which, when he 
had fettled a free Importadon of Tobacco with 
fome of our Merchants here, it was on C6n- 
didbn, that my Lord Carmaribcn (hould have 
five Shillings for every Hoglhead of Tobacco 
fo imported. 

The King to divert his Majefty fcnt Ad- 
miral Mitcbcl along with him to Porifmouib^ 
to put the Fleet out to Sea, which lay at Spih 
beadj where he was entertained with a Mock 
Engagement, which he had alfo feeh in HoU 
land^ but not fo much to his Sadsfaftion as 
this, which gave him fo great Pleafure, that 
he declared he. thought an Englijb Adniiral a 
happier Man tKan a Czar of Mufcovy. 

During his Suy in England^ he went to 
fee the Univeriity of Oxford^ was once to vifit 
the Archbifhop oi Canierburyy zt his Palace at 
Ijambetbj and went many Times to fee our 
Cathedrals and Churches* to obferve the Or- 
der of our eftabliihed Religion, and had alfo 
the Curioficy to view our Quakers, and other 
DiflS!nting Meetings in the Time of their Ser- 
I vice. Hfc went to view the Tower of London^ 

where he feemcd much pleafed with the Ar- 
moury, and the Manner of Coining Money. 
He was (hewn the two Houfes of Parliament 
when fitdng, and was prevailed upon twice or 
thrice to go to the Play* tho* this was a Di- 
verlion he had not much Tafte ' for. His 
Czarifli Majefty ufed to drefs after the Englijb 
Falhion* fometimes like a Gendeman, and 
fomedmes like a Sailor* going abroad with 
little Attendance, and when the Mob began 

to 
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to gaze^at him, he would always quit the 
Place. 

When his Czarifli Majcfty left England^ 
King ffllliam gave him Leave to take any of 
his Subjects into his Service, that he fliould 
have Occafion for, and made him a Prefent 
of a fine Yacht, called the Rcyal franfport. 
In (hort, his Majefty approved fo well of all 
he had feen in England^ efpecially relating to 
our Shipping, that he refolved to have no* 
thing but Englijb built Ships in his Country^ 
and thereupon took fcveral Englijb Ship- 
Builders and Artificers to be employed in the 
Navy he was about to eftabliih, among the 
reft Captain John Perrj^ recommended to him 
' as a Perfon capable of ferving him in feveral 
of hisDefigns, particularly in that of making 
a Communication between the Rivers Wclga 
and Don^ the Diftance of which Communi- 
cation is about one hundred and forty Rufs 
Miles, by way of two other fmall Rivers, the 
one csilled theZ^, which falls into tht Don^ 
the other the Camifbinka^ which falls into the 
Wclga\ upon thefe two fmall Rivers Sluices 
were to be placed to make them navigable, 
and a Canal of near four Rufs Miles, to be 
cut through the dry Land, where the two 
fmall Rivers come neareft to one another* 
This was a fine Undertaking of the Czar, by 
Means of which a Trade was to have been 
open'd with Perfioj by the Cajfian and Bladt-^ 
&eaSy befides the great Advantage it would be , 

to die Ruffians^ in cafe of a War with the 
^urks. 

His CzARiSH Majefty, after having been < 

jnorc than* four Montlu in Englimd^ went 

back 
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nr CsAft hiek agadn to HoUmd^ and from thence to the 
^J^^«- Court of Vimia^ where the next Day after 
his Arrival, he had a private Audience of 
the Emperor Ltcpold at the Palace de la Fa* 
voMriia. Upon the 29th of Jtify the Grand 
Embad^ had their pubuck Audience, to which 
they were conduced in a very magnificent^ 
Manner, and were treated very fblendidly ac 
the Emperor^sExpence. Wliilft his Czarifli 1 

Majefty was thus on his Travels, conciliating 
to himfelf the AfTefbions of the grcatelfc 
Powers of Ewrope^ making Obfcrvacions, and 
learning Arts for the Advancement of the 
Profperity and Glory of his own Country, 
Intelligence coming frequently to Mofcow^ 
that he was cxtreamly pleafed with what he. * | 
met with in Foreign Countries, and intended I 

to make great Alterations in his own Affairs '. 

as foon as he came home, the difcontented 
Party, who were in the Princels Sopbia*s Inte-^ ; 

re(t, took a Handle from thence to infiife j 

ftrong Jealoufies into the Minds of the People^ [! 

which were greatly fomented by the Pricfts, 6 

that his Majefty would fubvert their holy |;

J^irsg^. to declare the Throne vacant, and place his

When the Czar firft had an Account of 
this Rebellion, he was preparing to fet out 
from the Court of Vienna to Venice^ which I 

State, as well as Rome^ he had intended to [ 

vifit, if this News had not made him alter his j 

Refolution, and fent him dircftly to Mojcwo^ . ' 

where he arrived with Expedition and Secre* f 
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cy, to the Confufion of his Enemies, a great 
Number of whom he ordered to be executed 
in an exemplary Manner, The very Name of 
Strtlitzts he commanded to be abolilhed and PtTsa/Mfa 
changed into that of Soldatee\ a great Number ^^v* * 
of them were put to Death, and feveral ba- 
niflied into SibmOj and other remote Parts of ^ 

the Kingdom, 

His Czarish Majefty next turned his 
Thoughts on reforming his People and Go- 
vernment; he began with eftablifhing his 
Guards, which were thofe Regiments that 
were fettled in the Room of the Stretiizes^ 
and put his whole Army on a new Footing, 
direfting a new Manner of difciplining them 
agreeable to what he had feen abroad. Aftef 
which he went down to Veronis to view the 
Ships that were building in his Abfence, and 
to hallen the Eq^pment of the Fleet, that 
; he defigned for the Black-Sea. As foon as he 

;j came thither, he made the Englijh his chief 

\ Mailer-Builders, and ordered that for the fu- 

ll ture no Ship (hould be built but after the Eng^ 
lijh Models* Immediately upon his Arrival, 
he put' a fifty Gun Ship upon the Stocks from 
a Draught he had made himfelf, and when he 
had proceeded a little Way on it, he left it to j^ jyr • 
be carried on by two young Ruffian Gentlemen 
who had travelled with him, and learnt the 
Art of Ship-Building in his Company; order- 
ing them to take Advice from ^^ Englifi 
Ship-Builders when they had Occafion; he 
alfo left Orders with his Admirals to get the 
Ships and Galleys, that were aheady biiilt, 
digged arid in readinefs to be carried down to 
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Axalbi whither* lie intended to go with ^ them | 

\ the next Spring, ' 

His CzAnisH Majeftvhad Icaite Time to 
fettle the Aflfairs of hu Navj at f^irmif, be^re ' 
j^,^^ ^ f^ he wa$ haftened to M^fctw by a Misfortune 
nmriitiji ^ which might be ' accounted fo to his whole 
FoET. Country* that was thc^ Death of hb Favou^ \ 

rite Lt Fart : A Man who had highly it* 
ierved all the Honours that he had or could 
confer upon him. The Czar was fenfibly 
touchM with the Lofs, and ordered the moft 
magnificent Pomp to attend his Funeral Ob« 
V fequies, at which hetaflifted himfelf, crying 
with a loud Voice, 7J»/ be bad left Ins Faiber. 
This worthy Miniftcr left at his Death, which 
was but in the 46ch Year of his Age, near a 
Million of Roubles^ all acquired without Op* 
preffion or Corruption. He married into a 
very rich Family, the Hei^ of which he had 
faved, as he had feveral otncrs, from the Rage 
of his Mafter. He was dtfinterefted^ bumane^ 
jttft^ fober^ generous^ and brave. Never, was 
Servant more beloved by his Prince, or more ^ 
deferving it. And what is not very common \, 
with Favourites, he gained his Mailer's E* 
ileem by his Merit only. 

This melancholy Office over, hisMajefty 

chofe a new Set of Lords to be of his Coun** 
cil; and inftituted the Order of Si. jAidrew^ , 
Prince Menzihff, being the firft on whom he 
conferred it. About the fame Time [Anna 
1699.] bv'the Mediation of King ff^illiam 
the Thirds his Czarilh Majefty prolonged his 
Truce with the Turks for twenty-five Years, 

DieUnf War ^^'^ *^ "^^ ^^^ ^^^^ ^^'^ Ratificauon of it 
^wiihibiKini dcclarcd War with Charles XII. the young 
VSwioxw. King 
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King of Sweden^ as his Allies the King of. 
Poland and Denmark had done before, 
j The Czar's true Motive for entering into 
this War^ was the Hopes of recovering /i^^A;, 
formerly taken from the Ruffians by Gujiavus 
jldolpbusj by the Poffeflion of which Province, 
he Ihould be enabled to have a Port on the 
Eaft Side* of the Baltick-Sea, to complete his 
great Dcfign of opening new Ways between 
that and the Euxine and Cafpian Seas, and 
from thence to the Northern Ocean, which 
was to be done by cutting Canals to unite the 
Rivers Wolga^ Tanais^ and Dwina. 

While his Army and Fleet were preparing 
for the enfuing War, he began his intended * 
Reformation in the Church and State. He 
aboliihed the Office of Patriarch, who had af« 
fumed a moft unreafonable Power and State, 
and made himfelf fole Head and Governor of 
tht Church. He. afterwards reformed the 
Government of the Provinces, and the Abufes 
in his Revenues. He altered the Commence* 
ment of the Year from the Firft of September^ 
to the Firft of January. He fet up feveral 
Schools; but one Method he took to preferve 
Arts and Sciences among his People, was in- 
deed a little cruel, which was confining the 
Profeflbrs of them in his Country, by denying 
them PalTports to return to their own. 
^ The Czar's Forces being in Readinefs, ia 
the Year 1700, he appeared before Narva 
with an Army of an hundred thoufand Men, 
hoping that if he could take this Town, he 
ihould a^ctk a Paflagc to the JBal/ick. It was 
on the Firft of Oaober that he fat down before 
it^ aSeafon veiy rigorous in thofe cold Cll^ 

mates. 
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iintci.i.Tlie Command of his Amy was giv^ 
en to die Duke de Cr&f^^ a German^ and he 
took no higher a Poll than that of JUeutenant 
himfelf; ^ In this Army he had only a Body 
of thirty thoufand Men, who were the Sol-* 
datee, formed out of the old Sirelitxci and 
Germans that were worth any thing ; the reft 
were a rude Number drawn from tkt Wilds 
and Forellsy who had never feen a Battle or 
regular Siege. 

The King of Sweden^ enraged , at . the 
Treatment he met with from three powerful 
Monarchs falling upon him at once, having 
firft reduced the King of Denmark to fue for 
Peace, which was concluded by the Treaty 
of Travatdalj crofled the Sea with two hun* 
dred Tranfporcs, and landed at Pemaw in 
the Gulph of Riga\ after he had relieved 
that Town, befieged by the King of Poland^ 
who quitted it upon Charleses Approach, he 
marched diredly to Narva^ with four thou- 
fand Foot, and four thoufand Horfe, and 
with this fmalL Number, beat the Czar's 
Army of above an hundred thoufand Men. 
Twenty thoufand ALifcoviies were killM on 
the Spot, and the reft with their Generals de 
Croy^ Dolboroufyy GaUawitiy and Fredoramtz^ 
• furrendred thcmfclvcs to the young Heroc 
then but eighteen Years of Age, and laid 
their Arms at his Feet. 

Peter himfelf was gone at this Time, to 
haflen the March of forty thoufand Jlecruics 
fxom PleJkow\ but thought it would be to 
little Purpofe with fuch raw and undifciplin*d 
Men to engage the Viftor juft flefhed witli 
the Conqueft of an hundred thoufand, fo re* 

tired 
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tired to the Place from whence he came, and 
from thence went back to Mofcow^ which was 
moft terribly alarmed at the News of this 
Battle ; but the Czar was fo far from being 
difpirited, that he would often fay, " I ex- ' 
" pefted to be beaten by the SiJoedes^zxAmvf 
** again, but they in Time will teach us to' 
** beat them," Which proved true. 

After the Battle of Naroaj his Czarifh 
Majefty fcnt Anfwers to two Letters he had 
received, one from the King of England^ and 
the other from the States-General^ to let them 
know he would accept of the Mediation 
they had therein ofFer'd him to come to an. 
Accommodation with Sweden^ and that he 
ihould impatiently expert their AmbaiTadors 
for that Purpofe ; but in the mean whiles he 
loft no Time in making Provifions for the 
War, and while his Preparations were ma- 
king ready, he purfued with great Vigilance ^ -, 
the Reformation of his People. He began ^L^^l 
firftwith ordering the Mufcovites to be fhavedjf^w^/ 
^. which was not done without Difficulty, tht^^omm^ 

i Ri4fians having always had a great Veneration ^ ^^\ 

for long Beards. He next obliged them to 
alter their Drcfs, which was ridiculous and 
cumberfome, and forced them to comply 
with, the Faftiions of the Poles in their Ha-:, 
bits, pretty much like thofe of France and 
England. Cbnfidering the frequent and dread* 
ful Examples that were made of executing 
{ \ Women for the Murder of their Hufbands, 
out of Pity to his People, be rcfolved to re- 
move, as much as was poffible, the Occafion 
of it> which he took to be their coming to- 
gether without any Liking or AfiWdon for 

one 
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one anothav Matches being made, and young 
People joined in Wedlock bjr the mere Au* 
thonty of their Farents» without any Regard 
to their own IndinaticMis* The Czar therefore 
order'd, that no young Couple fliould mar« 
ry, for the future, without their own gpod 
Likings and Confent; and that all Perfons 
ihould be admitted to vifit one another at 
leaft fix Weeks before Marriage ; which Or- 
der was very agreeable to the younger Sort, 
and made them conceive a much better Opi- 
nion than they had before of Foreigners, from 
whom his Majefty had leam'd thefe Cuftoms, 
The Czar's next Regulation was to re^ 
trench the Equipages of the Boyars and 
-^ther great Men, and a Draught being made 
of feveral thoufand unnecellary and fuper- 
numerary Attendants, they were all fent to 
the Army; to which his Majefty was going 
himfelf with all Expedition; and in order 
A>»r wgin» the better to concert Meafures againft the en- 
fuing Campaign, an Interview was agreed 
upon between him and his Ally Auguftus^ 
King of Poland^ which was held at Birfen a 
fmall Town in Litbuama^ wherein it was 
agreed, that King Augufius fhould fumifh the 
Czar with fifty thoufand German Troops, 
which he was to hire of the Princes of the 
Empire, and the Czar was to pay them ; 
who, on his Side, agreed to fend a like 
Number of Mufcovites into Poland^ to be 
trained up in military Difcipline, and in two 
Years Time was to fupply King y&fi(^itf with 
three Millions of Rix-Dollars. 

The King of Sweden informed of thefe 
Things haftened into Livenia^ where he gave 
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a fignal Overthrow to the Duke of Courland^ 
who commanded the Saxon Army, in the 
Room of King Auguftus^ then ill in Bed : He 
afterwards took Miitaw the capital Citjr of 
Courland^ and all the reft of the Towns in that 
Duchy yielded to him at Difcretion. At 5/r- 
yjw, where the Czar and the King of Poland 
had met to contrive his Ruin, he firft formed 
the Scheme of dethroning Auguftus: And 
found but too many of his own Subjeds readv 
to lend him their Afiiftance; for, zsM.de 
Voltaire obferves, the chief Subjects of this 
Country, proud of their Freedom, may be 
faid to be Tyrants over their King, whom 
they choofe more to increafe their own Au- 
thority than with an Intent to be govem'd by 
him; The King of Poland was drove to fuch 
Straits, that he found he muft either lofe his 
Crown, or prcferve it by a Battle, for which 
he prepared^ and his Saxon Troops being all 
arrived from the Frontiers of his EleAorate^ 
and the Nobility of the Palatinate of Cracow 
coming in a Body to offer him their Services, 
he met the King of Sweden^ on the 19th of 
July^ 1702, in a large Plain near Oijfau^ be* 
tween Warfim and Cracow^ with twenty thou- ^ *^* f 
fand Men, Charles having not above half that ^^'*^^* 
Number. Upon the firft Difcharge by the 
Saxons^ the Duke of Holfiein^ who commanded 
the Swedijb Horfe, received a Cannon Ball in 
the Reins, and fell by the Side of Cbarles XIL 
his Brother-in-law. 

The King of Poland behaved with great 

Bravery, but Fortune was on Cbarles*% Side, 

who obtained a complete Viftory \ the Camp, 

Colours, Artillery and Auguftus'% War Cheit, 

X were 
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ynxt tU left to him» and he himfelf fled be-» 
fore the Conquerpft who purfued him to Oih 
€W^ and afterwards was refohred to follow 
him fiuther without allowing him any Refpite» 
but his Horfe fell under hinit and broke his 
Thigh, which confined him to his Bed for fix 
Weeks, and occafioned a Rumour of his 
Death to be fpread all oyer Europe. This 
Piece of falfe Intelligence gave fre(h Spuits 
to the Followers of King jfugufius^ who made 
his Advantage of it, and a!flembling all the 
Orders of the Kingdom at Marienhourg^ and 
then at LuUift^ the Diet fwore Fealty to himt 
and promifed to maintain fifty thoufand Men 
for his Service ; but when CbarUs wzs recover- 
ed of his Wound, he overturned all before 
him, and called together an Aflembly zifVar-^ 
faw^ to oppofd that of Luilin^ and continued 
fo firm in his Refolution of dethroning Ju- 
mfius^ that he faid, if be ftafd fifty Tears be 
would noi leave Poland iill be bad accompUfhei 
ii. 

At the fame Time, fome of the King of 

Swedeffs Generals reprefented to him the 

Mifchiefs the Ruffian Troops were doing to 

i ' his, who daily engaged with them, and often« 

' times greatly to the Difadvantage of the 

Swedes^ in llvoma^ EJlbonia and Jngria. The 

fhf Ciur Field Marcfchal General Czeremetoffhzd twice

iIvokVa!* peniacb*s Command, and afterwards purfuing 

\ them over the River Embacb in Livonia^ put 

them entirely to the Rout. His Czarifli Ma* 

jefty himfelf, next marched at the Head of 

fklf jNotti- his Army, and took the Fortrefs of Orefcbeckj \ 

Bov&o. or Noiiebourg^ which was the Capital of Jn^ 

germania^ 
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germania^ lying on the Gulph of Finlandj upon 
an Ifland, a little below where the Neva runs 
out of the Lake Ladoga. This had been taken 
from the Ruffians by Gufiaous Adolphus^ in the 
Year 1614, to which Fortrefs his Czarifti Ma- 
jefty afterwards ^vc the Name of Slutelbourg. 
His Forces next under the Command of Lieu- " 

tenant GtntrzX BauTj m^de themfelves Mat- 
ters of Martenboiergy which was, indeed, but 
meanly defended 'by a few Swedijb Troops, 
and of itfelf no very ftrong Place. Among 
the Prifoners taken in this Town, was Catba* 
rine^ who afterwards became Emprefs oi Ruf 
fia^ and whofe Hiftory will be the Subjed of 
the other Volume of this Work. * 

On the twentieth of 5^/«w3^, 1702, News 
being brought to Mofcow of the taking of 
Nottebourg^ Te Deum was fung three Days af- . , 
ter in the principal Church there, and in the 
Beginning of the Month of December^ his 
Czarifh Majefty made his triumphal Entry in- 
to that City. Not long after his Majefty took jm'^. 
the Town oi Niefcbantz in Ingria^ and obfcrv-^^„^* 
ing, that about a German Mile lower down, 
the River Neva^ dividing itfelf into fcveral 
Branches, formed a Number of little Iflands,. 
this, from the Conveniency of the Situation, 
firft infpired him with the Thoughts of build^ 
ing a City there, which fhould give him a 
Foorinff in the Baliick Sea; he went thither 
himfelf to found the River, and view the 
IQands. After a Skirmifh with fome Swedes^ "^ ^ 
about the Ifland of Retufarij he got PofTelTion 
of the Place, and built the Fort there, called. 
Orotfftot or Orcnjladi. Being more and more 
pleafed with the Situation of the neighbour- 
X a ing 
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in^ Country^ he purfued his Relblutioii o£ 
building the Gey of Ftterjburgh^ and in the 
Month of Maj^ i703> where, at that Time». 
ftood only four or five Fifliermens Huts, he 
raifed the firft Houfe. He iflued forth his 
Orders, that a great Number of Men from all 
Pbtirs- Comers of his vaft Empire fhould repair thi-^ 
■vtculn*. ther to put his Defign in Execution. The. 
Place pitched upon is inacceffible from the 
Depth of the River Ncva^ and the Country's 
being a Morafs all round it. He was obliged 
* to break through Foreih, to open Ways, to 
dry up Mo6rs, to raife Banks, before he could 
lay the Founc^tion of this new Town. The 
whole was a Force put upon Nature, but 
there were no Difficulties that he could not 
^ furmount, no Toils> but he would undergo to 

# . raife the Grandeur of his Nation. While this^ 
'^ Work was carrying on, it is computed that 
no lefs than an hundred thoufand Men perifh* 
ed in the Place, for want of Provifions, in a 
Country defolated by War^ and where the 
' ufual Supplies by the Lake Ladoga were often- 
• ' times reurded by contrary Winds. 

Thi Plan of the Works was drawn by the 
Czar's own Hand, who was an excellent 
Draughtfman: The City beginning by De- 
grees to be built, his Majefly obliged not on-; 
ly the Nobility, but Merchants and Tradef- 
men of all forts, to go and live there, and to 
trade in fuch Commodities as they were or- 
dered. This was not at all pleafing to the 
Perfons of Diftindtion, who, m Mofcow^ had 
not only very large Buildings within the City, 
. but alfo Country Seats and Villa's about itt 
However, as tlie Place' was convenient, and a- 
3 greeable 
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grecable both to the DcHgn and Humour of 
the Czar, he paid no Regard to the Com- 
• plaints of thofe, whp preferred their own Eafc 
and Luxury, to the Advantage of their Coun- 
try. Artificers, Mechanic)^, and Seamen 
were invited hither to encourage Shipping, 
and the Affairs of the Navy ; and the Work- 
. men having worked the Time out that was 
appointed by his Majefty, they were hired to 
build for the Boyars, and fome of them even 
built Houfes for themfelves, and fettled at 
Peterjburgh\ to which they were greatly en- 
couraged by every Man's being allowed to 
pitch upon the Spot that pleafed him bed. 
So that in one Year's Time, about thirty* 
thoufand Houfes were erefted. . 

When Charles XIL was told of thcfe 
Buildings, while he was in Poland^ he anfwcr- * * 

cd, ** That the Czar might amufe himfelf if 
V he pleafed, with fuch Employments, but 
*^ he fliould foon take them from him, and, 
** if they were worth it, he would keep them, 
** if not, he would fet Fire to them/* But 
he little underftood the growing Power, and 
great Abilities of the Prince he oppofed. 

King Augustus daily driven every 
where before the \Sw«iftf, fent an Embafly to 
Peter^ to conclude a Treaty of Alliance of- 
fenfive and defenfive with him, which with 
many other Things he had done was fo 
contraiy to the Inclination of the Poles^ that 
in the Affembly held at Warjaw in the Year ,7^^ 
1704, he was declared uncapable of wearing polako !L- 
the Crown of Poland^ and it was agreed that/^/. 

\ the Throne was vacant: Notwithftanding a

vatcly fent by Auguftus^ who afterwards con* 
fined both the young Princes at Ltifzici. 
Upon which two other Candidates were- 
nam*d for the Throne, Prince AUxmdir Sa- 
hiejkij and the Prince of Cra/f, the firft of 
whom was favoured by Charles XII. but this 
generous young Prince, prelled to accept of 
the Crown which his Father had worn before 
him, abfolutely refufed it while his elder 
Brother lived, and the few Voices that ap- 
peared for the Prince Contij befidcs the Cardi- 
nal Primate, made way for another Candid 
date, which was Stan0aus Ltfcinjkj^ the Pa-^ 

latina 
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latinc of Pojnania^ * who was then a young 
Lord, endowed with great Virtues andMeritt 
and who was foon declared King of Polatid^ 
and Grand Duke of Utbuama. 

Augustus when he heard of this Eledion 
of Stanijlaus^ aflTembled the Council at Sen- 
domir^ and declared him a Rebel and Tray- 
tor to his Country ; but while he was con- 
tending with his Rival by vain Declarations, 
the King of Sweden every where routed his 
Saxon Troops. The Czar Peier grew t very 
Day more and more formidable ; and, having 
a well difciplined Army, had made himfelf 
'Mafter of Dorpi^ and on the 21 ft of Augujl^ Narta imkem 
1 704, took Narva by Ailault, after a regular IrfAeOitr. 
Siege. The Swedes^ the fame Year, uneafy ' 
to fee the Works oi Peterjburgb and Oronjiot 
go on with fuch Succefs, attacked the laft 
Place, but were repulfed. 

I MUST, in this Place, infert an Incident 
which came to my Knowledge, fince the 
Publication of my Life of Peter^ which fhews 
what great Care that Prince took in fettling 
the leaft Affairs relating to his Marine ; the 
. Account I received from a Gentleman who 
had it from Captain Colville himfelf, who 
was Matter of an Englijh Veflcl the firft of 
any Nation, that put into the Harbour of 
Crtmjlot as foon as it was finiihed. When this 
Goitlemen arrived within Sight of the Har- 
bour, and made a Signal for a Pilot to come 
on Bdard him, a Perfon in a common Sailor^s 
Habit obey'd his Summons, and brought the

fequenoe, and, as it proved, perhaps the Czar 
himfel^ for which Reafon he liKewife ufed 
him with fomewhat more Ceremony than he 
ihould have Ihewn to a common Pilot, which 
his Czarifli Majefty taking Notice of, afk'd if 
he knew who he was ? The Captain an- 
fwer'd, that he had not the Honour* to know 
.,, him, but if he would give him Leave to 
guefs, he took him to be the Great Czar of 
Mufcovy. Well, faid the Czar, you are not 
miilaken, but that fhall not excufe you from 
paying what is due to me as a Pilot. I de- 
lire. Sir, you will give me the ufual Fee that 
is paid upon thefe Occafions, and let it not 
he more or lefs than you would have given to 
another, becaufe whatever that is, it Ihall be 
fixed as the Price to be given to all Pilots 
for bringing a Ship into this Port for the fii- 
ture. The Captain prefenting his Majefty 
with fome Pieces of Money to the Value of 
about three Half Crowns Eiiglijh^ aflfured him 
he thought that would be a very proper Rate 
to be taken, and was what he Ihould have of- 
fered to another. The Czar feemed very well 
pleafed, did the Captain the Honour to ftay 
and dine with him, and fhewing the Money 
to fome of his Courtiers, aflced, IVincb of 
ibem bad earned Jo much tbat Day ? 

Im the Year 1705, the Czar having re- 
yiew'd his Troops, and put ev^ry thing \n 

order. 
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order, prepared to open the Caftipaign. The 
Velt Marefchal Cxeremetoff marched before 
with eighteen or twenty thoufand Men, and 
his Majefty followed at the Head of his Ar- . 
- my, entering Lithuania by the Palatinate of 
Poloczk. After this followed the Battle of 
Gemawrthoff^ in which Adion the Rujjlians loft 
five or fix thoufand Men, the Velt Marefchal 
was wounded, but the Viftory was dearly 
purchafed by the Swedes^ who loft General 
Undtfcbioldl^ Major General WrangeU Colonel 
Horn^ two Lieutenant Colonels, many Cap- 
tains both of Horfe and Foot, a great Num- 
ber of Subalterns, and near two thoufand pri* 
vate Men. 

The Czar was at this Time at Vilna^ with 
his Army, which he reviewed in the Prefencc 
of the Grandees of Poland^ who could not 
fufficiently admire in how fhort a Time that 
I j Monarch had difciplined his Troops. The firft 

Defign of the Czar was to march his Army 
along the Duna^ and form the Siege of Riga \ 
but this Check that he received, and an Ac- 
count that Leuwenbaupt^ fearing to be over- 
powered by Numbers, had put Garifons into 
1^^ Mittaw and Bautjke^ which he had placed in 

I fijch a Manner, as to be always fure of a Re- 

\ treat to Riga^ made his Czariih M^efty 

j change his Refoludon, and the rather^ be* 

i caufe the King of Sweden^ and King Stani- 

^ JIaus had conyoked a General Diet at JVar- 

I . fao^t to put the laft Hand to the grand De- 
lign of crowning the latter, which made it 
neceflary for the common Caufe, to endea- 
vour to trouble that Aflembly, whereupon 
^Czar publifh'd a Manifefto to declare 
* why 
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why he came into the Heart of P«£m/ with 
an hundred tboufand Foreign Troops, and to 
let them know that he would defend his 
Brother and Ally King Aupijtus to the Utmoft 
of his Power. 

His Czarifh Majefly had been received x 
few Days before at Vibia^ the Capital of U- 
ibuania^ by the Referendary of the Great 
Duchy in the Name of King Augufitts^ and 
all the States ; felicitating his Country on ha- 
ving fo powerftil a Proteftor, who had ge- 
neroufly undertaken to defend them from the 
Ruin that the Swedes would bring upon it 
without his Alfiftance. 

The Czar's Troops marched divided into 
three Bodies, that of the Vclt Marcfchal Cze^ 
remetoffvrzs between the JVilia and the Duna^ 
in Courland\ the Hettman Maztppa^ to whoia 
his Czarilh Majefty had juft given the Order 
of 5/. Andrew^ was with fifty or fixty thoufand 
Clacks entered into Black Ruffta^ to join the 
Party oi Augujlus^ and the Velt Marefchal O- 
gilvi led that in which the Czar was in Pcrfon 
into Liibttonia^ and which was as ftrong as 
that of the Cojfacks. While the Cpx was here, 
two unfuccefsful Attempts were made by the 
S'izedes againft Cronjht^ and his new City of 
Pelerjburgb\ but his Czarilh Majefty made 
himfclf Maftcr of all Courland, the King of 
$weden not vouchfafing to fend one Man to 
defend it, he was fo much employed in the 
Bufincfs of continuing the Diet at Wiarfauj^ 
and in his Defign of crowning his King of 
Poland\ which the Czar did what he could to 
prevent ; when he came to GrodM^ he fortify'd 
the Place,, cftablilhcd Magazines, fumifhing 

them 
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fhcm not only with what he found in the 
Country, but with Things that he ordered to 
be tranfported from the Provinces of PUJkovj^ 
gnd Smolenjko. On Account of the Difpofitions^ 
that his Czarifli Majcfty made for the Prefer- 
vadon of Utbuaniay a Rumour was fpread that 
he would take that Opportunity of uniting 
the Great Duchy to his own Dominions, by 
which Means the oppofite Party thought to * 
draw from him the Nobility of IJtbuania and 
Upper Poland^ who held out for King jiuguf* 
tus. This Prince had got together an Army 
of twenty thoufand Men in SaxofPfy but it was 
almoft impofTible to bring them into Poland^ 
all the Paflages were fo well guarded. How- 
ever, he was fo ftrongly prefled, by General 
fatkul^ who was, at that Time, Ambaflfador 
with him from the Czar, and by the Ac* 
counts that he received iromfFarfaw^ that he 
could not but be fenfible how neceflary his 
Prefence was in that Kingdom ; therefore he 
cxpofed himfelf to the almoft inevitable Dan- 
ger of being taken by his Enemies that he 
might join his faithful Ally, He left Dref- 
4en incognito, went to Dan^ck^ from thence 
to GrodnOy and afterwards to the Army of his 
Czarifh Majefty. At Grodno a Farce was 
performed, but fuch an one, fays Monfieuri^ 
ponienetti^ as was at leaft inftrudbive, and not 
unfit to be a&ed by Kings. 

His Czarifli Majefty, purfuant to the 
Laws which he had prefcribed to himfelf; 
would never advance in military Dignities be- 
yond what his Merits might claim: And 
having requefted King Augufius to take upon 
him the Command of his Atiny» he caufcd

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the RMj/iM General C^iM to piopofe in pubr 
lick the filling up of two vacant Po(b of 
fy^Q Colonels. A^Jitu (aid he was not well 

madi7c9tmil^^^^^ acquainted with the RuffimOtHctn 
imhii0vm to know how to make a proper Choice; 
1^^* therefore defired Ogihi to fiame two whom 

he thought wor&y thofe Employments. 
Ogihi named Prince AUxander Memikoff^ and 
feter AUxawiii^ meaning the Czar himfelf. 
The King of Poland faid he knew the Me- 
rits of Menxikoff^ and would forthwith dif- 
patch his Commiffion; but for the other he 
was not informed of his Services, but after 
four or five Days Solicitation, he made 
Peter Alexawitz a Colonel. 

The Czar, after this, left his Troops to 
his Ally, and went himfelf to put an End to 
. a Rebellion raifed in the Province of jfftra- 
can^ the Chiefs of which^ was fent to Mofcow^ 
and there executed; but his Czarifli Majefty 
had no fooner left King Auguftus^ but this 
Prince began to liften to fome of the Gran- 
dees of Uibuama^ who being very uneafy to 
fee their Country ruined by the Rufficns^ en- 
deavoured to raife Sufpicions, which much 
diminifhed the good Underftanding that had 
been between thefe two Sovereigns. The firft 
Effe£k of this appeared in the Order that 
King Augufius fent to arrcA Patkul in Saxony^ 
who was fufpefled to be working fecretly to 
reconcile the Czar and the King of Sweden. 
On the I2"» oi February 1706, the Swedijb 
General Rencbild with about ten thoufand 
Men, and Sbullembourg with about twice the 
Number oi^ Ruffians and Saxons^ met at a Place 
called Fravenftady and, in an Engagement 

that 
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that did not laft a Quarter of an Hour, Ren- 
child gained a compleat Viftory over the 
latter. 

The Lofs of the Battle of Fnn;^;^ii^ quite The Brntb •/ 
difcouraged the Party of Kmg Auguftus in Po- Fravsw 
land^ and put Charles XII. in a Condition to •''^"• 
drive the Ruffians out oi Uibuania^ where the 
Nobility being weary of maintaining both 
Friends and Foes, began to declare apa^e for 
the hew King. The Czar was at Smolenjko^ 
at the Head of twenty thoufand of his beft 
Troops, to which General Mazeppa had joined 
thirty or forty thoufand Cojfacks\ for the pre- 
fent Pofture of Affairs made the Czar think 
of the Defence of his own Dominions ; befides, 
had he been ever fo willing to afCft Augufius^ 
he was not to do all alone, and fuffer his Ar- 
my to perifli by Hunger and Cold, to fay no- 
thing of the Seizure of Patkul^ whofe Releafe 
he demanded, without vouchfafing to give 
Audience to the Bifhop of Cujavia^ who was 
fent by King Auguftus to found him, and learn 
his Sentiments concerning his leaving him, 
after having done fo much for him. Prince 
. Menzikoff, fome Time after, wrote him a Let<- 
ter, in which he told him, that the Czar his 
Mafter had not withdrawn his Troops from 

i Lifbuania^ but to re-eftablilh them in a better 

] Air, and to return to his Afllftance the next 

I Campaign. 

1 Ckarlis XII. having now joined his Ge- 

neral Reucbildj entered into Saxeny, where he 
brought the Hereditary Dominions oiAuguftus 
into fuch Danger, and lay'd the Country un- 

\ der fuch heavy Contribudons^ that the unfor- 
tunate King oiPpkmi was forced to oeat pri- 
vately 
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▼itely with hkn^ and bjr a Treaty iign*d hf 

his two Plenipotentiaries in the Sweiifi Camp 

at AU-RmJIcM^ he not only renounced his 

tf9g Avovf Crown, but was forced to acknowledge Star 

"»A^''*«8lKMtf as lawful King, and promifed not to 

2JJJ^^^^ remount the Throne even after the Death of 

LAxp. ^the other. He was alfo to renounce all his 

Treaties with A&fccFoy^ to reftore the IVinces 

Sobiejki with Honour, and to driver up PiUkut 

v& a Traytor to his Country. 

While this Treaty was fccretly negotia- 
ting. Prince Jkk»z/i&i^brought thirty thoufand 
Men to join the Army of Augufius^ who was 
in the utmoft Confufion for fear the Mufco^ 
vites Ihould difcover what he was about; but 
how great was his Perplexity, when he beheld 
ten thoufand Swedes^ under the Command of 
General Meyerfeldt^ approaching him at Qdi/b^ 
near the Palatinate ot Pcjhania? He would 
have been glad to have declined the Engage- 
ment left he Ihould irritate a Conqueror, but 
too much incenfed already. In this Extremity 
he fent one he could truft, to the Swedijb Ge- 
neral, to let him partly into the Secret of the 
Negotiation, and to defire him to withdraw ^ 
* but thb fen'cd only to haften the Battle, 
which whether won or loft, was to be alike 
fatal to him. 

Victory was now on the Side of die Ruf- 
Jians\ the Swedes and their Allies being encom- 
pafled on all Sides, were obliged to throw 
down their Arms and beg for Quarter; but 
when Augufitis was entering into Warfaw in 
Triumph, Pfingfier^ one of his Plenipotentia- 
ries, prefentcd him with the fatal Treaty of 
Alt-Ranjiadt^ before mentioned. 

Wheh 
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When his Czarifli Majcfty heard of this 
extraordinary Affair, and of Fathd his Am- 
baflfador and General's being imprifoned, it is 
cafiy to imagine what Thoughts he entertain- 
cd of fuch Condud. This Treachery of his 
Ally thwarted all his Defigns, and obliged 
him to retire to the Frontiers of his own Do- 
minions, that he might fecure his Conquefts 
in Ingria^ and Livoma. Narva was ftrongly 
fortily'd, and his People worked incef&ntly 
at Peterjburgb^ but he endeavoured, above ail^ 
to bring as many Veflels as poifible into the 
Gulph of Finland. 

Th e Swedifi Admiral made a new Attempt, 
with little Damage, on the Fortrefs of Peter/" 
burgb^ and his Czarilh Majefty, in Imitation 
of the Poliqr of the great Hannibal^ carry'd 
the War into their own Country, by befieging' 
lVybourg\ but the Swedes ufed fuch Vigilance 
in fuccouring the Place, that his Defign was 
rendered tmpradicable ; he therefore retired 
into Winter Quarters, and called about him 
his mod: eicperienced Generals, to confult with 
them how to prevent the ill Confequences of 
what might be expe&ed from what had pafled 
in Saxonj^ and while his Army was recruiting, 
he took Pains to fecure the Intereft of thofe 
PolanderSy who had as much Reafon as him* 
felf to complain of King Augujlus*% having 
abandoned them. 

It was at one Time propofed in the Czar*s 
Council, to retaliate the King of Sweden*^ U- 
fage of Paikuly whom he had put to Death in 
a cruel Manner, to treat the Swedi/b Officers, 
who were Prifoners at Mcfc^w^ in the fame 
Way ; but the Czar rcfolved on a more ho- 
nourable 
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fiourable Revenge, and hiving gained the 
Principal of the P^ks over to his Intereft^ he. 
was requefled by them to take the Re^blick 
under his Froteoion, which he agreeug to^ 
it was refolved to call an Aflembly at LtopoUi 
at which, in the Month of February following,' 
a great Number of the principal Grandees of 
Poland were found. In this Aflembly, it was 
* refolved to renew the Confederation of Sendo- 
mr^ and the grand Queftion was, JVbetber tbtf. 
bad any King or nott Which pafling in the 
Negative, they talked of declaring the Throne 
vacant, and it was agreed to write to all Fo^ 
reign Potentates, to defire them to forbear 
acknowledging any Perfon for King of P^j^iff^ 
till the Rcpublick had notify'd to them what 
Prince they had elected. In the fame Afienw 
bly, the General of the Crown read a Letter 
from the Czar, wherein he aflures them, that 
he will enter into no Treaty of Peace, but in 
concert with the Rcpublick : And foon after 
came himfelf to Leopold^ with the Czarewitz 
his Son, then feventeen Years of Age, Prince 
Menzikoff^ and fome other Miniften. His 
Majefty was received publickly, with much 
Ceremony, and the highefi Marks of Refpedfc 
and Confidence. WeU fatisfy'd with the Af- 
furances he had received, in this Meeting, of 
their inviolable Attachment to his Interefts, 
he returned to Zclkicwj the Quarters of Prince 
Menzikoffj with that Favourite and the Czar- 
ewitz jllexis. And as a Report had been 
fpread, that his Majefty had a Defign to pro- 
pofe his Son, in the Diet of Lublin^ which 
was fummoned to meet foon after, for King 
of Poland^ to prevent any Sufpicions of that 

kind. 
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Kind, he fent the Czarewiiz to Mofam^ and 
to fliew his Readinefs to execute the Treaty 
he had concluded with the Republick, he im- 
mediately- ordered eight hundred thoufand 
Florins to be payed to the PoUjb Troops : 
That is to fay« live hundred thoufand to the 
Army of the Ciown^ and the reft to that of 
Uibuanta. 

From Zolkiew the Czar wrote to fcveral 
Potentates, complaining of the Cowardice and 
Treachery^ as he called it, of King Augufius^ 
of the infamous Treaty of AU-Ranfiadt^ and 
of the Violation of the Law of Nations, by 
the King of AtvJ^ 

Th£ Aflfembly being met at Lublin^ after 
many Debates, the Throne of Paiand was de- 
clared vacant^ and a Diet called for a third 
I Eledion. His Czarilh Majefty hereupon

I the World fee, that they looked upon Sfanif-

\ num was publifhed, and the Primate took up- 

\ on him the Regency of the Republick : But» 

I in the mean time King StaniJIaus was acknow* 

1 ledged by moft of the Princes and States of 

I Europe^ and, leaving Charles XIL in Saxony^ 

I he came into Poland, with General Rencbild^ 

] at the Head of fixteen Swedijh Re^ments, 
and was owned as their Sovereign chrougH 
i every Place that he pafled. 

I Thb King of S Widen having now lai^gely • 

enriched hb Military Cheft with the Spoils of 
iS!M0m| and augmented his Army to the Num- 
Y ber 
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her of fiftf tboufandt befides the Troops of 
iMwmknifi^ and CraJjoM^ fought all Ways to 
bring the Czar to an Engagement; but PeUr^ 
feeing how largely he had inoeafed his ForoeSf 
although he had before determined to ^ve 
liim Battle, thought it would be dangerous to 
run that Hazard in a Country without a Head, 
and divided into Fadions; befides, he was 
juft then informed of Propofitions made to 
the King of Sweden and Stenifflmu^ by the Mi- 
nifter of the Pwrte^ who was fent by the Stdian 
to offer to join them in an offenfive Alliance 
a^inft Ruffia^ that they might force his Cza- 
riih Majelly to interfere no longer in the Af-* 
fairs of Ptf/dffi. The Divan faw with Regret, 
jtsopb in the Hands of the Czar, and wanted 
only a Pretext to break with him. Moreover, 
Charles <^penly declared, that he intended to 
make RuJ^ the Theatre of the War, and did 
not doubt but he Ihould find many Revolters 
among a People become uneafy by the Alte- 
rations, that were made every Day in the Cuf- 
toms and Manners of their Forefathers. The 
Czar, upon this Intelligence, thought it would 
be mod advifeable to withdraw, with his Ar«- 
my, to the Frontiers of his own Country, and 
by this Retreat, Stamftaus was left in peaceable 
Poireflion of almoft all Poland. 

His Czarish Majefty fit>m thence went to 
Mofc9w^ where his Prefence was abfolutely 
necefi&ry, as well to give Orders for the Re- 
pairs to be made on Account of a dreadful 
Fire, that had deftroyed at leaft fifteen hun* 
• dred Houfes, as to punifli in an exemplary 

Manner, thofe who were concerned in the late 
TixvmjXiziJfiracan. He afterwards gave Or- 
ders. 
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ders to augment his Troops on the Borders (^ 
the Black Sea^ and on the Fronders of Tartary^ 
tliat he might deftroy all the Hopes of the 
Turks^ in threatning to declare War againib 
Jiim. . Peter had not been at Mojctm for two ... 
^ears before, and was therefore received widi 
all pofiible Demonftrations of Joy. and Re- 
Ipect. He held feveral Councils^ in which he 
gave many neceflary Orders relating to ASain 
in the difierent Provinces, and had the Satis- 
faAion to fee the laft Hand put to the Rirgd 
Difpenfarj^ which was a fuperb Buildingi and 
one of the greateft Ornaments of the City of 
Mofcow. From hence the Drugs and Medi* 
cines were fumi(hed for the Army and Fleet* 

I Dr. Arejkine^ a Scotchman^ chief Phyfician to 
the Czar, was the fird Dire&or of the Houfe^ 
with an yearly Fenflon of fifteen hundred Du<* 
cats. His Czarifli Majefty likewife faw with 

I j Pleafure, the Hofpital for fick Perfons finifh- 
ed, which was a Sthi^re of Wood on the 
Banks of the River Jonfa in the German Slab^ 
^: On one Side of which was a MzmhGtorf 
of Clothf which was at firft put under the 
Direction of a Draper, who was fent for# by 
his Majefty, from Holkmdi and on the other 
Side the River Mofcud^ was a Glafs Hoiife for 
making large Looking^Glafles. Thus did the 
Czar Peter provide for the Honour and Wel- 
fare of his Subje&s at home, even while he 
was deeply engaged in Wars smd Negotiations 
abroad* 

His CzA Ri^H Majefty had but juflb cele- 
brated the firft Day of the new Year C1708.] . 
when. Advice was, Drought him froni iVinee 
Mmukcfff that the King of ^edm was in 
: y 1 * Motion 
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Modon to re-enter litbuama. Peter^ whole 
Scheme was always to keep the Enemy as far 
out of his own Dominions as ooflible, made 
fk Gear fMT haft to Grodtio to difptite the ralfi^ of the 
HQ%mw. JJienien with the Swedes^ lince they could not 
be hindred from pafling the I^Jluta^ from 
whence Cbarles XII. with his Army inarched 
with much Speed towards Utbuama^ in fpite 
ofalltheObftacleshemetinhis Way. The 
;C2ar was in Grodno^ when the King of Sweden^ 
with about fix hundred Men, approached the 
Town. The Ruffians^ taking this Handful of 
Men to be the Vanguard of the Sivedijb Ar- 
my, marched out at the North Gate, while 
CbarUs entered at the South ; but the Czar, 
fbon underftanding to how fmall a Number 
he had quitted the Town, fent a Detachment 
of two thoufand Men to furprize the King ; 
but they were forced to retire, and the moft 
favourable Opportunity, that they had ever 
had of making their own Conditions with the 
Enemy, was loft. 

The Czar gave Orders to the feveral 
Bodies of his Troops to rendezvous in the 
Pahtinate of Minjkt^ but feeing he had nei- 
ther Magazmes, nor a fafe Retreat there, 
he thought proper to draw off* his Forces 
towards the Dnieper^ where he might wait 
for the Enemy behind good Lines, and at- 
tack him with Advantage, after he was fa- 
tigued with a long March over a defblate 
Country. The King of Sweden informed of 
the Rout the Ruffian Army had taken, refol v'd 
to intercept it in its March; but die good 
Management of the Czar obliged him to 
change his.Purpofe, and confined him for 
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feme Time in the Palatinate of Wtlna : Du- 
ring which Time his Czarifli Majefty fenc 
General Baur to lay the Polijb Livonia wafte, 
from whence he went into Swedijb Livonia^ 
where he ravaged and pillaged every Place, 
formed a large Magazine, and pofted his 
Men along the Dwia^ of which he remain*d 
Mafter, notwithllanding the Neighbourhood 
of Laiwenbaupt. General GoUz had Orders 
to ^ with fifteen thoufand Men to VoUnnia 
to^ join twelve thoufand Cojfacks^ that they 
might take the Sv^edcs in Fiank in their Mo* 
I tions, which Meafures and others were at- 

tended with fuch good Succefs, that the 
Swedes were obliged to canton their Army, 
and encamp till the Month of May for wane 
of Forage and other Necefiaries; befides 
which, altho' no Battle was fought, their Num- 
bers were very much diminifhed; whilftthe 
Czar, with his greatly augmented, crofTed the 
Dnieper. His Majefly foon after intending to 
go to Peterjburg to haften the Equipment of 
his Fleet, which was defigned to be very con- 
fiderable, but falling ill at the Inftant he was 
fetting out, he was carried to Smclen/io^ leav- 
ing the Care of his Army to the Generals 
Czeremeloffj Menzihff^ Galliczin^ Allard^ Rep* 
nin^ and P/lug^ who were at Mobihw. 

Since the Poflfefllon of Naroa^ and his 
Building Peierfburgb^ his Czarifli Majefty had . 
raifed his Marine to that Power, that his Fleet 
at this Time made aDefcent in Finland^ with- 
out the Swedijb Admiral daring to enter up- 
on Aftion widi her, and a great Number of 
Barks laden with Provifions for Siockbolm were 
taken and carried to PeterfinarA. During his 
y 3 Czarifli 
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OutfUh Miyefty's Ulncis, wis fought tlio 
Battle of Holamun^ whidi was tixd to be the 
moft glorious A&Km CSb«ri!» XIL had been 
engaged in, and that wherein he fliewed the 
neateft SkUl, and was expofed to the moft 
JPanger. He forced the Ruffums XQ repafs 
the Dm^^ and flaid himfeJf fome Time a* 
bout Mobihw^ as well to refiefh his Armyt 
as to confult what Meafures were to be taken 
in an Enemy's Country, unknown to him, 
into which he was juft upon entering, with a 
Pefign to purfue thf Mufcaviiej^ even to their 
Capital; but the Czar being recovered, ar* 
rived in his Army two Days after this A&ion, 
and Quitted it no more till he had inprely de< 
feated the King of Sweden^ who now find^ 
ing his Army much weakened, fent Orders to 
General Lumenbaupt in Courland^ to come 
and join him with all the Troops he could 
get together, which not coming up fo foon 
as he expe&ed, and being weary of the Place 
where he was, every Thing being extreamly 
fcarce, he refolv'd to pafs the Dnieper^ and^ 
it may be faid, ran headlong upon his own 
Ruin. It was here the Czar waited for him, 
not ill pleafed to find his Enemy on that Side 
the River, in a Country where he was neither 
to hope for Succours, nor a fafe Retreat. Soon 
after this, happened the Rencounter of Czior' 
fiampaia^ in which the King of Sweden loft a 

Eeat Number of Men, and VnTuxGatticzin 
haved fo well, that his Czarilh Majefty ho^ 
noured him with the Honour of St. Andrew. 
A few Days after, the Cojfacks and BJ^fianCd- 
puuks^ fupported by feven thoufand Dragoons, 
fell upon theBagg9ge of the Left Wing of the 
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Swedes ; two jlides ie Camp were killed ^ght^ 
ing near the King's Perfon, and he himfelf 
had a Horfe (hot under him ; and while one 
of his Equeries was prefendng him with ano« 
ther, both the Equery and Horfe were ihoc 
upon the Spot. Notwithftanding thefe and 
many other Difficulties, CbarlesXlI. advanced 
almoft as far as Smolen/ko^ lying in the great 
Road to Mofcow% but not finding fo many 
Adherents, and fo much Provifion as in Pa^ 
Jandj he faw it was impraAicable to march 
direftly to the Capital of the Czar's Domi* 
nions, as it may be fuppofed he thought no 
great Difficulty, when he made this haughty 
Anfwer to a PoUJb Gentleman, by whom the 
Czar had fcnt fome Overtures of Peace ; That 
be would treat with bis' Brother Peter at Mof- 
cow. Difappointed in this Hope, he turned 
oti a fuddcn, towards the Ukraine^ thinking 
he (hould be able to fupport his Troops by 
tlie Affiftance of Maz^pa^ Hettman of the 
Cojfacks^ who had entered into a private Treaty 
with him, and defign'd to revolt fix)m the 
Czar, who not knowing of this, but being in- 
formed, that the King of Sweden had left a 
Body of his Forces under the Command of 
General Qrajfau with Stanijlaus in Poland^ to 
reduce the whole Kingdom to his Obedience ; 
and had ordered, as is before faid, Leuwen- 
hat^t to leave Lhonia and Cowrland, and join 
his own Army, his Czarilh Majei^ thought 
it abfolutely necefiary to prevent this Con- 
I jundion, if poffible; therefore when Ltmoen- 

haupi had paflfed die Dnieper^ he went with 
Prince Meazikoff and General Goltz to meet 
hiiq, and came co an Adion with him» on 
Y 4 . the 
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tlie 7th of OSoher^ in which fifteen hundred 
Ibtfftans were luUed, and very few Swedes^ 
The Utter, in all ATOcarance, would have 
gained a complete Viaor^t had it not been 
for the Ptefence of the Czaft who, when he 
faw his Troops beg^n to fall back, ran to the 
Cojfacks and Calint$cks^ pofted in the Rear of 
the Army, and ordered them to fire on alj 
thofe who Ihould offer to run away, and not 
to fpare even his own Perfon, if he fhoqld be 
fo cowardly : By this Means he ftopt his Ar- 
my, which was already in great Confiifion, 
and General Leuwenbaupt^ feeing the RuJJians 
began to rally, thought fit to continue his 
March to join the King according to his Or* 
dersj but this the Czar was to prevent, if pof- 
fible, which occafioned the noted Battle of 
^Ltzno^ wherein his Czarifh Majcfty fhewed 
great Courage and ConduA, appearing in the 
Places of greateft Danger, and animating his 
Wfen by his Prefence, and the Example of hi^ 
own Bravery; fo that he put Leuwenhaupt to 
flight, and the King of Sweden had nothing 
left but to join the Traitor Mazeppa^ who wa^ 
ready to deliver up Batturin^ his Capital, to 
him, if his Soldiers would have come into his 
Defign; hut they protefting againft it, he was 
glad to throw himfelf into t)xt Swedifi Camp, 
with about two thoufand Men, that remained 
faithful to him, and Batturin was afterwards, 
by the Czar's Order, burnt to the Ground, in 
Refentment of the Hettman's Treachery, who 
was alfo hung up in Effigy : Which done, 
the principal Men among the Cojfacks made 
choice of a new General or Hettman, which 
fell upon John Skoropatfy^ and he, immedi* 

atcly 
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atcly after, accompanied by a great Number 
of Officers, went and profhated himfelf at the 
Feet of his Czari(h Majefty, whoconBrmed 
the Eleftion. 

Ch ARLEs XII. was now at a Diftance fix>m 
all Places, from whence he could expedt Re- - 
lief, except from Stamflaus in PoIand\ but that 
Prince found too much Employment there, 
and knew too well the Hazard it would be to 
attempt to march into the Ukraine^ to give 
him any Aflliftance, when the Mufcovites could 
fo eaflly ftop his Paflage. Every thing con- 
fpired to ruin the King of Sweden^ Army. 
The Winter of this Year [1700,] was fo very 
Iharp, that above two thoufancl of the Sweiifo 
Soldiers peri(hed merely by the Extremity of 
j the Weather; notwithftanding which Abate- 

j ment of Charles's Strength, the Czar, by his 

Minifter for Foreign Affairs, Count Gokwtn^ 
I made fome Proportions to Count Piper^ for 

I an Accommodation on very eafy Terms ; but 

j Obarles abfolutely rcfuied to treat, renewing 

. his Intentions of penetrating as far as MofcoWj 

\ and went with this View, at the latter End of 

j Maj^ and lay'd Siege to Puliowa^ being in 

] great Hopes of fupplying the Wants of his*^^^^** 

I Army by the Conqueft of that Place ; where J^^^oX- 

j 1 the Czar had layM up great Quantities of Pro- 

i I vifions; but neither the Valour of the Swedes^ 

\ nor the Intelligence that the Traitor Mazeppa 

had in the Town, could give him Succefs; 
] or prevent Prince Memdkoff from throwing 

I \ ' Succours into the Place. Obarie/s Refolutton 
increafed with the Difficulties of the Under- 
M taldng, he prefled the Siege warmly, and h^d 

,^ jUitady taken the Courtinei, when he received 
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a Woimd in h& Heel, and was, immediately 
after, told that the Czar was coming up with 
an Army, at leaft double the Number of his, 
confifting of frdh Tnx>ps well doathed and 
fed, and now thoroughly experienced in the 
Art of War. The King of Sweden*% Wound 
prevented his ading with the fame Vigour as 
ufual, he found hlmfelf tnclofed between the 
Borifibena and the Rivd* of Pidiowa^ hemmed 
in by a large Army, and under a Neceflity of 
WU9 L, °^^^*"g Ws Way through the Enemy, or 
^BmtAtf pcri(hing by Hunger. In this Extremity he 
nr&TQWA. rcfolvM on Battle. Accordingly on the ayth 
of June 1709, very early in the Morning, 
the A£Uon between the two Armies began. 
About twenty-five thoufand Swedes came out 
of their Trenches, and marched direfUy a* 
gainft the Czar^s Army, which was then form- 
ing its Camp. The Generals, who had mod 
of them been at the Battle of Narva^ put 
their Subalterns and Soldiers in Mind of 
that Day, when eight thoufand Swedes had 
overcome a hundred thoufand MufccviUs in 
their Intrenchments. The King, on account 
of his Wound, vras obliged to be carried in 
a Litter at the Head of his Foot, while the 
Swedijb Horfe, with their wonted Fury, fell 
upon the Enemy's Squadrons, forcing the 
Mufcovites to fall back in fome Diforder. 
The Czar himfclf running to rally them, had 
his Hat Ihot through, and Prince Menzikoff 
had no lefs than three Horfes killed under 
him : Whereupon Charles made no doubt but 
he fhould gain the Battle. 

When the Ruffian Foot were come out of 

their lines, and a Difpofition was made for 
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a general Engagement, Taer was in the Ccn- 
I trc of his Army ; he had yet no higher Title 

than Major-General and fenred under General 
Cztremitoff\ but on this CXxrafion, he went on 
a fine Turkifb Horfe, from Rank to Rank 
among his Men, as their Sovereign to encou* 
rage, and promife them Rewards. Charles^ 
on his Side, put his Army in the bed Difpofi- 
tion he could, and endeavoured to fit his 
Horfe ; but finding himfelf unable, he got 
into his litter again. The Battle was re* 
newed about Nine of the Clock, and almoftac 
1 1 the Beginning of it the King oi Sweden^ 
\ \ Litter was ihatterM to Pieces with a Cannon 
. 1 Ball, and he himfelf overturned. When the 
Swedes faw their King fall, they immediately 
gave Way, and all were put to the SwordL 
Charles^ if he had been able, would have v 
rallied fome of his Regiments, but they 
were too dofely purfued by the Ruffians^ 
The Generals Rencbtld^ Hamillon^ Stakelberg^ 
and the Prince of Whriemberg were taken 
Prifoners, as were afterwards Count Piper^ 
and mofc of the Officers of the Chancery, who 
had quitted the Camp, and wanderM about 
i not knowing what was become of their King. 
Whev Pbtek was told, that the King of 
Swedeifs Litter was found all broke to Piecesr 
in the Field of Battle, he exprefled an extra* 
ordinary Concdm for the Fate of that Prince, 
\ who he thought was (lain, and whofe Bra^^ 
very he always admired Charles^ tho* no 
Wa^ able to defend himfelf, was vetun^ 
wilhng to fly, till perfuaded by his Chancelr 
lor, MuBem^ tocrob the Dmeper^ and go into 
"J^Hrh^ U»t lie might cfcape filing into th^ 
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Hauids of the Eoemy, and where, perhaps^ 
he might get Affiftance to renew the War. 
But before the King of Swedm could liften 
totlus Advice, he waswilling^ for thefirft 
Time, to try what might be efieded bjr Ne- 
go^adon; and therefore, in the Interim be- 
tween his own Defeat, and the Surrender of 
the remaining Part of his Forces at Perewo^ 
hczna^ whither Prince Memdhff was polled 
after them, he fent to let his Czari(h Majefty 
know, he would accept of the Peace he had 
feverad Times ofFer'd him, and if that was 
denied, defired to go freely out of his Coun- 
try, and retire to Poland. The Czar anfwer'd, 
that the King of Swedm had thought too 
late of coming into the propofed Treaty, the 
Face of Affairs being greatly altered: And 
that, as he had penetrated into his Cbuntry, 
without confiderihg the Confequences, it was 
his Bufinefs at prefent to think which Way 
he fhould get out of it. > 

Charles XII. finding, that hb pretended . 
Moderation had no Eff*cft upon the Czar» 
prepared to follow the Advice of his Chancel- 
lor, and made the beft of his W.*y into ^urhf \ 
but coming to the Bog^ there not being a fuf- 
ficient Number of BcMits to carry all his Peo* 
pie over, about five hundred Men were left 
on this Side the River, who were foon after 
taken Prifoners by General H^alhwijki^ even 
in fight of the King oi Sweden^ juft landed on 
the other Side. The Czar had fent this Ge« 
neral in purfuit of the Swedes^ and, having 
now learned what was become of the King, 
did not much doubt of his being brought 
Prifoncr to hink with the rcfts for he faid to 
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fomc of the Swedijh Generals, his Prilbner$, 
that be wanted bis Brother Charles to keep ibem 
Ompanj \ but be bad fent Walkowiflci to fetch 
hifft* 

The Czar, being foon after informed, hy 

Prince Menzikoff, of the Succefs he had at 

I Perewolcczna^ where Leuwenbaupr and the reft 

A of the Swedijb Generals had yielded to him 

j without (biking a Blow, went himfelf to that 

{ Place, where the unhappy Fate of fo many 

* brave Men very fenfibly touched him, and he 

i more than once exprel&d his Difapprobation 

I of the Condudtof a Prince who could facri- 

I iice, in fuch a Manner, to his Ambition, fo 

j many faithful Subjefls, of whom he ought to 

; have been the Father and Protefton The 

j greateft Part of the Swedijh Prifoners were 

] difperfed in the Czar's Dominions, and great 

\ 'Numbers fent to Siberia^ which Country, a 

j wild and barren Place before, received great 

Improvement from their inhabiting there, and 

fetting up divers Trades and Manufadures for 

their Support. The Prifoners were treated 

with great Civility by his Czarifh Majcfty, 

who treated fome of them at hb own Table, 

with that Affability which was fo natural to 

him, where he drank a Health to bis Majlers 

in the Art of War. ^ Rencbild afking who thofc 

were that his Majefty was pleafed to honour 

with fo great a Title ? " It is you yourfclvcs, 

•• Gentlemen, the Swe^fi Generals,** replied 

the Czar. ^ Then, faid Rencbild^ is not your 

^ Majefiy a little ungrateful to treat your 

^* Maften fo feverely ?" Upon this his Majelly 

ordered all their Swords to be returned to 

them, and to Rencbild he gave one from his 

own 
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own Side, as a Token of tht Efteem he had . 
for him for his Fidelitjr to his Mafter. Pe^ef 
likewife fhcwcd a great RegaM for Count Pi-* 
per^znd that none of the FHfoners of Di(Hnc- 
(ton might want any Thing, he diirided them 
among his Generals: And after taking this 
Care of his Enemies, next thought how he 
jhould reward the Valour aiid good Conduft 
of his own Officers^ on which Account he made 
feveral very confiderablc Promotions, among 
which he did not forget himfelf, and as he 
had taken a Swedifi General Prifoner in the 
Heat of the Engagement, and had had a Ball 
fliot through his Hat^ he was made a Lieute* 
nant General. 

While his C^arifli Majefty was at Pere- 
iDotoczndt the Rebel Cojfacks came to him to 
make their Submiflion, and he was pleafed to 
pardon them on Condition that they laid 
down their Arms: At the fame time he pro^ 
miled a Reward of ten thoufand Roubles to 
whoever fhould bring in Mtztppd dead or. 
alive< It is eafy to imagine how the News 
of this important ViAory was received at 
MofcQ^y in which Capital, in Hopes of foon 
feeing their Monarch, the Defender and Pre- 
lerver of the Liberty of the North, thirty 
Triumphal Arches were erefted in the Streets^ 
through which it was fuppofed he would 
^^ ; but Affain of greater Importance called 
himeUcwhere. 
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3^j«fl^ fo great Succcfi as the 

y/lMm^^ any other Prince would hare in- 
cited on high Terms of Accom* 
modation withhi$vanqui(hMFoe: 
Bat PsTER. the Greats who w^ delirous to 
cultivate the Arts of Peace, for the Ptofpcrity 
aad Happinefs of his P<^lc» fcnt very mo- 
derate Propofals for a Treaty, which the 
King ofSvukfh diibtflcd as he was, but fiiU 
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iedining his obftinate Temper* would . give 
. no Ear to; therefore the Czar finding that 
no Peace could be made but by the Force of 
Arms, took proper Meafures to continue the 
War, and thought it would be moft efTefhial 
to carry it into the Enemy's own Dominions. 
He gaiw ftcth Orders to his Minifttfts refi- 
ding ot the Courts of Denmark and Saxony^ to 
ufe their utmoft Endeavours to bring the 
Negotiations to a Condufion for an Al- 
liance againft Cbarks XIL and knowing his 
6wn Prcfence would be tiecefiary in Poland^ 
he eroded the Borifthenes^ but was taken ill at 
Kiow^ where he was obliged to ftop for fbme 
Time. , . 

* Tub Vrdory at PuUowa was Co compleat^ 
and put the King of Sweden^% Affairs into 
fuch Difordcr, that jiuguftus^ Friends in Po- 
land^ and fome of thofe who had retired out 
of the Kingdom, took fre(h Courage, and 
lent a Deputation to him, to invite him to 
re-afcend the Throne; whereupon he enter'd 
Pclandy but before he did fo, he publi(h'd a 
, Manifefto to juftify his own Condu&, parti- 
cularly with relauon to the famous Treaty 
of jUt'RanJiadi and what followed upon it, 
which fo much amazed all Europe^ and 
which fo highly incenfed the Czar, but who, 
by this Time, was fo well fatisfy^d of the Ne- 
ceflity of his Affairs, which drove him to ac- 
cept of any Terms for the Prefervation of his 
People, that he was now reconciled to him: 
Ana immediately after his Recovery fet out 
for Lublin^ where he publiflied a Declaration, 
fummoning all thofe of the adverfe Party to 
come in and unite themfelves with the Re- 

publick 
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publick of Poland^ and their lawful King. Hd 
went afterwards and had an Interview with - 
King Augufius at 7bom. The King compli* 
mented his Czarifli Majefty on the glorious 
Vidory he had gained, and the Czar made 
his Compliments to the King on his Return^ 
I without any Reproaches oh the Affair oi AU^ 

\ Ranftadt^ or any other : For thefe Augufius had . 
\ prevented by the Manner in which he had 
treated the Czar's Plenipotentiaries at Drefden^ 
K and by.the Reafons which he had alledged tor 
all he had done in his Manifefto. The Saxon 
Minifters afterwards made their Compliments 
of Congratulation» and aflfuredhis Czarifh 
-' Majefty, that they had always made their 
; Vows to Heaven for the Succefs of his Arms ; 
\ but faid they had not dared to hope it would 
\ have been fo complete. To which he anfwer- 
I ed, with as much Grandeur as Piety, Tour 
{ VowSj Gentlemen^ were proportioned to the If^eak- 
\ nefs of Men\ but God has given me fi ViSorf 

vtbicbjbews bis. own Omnipotence. t 
] Whilst the Czar was at Tborn^ the Gran- 

\ dees of Poland fent a Deputation likewife, to 
[ congratulate him in the Name of the Repub- 
i lick, on the total. Defeat of his Enemy. From 
I TbotTt his Majefty went to Marienwerder^ to 
] meet the King of jPr»^,. who received him 
\ at his Landing, giving him the upper Hand^ 
• and ezprefling all imaginable Refpcft. Thefe 
I two Monarcl^ had feveral Conferences togc- 
j thez^ and afterwards held a Council with dieir 
1 chief Minifters, in which was confirmed (he 
Alliance before pxojeded between -them and 
; the vKing >of Denmark^ 4nd J^ig -/higufius. . 
\ HcitaUb was Gondud^jdjiTceaty of Marriage 
: ' ' % between 
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betweeii thie Gzar^s Niece^ .'and die. King of 
Prttffuf% Nephew, the IXike of OwrUmd^ hf 
which hi&:I)iichy was reftoied to hinu . ! 
* FkOM MAkiEtrwERDEit the Czar went to 
Mittcw to join his Generals, and teguhte tB6 
Operadons of the War. On the %i9i.oi No- 
vember he went to his Anny, and on die a5th 
came before BJiga^ where every Thing wiis 
ready for boml^rding it, and Peter himfelf 
fet ^ire to the firft Bomb. His Czarifh Ma- 
jefty continued not long in this Place, where 
ho Honour was to be acquired; but haftened 
to Mo/cow^ in which City his Subjefts impa« 
tiently expected him, and to which an infinite 
"Number of Foreigners were come to grace die 
Triumph of this great Monarch. He went 
thro' IJvonia to Dorpt^ and from theiice^ t6 
. Peterjburgb^ where he gave Orders for fitting 
out of fuch Ship$ as were to fenre in die eofu- 
ing Campaign, and at the fame Time fdrfonh* 
* ing fuch Magazines at Narva, as he judgged 
neceflary to carry On his grand Defi^ in the 
Siege of Riga. He alfo made veryroiifide- 
*rable Reihittances to the King of Dennuarh 
to enable him to pufli onthe War yigoroufly 
On that Side againft £tc;d!!»/ . 

On the 21ft of December^ the Czar made 

-his Triumphant Entry into Mofiow^ and, af- 

<ter the Manner of the ancient Romlan Tri< 

'vmphs, had all the Prifoners taken in Battle 

'led through the City in Proceffion, with the 

"Cannon, Colours, and the litter ufed by the 

.'King* of S^edeHi his Enemy. On thefirft 

'Day of the ^^lew Year his Czarifh Maj^fty 

•treated all the chief Pcrfons of C^iali^ and

the Place in the Month oi Aprils and attacked 
the Suburbs, which the BeHeged abandoned 
after having fet Fire to two of their Maga^ 
zines; the Ruffians taking {V>iIe(fiQn of thtf 
Place quitted by the Swedes^ extinguifhed the 
Flames, and feized on three Ships that, were 
in the Porte. . His Czarilh Majefty came bet ' 
fore the Town with Part of his Fleets which 
brought Provifions, Ammunition, and Ardlr ' 
lery : A Squadron of thirteen Men of War, 
prefented icfelf to oppofe their lading,, bat 
dared not undertake any Thing. The Siege 
was pufhed on with Vigour, which neveithet ' 
lefs contbued till 7^,^ when the Garifon 
delired to capitulate, as did the .Town of /{/• 
ga on the 29th of: the fa^ie Month. His 
Czarifli Majefty received this News with much 
Joy,t and immediately gave Orders to ^cpmr ' 
plcte the Conqueft, by adding to it that of 
Dunamudtnjkantx^ fituated at, the Mouth of 
the Bum. * It held put a Fortnight, and waa 
then forced to furrender, the Plague deftroy- A 
ing as many or more Men than the Mufcovite ^^ 
Bombs and Bullets. His Majefty likewife or* 
.dered, at the fame Tipic, the Sieges of Per^ 
muj of Revil^ ,and of Kexalm ; thefe were of no 
long Continuance, and gave but little Trou- 
ble, 
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ble» the Scoui^e of Heaven aflifting the 
Sword of the Czar, who having now reduced 
the whole Province of Uvonia to his Obedi- 
ence, be^n to regulate the Affairs of it, and 
took all neceflary Precautions to fecure his 
Conquefts, and gain the Affedions of the 
People, to whom he promifed. not .only the 
Continuation of their Privileges, but likcwife 
to difchaige them fix)m fevcral heavy Burthens 
they groaned under, during the Government 
of the Swedes, fle encouraged Trade and 
Navigation there, and invited Strangers from 
all Parts to repeople the Country; dcfolated 
by the Plague and the War, nothing being 
hegleded. to render the Government of the 
JRuffians acceptable both to Natives and Fo^ 
reigners. 

Peter being now Mafter of the Province 
of Uvoniay it (eemed very probable that his 
Forces united to thofe of Juguftus^ would like- 
wife fhortly have reduced to his Obedrence 
Pomeraniaj and the other Swedtjb. Dominions 
in Germany^ if the Allies in Confederacy with 
I France and Spain had not interpofcd, and join- 

I ed in an Aft of Neutrality ^ which was Signed 

! by their Minifters at the Hague^ March the

Chahles,, in the mean Tiihe» had been 
well received in Turty^ which gave him Hopes 
of being afliftcd with a powerful Army to 
make frefk Head againft his Rival in Glory, 
and he was the more afliired of this, fince the 
Grand Vizier had told the SwedUb General 
Count Pmuaiowfid^ that he woula take the 
King of Sweden in one Hand, and his Sword 
in the other, and lead him to MefeoWy at the 
Head of two hundred thoufand Men. But 
Count Toljley the Czar*s Envoy, manage^ 
Matters fo well at the Sublime Porte, that the 
Talk of this War fbon ceafed, and greater 
Honours were paid to him than any Ruffian 
Minifter had ever received at Qmftantinopk 
before: Notwithfianding which, the Grand 
Vizier, who had thus gone off from the King 
of Sweden to his Enemy, being depofcd, the 
next who fucceeded him, during a very fhort 
Adminiftration, had made iuch an Alteradon 
in Affairs, that he determined the Grand Seig^ 
nior to allow the King of Sweden a confiderable 
Body of Men to reconduct him into Poland^ 
M* ^olftttf endeavoured to oppofe this by the 
(harpeft Remonftranccs, and fending Advice 
of it to the Czar, his Majefty wrote a Letter 
to the Grand Seignior dated from Peterjburgh^ 
the 27th of Jutf^ 1 710, complaining of diis 
Violarion of the thirty Yeara Treaty of Ptace 

concluded 
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concluded between him, and the lace Sultan 
Mujiapba his Brother, by lending fuch Aflif- 
tance tQ his Enemy to bring him again into 
Poland^ when he might freely pafs by divers 
other Routes, with Safety into his own Domi- 
nions : But this Letter made no Alteration in 
the Refolutions taken at the Porte, which, 92r Tonics 
foon after, by the Influence of die new Grand ^'^^ ^^ 
Vizier, and the Cham oi Tamry, declared^*^^*^- 
War with hb Czarifh Majefty : And in the 
Month of Marcb^ ijiu the prand Vizier, 
having made the necefiary Difpofitions for the 
Campaign, went out of CpnJlanttJiopIe to pu( 
himielf It the Head of the Ottoman Army, 
which was aflfembled at Adrianople^ froni 
whence he caufed them to depamp and take 
the Route of the Danube. The Czar's Mini-* 
fter being imprifoned, and his Couriers ftopt 
pn the Frontiers of TVri^t he could not be in- 
formed of what was done at ConJiantinople\ hut ^ Czae 
learnt fo ii^uch by other Hands, as to be able^f'*^/*' 
to give O^xiers to be in the Field before the *^' 
^urks. He likewifc prepared for the Defence 
of Azopb^ whither he fent Vice-Admiral Van- 
flerrCriffs^ with three hundred gopd Sea Offi- 
cers, and leaving to Prince M^fKukoff the 
\ Command of his Forces by Sea and Land in 

Uvonia^ Ingruij and Finland^ he fet put hini- 
felf from Peterjburgb to Mofcow^ that he might 
the more readily attend his n^w Levies, and 
idifpatch a numerous Army into the Ukraine. 
The Generals Repninj Atfard^ and GaUiczin^ 
conduced in xhttp Columns, crofs Poland^ the 
bcft Part of the Ri{ffiM Troops that were in 
Samogitia^ and LitbuamOj which were foon in- 
crcafod to ao hundred thoufand Men. The 
Z4 Vclt 
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Velt Marefchal'GBfrAMf^i who was already 
on the Fionriers at the Head of his Anny^ 
received thirty thoufand Men of die new L^- 
▼ies, the Prince Rownupiowdaw/ki had Orden 
to advance with the Militia againft the Tar^ 
tarSf and befides thefe his Majefty had made 
*' . a Treaty with j^ia Taquin^ Prince of the CaU 
muck Tartars^ who fcnt him twenty five thou- 
fand Men^ for which the Czar paid him an 
hundred thoufand Ducatt in Specie. Thus, 
without reckoning the Troops that remained 
under the Conunand of Prince Mamkoff^ or 
the Cojfacks^ his Czarifli Majefty had got to- 
gether an Army of an hundied and fifty thou- 
fand Men, all regular Troops, to go againft 
the Turks ; and yfpaka Taquin taking hold of 
this favourable Opportunity to fall upon the 
Precipian Tartars his Enemi^ brought fifty 
thoufand Calmuck Ti rtars into the Field, and 
employed twenty two thoufand Gtcafftans ar 
' ' /,. gainft xiit Dcrzowjki and Norowjki Tartars^ 
who are on the Borders, and occupy the Rani- 
parts of Crimea. His Czarilh IVbjefty now 
publifhed a long Manifefto^ fetting forth the 
Reafons of his entering into a War with that 
perfidious Breaker of Peace, as he called him, 
jicbmet Sultan of the Turks % but before this 
Declaration was made publick, the Tartars 
had began Hoftilities; and the Cham's Son 
and the Kbg of Sweden^ both publifhed long 
•Manifefto's. The Cham was at the Head of 
•an hundred and fifty thoufand Men, his Son 
commanded fifty thoufand, and the Palatine 
Potochf followed them at the Head of ten 
thoafand more, got together fix)m all Nations. 
•The Tartars^ who were Neighbours to the 
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Donjki CoJJackSj and had engaged them to re- 
volt, began their Hoftilities on the Side of 
Azopb^ but their Campaign lafted not long; 
for having advanced as far as Izitmj and pil- 
laged the Country about it, and defeated iour 
or five thoufand Ruffians^ they marched off 
with the Booty. ' 

The Irruption of the Cham into the lA 
kraine^ was attended by worfe Confequence ; 
he beat feveral Parties of the Ruffians^ and 
feized on feveral fmall Places, then penetra- 
ting as far as Samara^ burnt under the Forti- 
fications of that Town, one hundred and 
fifty Veffels, defigned totran(port the Troops 
and Artillery; but the Snow that tell at that 
Time obliged him to retire, and towards the 
End of the Month of March he arrived at 
Precop^ with much Spoil, and near twelve 
thoufand Slaves. 

PoTOCKY, the Cojfacks of Orlick^ and the 
Cham's elded Son, whofe Title is Sultan 
Galga^ advanced along the Boryftbenes^ and 
not finding anyRefiftance, the Ruffim Troops 
. being on the Banks of the Neifter^ and near 
Moldavia^ they penetrated as tar as Niemiraw^ 
Taifing Contributions in the Country, and 
then retired to the Side of Bialocerirewj to 
which Fortrefs Potockf and his Tartar gave 
three Aflaults, and loft many Men before they 
could mafter the Town; but the Citadel held 
out till the Arrival of Prince Galliczin^ who 
put thefe Maroders to Flight, and obliged 
Poiacfy to return to Turfy. The Turis^ on 
their P^ut, under the Adminiftration of a 
new Gnnd Vizier, ignorant in the Art of 
War, were fp (low in their Preparations, that 
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it was the latter End pi 4^ before their 
Troops iKTC zffcmhl^ nt$r Mn^^ 
Giand Seignior himfelf being in gre^t In- 
cerdtude whether h^ would conunand Jus Ar« 
my himfelf» or trult it » die Care of the 
Vizier. , -, r ' 

His Czarifli NLyefty, hearing of the great 
Equipment; of the Tafirib upon the Bl^ck-Sea^ 
inade extraordinaiy Preparadonson that iSide, 
fitting out twenty Ships of the Line of Battle, 
at the Head of which was that of the Admiral, 
carrying eighty fix Guns, with feveral Gallies 
and other VefTds to a great Number, in 
which twenty three thoufand Men were emr 
barked i but the Waters of the Dm were fb 
Jowy that the large Yeflels became ufelefs, 
^d the Succefs of the Campaign afibrding 
as litde Occafion for the Turkifi Fleet, therp 
was nothing done on this Side. 

During all thefe Preparadofis on both 
Sides, the Qi^en of Great-Britain^ and the 
States^tneral of the United-Prmince^^ pflTer'd 
their Advice to the King of Sweden to make 
Peace ; but he was refolv'd to hear nothing of 
it» notwithftanding the ill Pofture pf his Af- 
fairs, not doubting but that,, by the Aflift^ 
ance of the ^urk^ he Ihould again triumph 
over his Enemies. Peter, on the other 
Hand, feeing a Part of his Troops got over 
the Neifier^ into his Enemy's Country, and 
nobody yet to oppofe them, could not help 
flattering himfelf with Hopes, that Heaven 
had deftinated the Honour to hiqi of over-^ 
throwing the formidable Einpire of the O/- 
twmns% and to exalt the Crofs in thofe Places 
where the Credent had fq long triumphed : 

But 
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But herein his Czarifh Majefty was too fan-^ 
guine, w^d took a fatal Step, that had like to 
have been the Ruin of himfelf and his Coun«* 
try; for relying upon the Supplies promifed 
him. by Brancovan^ Hofpodar of ff^alaciia^ 
Vfho deceived him, he fuffer'd himfelf to be. 
ihut up by the Turiijb Army on the Side of 
the River Pruib^ in a Poftfo difadvantageous* 
that he muft have been inevitably loft, had it 
not been for the Management and AfFedion 
of the Czarina Catbarine^ at this critical June*' 
ture, of which we ihall give ^n Account in 
the next Volume. 

Having made Peace with the Turhj and, 

received fome Waggons with Provifions from 

the Grand Vizier, his Czarifh Majefty prepared 

to leave the ^ttrkijb Dominions, and returned 

to his own Country. It is reckoned that this 

Expedition coft the Czar about twenty thou^ 

fand Men« befides fon\e Millions in Money 

^nd Jewels, paid for a Peace which the Porte 

did not. maintain long; tho' when the Grand 

Seignior heaid the firft News of it, he order'd 

Rejoicings to be made for three Days; but the 

King of Sweden foon after infpired him with 

fuch Sentiments, that he twice broke it, and 

. concluded it again with the fame Eafe. 

1 1 Whilst the Czar ftxuggled with Fortune on 

j the Borders of the Prutbj his Allies fuffer'd not 

I J the Swedes to enjoy much Repofe, but enter'd 

*' into Pomeramoy and formed the Blockade of 

\ Stralfml. The Czar himfelf went firft to

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in the Md Year of his Age, tadtbt Fnnctft 
CbarUttd'ObriJiuma^Sofbia %f Wb^knAuiieh 
Daughter of the Duke of Brmfimek-fyiglfinh 
hutely a beautiful young Lady in her i8th 
Year. After this Ceremony was performed, 
his Czarifli Majefty went to CSru^ in Sikfia^ 
where the Prince Royal of Pn#tf entertainM 
him for three Days I and then, by the Way of 
RigamAReveU czmttoPeterpurgb. • ' 

As the Province of Uvonia^ which his 
Czarifli Majefty was now in quiet Pofleflion 
of, had formerly been looked upon as one of 
, the Fiefs of the Empire, he offered to accept 
, of the Inveftiture of it from the Emperor 

Charles VI. provided he might be admitted 
into the Number of the Princes of the Em- 
pire,.and, on that Condidon, and his being 
allowed to have a Minifter at the General 
Diet, he propofed to fumilh hb Imperial Ma- 
jefty with a Succour of twenty five thoufand 
Men againft France \ but this was refufed, on 
plaufibie Pretexts, the true Reafon being the 
Jcaloufy of the FSrinces of the Emjure to fee 
fo powerftil a Prince admitted into ?hcir Co^ 
lege. 

Ten thoufand Men of his Czarifh Majefly^ 
Troops kept Sietin block'd up ; the reft joined 
with thofe of King Augujlus^ were before Siral- 
fundj which was alfo in fome Manner block'd 
up by Land. The Czar, Czarina and Czare* 
witz, being all come into Pamerania^ the Czar 
had fcvenil Conferences with the King of P^ 
hndy and thefe two Monarchs went together 
to reconnoitre Stralfund^ and the Ifland of Rm- 
gen^ which they agreed to attack, but the At-, 
tempt proved uniuccefsful, and the Czar in 

thq 
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the mean Time having left the Command of 
his Troops to King Auguftus^ went to Berlin^ 
where he had fome Conferences with the King 
ofPruJ/ia^ and afterwards went to Carelfl/ad to 
drink the Waters. Count Stetnbock^ the Swe^ 
dijh General, in his Abfence, made a Sally out 
of Straljund^ leaving the Defence of it to the 
Burghers, and a chofen Garifon, and gave it 
out, that he was going to force the Enemy's 
Lines; but inftead of hazarding fo rafli an 
Enterprize, he took all on a fudden the Route 
of MecUmbourg^ took PofTelfion of Roftock^ 
and put the whole Duchy under Contribution. 
King Juguftus aflembled his Troops, and the 
Ruffians^ who were difperfed along the Lines, 
and marched toward Guftrc/w^ which he fur- . 
prized and pofted his Troops near that Place, 
expe&ing the Conjundion of the Danes^ to 
attack the Swedes % but the dangerous Confe- 
quences of the Lofs of a Battle on either Side, 
made the Generals think of a Sufpenlion of 
Arms, which, upon a Conference between 
Count Steinbock and Count Flemings was agreed 
to for three Months. 

This feparate. Agreement of the King of 
Poland^ was not at all pleafing to Peier^ and 
the King oi Denmarki:^ho both were jealous 
of Jugujlu/s carrying on fome private Treaty 
with tli^ Swedes^ for which Reafon his Czarilh 
JMajefty haflened into Mecklenbourgt to pro* 
vide with all neceflary Speed for a Jun^ion 
with the King oi Denmark^ who, on his Side, 
had advanced in precipitateMarche^ as far asTJ^ Biaik ^ 
Gaithufcb with his Troops ; fome Aix^Ji.Squa- Gaoebvick. 
drons joined him, but the Rujfunu could not 
.do fo before the Swedes had. attacked the Dor 
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nijb Armjt and ehtiirely defeased %•. Tlibfll 
Sax9m who had ik> Part in. the AdtO!^)imme^ 
diately Moined }htRiiffimu^ th^ they mighc 
together l)e in a v^Condittoo to oj^le the 
vidorious Swedes^ who they imagined' would 
letake the Route of P^meraniai to penetrate 
into Poland^ arid ftcilitate the Return of tfaeir 
Modarch \ but Count StwA^ch^ far from doing 
thus» which feemed molt reafonable^ advanced 
towards Jialand^ to take up his QHartera in 
^ Holjlein^ as he had been direded by the Re- 
gency at Stockholm. The Czar deliberated 
with himfelf for (bme Time, whether he 
ihouid attack Steinbock in his Maith^ or noti 
but refolved, at length» to go towards Pomenh 
nia^ and aftefwards agreed with tHe King of 
Denmark to open the next Campai^i with the 
Attack bf Ri^eni and the Siege of Stralfimd. 
Whilst Paraa. c^fcd hiitifelf to the 
greateft Fatigues to deal with his Enemies oil 
ail Sides, new TiOubles were formed in Turfyi 
ziid new Enemies attacked his Troops in Po^ 
lintd\ at the fame Time, the Fame of this 
great Monarch's wonderful Aftions reaching 
the Centre oiAJsa^ brought to his Court an 
Amb'aflador of Perfin^ who made his publick 
Entry into Mofcow^ afid there waited his Ma^ 
jefty's Return* On the 23d of Febtuary^ his • 
Czarifh Majefty took leave of die King of 
Denmark^ to whom he intruded the Care of 
his Troops, after having eameftly tccom- 
fnended to his Generals to obferve a ftrift 
^ Difcipline in the Army. He went iiedct to 
Hanovety and was received with all imaginable 
Marks of Refpcd at the Court of the Eleftor, 
V where he took frequent Opportuniti^ to con- 
.^ verfc 
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Verfc with the Princcfs Sophia^ the £Ie6htfs 
I Dowager, for whom he had concejved a great 

I Efteem. As foon as he arrived ztPeterJburgbj 

I he got together about three hundred Veflels^ 

; on which, in the Month of A£jy, he embarked 

about twelve thoufand Men, and made a De- 
fcent iiito Finkmdy where he took jtbo^ in TteCzMt 
which Town he found much Provifion, but^MkrAB^* 
the greateil Booty was a large Quantity of 
Books, which he fent toFttcrJburgb to fumilh 
his new Library there. 

Aft£r the taking o^Abo^ Peter returned 
to Pet&Jburgh^ leaving Orders with his Gefne^ 
rals .to follow the Swedijb Army that was on 
the Side diTbavaJihus^ which Place the Swedes . 
defended very courageoufly for fome Time, 
and then quitted it to retire among the Bogs 
ind Mountains with, which this Cbuntry a^. 
bounds; and, having thrown fome of their 
Ardllery into the Water, they polled them- 
felves at the advantageous Paifage of Pulkona^ 
where the Ruffians attacked them and got the 
Viftory. • 

The Troops commanded by Prince Men- 
vakoff in Pomerania^ had as great a Share of 
Xilory, and thofe in Holftein yrtxt to fmall 
AiCftance to the King of Denmark in reducing 
Tcfmingensaxd General Steinbock* Prince 'Men- 
zikoff had for Tome Time blocked up &///», 
with kn Army*of twenty fbur thoufand Rtiffi- 
I ^ns^ and afterwards that Town was feouelter* 
I ed. into die Hands of the King of rnfffia^ 

\ with 'the rieft of the High Swedijb Pimcrania^ 
I ye^rHi^ein had been into. the Hands of the . 
j King of Denmark^ and fo the Northern Allies 
\ iMr€:<&lsgediowithdiaw'cheirTftK>p$o^ ' 

^ ^/:^:::^'*'^: -the 
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the Swi£Jh Prcmnces in Gernmf. Aincef 
MemeUuff in his Retreat^ coining into the 
Territories otHambimrgi obliged the Gtizens 
to ptay him two hundred and fifty thoufand 
Crowns, to prevent the military Executions' 
he. threatened them with; likewife made the 
City of LuieckysLy him an hundred thoufand^ 
and the Gty oxDanixick an hundred and fifty 
Thoufand. With thefe Contributions the 
Prince returned to Peiarfiurgb^ where he gare 
an.Account to the Czar of all he had done in 
llis Abfence. Peier was pleafed with the Suc- 
cels of his Arms, but could not at firft ap- 
prove of the Sequefbadon of Pmnerama^ bc- 
cauie it ty'd tip his Hands from doing any 
thing more there ; but the King of Pruffia fo 
well anfwcred the Objeftions he made to it, 
that he foon after radfy'd the Treaty made 
with Prince Mitcdkoff. 

The Emperor, and the Powefs interefted 
in the War of the North, had agreed to hold 
a Congreis at Brunfanck^ whither the Regency 
of Sweden^ confented to fend their Plenipo- 
tentiaries to treat of a general Peace; but uiis 
came to nothing. And the Czar^ in the mean 
Time, keeping in View, his great Defign of 
perfeAing the Eftablifhmeht of his new City 
of Peterjburgb^ caufed a thoufand Families to 
come thither from Mojcow^ offering alfo great 
Advantages to all Foreigners that fhould fet- 
tle there, and declared that all Goods ufually 
fent to Archangel to be fold to Strangers, or 
bartered for other Commodities, fhould from 
thenceforth be fent to Peierjburgb^ requiring 
all Merchants and others to acquaint their 
Correfpondents in foreign Parts with this Re- 
gulation, 
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gulation, that they might not be at unnecefla- 
17 Expenccs in fending their Ships to Arcb- 
angel: However, the Commerce of the Mer- 
chants was not entirely tranfplanted to Peterf- 
burgb till fome Years after, when the War 
was at an End, and the Navigation of the 
Baltick more open. 

The Swedes, at this Time, fitted out a 
Fleet to fuccour Finland^ where Prince GaUic^ 
zin had not been idle fince the Battle of Pul- 
koMj and to obferve the Ruffians in the Dread 
they were in of their undertaking to make 
fome Defcent on the Ifland of Aland^ or even 
in Sweden itfelf. This Fleet commanded by 
Admiral Wdtrang^ gained fome Advantages 
at firft, but that of RuJJia coniing up withp,^,^ ^ 
them obtained a complete Vidory. The Czar lUar JMr^ 
himfelf ferved as Rear- Admiral under Admi-»* *w 9vm 
ml Jpraxin in this Fleet, which confided of^^r^^ 
thirty Ships of the Line, eighty Gallies and^^sw?Diiir 
a hundred Half Gallies, without reckoning a 
great Number of flat Boats called Scbampavies. 
The firft Confequence of this Vidory was the 
taking the Ifland of j^and^ where the Czar 
landed flxteen thoufand Men ; after which he 
returned to Peterjburgb^ into which City he 
made a mod triumphant Entry, graced by the 
Swedi/b Rear- Admiral, Ebrenfcbildj his Prifbner^ 
and all the Trophies taken from the Enemy. 
The Czar proceeding in this manner to the 
Fortrefs, the Vice-Czar Romadonoffltij fitting 
on a Throne furrounded by the Senate, caufed 
him as Rear-Admiral, to be called before the 
Aflembly, and received at his Hands a Rela* 
tion in Writing of the Vidory obtained. Ro^ 
madonoffti and the Senators, uking die fame 
A a into 
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into Conlideradon^'propofed frrend Queftions 

to Ftttr^ the BnffiM Rear-Admiral, after 

y;^f*-^-ffy^^which^ they unanimoufly declared him Vice- 

Vu^-JAmrmi Admiral of Rnjjia^ in Recompenfe of his fiuch^ 

•f Russia, fol Services done to his native Country. 

NoTwiTHSTAVDiNO hb Swedtjb Majefty 
was now returned to his Dominions, and 
headed a formidable Army againft him, no- 
thing could make PeUr negleA any Opportu- 
nity of improving the State of his Aflfairs, 
and the Manners of his People at Home. For 
the ikke of the Ladies he had made an Order 
at this Time, that fuch of the Nobility who 
were of Age, and in a Condition to travel, 
and were mairy'd, fliould take their Wives 
along with them, by which Means both Sexes 
might become equally poliflied. About the 
fame Time, a Scheme or Draught of a Bridge 
was laid before him, which fome thought 
would be very convenient to be built over 
the Neva to join Peierjburgb to the Terra-firma 
of Ingria^ from whence there was no Paflkge 
but by Boats and Oars; but his Czarifli Ma- 
jefty was fo hr from approving this Projedb, 
that he forbad even the Ufe of Boats and Oars, 
and ordered that, for the future, no one fhbuld 
crofs the River but in Boats with Sails, being 
refolved to make his People learn Navigation 
whether they would or no. He employed 
great Part of his Time this Year [17 14,] in 
fortifying the Citadel of Peterjbwrgh^ in railing 
other publick Edifices and in building Ships; 
he gave Orders, that whoever built Houfes at 
Peierjburgb^ fhould make the Wall of Brick, 
and cover the Roofs* with Tiles: And to en-

fent to his Agent in France^ to procure the 
beft Workmen, promiHng them among other 
Advantages, to have their Houfe Rent free» 
and' that they fhould be exempt from all Tax- 
es for ten Years. He next made a grand In- 
quifition into all kind of Frauds committed 
by the great Men in Rujjiay and punifhed 
them according to their Demerits, fome in , 
their Perfons, and fome only in their Purfes. 

i; Ok the 3d of January^ I7'5» his Czarilh 

Majefty fent to conduct the great Globe of 
Gottorpy over the Snow to Riga^ by the Help 
of large Rollers, from whence it was to be 
brought by Sea to Peterjburgbi This Machine, 
made after a Defign of Tycbo Brabcj was fo 
large that twelve Perfons could fit convenient- 
ly round a Table within Side of it to make 
celeftial Obfervations, by turning it round. 
The Czar had feen this Curiofity at Gotiorp^ 
and was fo wonderfully pleafed with it, that 
he beggM it of the King of Denmark^ and 
put himfelf to a great Expence to bring it to 
Peterjburgb. 

There were no ufeful Arts and Sciences, 
that Peter did not encourage, and many Books 
were already produced by the Prefs which he

felf, fuch as the Apothegms of great Men, 
coUeded into three Volumes, together with

^haa formal and tedious Treadfcs of Morals. 
] Aa a PsTSE» 
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' Peter, forveiy good Reafons, hadabolUh* 
ed the Patriarchal Dignity, or rather reunited 
it to the Crown, and to render the Charafter 
of the antient Patriarch ridiculous, and make 
it deipifed by the People, who before paid 
greater Refpeft to it than to the Crown itifelf, 
he created one Setoff hh Jefter, Mock-Patriarcb^ 
whom, at the Age of Eighty four, he married 
to a buxom Widow of about Thirty, and the 
Nuptials of this extraordinary Couple were 
folemnized by the Court in Mafquerade. 

The Armies being now come into the 
•Field in Pomeramaj and his PruJJian Majefty 
having likewife fent thither a large Body of 
.Troops, he publiflied a Manifefto concerning 
his taking Swedifl) Pemerania in Scqueftradon, 
and the March of hb Army to prevent the 
Danger that threatened his own Dominions, 
and tlie German Empire: But when the Prifffi* 
an and Holftein Troops were ready to enter 
Satin and Wifinar^ Count Meyerfeldt^ Governor 
General of the Swedijb Pemerania^ would not 
agree to it, fb the King of Prtiffia declined 
concerning himfelf any farther with that Af- 
fair at prefent : And the Czar, and the King 
of Poland^ purfued their former Refolution to 
make themfelves Mailers of all the Swedifi Pe^ 
merama^ and marching thither accordingly 
with their Armies, they pofTeffed themfelves 
of the Ifland of Rugen^ laid Siege to Stetin^ 
which they attacked fo vigoroufly, that they 
forced the Garifon to refolve to capitulate in 
a few Days with Prince Menzikoff^ who com- 
manded the Siege. 

. Count Meyerfeldt perceived, at laft, 
that it would be more for his Mafter*s Intercft

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!| to accept the Sequcftration agreed to by 

i 1 Count iVellingy than to fuffer Stetin to fall into 

I the Hands of the Czar, and the King of Po- 

I land^ and therefore joined his prefling Inftances 

i with thofe of the Court of Holjiein Gottorp^ 

\ that his Prujftan Majefty would become a Me- 

l diator, and take the Sequcftration upon him- 

I felf. Yet when this was done, and the King 

I of Pruffia had paid four hundred thoufand 

I Dollars, on the King of Sweden* % Account, to 

I the Rtiffian and Polifi Armies, to compenfate 

! the Charge they had been at, Charles XII. 

I in a haughty Manner, declared, when he came 

I to Stralfund^ that he would make void, by 

I Force of Arms, all that the King of Prujfia 

1 had done. The French King's Mediation be- 

I ing offered in this Affair, Peter took that Op- 

] portunity to declare, that he would accept of 

\ no other Mediation for the Peace of the North, 

\ than that of the King of Great Britain^ and 

I the States-General ; the firft of whom feeing 

I the common Danger to which all the Princes 

\ of IjfMr Saxory were expofcd, by having 

i their Countr/ made the Seat of the War, en- 

1 gaged, as Eledor of Hanover^ to take joint 

I Meafures with the Kings of Denmark and 

\ Pruffia^ for the Security of the Peace of the 

• Empire, and aA againft Sweden. This pro- 

I duced an Agreement between that Prince and 

I the Danes^ by virtue of which, the latter 

I made over the Duchies of Bremen and Verden 

J to him, 

\ The Northern Allies having fent their 

1 Forces into Pomerania^ it was not doubted but 

j the Czart when he put to Sea, would join the 

j Bancs^ that together they might make a De* 

\ Aa 3 fccnt 
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{cent on the Ifland of Rugut^ but having con^ 
tinued at Rivei till the latter End of Jtme^ he 
then fteered hb Courfe towards G^iland. In 
the Middle of Septemier^ the RMjpan Fleet fail^ 
ed from Gotland to the Coaft of Sundermama^ 
and landed fifteen thoufand Foot Soldiers, at 
about eight Leagues from the Sweiifi Army, 
whilft a Body of Horlc jfrom the Army in 
Finlandy went round the Boibnick Gulph to 
penetrate into the Northern Provinces of Swe- 
den^ which put that whole Kingdom in a 
Conftemation. 

His Czarifli Majefty likewife ordered Ge* 
neral Czeremetcffj to go with twelve or fifteen 
thoufand Men, to ftrengthen the Army of the 
Allies in P§meramaj and not only put an End 
to the tedious Siege of Stralfund, but to take 
jfix)m the Swedes the Town olilVifmar. StraU 
Jirnd furrcndcred at the latter End oi December^ 
and the King of Sweden himfelf had a narrow 
Efcape for his Life. Prince Gatticzin alfo ob- 
tained many Advantages in Finland. 

Peter, in the mean Time, was giving his 

utmoft Attention to Affairs at Peterjbtargh^ 

carrying on his Fortifications and Buildings

JSfif burn H On the 2 2d of OHobety the Czar had the 

inexpreflible Joy of feeing a Son bom to the 

Czarewitz ; but a great Damp was put to this 

Joy, by the Death of the illuftrious Princefs 

who brought him into the World, tho* the 

Czarewitz 
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Czarcwitz himfelf fhewed but little Concern 
on the Occafion, having on all Accounts ex- 
prcfled no Manner of Regard for this virtuous 
and every Way deferving Princefs, whom he 
marry'd only to pleafe his Father, and whom, 
by his brutilh Temper, he had rendered un- 
happy, from the Day of her Marriage to this 
of her Death. The Day after the Interment 
of this Princeft, the Czar had the farther Sa- 
tisfadion of having a fecond Son born to him- Jnather 5m 
feJf of the Czarina Catharine^ on whieh Ac-*^'*P*ti*. 
count publick Rejoicings were made for eight 
Days together. The Birth of thefe two Prin- 
ces was the more agreeable to Peter^ as the 
Behaviour of the Czarewitz had been fuch, 
that he was determined to fet him afide, un- 
lefs he fhew'd Tokens of Amendment. 

On the 4th of December j the Czar received 
Advice of the taking the Ifland of Rugen^ 
upon which Occafron, great Rejoicings were 
made at Peierjhurgb\ and in the Beginning of 
the new Year, 1716, his Czarifli Majefty re- 
ceived News of an Irruption of the Cuhanjki 
I'artarSj in the Kingdom of Cafan^ under the 
Comnund of the Cham's Son,' whicli was 
now become almoft an annual Cuftom with 
them : But this was foon put a flop to by Co- 
lonel ScbwartZj at the Head of his Regiment 
compofed of twelve hundred Gcnnans^ taken 
from among the Swedijh Prifoners, who put 
the Tartars to Flight, and having took the 
Cham*s Son, forthwith caufed him to be 
hung upon a Tree. 

Ow the 6th oi February^ the Czar and Cza- 
rina fet out for Germany^ by the Way ofRiga^ 
Liiaw^ Mcmcl^ and Daulzick^ in which laft 
A a 4 City 
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Gtv they continued till the latter End of A* 
friU and where was celebrated the Marriage 
of the Frincefi Catbarine^ ddeft Daughter of 
his Brother the Czar Jobn^ with the Duke of 
MeckUnbourgi on which Gkxralion the King of 
Poland gave a fplendid Entertainment; after 
which the Czar, hearing that forty five of his 
Gallics were arrived at JC^ffcvg^^;, fet out with 
all Expedition for that Place to review them. 
In his AbfencCy certain Articles were deliver^ 
ed, by his Order, to the Magiftrates of Dtffff- 
Tack ; which chiefly imported, that they fhould 
hold no Correfpondence with Sweden \ that 
the City fliould fumiih four Privateers of 
twelve Guns, and fifty Men each, to bs main- 
tained by them during the War, or pay two 
hundred thoufard Rix-Dollars in Specie : But 
by the Mediation of the King of Peilmid^ 
the Bantzickers compounded the Matter, 
. and were to pay but ^ hundred thoufand 
Rix-Dollars, to renounce all Commerce with 
Sweden^ and to mainuin four Ships that he 
was to fiimifli them with. This Affair being 
fo fettled, the Czar at his Return, was re- 
ceived with great Honours. The next Day 
he fet out for Sietin^ and was met in his Way 
thither, at Stolpe^ by the King oi Pruffia^ who 
came thither incognito to confer with him on 
the Situation of Afiairs in the North, Thefe 
Princes agreed in oppofing the Progrefs of 
the King of Sweden into the Dominions of 
the Danes \ but thought it not for the common 
Intereft to aflift Denmark in making Conquefts 
on the Swedes^ who were already weakened 
enough by the Lofs of Finland^ jjvonia^ and 
Pomerama. 

His 
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His Czarifti Majefty went next to Stralfufid^ 
then to Meckliftbourgj to pay a Vifit to the 
Duke his Nephew, and afterwards had an In* 
terview with the King of Denmark^ in the 
Gardens of Ham and HotHj near Altena^ where 
was concerted the Deicent on Scbonen^ in or- 
der to oblige the King of Sweden to quit Nor- 
way^ into which Country he had penetrated 
with an Army of twenty thoufand Men, and 
was advancing towards Chrifiiana^ the Capital 
of that Kingdom. 

In the Month of July ^ the Czar and Czari- 
na went to Copenbagenj where the Court and 
the City ufed their utmoft Endeavours to 
fhew them all Manner of Diveriions, while 
they waited for the Execution of the grand 
Projedb, of which they promifed themfelves 
the greateft Succefs. His Czarifti Majefty, 
during his Stay in Denmark^ which was near 
three Months, vifited the Colleges, the Aca- 
demies, and converfed with the Learned. He 
went out almoft every Day, coafting the two 
Kingdoms of Denmark and Sweden^ meafuring 
the Bays, and founding the Depths, and laid 
down the whole fo exadtly on Charts, that 
the leaft Bank of Sand did not efcape him. 
And he who was the firft of all the Ruffians^ 
who had any Knowledge of the Sea, received p 
the higheft Mark of Honour, from the rnodj^^,^ 
experienced Nations in Maritime Affairs, hyumMFiiat^ 
having the Briiijb and Duicb Fleets joined lofi^ Itttkas. 
thofe of Rnffia and Denmark^ put under his 
Command, which he declared gave him as 
great a Satisfadipn as ever he had in his Life. 

Notwithstanding the great Prepara- 
tions that had been made for mis Defcent on 

Scbanenf 
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^cbenen^ the Czar thought proper to lay it a- 
fide, which it is fuppofed, he was prevailed 
upon to do, by Baron Ccrtz^ who was become 
chief Miniiler and Favourite of Charles XIL 
and who had proje&ed a ftrange Revolution 
in the Affairs of Europe^ which was to be 
brought about» by making Peace with his 
Mafter, and Peier jttexowiiz. The Plan was 
too flattering to the Ambition of both thofe 
great Princes, to be refilled by either of them. 
• Baron Gcrtz perfuaded the King of Sweden^ 
that he would have ample amends made him, 
for fuffering the Czar to enjoy the Conquefts 
he had made on the Baft and North of the 
Babick^ by having the Honour of replacing 
Stanijlaus on the Throne of Poland^ by fetting 
the Crown of England upon the Head of the 
pretended King, the Son of James II. and by 
reftoring the Duke oiHolftcsH to that Duchy ; 
befides that being united to the Czar, there 
was nothing they might not undertake. 
The Czar, on his Part, was fecretly dif- 
. contented with the Allies, who were all for 
preventing his having any Footing in Germa- 
ny^ and who were jealous of his Power. I 
muft here take Notice of one Part of this ex- f 
traordinary Scheme, which I did not mention { 
in my Life of Peter \ it has been related by ^ 
fome, that Baron Gortx laid his Plan before I 
Cardinal -/iZJ^^, who was then chief Minifter J 
at the Court of Madrid^ and was charmed \ 
with the Projeft of fetting the Crown of Eng- 
land upon the Head of the Pretender, which 
Gertz was to effcft, by fending to the Pirates 
at Madcgnfcar^ who had been rejeded by eve- 
ry other Nation, but had now intreated the 

Protcftion » 
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Proteftion of the King ofSwedeUj making an 
Offer to bring fixty Ships into his Senrice, 
with an immcr.fe Trcafure. This the King 
accepted of, on Condition, that they made 
the Defccnt into Scotland^ where they were to 
be joined by the difaflfeded Party in Greal 
Britain^ who required but the Affiftance of ten 
thoufand Men, to accomplifli their Defign of 
dethroning King George L and to that End, 
advanced confiderable Sums, which Gortz re- 
ceived in Holland^ after he had been privately 
in France^ negotiating the Furchafe of Ships^ 
and Ammunirion, But fome Hints of this 
Affair, being communicated to the King of 
Great Britain^ as it was thought, by the Duke 
of Orleans J then Regent oi France^ Count Gy/- 
Jembourgj the Swe^Jb Envoy, was put under an 
Arreft in Lond^n^ and his Papers were feized, . 
by which a Difcovery wSis made of the whole 
Plot. The Ciar difowned, that he had any 
Knowledge of it, and a long Memorial was 
delivered to Mr. Stanhope^ by M. Wcffelowjkt^ 
the Czar's Minifter in England^ to juftify his 
Matter, with which the King oTGreat Britain 
was, or feemed to be contented. 

About this Time his Czarifli Majefty came 
to the Hague^ from whence he went by the 
Way of Briiffeb^ Gbeni, and Bruges^ to Dun- 
j , ktrk^ to yiew the Ris-Bank there, defigning to 
make one of the fame Kind at Cronjlot or Pe- 
ierjburgb. On the 7 ch of May^ he arrived at 
Paris^ and fpent fome Time in France. ** He 
*^ had nothing more eflfential to learn, fays 
^* Monfieur de FanienelU^ nor to tranfport to 
** his Country, but it ftill remained for him 
^* to fee Frmett a Country where Learning 
2 w has 
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^ has flouriihed, and where the Agreement 
«< of Society hai been carried to a greater 
^ Height than in any other Faut of the 
^ World. The Czar, cmhtues be^ was great- 
^* ly pleafed with the Perfon of our King^ 
^ who was yet an Infant; he was feen walk* 
^^ ing in the Lmtorij leading him by the 
^ Hand, and taking lum almolt in his Arms, 
*^ to defend him from the admiring Crowd. 

" On the 19th of June^ I7i7» he did the 
** Academy of Sciences the Honour to vifit 
*^ them, they entertained him with all they 
^* had that was new or curious in Experiments 
** and Machines.*' And he afterwards, at his 
own Requeft, became a^Member of that So- 
ciety. 

His Czarifli Majefty having been at Ver- 
fiulles^ FcntainebleaUy and Marfy^ and feen 
every Perfon and Place worthy his Notice in 
France^ went to Namur^ Li^^t ^nd the Spaw^ 
where he drank the Waters, from which he 
received fo great Benefit, that when he left 
the Place, he order*d a Marble Monument to 
be ereded, on which was the following In- 
fcription in Letters of Gold.

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by her Alliance with his Britamick Majeftjr^ 
iigned at tktHague^ cm the 4th of Januarj^ 
1717. However, his Cearilh Majefty, during 
his Stay . at Paris^ concluded a Treaty of 
Friendfhip with France^ in which the King of 
Pruffia was included, and, being much prefled 
. to it by the Regent, he promifed to withdraw 
. his Forces from MeckUnbourg. On his Return 
from PariSy the King of Great Britain fent Sir 
John Norris^ and Mr. IFbiiworib to him at 
Av^erdam^ to thank him for having declared, 
that he would Mrithdraw his Forces out of the 
Empire, and to aflure him, that it would be a 
great Satisfaction to him, to live with him in 
the fame Friendfhip and Union as formerly. 

On the 19th of September^ his Czanlh Ma- 
jefty, and on the 2 2d the Czarina, arrived at 
Berlin^ the latter being met at fome Diftance 
from the City, by the Queen of Pruffia^ and 
the Markgravine. Their Czarifh Majefties 
were lodged at Monbijoux^ and magnificently 
entertained by the Pruffian Court, whither the 
Duke and Duchefs of Meckkttbourg came to 
pay them a Vifit; here their Majefties conti- 
nued three Days, and then took the Route of 
Bantzick^ with which City, a few Days before. 
Prince Dolgorukij and the other Ruffian Mini- 
' iters had fettled an Agreement, which put an 
End to all Differences between the Czar, and 
them, and which his Majelty ratified on his 
Arrival. 

From Dantzick his Majefly went by the 
Way of Kxmingjberg^ Riga and Revel^ to Pi- 
terjburgbj where he arrived on the 21ft of 
OBober^ 1717^ after an Abfencc of lixteen 
Months, and found the Complaints of his 

People 
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People very high againft the Minifters, whom 
he had intruded with the Government during 
his Abfencc : He therefore employed the re- 
maining Part of the Year in redrefling, with 
indefatigable Application, the great Diforders 
committed in the State, in punifliing the Au- 
thors of them, and making new Regulations- ' 
in his Affairs. 

At the fame Time he prcfcnted the young 

Great Prince^ Son of the Czarewitz, with his 

Pidlure fet with Diamonds, and as he gave 

early Proofs of a martial and lively Genius, 

I he was not only declared a Serjeant of the 

, Guards, and cloathed accordingly, but taught 

I the military Exercife, which he foon learned 

\ to the great Satisfaftion of the Czar, who had 

\ much AfFedion for him, notwithftanding the 

juft Refentnient he had conceived againffc 

j the Czarewitz his Father, who was in all Re- 

i fpedls of a Character oppofite to his own, 

\ indocile, fluggifh, vicious, an Admirer of the 

I antient Cuftoms, of a brutifh Difpofition, a 

Frequenter of bad Company, and fo difobedi- 

• ent to his King and Father, that, in his Ab- 

fence, he had made his Efcape out of the 

I Kingdom, in Breach of the Laws thereof, 

) which made it High-Treafon for any one to 

travel into foreign Parts, without the Czar's 

Licence. 

i On the 4th oi February y 171 8, the difa- 

greeable News arrived at Peierflmrzb^ of the 

ill Sticcefs of the Expedition near die Cafpian 

Sea, commanded by Prince Alexander Beke- 

\ W//2, who was fent by the Czar to uke Pot 
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feffion of the River Daria^ where the Gold 
Sand is found, and to difcovcr Mines in the 

Moun« 
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Mountains of Great Tartofy^ at the Head of 
three thoufand Men^ but thefe were cut off 
by the Tariars^ and the Prince himlelf butch* 
ered in a moft barbarous Manner. It was 
firmly believed, that the Czar would take the 
firft Opportunity of revenging himfelf on 
thefe Tartars \ but this, and all other Afiairs 
were laid afide, for one which his Majefty had 
more at Heart than any Thing elfe, which 
was an Enquiry into the Crimes, and to pro- 
vide an adequate Punilhment for the Difobe- 
dience of his Son, who had behaved (o ill, 
and who was now brought home to Mofcow^ 
by M. Tolfioy^ whom the Czar had fent to 
fetch him from Naples. 

The Czar being determined to proceed 
to do Jullice upon him, in a folemn Manner, 
appointed a Day, when he was brought pub- 
lickly into the Czar's Prcfcnce in the great 
Hall, where he prcfented to his Father, (land- 
ing in the midft of the great Men of the 
Kingdom, a Writing, containing a Confeflion 
of his Crimes, imploring his Mercy, and beg- 
ging he would fave his Life. His Majefty 
granted his Requeft, but told him he had cut 
n^ CzAti- himfelf off from the Hopes of inheriting his 
^'"^'••** Crown, which he obliged him to renounce, 
iheSu€ceffimi9^y ^g^^^g * formal Initrumcnt drawn up for 
iheCnwm. that Purpofe : Which done, the Miniftcrs, 
Boyars, Officers, and others prefent, fwore 
upon the Gofpel, and fubfcribed an C^th, by 
which they owned the Legality of his Ma- 
jefty 's Decree ; acknowledged his fecond Son 
Peter Petrowitz^ to be undoubted Succcflbr to 
the Crown, and engaged to ftand by him with 
their Lives and Fortunes. The faid Oath was 
I aftcr- 
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arterwards adminiftcrM to all the publick Of- 
ficers, and other Inhabitants of Mofcaw^ and 
Orders were fent for doing the fatne all over 
the Ruffian Empire. 

Several other Perfons were involved ih 
the grand Inquifition made at this Time, i% 
Adherents to the Czarewitz, and the Advifers 
of his late Efcape, among which were his 
Mother, the repudiated Czarina Ottokefa Fi- 
d&azvna^ znd her Father Confeflfor; Maria 
jttexowna^ the Czar PeUf^s Sifter of the half 
Blood, jSexander Kikin^ Commiflioner of the 
Admiralty, and once the Czar's chief Fa-^ 
vourite ; Prince ff^a/^i H^olodimirowUz Dolgo^ 
rukii Peter Matuewilz Apraxin^ the great Ad^ 
miral's Brother, the Czarewitz of Siberia^ the 
Boyar Siepan Gleboffy DoJJifei Bifliop of Ropff, 
the Treafurer of the Monaftery of Sufdal% of 
whom the Boyar Gkboff^ Bifhop Boffifei^ Ki^ 
kitiy the Treafurer of the Monafterv, and ano^ 
ther Ruffian^ were executed in the Publick 
Market Place of the City of Mofcaw^ on the 
26th of Marcb^ 1 7 1 8, Gleboff was empaled a« 
live, and the others broke on the Wheel; the 
Corpfe of the Bifhop was burnt, but his Head^ 
and three others, were fet upon Poles, on the 
four Comers of a fquare Wall ereded for that 
Purpofe. 

EiTPHROsiNE, the Czarewitz's Miftrefs, 
was fet at Liberty, in Confidefation of the 
open Confeflion fhe made ; this was a Finland* 
ijb Woman of a mean Extradion, with whom 
the Czatewitz lived in an infamous Manner^' .

he surived on die 4th of jfyijl^ aod immedi^ 
ately went to the Dock, oraeiing the M^ of

^ a3 the Harbour was d^ar of Ice. 

About the latter End of A^fy, die firf( 
.Conference was held between die Plenipoten^ 
daries of the Czar, and the King ofSwcJm at 
Aland. The Ruffian Fleet was ready at the; 
fame Time, to put to Scsl from CrmtJUt^ which 
the Czar intended to cpmn^and in Perfon, 
and likewife defign'd an Interview with the 
King of Pruffia at Memelj but was prevented 
by an important Affair, that required his Pre- 
fcncc at Pfierjburgb. This was a Difcpvery 
of frcfh Circumllances, relanng to the Con- 
ipiracy of th^ Czarewitz, which obliged him 
to cflablifh a fccond High-Court of Juftice, 
to enquire into that Bufinefs, which, after a 
mature Eicamination into every Pardcular of 
* his Guilt, pronounced him worthy of Death, 
and drew up their Sentence in ^Vriting, which 
was figned by one hundred and twenty five of 
his Judges. 

The unfortunate Prince wgs brought out 
of the Fortrefs into Court, on the 6th ofjufy^ 
where he was obliged to repeat the Confcflipn 
of his Crimes, and to hear the Sentence of 
Deach read to him, after which he was fent 
back into Cuftody; and the next Morning 
early. News was brought to the Czar, that 
the violent pafHons of his Mind, and the 
Terrors of Death had thrown him into an A- 
^plcdiick Fit. About Noon, another Mef- 
fcnger brought Word, that the Prince was in 

great 
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great danger of his Life, and afterwards A 
third informed^ his Czarilh Majefty, that he 
was pafled all Hopes of Recovery, and greatly 
defired to fee his Father. The Czar, attend- 
ed by fome of the principal Perfdns of his 
Court, went to fee his dying Son, who, at 
the^Si^ht of his Father, burft into Tears, and, 
with his Hands folded, told him. That he had 
grievoufly offended both Heaven and him; 
that he hoped not to recover of his Indifpofi- 
tion, and even if he (hould, yet was unworthy 
of life; therefore begg*d his Majefly^ for 
God*^ Sake, to take fi-om him the Curie he 
had laid upon him at Mo/cow \ to forgive him 
all his heavy Crimes; to impart to him his 
paternal Blefhng, and to caufe Prayers to be 
put up for his Soul. During thefe moving 
Words, the Czar, and the whole Company, 
were in Tears. His Majefty returned a pa- 
thedck Anfwer^ and reprefented to him in a 
few Words, all the Offences he had commit-^ 
ted againft him, and then gave him his For- 
givenefs and Blefling, after which, they parted 
with abundance of Tears and Lamenutions,-, ^ 
on both Sides, and the Czarewitz expired thd,„^ aTku 
fame Evening. Ou. 

His Czarifh Majefty the neltt I^ay caafed 
a circular Letter to be fent to his Minifters a^ 
broad, with fome Account of the Czarewitz^s 
Death, in order to prevent the falfe Reports 
which might be fpread thereof; many not 
believing that he died a natural Death ; fome 
giving out, that he was obliged to take a 
poifoned Draught in his Prifon, and others, 
going fo &r as to chaige his Czarilh Majefty, 
with the Cnielty «f whipping him to Deaths 
Bb 2 with 
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with hk own Hands : But certainly^ the gitaf 
fbwtion with which he prooeieded agai 
and the many Inftances he gave of his patei> 
iial Afie£Hpn towards him, and his WUling-i 
nefs to ezcufe and reclaim him, are fuffident 
Co fhew the Improbability of his hanng treat-^ 
cd him with fuch Inhumanity/ notwitbftand- 
ing he had confpired againft his Z{^^, and 
what was dearer to him, that Cbuntry for 
which he had fo often hazarded his Ufe^ and 
for the Improvement of which he had bellow^ 
cd more Pains, and undertaken more wonder-i 
fill Defigns, than were ever conceived by any 
Prince in the World before him. 

As to the other Perfons, of all Degrees, of 
every Age and Sex, who were embarked with 
the Czarewitz in his Confpiracy againft his 
Father, they were delivered up to the Severity 
of the Law ; fome were racked, (bme behead- 
ed, others hanged, and many were impaled 
alive. Thofe who were not condemned to 
Death, received the Knout^ and the Baioagsi 
and not a few were banifhed into Siberia^ for 
the Remainder of their Days. The divorced 
' . / Czarina, Mother pf the unhappy Czarewitz^ 
* * ^ * . and the Princefs Mary^ were both dofely con* 
"fined, the firft in the Caftle of Sleutelbcurgj 
and die other in a Monaftery on the Banks of 
the Lake Ladoga. 

^ The Grand Itiquifiiion being finiihed, re* 
iating to the Difbrders within his own Domi* 
nions, his Czarifh Majefty had Leifure to pur* 
« fue what was proper to be done with regard 
to his foreign Affairs, and to attend to the 
Conferences in which his Minifters, and thofe 
of S^ucedcn were engaged, in the Ifland of At 

land. 
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land. His Czarifh Majcfty went with his Fleet 
xo Aboy to be nearer the Negotiations, and in- 
fluence them the more; but when every body 
expeded that the finifhing Stroke was ready 
to be put to the Peace, between hb Czarifh 
Majefty and the King of Sweden^ all Hopes of 
it were blafted by the Death of the latter, 7Z# Ar«/i 
which happened in the Night, between thcCHARLi 
29th and 30th of November^ 171 8, before the^'* 
Town of Frederickflfall id Norway. The Death 
of this Prince quite changed the Face of Af^ 
fairs in the North. Baron Gortz^ his grcat Fa- 
vourite, being foon after executed, the Czar . '. 
faw all his Projefts of Peace, and the Celllon 
of thofe Places he would have had the quiet ' ' \ 
PofTeflion of, as concerted by Gortz and Ofter- , , , >/ 
man^ overthrown, unlefs tht Swedijb Nation^ >'.-•- * 
intimidated by the Profpeft of a Continuance 
of that War, which had been ahtady too long 
and bloody, ifaould confent to receive thofe 
Laws he was willing to impofe upon thehi ; 
thetrfere his M^jefty (ignify'd by his Minifters 
to Uirica^ the new <^een of Sweden, the De«» 
fire he had that the^ongrefs of Alami might 
goon. 

In the mean Time, feveral more Pcrfons 
were executed at Feterjburghy on Account of 
the Czarewitz's Confpiracy, the chief of which 
were Abraham Fedrowiiz Dfpucbin, Brother to 
the divorced Czarina Ottokefa\ James Pujlmoi^ 
the Czarewitz's Confeflbr, and Ajfonqffief^ his 
Mafter of the Horfe.

Peter, upon his Return to Peterfiiurgh^ 
being informed of a Treaty concluded be- 
tween the Emperor, the King of Great Br> 
puny 9s Ele^pr of Uitncver^ and the King of 
Polandy took it fo very ill of the laft, that he 
wrote a Letter to him, complaining of his 
Ingratitude, after what he had done to ferve 
him, and expoftulatin^ with him for endea* 
vouring (o incite the Emperor of Germany^ 
the Ottoman Porte^ the Cham of Tariarjy and 
other Powers to take up Arms againll him, 
and for fufiering b\k Reports to be fpread, 
as if he intended to tear the Duchy of Cour- 
land from the Ptoteftion of Poland^ and to 
difmember other Provinces from the faid 
|C|ngdom. 

This 
I 
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Thi4 Letter was anfwered hy /lugujlus^ 
who faidy that Copies of it were! difperfed and 
made publTck, in a Manned contrary xo Cul^ 
toni arid the Nature of true Friendlhip, before 
the Original was delivered to him. - He jufH^ 
fied all he had done, and defired his Czariih 
Majefty to ihew hiih more Refped, or he 
fhould look upon his indecent Behaviour as 
hoftile, and be forced to obviate it with thd 
Affiftan<ie of his Friends in a proper Manner i 
for that no body ought to blame him for en-^ 
deavburing to maintain a good Underftanding 
and mutual Benevolence^ not only with the 
Emperor and the King of Great BriiasHj buc 
with all the Powers of the World befides, for 
his own and his- Kingdom's Prefervadon. He 
aflured him, that the Perfon he had fent to 
Con/tanHnoplty did not negotiate any Thing;, 
relating to publick Afiairs, but was there ta 
aiifift the Merchants of his Dominions ^th: 
his Advice, and to buy feveral Goods for his 
Hdu(hold, nor did he pretend, he laid, to ex-^ 
c4te the Oitofium Parte againft his Czariih Ma- 
jeft]^. NcH- had the Senatora and Minifters of 
Sute, in then: late Conference held at Warfam 
with thi Tartarian Envoy, made any Propo- 
fals to him relating to an Invafion of his Cza*- 
riih Majefty's Dominions; buc when he, of 
his own Motion, and without being aflced^ 
offered^ in the Name of the Cham of Orim 
Taftaryy to aflift the Republick widi ten thou- 
fand Men, againft all who fliould threaten to 
invade it in an hoftile Manner, he was an- 
fweredt that he did not defue thofe Auxilia^* 
ries ibould enter his Terricoriei; buc that in 
cafe of inevitable Necefficy, it would be more; 
, - ' Bb 4 acceptable 
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aodeptible to hioit chat they ihould be cnn 
^o]rd to. nuke a Diveiiion in the Enemy's 
Comaj I yet notUng was 

In the lame Letter, the King of P^Umd aA* 
fured his Gcarifli Majefty, that he never had, 
nor ever would do any thing prejudidal to 
him, nor contrary to their Frienofhip, founds 
ed upon Neighbourhood^ and ftrengdiened \i^ 
by Alliance^ provided his Czarifh Minefty 
would, on his I^art, reciprocally fiilfil all the 
Conditions exprcfled in the Conventions be* 
peeen them, and clpedally refiore Livmip 
and Courland^ two Provinces incorporated widi 
the Republick of Poland from antient Times ; 
that he would alio withdraw his Troops out 
of all the Provinces of the Kingdom; give 
Satisfa£lion for all the Ipjuries fo often repre* 
fented by his [/tuguftu/%\ Miniften; pay the 
many Millions ftipulaced by Treades, but yet 
unpaid, and rcftore what had been extorted 
from the City of Dantzici^ and the Territories 
of the Republick, contrary to Treaties; for- 
bear to excite Mifunderftandings and Diffe-' 
rences between him, and the Sutes of the Re« 
pubiick. On thefe, and (bme other Condi- 
dons named, he faid nothing fhould be dear- 
er or nioie accepuble to him, than a fincere I i 
Union, and conftant Friendfhip with his Cza-* 
rifii Majefty. 

However. Peter, by this Anfwerof the 
King of Poland^ and the Engagements that 
Prince had entered into, found himfelf defert^ 
ed by his Allies, yet when M. Overman re- 
turned to Aland^ in the Month of .A^l^ it 
was lefs to negotiate than menace the Swedes^ 
for he was oidered to declare, /hoi mik/s ibey, • 

. ' ' dfcepted^ 
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nccepud^ in two Months ^nuy cf the Conditions 
\ fropofedjtbtf muft expell a Vijit from forty thou- 
fand Plenipotentiaries^ xvbo would force tbem to it 
with Sword in Hand. But the Swedes thought 
they had little Caufe to dread thefe Threats, 
vrhtti Sit John Norris came, as he did foon 
after, into the Road of Copenhagen^ with a 
Squadron of Englifb tAtn of War, and the 
Lord Carteret arrived at Stockholm^ in the Cha- 
rader of Ambaflador Extraordinary horn the 
King of Great Britain. 

His Ocarilh Majefty, finding this Change 
of Affairs, went about executing the Delign 
he had been projeAing, of making a Defcenc 
on Sweden^ which he did in fuch a Manner, 
that Admiral Apraxin for his Part only, in the 
Expedition, burnt and deftroyed fix good 
Towns, eleven Caftles or Palaces of Brick, 
one hundred and nine of Wood, belonging to 
Noblemen, eight hundred twenty fix Villages 
and Hamlets, three Mills, and ten Magazines, 
two Mines of Copper, and five of Iron, 

Major General Lesly, alfo, reduced 
to Aihes two Towns, twenty one Caftles, ot 
Noblemens Houfes, five hundred and thirty 
five Villages and Hamlets, forty Mills, fixteeix 
Magazines, and nine Mines ot Iron, for one 
of which, it was (aid, the Swedes offered three 
hundred thoufand Rbc-DoUars to fave it from 
Ruin. They deftroyed the Com and Forage, 
and killed all the Cattle and Horfes that they 
could not carry off. They put on Board their 
Veflels all the Iron they were able, and the 
reft, to the Number of eighty thoufand Bars, 
they threw into the Sea;

that, agreeable to the Proje£b of Peace at A- 
land^ Peter demanded nothing leis than the 
abfolute Ceilion of EfibonU^ Iffgria^ and of 
. CareUa^ compriiing the Towns of Revels ffy* 
hourgj Narva^ and Kexbolm^ with the Geflion 
of Livonia for forty Years, his Czarifh Ma^ 
jefty being willing, for the prefent, to reftore 
only Fiifland. 

These Propoficions were rejected with 
Scorn, the Congrefs oi Aland broke up, tie 
Minifters retired, and the EngUfti Squadron, 
which till then had remained in the Road of 
Copenhagen^ failed towards the Ports of Sweden^ 
' but found rhe Ruffians had retired to their own 
Harbours eight Days before. This Retreat of 
the Czar was generally thought to be owbg 
to the Approach of the united Fleets 6f the 
E^lijb and Swedes-, but Peter publifiied an 
Account at Rrjel, which was fent into feveral 
Parts of Eurepey to confute any falfe Reports 
that might be fprcad, as it was faid, by thofc 
who envy'd the Glory of his Majefty^s Arms ; 
whereby he would have made it appear, that 
the Inftances of the Queen of Sweden^ and the 
" advanced Seafon of tlie Year, were the only 
Reafons that determined him to put an End 
to the Operations of the War for that Year, 
and to bring back his Forces into his own 
Ports. 
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On the 8th oiSeptmher^ Mr, Berkeley^ Son 
of the Lord Berkeley of Siratton^ fct out from 
Stockbolnu with Letters from the Lord Ccrie^ 
rei and Sir John Norris^ to the Czar, offering 
his Briianmck Majcfty*s Mediation, for mak* 
ing Peace between his Czarifh Majefty, and 
the Queen of 5w^i«r; but when Mr. Berkeley 
carry*d thefe Letters to the Ruffian Plcnipotcn* 
tiariesy they would neither undertake to fend 
them to the Czar, nor give him a Paffport for 
Peterjburgb \ but General Bruce^ one of the faic^ 
Plenipotentiaries, contended himfelf to anfwcr 
my Lord Carierei\ Letter; and defired Leave 
to tell him, that the Contents of thofe Letters 
were fo Angular, and little agreeable to the 
ftriA Ties, the Alliances, and the Friend/hip, 
that ftill fubfifted between their Czarifli and 
Briianmck Majefties, that he could not prevail 
upon himfelf to do what he dedred, without 
having firfk received the Czar's Orders. 

Upon this Anfwer being given, the Sieurs 
Jefferies and Weber^ the King of Great Bri- 
eain\ Minifters, received orders to leave Pe- 
ttrjburgb^ and retire to Daa/itsdck^ which was 
enough to fliew his Briianmck Majelly*s Dif- 
pofirion to theCzan Befides, Pr/^had learn- 
ed that Admiral Norris had Orders to join 
SwedcKj in oppofing the Operations of the 
RujffjaK Fleet. Whereupon, the Czar caufed 
all the Englifti Merchants in his Dominions to 
be arrefted, and threatened to confifcate all 
their Effeds, which amounted to above fifty 
Millions, if the Britijh Nation made War up- 
on him. Ar the fame Time^ to ca(t all the 
Blame or. the Court of Great Briudny his 
Czariih Majefty declared his Intentions to 

King 
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Kng Ciorgi L bjr a riery warm MemoiiaU 
pitfeDtc4 by M. fFeJfebwfldj the ibg^ Reli* 
dent at Imdmt^ chaiging him with Bitach of 
Treaties, and Violation of Friendfhip. This 
was anfwered by his Britifi Majefty, both as 
King of GrM Britain^ and Eleftor of Hano- 
ver\ which Anfwers were not without a Re- 
ply from the Czar, but Order of Time obliges 
us to refer that to the Clofe of the next Year. 

His Czarifli Majefty, in the mean Time, 
ever watchful over the Welfare of his People, 
this Year ordered that Pefl of Society, the 
JtfidtSy to be banifhed his Dominions; and 
that he might help to (often the natund Mo- 
rofenefs of the Mufcomtes^ fet up AlTemblies^ 
and encouraged Plays and Opera's at ftterf- 
hargb\ tho* the latter were Entertainments, 
that he had no great Relifh for himfelf : But 
thefe, and all other his Defigns, had like to 
have been finifhed this Year by a violent Fit 
of the Cholick, which threatened the Life of 
this mighty Prince, while he was at ReotU 
whither he went to haHen the Equipment of 
his Fleet, and complete the Fomfiauions of 
that Place ; but the Vigour of his Conftitu- 
tion, and the Help of Medicine, reftored him 
to his People, to add more Glories to a Reign 
already replete with Wonders. 

With the new Year [1720,] his Czariih 
Majefi.y began to make new Preparations for 
the V/ar, feeing himfelf abandoned by all his 
Allies, and forced to maintain it alone vrith 
Sweden^ fupportcd by a Briiijb Fleet, favoured 
by the Kings of Pruffta and Denmark^ and 
ready to make her Peace with Poland. The 
King of Grfal Britain alfo, as firmly united 

with 
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with the Regent of France^ as with the Crown 
of Sweden^ had engaged him to pay the Sub- 
fidies which were due to it from the Moft 
ChrilKan King; fo that at the Time when 
Sweden was at the loweft Ebb of Credit, ihe 
received fix hundred thoufand Crowns from 
the Court of France^ with Afllirances, that the 
Subfidy; for the future, fhould be regularly 
paid : Thb Succour, joined to thofe of Eng^ 
land and Hanwer^ made the Swedes take Irefli 
Courage, and gave his Czarifli Majefty to un- 
derftand, that he was not to expeft Peace, but 
by Force; which occafioned Peter to make 
new Efforts, by re-aflembling his Troops in 
Fmland^ augmenting his Fleet, and nuking 
all Kind of Preparations to be in the Field 
before his Enemy. 

Best V CHEF, the Czar's Refident, in the 
mean Time, prefented a Memorial to his 
Britannici Majefty, which was a Reply to the 
Anfwers to the Memorial of IVephwfld^ 
which Piece contauned fuch Refleftions on the 
Briiijh Miniftets, and was fo little refpefUul 
to the King himfelf, that the Refident was 
ordered to depart the Kingdom. As foon as 
she Seafon of the Year permitted, the Britijb 
Fleet arrived in the Sounds under the Com- 
mand of Sir John NarriSj who was ordered to 
join the Swedijb Fleet, in fupport of the Me- 
diation ofiered by his Britanmck Majefty, for 
the Reoondiiation of the Czar, andf the new 
King of Sweden^ whofe Wife had reiigned her 
Crown to him : But Peter^ not at all inclined 
to accept of this Mediation, chofe rather to 
treat of Peace with Sweden diredly,. to which 
a Way was paved, by a Miniftet^s arriving at 

Peter/- 
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PiUrfiwrgb from Swiia^ to nodfy the hay 
ceflion of the Prince of Heffe^MA to the 
Throne. This MiniAer, in the Specdi he 
made to his Majefty, at his Audience^ aflbred 
him» that his Maftef eameftly defired to con* 
' elude a firm and lading Peace widi him, and 
to maintain a conftant Friendlhip and good 
Neighbourhood. The Czar anfwered, that 
he heartily wiflied the King of Sweden Joy, 
on his Acceflion to the Throne, thanked him 
for this Notificadon of it, and (aid, he was 
always very far from being againft concluding 
a lading Peace with Sweden^ and had ItiU the 
fame Inclinarions. 

Oh the 7th of Augufi^ the Swedijb Vjce-Ad^ 
miral, in the Baliick^ approaching with his 
Squadron to reconnoitre the Ruffian Fleet, 
commanded by Prince Galliczin^ and not 
thinking the Number of Ships (b laige as it 
was, attacked them, and was beaten, having 
two Frigates taken from him, and two other 
ran aground, with the Lois of one hundred 
and fiity Hcces of Cannon, and fix hundred 
Men killed and taken Prifoneis, befides three 
hundred wounded. Tlie Czar, on this Vido- 
ry, ordered a Naval Triumph at Peterjburgb^ 
caufed a Medal to be ftruck to perpetuate the 
Glory of the A&ion^ prelented* Prince Gallic- 
zin vrith a Sword fet with Diamonds, to the 
Value of thirty thoufand Florins, and diftri- 
buted a Sum of Money among the Officers, 
and Sailors, who had fignalized their Valour. 
, The Land Forces were not inaflive this 

while, but burnt the new Town of Uma^ in 
Lapland^ and penetraung into the Country, 
l^mt and deftroyed two Gentlemens Houfes,

forty one Villages, containing above a tbou- 
fand Houfes ; feventeen Mills, an hiindred and 
thirteen Magazines, and other Buildings. 

During thefe Hoftilities, his Czarim Ma* 
jefty, to return the Compliment he had re- 
ceived from the King of Swtden^ fent the Ad- 
jutant General Romanzoff to Siockbolm^ to fe- 
licitate that Prince on his Accelfion to the 
Throne, and to let him know, how true an 
£fteem he always had for his Perfon, and how 
cameftly he deiired to find in him the fame 
Inclination to Peace chat he had Iiimfelf : Be- 
fides this Q)mmiflion, he had Orders, if he 
found a favourable Opportunity, to propofe 
an Exchange of Prifoners, and a Sufpenfion 
of Arms; but though no Effedb of this im- 
mediately appeared, yet it was plain, by what 
happened in the Beginning of the next Year, 
that his Voyage to Stockholm had not been 
ufelefs. The Talents he was Mailer of, had 
made Count Horn fo fenfible of the Czar's 
pacifick Difpofition, that Prince Miferjki^ who 
fucceeded M. Romanzoff^ had the Cartel grant- 
ed, which was refufed to the other. 

The Swedish Miniftry now began to be 
convinced of the Czar's Sincerity in his Defire 
of Peace, fmce, being on the conquering Side 
and continually gaining Advantages over 
them, he did not feem to be under a Necefli- 
ty of courting his Enemies to make Peace : 
But Piter* % Greatnefs of Soxil was not confined 
to the ordinary Maxims of Policy; he faw in 
the Midfl: of his Cbnquefts, that his People* 
wanted Peace, and was refolved to undertsuce 
any thing to procure it for them. In fiiort, 
his Czarilh Maje(fy having accepted the Me-r 

diation 
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diidon of fhmei^ Nu/laJiwn (boo afcer ap^ 
pointed for the Place where the Congrefs was 
to be held, for a'Tttaty ^between the tw<^ 
Qowns. , 

' ^ ■ Whils this Negodatton was carrying oily 
his Majefty received the agreeable News, that 
his Minifter at CfftftMiimple^ had changed the 
Is^ Treaty concluded with the P&rte^ into a 
. Treaty for a. perpetual Peace, the Radfica* 
dons of which he immediately difpatched. 
About the fame Time» he examined into (e« 
Ycral Difoidcrs that had crept into the Offices 
for the Receipt of Money, and made fuch a 
Reformarion therein, that he not only tafed 
his People, but gained above an hundred 
thoufand Roubles a Year, to the Imperial 
* Tieafury. At die fame Time alfo, the gene- 

ral TariflTwas prepared, which was afterwards 
introduced into all the Ports of Rujia ; but no 
Bufinefs more employed his Care, than the per- 
fedting die Canal begun below Ladoga^ which 
was to make a Communicadon between the 
Baltick Sta^ and the River Wolga^ which falling 
into the Cajpian Sea^ he was in Hopes would 
enable him to open a Trade with Cbina^ the 
htdics^ and Perfia^ and fopply them with Eu- 
ropean Commodities. For this PUrpofe, he fent 
certain Geographers and Aftronomers, to take 
an exa£b Survey of the Cajpian Sea^ of which 
they made a Chart, which (hewed the Form of 
that Sea to be very different fiom what it had 
been rcprefentcd to be by former Geogra- 
phers. This Chart he fent to the Royal Aca- 
demy of Sciences at Paris^ who gratefully re- 
ceived the Prefenc, and ordered it to be pre- 
fervcd. in the Archives of the Academy. 

Soon 
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Soon after this, a Peace was concluded be^P/acf r««f^. 
tween RuJ^ and Sweden^ to the great Joy o£^^ tei^uam 
both Nations; his Czarilh Majefty thereupon J^^^;;,*^ 
ordered all the Swedifi Prifoners to be fet at 
Liberty in Siberia^ and the other remote Pro- 
vinces of the Empire^ and (ignify'd to them, 
that as it was very likely^ that the Swedes 
would dijfband Part of their Forces, and that 
perhaps^ they would find no Employment in 
their own Country, he was willing to give 
them the fame Rank in his Troops, that they 
had in the Service of Sweden \ but that they 
fhould be obliged to make a Declaration be- 
fore the chief Officers of their own Nadon, 
of their Acceptation of fuch Offers, that it 
might not be faid, he had detained them 
contrary to their Inclinations, or againft the 
Terms of the Treaty. His Czarifh Majefty's 
Generofity went ib far as to give Letters of 
Recommendation to feveral of thofe who re- 
turned Home, of that Valour, and of their 
Fidelity to their King and Q)untry, which he 
had been a Wimefs to ; and the King of Sivd- 
den paid fuch Regard to his Recommendation* 
that, among others^ he raifed Rear-Admiral 
Ebrenfiboild to the Rank of Admiral on that 
Account : And Peler^ at the Departure of that 
brave Prifoner, made him a Prefent of his 
Pidure fet with Diamonds. Seventeen hun- 
dred Riiffian Prifoners were alfo fet at Liberty, 
and fent back from Sweden^ where great Re- 
joicings were made op Account of the happy 
Conclufiofn of the Peace, which, tho' deaf 
bought, was a valuable Purchafe to them, as 
it had put an End to a War, which had al-

moft brought them to the Brink of Deftnic 
tion, 

Petbr* on his Pait» CMxleitd a Day fiur » 
Publick Th wkf^ying, on which their Czarilh 
Majefties went m the Morning to the great 
Cathedialy where, after the Liturgy, the 
Treaty of perpetual Peace, as concluded be^ 
tween the Czar, and the Crown of Sweden^ 
was read in P^fence of the Minifters of the 
Emperor, the Kings of Frmte^ and fntjfia^ 
and of the States General of the United Pro^ 
Tinces; after which, the Archbilhop oiPUfiow 
made an Harangue, in which he rehearfed all 
the glorious Exploits of his Czarilh Majefty, 
and the Favours he had heaped upon his Em- 
^ pire and Subieds, in the Courfe of his Reign, 
adding, at the fame Time, that he juftly de- 
fcrved the Titles of Father of bis Ccuntfj^ and 
ibe Great. This Harangue ended, the Senate 
advanced in a Body, and Count Gokffkin^ 
Great Chancellor, nmde him a Speech, defir^ 
ing he would be pleafed to accept of the Ti-* 
tleof Petsr the Great, Father, of his 

CoUNTRY,^ AND EmPEROR OP ALL RuSSIA. 

Then the whole Senate thrice repeated. 
Long live Peter the Greats Father ef his 
Country^ ^xr/Emperor efallKvssiA^ and the 
whole AflTcmbly teftify'd their Applaulejoin'd 
by the Sound of Trumpets and Kettle Dtums i 
At the fame Time^ the Cannon were difcharg- 
ed from the Ramparts, the Admiralty, and » 
hundred and twenty five Gallies, that arrived 
the fame Day from Finland. The Conduits 
in the Streets ran with Wine; the Night con- 
cluded with Illuminations, and Fireworks: 

And 
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And the publick Rejoicings continued in the 
City of Peterjbwrgb for fifteen Days* 

Baron Schafiroff, the Vice Chancellor, 
after this, had Orders to acquaint all the Mi- 
nifters of foreign Princes, that the Title of 
Emperor, which his Majefty had been re- 
iquefted, by his &ithfiil Subjefb, his Senate^ Pirtit uhi 
and the States of his Empire to take upon ^ ^«mi tlk 
him, was no new Thing, but what had bccn^J[^' ^Em* 
formerly given to his Predeceflbrs, by feveral **** 
I Powers of Europe^ and Ihewed them,. at the 
j fame Time, a Treaty made between the 
I Emperor MaicinHUan I. and Bqfile Imancwiiz^ 
I ^hich was ftill preferved in the Ruffian Ar-* 
I chives^ wherein it appeared that the Emperor 
!| ftiled BajiU^ Emperor and Dominator of all 
Hafji. The Subjed of this Treaty, was an 
> offcnfive and defenfiye Alliance, made in the 
I Year, 15 14, between thofe Monarchs, againft 
• Sigijkond King of Poland^ as mentioned in the 
I Beginning of this Volume, Page 22. 
\ His Czarilh Majefty, not contented with 

I the Declaration made to the foreign Minifters 
I at Pittrjburgby caufed his own Miniflers a- 
I brrad, to demand it of the Powers to whom 
i they were fent; fome of whom confented to 
I it without any Difficulty, and fome waited till 
^ bthen had ihewn them the Example. Thi 
\ King of Prujidj the States General^ ztA the 
Grand SeignUry were the firft who acknow- 
ledged his new Title; but the King of Dd-

guage, that his People might draw thofe Ad« 
vantages. from the pure Fountain of true Re* 
li^on, as might prevent their conrinuihg in 
the many. Errors and Superftitions they were 
fallen into; and he exprefsly commanded all 
the Clergy in iiis Dominions, to preach no p 
Dodrine but what was conformable a> thofe 
Scriptures. - * ^ 

' Having made fo^many ufeful Regulations 
fince the Peace, his Imperial Majefty refolyed 
to go .and ihare Part ot the publick Joy with 
his good Subjeds SLtMcfccw^ where- it was 
iikewife. neceilary to reform fome ..Things. 
As his Imperial Majefty was defu'Ousto'enter 
this his andent City in Triumph, and, as. the 
People were apprized of his Intentions, moft 
magnificent Preparadons were made for that 
pBTtft^a hi' Purpofe; his Majefty made his publick Entry 
•mpkniBmifyi^xo the City, at the Head of the Preohrazifh 
^•**^'^^^>fe- Guards, as dieir Colonel, being preceded 
by a Company of Grenadiers, and followed 
by the two Lieutenant Colonels, Prince Meih 
zikoff^ and M. BoutwrUn\ the fecond Regi*

Having pafled thro* one Triumphal Arch, at 
the fecond, he Mras complimented by the 
Archbiihop of Novogorod^ Vice-Prclident of 
the Synod, at the Head of the Secular, and 
Regular Clergy, in a Speech, which his Mar 
jefly received gracioufly. At the third tri- 
umphal Arch, crefted by Order of Prince 
Memdkoffy he ftopt, for fome Time, to fadsiy 
the Curiofity of the Populace, who gave in- 
cxprefTibie Demonftrations of their Joy : At 
the foui:th, erefted by the Magiftrates, he was 
received .by Prince Troubijki^ Prcfident of the 
Magiftracy, and by the whole Body of Ma- 
giftrates, accompanied by a great Number of 
eminent Merchants, all whom his Imperial 
Majefty alTured of his Favour and Protedtion.- 
Notwithstanding the Feafts, Balls, and 
other Diverfions that followed, hislmperial Ma- 
jefty held frequent Councils about the Affairs 
of State; and being defirous, as his fecond 
Son, Peter Petrowitz^ was dead, to fettle his 
Succeffion upon a Prince who might follow 
his Maxims, and bring the great DeHgns to 
Perfedion, which he had begun, efpecially 
with regaid to the civilizing his People, and v 
refcuing them from the barbarous Ignorance 
they were plunged in, he ordered publick 
Notice to be given, by Sound of Trampet, 
to all Officers, civil and military, all natural . 
bom Sqbjeds, and foreign Merchants inhabit- 
\ ing the Capital of Mofcow^ to repair, on a 
ceruin Day, to the CaiUe Church, where as 
many as were in Town, being accordingly 
comci aPropofai was delivered to them in '

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Frine, fignifying^ ^ That it wis his Inmeria} 
f< Maje^'s Pleafim^ that eveij Man/ihaQld 
^ fwear, and ^e it under h^ Hand, that

^ but inorcover, acknowledge the Ferfbn his 
^ Majefly fliould propofe tor that End, as

All the Grandees of the Empire were 
commanded to repair to Mofim^ to fign this 
' Declaration upon Pain of Efeath, and Confifr 
cation of their Eftates, except thofe of the 
Kingdoms oi Jfiracan^ and Stieri^^ who» be* 
xng at fo great a Diilance, were to fubfcribe 
before their reipeftive Govemon. 

Th^ People very readily took the Oath 
required, and eagerly prefled to iublcribe to, 
the Will of their Emperor, well aflured, that 
he would make Choice of no one but what 
was worthy to fucceed him. This Point fet- 
tled, PelfT prepared for new Conquefts, which 
the Troubles in the Eaft, and the Peace he 
had concluded with SwedeUf gave him an Op. 
por^nity t6 make. 

Se VE R AL Russf A V Me^hants haying been 

?illaged, and maflfacred by the Ufgians^ a 
eople of Perfia^ and the Rttjftm Caravan \ 
from Chinoy treated in the fame Manner by \ 
the VJbechy who were Allies of Mfrr^Magh^ 
mudy known in Europe by the Name of Myrrr' 
fVitiSy and who had raifed himfelf to abfolute 
Power, by obliging His Prince Scbab-Huffein. 
IV. to declare him his Prime Minifter, and 
Protcftor of Pnjia^ the Emperor Peter 
thought it proper to fend an Ambaflador into 
JPer/ia^ to carry his Complaints either to the 

Scbab- 
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Scbab-Httjfeiny or to Mfir^Mdgbmud^ if it was 
true^ that he had entered Perjia as an Enemy, 
(ince the Ruffians had no Mifunderftanding 
«rith the Emir of CandaboTy which was the 
Title the Ufurper had borne before. 

The Ambafllad .r of Rs^ta^ upon his enter- 
ing into Per/iOy found the Country in a Con- 
fufion not to be deicribed ; wherefore, he 
went direfUy to the Camp of Myrr-Magbmui^ 
whom Fortune and Vidory obfequioufly fol- 
lowed. He had immediate Audience, for 
how ambitious foever this Rebel was, and 
whatever great Titles he affedked, he was al- 
ways free of Acceis. The Ambaflador de- 
jclared to him the Subjeft of his Commiflion, 
remon(trating to him, that as his Troops 
joined with the UJbeckSy had madacred, with- 
out any Reafon, the Subje^ of the Emperor, 
liis Mafter, and had robbed them of the Mer- 
chandize and Treafures that they had brought . 
from Cbinay the Emperor of Ruffia having no 
Quarrel with thofe (u CandaboTj could not but 
look upon fuch a Violence as contrary to the 
Law of Nations, and therefore had a Right 
! to demand a proper Satisfaftion. 
I Mtrr-Maghmud returning an infolent 

1 Anfwer to thefe Remonftrances, Peier was no 
I fooner informed of it, than he gave Orders in 
! all the Eaftem Provinces of his Dominions to 
I aflemble his Troops; he armed tae CoJ/acks 
i and the Calmucks^ and built at Afiracan^ and 
j along the Wolga^ Barks, Gallies, and other 
I neceflary Veflels for an Expedition on the 
I Cajpiau Sea.

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Terfia^ tli«t alone excited the Ruffin^Awav^ 
to this Undertaking » but the Dcfign of efia^ 
t>lifiiing an ufeful Commerce, which was what 
he had. always confidered as the Bafis of the 
Grandeur and Power of hb Empire, and was 
the great Spring of moft of his Enterprizes. 
His Imperial Majefty therefore refolved to 
tranfport his Army to the Frontiers oi Perfia^ 
which he was refolved to command in Perlbn, 
and which confifted of above an hundred 
thoufand Men, among whom were above 
thirty thoufand of thofe warlike Troops who 
had been in every Campaign during the War 
with Sweden. On the 24th of Aiiy, the Em- 
peror of Ruffia fet out,' with his Emprefs, for 
Tvt%%fHimi^^^^"^^ ^^^^ Defign to continue their Voy- 
9m bi» Ejiftdi'^^ to Jfitacan by Water. • The Grand-Adr 
iw/»PBRsiA.|niral jfyraxin^ Lieutenant-General Bouiurlin^ 
Prince Trubejkoi^ the Hoipodar Demetrius Can-' 
temir^ and the Privy Counfellor l^olfioly being 
gone before. 

The Turks were no looner informed of 
the Preparations that were making in Afiracan^ 
and the other Eaftem Provinces of the Ruffian 
Emperor, but they took Umbrage at them; 
and the Bafliaws who commanded on the 
Frontiers of.Perfia^ and of Georgia^ gave Ad-: 
vice to the Porter that the Emperor of Ruffia 
had formed a ProjeA to fubdue the laft named 
Province, and to make himfelf Matter of the 
Cafpian-Sea. The Grand Vizier made thefe 
Sui'picions known to the R^uffian Minifter at 
Conftantinoplej and fent an Aga to his Imperial 
Czarifh Majefty to diifuade him from the En- 
terprize; but Peter took care to fatisfy both 
the Turks and the Per/tans of his real Defigns^

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in aManifefto, which he publifliedand diftrir 
buted along the Borders of the Cafpian Sea^ 
wherein he declared, ** That he came not 
•* with his Land and Sea Forces on the Fron- 
•* tiers of Perfia^ with any Intention to reduce 
•* fome of the Provinces of that Kingdom to 
^^ his Obedience, but only to maintain the 
** lawful Poflcflbr of them on his Throne, 
•* and to defend him powerfully, together 
^* with his faithful Subjcfts, againft the Ty- 
♦* ranny of Myrr-Magbmudy and alfo to draw 
*• Satisfaction from the faid Atyrr-Magbmud^ 
** and his Tartars^ for the Mifchiefs and Rob- 
•* beries by them committed within the RuJ^- 
i " an Empire." 
! Moreover the Scbab-Hujfein^ drove from 

I his Capital by Myrr-Magbmudy had fent three 
- Exprefles fucceffively to his Imperial Majefty, 
I to implore his AfTiilance, on Conditions too 
j advantageous to the Ruffians^ for fo wife. a 
^ Prince as Peter to negleft. He himfelf pub- 
\ liflied a Journal of this Expedition, from the 
Time of his fetting out from Afiracan^ to his 
Arrival at Derbent^ which Town with thofe 
of Terki^ and Baku^ the moft confiderable on 
the Coaft of the Cafpian-Seay furrendered to 
him, the People receiving him joyfully where- 
ever he came, fo that he made himfelf Mafter 
of the Provinces of Dagejian and^Scbirvan. 

The Power of the Ruffians in fubduing fo 
great a Part of the Countiy, fomewhat dif- 
mayed Myrr-Magbmud^ who had a great 
Number of Enemies in the Bofom of Perfia. 
The Rebel alfo not able to confide in his 
Tartars^ endeavoured to procure a ftronger 
ilvppcHt from Conjantmcple^ and brought the 

Gra^4 
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Grand Seignior to the Point of declaring War 
with the RMffians^ had not the good Offices of 
M. di Banacy the Amb^ador of Frmee^ prev 
vented ir* upon an Aflurance that Pr/er would 
pu(h hb Conquefts no farther, which was all 
that the Parte required, without the inunedi* 
ate Reftitution ot Berbeni^ as had been before 
demanded. 

However important thefe Affairs were^ 
and how much foever his Attention was re- 
^-quired to xnaintiun a fufficient Force on the 
Frontiers of Poland and finlandi vet thefe 
did not prevent the Emperor PeUr nom havr 
ing a watchful Eye on the State of Affiurs 
at Home, for he was no fooner returned, 
after a Year's Abfence fix>m Mojcmo and Pe- 
ierjburgby than he difcovered new Criminals, 
among fome of the principal Peribns of the 
Regency, who were found guilty of Concuf- 
fions, and condemned to fevere Pqnifhments ; 
among the reft Baron Scbafiroff^ the Emperor's 
Firft Miniftcr, and once his Favourite, was 
condemned to Death ; but, on account of his 
paft Services.^ had his Sentence altered, after 
he was b-ought to the Scaffold, and was only 
fent into ftanilhment. 

From Moscow his Imperial Majefty went 
to PtttrJImrghy where he vifited the Docks, 
and Ship-Y^rds, to fee the Condirion his 
Shipping was in, intending to put a numerous 
Squadron to Sea the next Summer, that he 
might conftantly keep his Marine in play. 
In this Review he found feveral Pinks and 
Ships of Burthen, that had been taken from 
the Swedes in the laft War, to which he join- 
ed others built in the Ports of Livonia^ and 

diftributed 
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diftributed them among the Cities of Peferf^ 
burgb^ Riga^ Rtuely JVybourg^ and his other 
conquered Places, in order to have them al- 
ways employed in Trade. Twelve Men were • 
to be conftantly kept in pay on board eath 
Ship, eight being to be fumilhed by his Im- 
perial Majefty, and the other four by the 
Magifhates, who were to maintain the whole 
Number: But in cafe one of the Ships given 
by his Majefty (hould be loft, or become unfit 
for Service, the Magiftrates were bound to 
provide a new Ship in lieu thereof, of the 
fame Kind and Burthen. By this Method he 
hoped to accuftom his People, by little and 
little, to Trade and Navigation. 

In this Year [1723,] the States of Sweden 
granted the Title of Royal Higbnefs to the 
Duke of Holfteitij which was very agreeable 
to Peter^ who intended to give one of his 
Daughters to that Prince, and as Sweden had 
now recognized his own Title of Emperor, 
as well as Pruffiaj he thought it could be no 
longer refufed by the King of Denmark^ for 
which Reafon he fent an Order to his Mini-* 
fter at Copenhagen^ to renew his Inftances on 
that and other Articles; ordering at the fame 
Time, the Equipment of the Ruffian Fleet, 
and embarked on board it himfelf, fo that the 
Danes expefted to have been attacked ; but 
the Czar deceived the Expedation of all the 
Speculatifts, and contented himfelf with only 
exerdfing his Fleet, without going out of the 
Gulph of /?ff£i»/, and then returned to P^/^ 
hurgb. In which City, foon after arrived Ifmaet 
Becki Ambal&dor Plenipotentiary from the 
Schah tabnuu or Tabmafi^ Son of the depofed 
i Huffem^ 
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Huffan^ Schth ^Perfiai this Minifies knov; 
ing all that his Matter had to fear fiotn the 
Turk and Jiifrr-Magbmud^ had frequent Cor^ 
ferences with his Imperial Majefty's Minifters 
to folicit a quick and powerful Succour. He 
was a Man of Spirit and not ignorant of the 
Interefts of both Empires, but thought very 
juftly that he (hould never* be able to obtain 
f he Alliance he demanded, and the Succours 
his Matter's Affairs had fo much need of, 
without propofmg very advantageons Condi* 
tions to die Ruffians^ which he did according- 
ly, and concluded a Treaty with his Imperial 
Majefly, whereby Derbtnt^ Bakui the IVo- 
vinces of Ghilan^ Mazanderan^ and Afiardbat^ 
were yielded to Ftter for ever. 

The Porte was very (bon informed of 
this Treaty, with which fhe was not at all fa^ 
nsfy'd, and looP^ upon the Emperor of 
Ruffians thu$ ynicing with the Schah Tabmas^ 
as an oblique Declaration of War againft her; 
but the Ruffian Minitter at QmfiatUinaplCy and 
the Marquis de BonaCy the French Ambaflkdor, 
immediately giving Notice to Peter of the 
Difpofition that appeared in the Divan to de- 
clare War againft him, he communicated in 
Form to the Porte^ the Treaty he had made 
^ with the young Scbab^ inviting his Highnefs 
the Grand Seignior to accede to it, declaring 
that he would religioufly obferve his Treaties 
with the Sublime P^rte^ and that he had no 
other View than to aflift a Prince infulted and 
pcrfccuted by a rebellious Subjeft. This De- 
claration had fuch an Effed, that the Divan 
was brought to confent to appoint Commiffa- 
rjes to treat of a Convention between the two 

Empires^ 
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Empires, with regard to the Affairs oi Perfta^ 
by which both the Czar's and the Turks Con- 
quefts 'were confirmed to them, and the latter 
put in Poffeflion of the Provinces of Erivari^ 
Tauri's and Cajbin. 

The Emperor Peter having thus cfta- 
bliflied Peace on every Side of his wide ex- 
tended Empire, began to think of putting 
the Defign in Execution, which he had long 
formed of caufing his beloved Emprefs Catba-ne j^g^^j^ 
fine to be crowned in his antient City of Mt/^Catharimb 
cow^ of which I fhall fpeak in the next Vo- «'»«'«/. 
lume : And that Solemnity over, his Imperial 
Majefty purfued his ufual Endeavours to en- 
courage the Commerce of his Subjects, and to 
advance their Skill in all ufeful Arts and Sci- 
ences. He alfo made many wife and neceflary 
Regulations, and, as Monf. de Fentmette fays, 
dared to retrench the Churches and Monafte- 
ries that were too rich, and brought fix>m 
thence feveral Millions of Roubles into the 
Publick Treafury, 

At the latter End of this Year [1724,] 
his Imperial Majefty invited the foreign Mi- 
nifters, and others, to the Ceremony oJF be-AKWA Pi. 
trothing the Princcfe Jnmi Pelrowna to the"®^",^ '^

and of the Birth of our Saviour^ 1^53* ^ter 
this^ be alfo writ a third Letter^ of the lyib of 
Oftober the fame Tear^ upon which the Prifonef 
was delivered up to thofe^ whom the Great Duke 
bad tainted to receive him.
